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PREFACE. 



The work of the Alabama History Commissiou has been 
concluded, and is in part submitted in this volume. Its in- 
vestigations have as far as possible been conducted in accord- 
ance with the Act of appointment, an attempt being made to 
carry out both its letter and si»irit. The failure to do so fully 
has been due to limitations which could not be overcome — 
neglect of oflBcials, indifference of custodians of historical 
materials, want itf time and means for personal research, be- 
sides other causes detailed in the Aduiinistrative Keport. 

In oixler that the true purport of the work and investiga- 
tions may be properly understood, it may be stated that thi^ 
Report is an attempt to sliow as far as possible what unpub- 
lished or undeveloped "materials, manuscript, documentary 
and record" are in existence bearing upon the history and 
antiquities of the State, where they are to be found, with 
notes on their probable value, extent and accessibility, also 
the "condition of historical work in the State," and what 
public attention and support is given it in other States. 
While the publication of these investigations will undoubted- 
ly prove a lasting and permanent contribution to the his- 
torical literature of the State, its primary value lies in the 
substantial basis it affords and the urgent necessity it empha- 
sizes for legislative actioo toward "fostering historic interest 
and the preservation of the records, archives and history of 
the State." If it fail in this latter particular, the arduous 
labor involved in its compilation, so far as the fundamental 
purp4jse is concerned, will have been in vain. 

Within the limits of the appropriation, it has been found 
impossible to embody the results of the examination of the 
County records, as well as the dat'a secured as to the "location 
and present condition of battle fieid.s, historic houses and 
buildings, and other places and things of historic interest and 
Importance in the State." The material is in hand, and is 
really of great value for reference. It will be prepared for 
publication if sufficient interest is taken in the subject to 
provide the expense of printing and binding. 

Id conclusion, an explanation of the origin of the Commis- 
sion may not be without interest. During the summer of 
1896, impressed with the importance of State aid for histori- 
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cal research aud maiuteuance, but feeling that nothing would 
be done without a preliiuiuary exploration of the field of in- 
vestigation, the editor prepared a plan, with a tentative draft 
of a bill, providing for such exptoratitm. It was submitted to 
members of the General Asaeiiildj wliieh convened the follow- 
ing winter, but its proniotiou was uot encouraged. Two 
years later substantially tbf sauie plan was proposed and car- 
ried to a successful issue in the passage of the Act under 
which the Commission has pri)<eeded. 

So far as can be ascertained, no where has a similar effort, 
quite so ambitious aud cniiiprehensive, been put forth with- 
out compensation, with the possible exception of the Report 
Oil the Vu.'itud)/ and Voiidition- of the I'lihlic lieeordu of 
I'urishea, Toifiix tiiid Coiiiities of Massachusetts, by Carroll 
IK Wright, as Comiuissiouer (1S81); 8vo. pp. 379). In this 
KejMn't, however, it will be noticed that it was limited to three 
classes of public records, and it is to be further borne in mind 
that Jj»4,&yO.(M> was appropriated to collect the data aud to 
compile it, besides the cost of printing. On its publication, 
the importance of State supervision of public records became 
so apparent, that the office of "Couimissioncr of Public Kee- 
ords" was promptly established, and its 12th Annual Report 
has now appeared. Brief reference may also be made to 
(*ther work in this direction: Repurl upon the condition of 
the records, files, pajters and documents of the Secretary's 
(tttice of JIas.sjxcliusetts (1885, Svo. pp. 42); The Touvi 
RcvonlH of Rhode lalinid (1893; Svo. pp. 1S2) ; First 
Report of the FtihUe Reeord Coinininsiun of New Jersey, 
(1899; Svo. pp. lUi) ; and the Reports of the Historian of 
Confederate Records of South Carolina (1899 and 1900). 
The Historical Societies of the country have perhaps shown 
more zeal and interest in reference to the care and value 
of public records than States or officials. In December, 1895, 
the American Historical Association created the "Historical 
Manuscripts Commission," which has compiled four valuable 
Reports. At the meeting of the same Association in Decem- 
ber, 1899, a "Public Archives Commi.ssion" was created "to 
examine into the condition and character of the public rec- 
ords of the United States, of the several States, and of im- 
portant local communities." The Massachusetts Historical 
Society has an "Historical Manuscripts Committee," as has 
ahso other Societies. And it may be noted as of special inter- 
est that the Legislature of Mississippi in 1900 passed an Art, 
similar to that of Alabama, creating for like purposes a Mis- 
sissippi History Commission.

To provide for the appr>intment of an Alabama History 
CommiMsiou, to regulate the powers aud duties thereof, 
aud to iirovide for tlie publication uf its report. 

Section 1. — Be it cnarttd by the Gcncrul Aasembly of Ala- 
bama, That the I'resideut of the Alabama Historical Society 
IH hereby directed and empowered to apptuut five persons 
from the membership of said Society, who shall couHtitute 
an Alabama History Couniiissiou, whose duty it shall be, 
under such rules, re{i;uiatious aud plau of procedure as it may 
adopt, and without compensation, to make a full, detailed 
and exhaustive examination of all of the source."!! and mate- 
rials, manuscript, documentary and rei-ord of the history of 
Alabama from the earliest times, whether in domestic or 
foreign archives or repositories, or in private hands, includ- 
ing the records of Alabama troops in all wars in which they 
have participated, aud also of the location and present condi- 
tion of battlefields, liiHtoric houses and buildinfi-s, and other 
places and things of historic interest and importance in the 
State; and the said commJs.sion shall embody the result of 
Baid examination in a detailed report to the Governor of Ala- 
bama prior to the next ensuing session of the General Assem- 
bly, with an account of the then condition of historical work 
in the State and with such recommendations as may be de- 
sirable. 

Skction 2. — Be it further enacted. That on the receipt of 
the said report, the Governor shall cause one thousand copies 
thereof to be printed and bound in cloth under the super- 
vision and direction of the commission as one of the publica- 
tions of the Society, the printing and binding to be paid for 
as other public printing and binding. And the G»ivernor 
ghall submit said report to the ensuing session of the General 
Assembly with a plan for permanently fostering historic 
Interest and the preservation of the records, archives and 
history of the State; provided, however, that in the printing 
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and binding of said Tolumes the Oovernor shall in his discre- 
tion authorize the expenditure of not exceeding ($500) five 
hundred dollars. 

Section 3. — Be it further enacted, That it shall be the duty 
of all State, county and municipal officials in Alabama to 
make prompt and full replies and answers, supplying all 
facts and data desired in relation to the records, books and 
papers of their respective offices, upon application therefor 
by the said commission ; and the failure, neglect or refusal to 
do so shall be a misdemeanor. — ^Approved December 10th, 
1898.

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ORGANIZATION. 

After their appointment thiTe was an intPrt'lianp;o of vitws 
by f()rrt'8p<»ii(k'uce between the members. In this way much 
of the preliminary details uf tlie pniposed investitjations was 
infui'inally a^reeol upon. The Commission held its lirst for- 
mal sessiitn at !>:30 a. m. June 19, 189!t, at the State Univer- 
sity, in the l^atin h^elni'e room of Dr. Wynmn, one of our 
assoeiates. There were present Dr. Wm. 8. Wyman, Prof. 
Charles (■. Thach and Thomas M. Owen. S. W. John and 
Peter J, HaniiUon, the remaiuinp; members, wore detained 
at home on account of imixtrtant business engagements. The 
Act of the (leneral Assembly creating the ('ommission, and 
the letter of appointment by the President of the Society 
were read. Jlr. Owen was formally agreed upon as Chair- 
man. After a prolonged, but informal discussion of the 
work, its purpo.ses, importance and far reaching scope, the 
chairman submitted a tentative outline of the matters pro- 
posed to be covered by the researches, and to be embraced 
in the Kepnrt. After careful and critical examination, this 
was agreed upon as embodying the various subjects of in- 
vestigation. An assignment of the different parts of the 
work was then made to the several members of the Commis- 
sion. The chairman was authorized to secure the compila- 
tion of special parts of the Keport by competent students 
where deenie<l desirable. lie was also authorized to super- 
vise the preparation of the entire Report. 

CIRCULAR Tf) THE PUBLIC 

The cliairman on the same date issued a circular statement 
and appeal to the pultlic, {.{(Imitiixtratice Ctrnilar, No. 7, of 
the Alabama Historical Society), of which the following is a 
copy: 

Statement of Work Pboposed bt the Commission, Tentative Outline of 
Report, Act or the Genebai. Assembly, ETa 

To the Public: 

The General Assembly of Alabama, by Act approved Dec. 10. 1898. pro- 
videil for the appointment of an Alabama History Coinmisgion of five 
members. Its creation grew out of an enlightened public sentiment, 
and also a conviction on the part of the law-makers that there should 
be some legislative action toward "fostering historic Interest and the 
preservation of the records, archives and history of the State." Under the 
authority conferred by the Act, the undersigned have been appointed 
as members by his Excellency. Governor Joseph F. Johnston, the Presi- 
dent of the Alabama Historical Society. 
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The members of the Commission, duly Impressed with the Importance 
*a well as patriotic nature of the task Imposed upon them, have organized 
and entered upon the performance of their labors. It Is made their duty 
in a genera) way (for full Act see page 4 hereof), "to make a full, detailed 
and exhaustive examination of all of the sources and materials, manu- 
script, documentary and record of the history of Alabama from the 
earliest times," the result of the examination to he embodied 
In a report to the Governor for the use of the next Gen- 
eral Assembly, upon which intelligent legislative action can be 
predicated. This report will indicate fully and in detail what 
material Is in existence, and where it is to be found, with notes 
on its probable value, accessibility, extent, etc. To Indicate more fully 
the character of the report and as a guide for work, a tentative outline 
of Its contents has been agreed upon, and Is submitted herewith. It is in- 
tended to be exhaustive and to embrace every field of. Inquiry. 

In order to better accomplish the purposes of its creation, the Com- 
mission now appeals with confidence to students and scholars everywhere, 
and especially to public spirited Alabamlans, for aid and co-operation. 
II Is obvious that it will be impossible, no matter how diligent and 
zealous its members may be, for them to do all that is designed without 
assistance. The outline given will Indicate points on which information 
and data must be secured, and every person is urged to speedily commu- 
nicate any and all pertinent facts, as well as the names and addresses 
of others who may render aid. 

The Commission respectfully Invites the attention of foreign archiviata, 
keepers of retrords in Federal and States offices, and librarians generally 
to the very great Importance of Its proposed Investigations. 

The custodians of public records, and of the offlcial records (registers, 
journals, etc.) of churches, educational and benevolent institutions in 
Alabama, are requested to supply full accounts of the condition and extent 
ot materials in their keeping. 

Local and other collectors of Alabama manuscripts, etc., are invited to 
forward detailed descriptions of their collections, the material parts of 
which will be embraced In the report. The various Items should be listed, 
showing subject-matter, date, where obtained, historical value, etc. 

In all parts of Alabama are Individuals who have facts in their knowl- 
edge on som.e, if not all of the topics embraced in the proposed investiga- 
tion. Hid away In old troinks, drawers, book-cases, and chests, are num- 
bers of manuscr;;it treasures; private letter.?, letter books, diaries or 
Journals, weather notes, manuscript maps, account books, surveyor's note 
or Held books, etc. In the hands of participants, or their descendants. 
In the Indian wars, the Texan and Mexican wars, and the late war be- 
tween the States, are doubtless to be found valuable letters. Journals 
of campaigns, and rolls of various commands, as well as mementoes 
of theae struggles. The location, extent and present ownership of all such 
material is earnestly desired; and if possible a gift of the same to the 
Historical Society. 

At no time since the formation of Alabama has so much interest 
been taken by all classes of citizens In Its history. Individuals are 
doing much, and the Historical Society Is exceedingly active In promoting 
and increasing this interest. But what Is needed Is Stale aid and en- 
couragement. To bring this about Is the ultimate purpose of the Com- 
mission, and If proper assistance Is given In Us work, the next General 
Aasembiy can be reasonably expected to do all that the most enthusiastic 
should demand.

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CONDUCT OP THE WORK. 



The formal organization perfected, and phm of operation 
agreed tijxjn, the work has proceeded steadily to completion 
in its present form. The press lias been generous in calling 
fiflnitioii III the wishes of the rommission for data, and in 
urging co-opi-ratioii. As can he readily seen the collection 
of information has necessarily been l»y corre.sj)ondence, a 
method often tiNlioiis and slow, and in many cases without 
returns. The results an* not comnieiisiirate with the great 
inj))ortance of the suh.jcrf, and yet so ninch has heen brought 
together that one may well marvel at the great richness of 
the historical stores at hand. The records of municipalities, 
churches, benevolent :md educational institutions have not 
h»'en fully explorcil, as well as othiM- parts of the field outlined. 
In this connection, however, it may be said that as this work 
w pioneer in Alabama, the very best results were not of 
course to have been cxjwcted. In every movctnent much pre- 
liminary eflucatiou on the part of the public is essential. 
Again, the work done by the Commission may in a sense be 
."said to he only tentative. As interest widens and the number 
of students increases, new discoveries will be made and a 
correction of the report in many points necessitated. 

The results of the investigation as will appear from its 
inspection cover in the fullest and broadest sense the design 
an«i purpose of the Act of creation. Tn this, the purely ad- 
ministrative report, is given : H Kin account of the perform- 
ance of the duties a.ssigued, (2^ the present condition of 
h!Ktori<',aI work in the State, (3) what has been done by other 
States for their history, and (4) the results, with recommen- 
dations of (he rommission. The exploration of the "sources 
jind materials" which f<db»ws is presented as the separate 
|nd independent work of the individual members and con- 
rihutoi-s. anil for whiili the rommission as a body is not re- 
>nnsible. The indications of .sources are printed in official 
"itnd non-<»tflcial groups, and are described lu-mnJinfi to their 
prrarvt lorafion. The entire bodv of manuscript source ma- 
^rirtl. whether official or non-official is therefore noted as (1) 
foreiini depositories. (2^ in State depositories, and (3) in 
pivatf hands. The only deviation from this order is in the 
ilisn of the War Uecords. which, from their importance and 
llstinctive fharacter. are best grouned together as a whole. 
Th»'n follow narts embracing accounts of all local evidences 
of i?ie aboriginal and Indian remains of the State; and also 
li.st}) of Points and Places of ni.storic Interest in the State. 
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CONDITION OF HISTORICAL WORK IN THE STATE. 

In preparing an accotint of the present condition of histori- 
cal work in the State, no more satisfactory way is suggested 
than in summarizing tho work of the several agencies which 
are arousing interest and dinseminating information concern- 
ing tlie dignity and value of historieal studies. These agen- 
rie.s are Historical Societies and Patriotic organizations, Col- 
lege and School history courses, Libraries and Museums, and 
Individual effort. While the present condition is far wide 
of what is needful to be done, it is still highly gratifying to 
note that sub-qt^intial interest in historical work, investiga- 
tinn and study, is steadily increasing, and as its high moral 
and ethical value comes to be mure understood, that interest 
will be marvelously quickened. 

HiSTORICAI. SOCIETOBS AXD PATRIOTIC OSOAMZATIONS. 

As historical societies and patriotic organizations have for 
their fundamental purposes the promotion of historical work 
and the stimulation of patriotism, it is natural that from 
them much should he expected. In a general way, it may 
be sjiid that excellent work is being done by those organiza- 
tions in the State, although limited at times by many dis- 
couragements. 

The leading institution of the kind is the Alabama Histori- 
cal Society, organized July 8, IS-^O, and chartered February 
5, 1852. Its early accomplishments are not in any degree 
what was to have been expected, but it is now thoroughly 
revived, and is meeting its full obligation. In order to better 
carry on its work, at tlie annual meeting, June 18, 1900, the 
headquarters were removed to Birmingham. Here it is accu- 
mulating a library, Museum and Art frallery, and a bright 
niitlonk is ahead, if interest continues, and the work is 
properly encouraged. During the last two years it has pub- 
lished two Tolunies of Trim.inrfiovst, which have received the 
higbe-st commendation from students and from the press. 
Till' Society has lent everv encouragement to the compilation 
of this Rfporf, and has defrayed all of the local expenses of 
the rommission. 

The Alabama Baptist Historical Society, organized in 1893, 
cannot he said to he doing active work, although it served the 
useful purpose of materiallv fissistinc Dr. B. F. Riley in the 
prenarntinnof his Hilton/ of the TfnpfintK of Alahnma ^895.) 

The Cumberland Presbyterian Historical Society, appears 
from a recent published report in the Minutes of the Binning- 
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ham Presbytery, to be aceumnlatinj; through its Secretary, 
Rev. J. II. H. Hall, of !iirmin<i;hani, the necessary materials 
for a history of that Chtirch in the State. 

The ('oncciih Historical Society, organized in 1870, seems 
to have dic«l after it had rendered necos.sary aid to Dr. B. F. 
Rilev ill the preparation of his History of Conecuh County, 
Ahifwma (1881). 

The Old St. Stopliens nistorical Society, orfianized Jan. 
19, 1899, at New St. Steplien.s, in Washington County, co-op- 
erated with the comni'ttee of the .\lahama OiHtDrical Society 
in the celebration on May 6, 1899, of the l(H)th anniversary 
of the Spanish evacuation of St. Stei)lienH, and on May 26, 
1900. it held its second annual metin<r. It is urfianized for 
the purptKse of .studying the history of Washin;;ton and adjoin, 
ing counties. As yet it has issued no jtublications. 

The United Confederate Veterans, the United Daughters 
of the Confederacy, the United Suns of Cunfederate Veter- 
an.s, the Colonial Danie.s, the Daughters of the American Rev- 
olution, and the Sons of the Revolution, are all in their re- 
Bpective spheres doing much for historical work. They are 
arousing interest in its study; encouraging the correction 
of errors in .school history publications ; .stimulating the 
increa.se of historieal literature in libraries throughout the 
State; collecting individual history; marking historic spots, 
and erecting monuments to our heroic dead. 

Libraries a.vd Museumr. 



With library extension comes the increase of opportunity 
for Investigation in all departments of inquiry. Recent in- 
ter«>st in lii)rary work in the State may be said to be in some 
measure the results of the growth of historical investigations, 
but in turn the increase in the efflciency and working charac- 
ter of libraries has in a large degree stimulated a wider inter- 
est in historical pursuits. While there are few libraries of 
high class in the State, new ones are being established here 
and there, and the value of those already in existence is being 
strengthened. In no one line is a greater proportionate 
number of books added than in the department of history. 

In due time will develop the desire to make special and 
local ('(dlections. whieh as it increases will embrace manu- 
scripts, etc. Cases in ]>oint. are the Alabama Oirls' Industrial 
School, which is making an effort to collect every book writ- 
ten by an Alabamian, or printed in Alabama; and the Tus- 
Lteg ec Normal and Industrial Institute, which is collecting a 
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special library of negro literature. As tbe educational value 
of libraries comes to be more appreciated, tbcy will become 
more and more tbe objects of gifts and bequests. It will be 
recalled that recently the lil>rary of tbe University of Ala- 
bama has received two vahial)|p collections, tlie "John Leslie 
Uibbard Memorial Library" of 1,000 volumes, and the B. F. 
Meek Library of 654 volumes. 

The museums of the fJeological Survey, at Tuscaloosa, and 
of the Alabama Polytechnic Institute, at Auburn, are collec- 
tions of great value. Ciibinets are also being formed by 
the Insane Hospital, Tuscaloosa; tlie Young Men's Chris- 
tion Association. Jloitile; tlie United Daughters of the Con- 
federacy, Montgomery; several of the Camps of Confederate 
Veterans; the Birmingham Public Library; several e<luca- 
tional in.stitutious; and the Ahibama Historical Society. 

College and School Hibtort CotmsES. 

T^liile far from having the proper recognition in the 
Courses of instruction in tlie sclmols and higher institutions 
of learning in the State, the study of liistory is every year 
given more favorable consideration. Witli the recognition of 
its importance, methods of study will improve so that it will 
no longer be the mere acquisition of a lot of dry facts, but 
will be a critical and philosopliical review of past events 
wherelty lessons may be drawn for future guidance and in- 
spiration. The result of true historical study and investi- 
gation is not only acquirement, but is culture and training. 
Tlie facts themselves while important, are valueless without 
the les.sons back of them. These lessons of history must be 
sought out. The discoveries are to be communicate*! to other 
students, wlio in time advance to higher altitudes of thought 
and life. The hope of the State is in its youth in the schools 
and colleges, who witli eager untrameled minds await newly 
discovered truths in nature ami in history. 

In response to public sentiment the General Assembly 
has provided that all persons applying for license to teach 
must stand an examination, among other things, on the 
history of Alabama. In response to the same .sentiment it 
was provided that the history of the State must be taught in 
the public schools. How far reaching these measures will 
prove cannot be estimatofl. The attention of hundreds of 
teachers has been turned anew not only to the value of his- 
tory, but to its importance in a local aspect. Thou-sands of 
children will come from the schools with a more intelligent 
and buoyant patriotism, proud of their commonwealth and 
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its history, and from their know ledge of its career — in suc- 
cess and disiister — they will be better equipped to ttike part 
in its aduiinistrution whether as citizens ur leaders. 

The work of twenty of thi- principal colleges in the State 
la summarized below. History, ancient and modern in some 
form or other, in. taught in all. As will ai)pCHr, the union of 
history with other branches of study, while in tiie direction of 
economy of administration, must necessarily subordinate it. 

However, a study of these summaries is encouraging when 
compared with tlie work of the same institutions in previous 
veal's, and it is Itelieved that as the inllueuce of the public 
schooKs is felt, and the iuHuence of the Historical Society 
and individual effort widens, these institutions will respond 
to the full measure of tlieir duty. Only the representative 
Colleges are noteil. NVIiiie excellent work is being done by 
many academies and preparatory schools, particular details 
concerning them do not appear necessary. 

CxivKiisiTY OF Alaba.m.\, Tuscaloosa. The School of His- 
tvry and Political Economy constitute a chair, under one 
professor. In the courses outlined will be found reference 
to such study as is devoted to Alabama history. What is 
done in the History branch of this School appears from the 
Catalogue, 1S<JU-1900, as follows: 

"C'our««; /. (a.). Advanced American History. This 
course is designed to give a fuller knowledge of the constitu- 
tional, the political, and the industrial development of the 
United States than that ottered in the usual High School 
course. It presupposes such a general knowledge of Ajneri- 
cau History, on the part of the student, as can be gained from 
the study if any good (xrammar Sciiool History. Text-Book : 
Channing's Students' History of the United States, or Mont- 
gomery's Students' American History. The course is supple- 
mented by a short course in the History and Government of 
the State of Alabama, (b.) History of England. This 
course traces the outline of English Uistor}' from the earliest 
times to the present, special emphasis being placed upon the 
prominent English institutions, social, legal and political, 
which, under various modifications, survive in our American 
iaiititutious. The organization and practical workings of the 
llritish ( lovernment at the present day are studied, and points 
of contrast and resemblance between it and the government 
of the United States are carefully presented to the student. 
Text- Book: Montgomery's Leading Facts in English Hia- 
lory. 
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"Course II. During the last half of the Sophomore year 
a course is offered iu Aiuient History — from the bej^iuuiuj; nf 
civilizatiou in the East to the Fall of the Roman Empire in 
the West A. 1)., 47(5. Te.vr-Hooivs: .Myers's Eastt-ru Na- 
tions and Greece, and Allen's Short History of the Roman 
People. 

^'Course III. (a.) An outline of the Histoid of Mediaeval 

and iModcrii Einupc. Text-Books: Eiuertons Introduction 
to tlie Study of the Middle Ages, and Myers's Mediaeval and 
Moderu History. This course aud the oue iu Ancient History 
(offered iu the last half of the Sophomore year) taken in 
succession are designed to give t!ie stiMicnt a fuller knowl- 
edge of general historj' than that outlined in the usual single 
volume lext-booiis covering the subject, (b ) roliticui and 
Constitutional History of the United States. Johnston's 
American Politics is made the basis of this course; but the 
class work, including lectures aud special toi)ical studies, 
tiikes a wider range thau that covered by the text. The Con- 
8tituti<*n itself, and its Atre-rnnner, the Articles of Confed- 
eration, are studied in connection with the historical causes 
that gave thfiii birth; and the growth of the Constitution, 
Ijolh by iutcrinx'tation and by ameudmeul, is pointed out in 
ccmnection with the political struggles incident thereto." 
The University Library has about 25,000 volumes. 

AXaVBAMA PoLYTECHiNic INSTITUTE, Aubum. History and 
Latin are combinitl under oue instructor. The work of the 
History branch is indicated by the ('(tialuyuc, 1900. Limited 
instruitioii in Aiabauui history appears to be given. 

"In this department the aim is not so much to memorize 
facts as to understand them. Strong emphasis is laid on the 
fact that histtuy- i.s not a successicm of isolatwl facts but a 
progressive whole, each event being at once the cause and 
effect of other events. The students are taught to investi- 
gate the growth of ideas and institutions, the rise and pro- 
gress of great historical movements and the reciproral inliu- 
ences of men and circumstJinces. Frequent use is made of 
diagrams, photogra])hs, charts and nuips, with which the de- 
partment is well I juipjicd. t'onstant practice in iiuip draw- 
ing is insisted on in order to give precision to the geographical 
knowledge actiuircd. Instruction is given by text-books, lec- 
tures and class discussion, but a constant effort is made to 
stin\ulate to wider reading and research in the library. 

"In the freshnum class, the subjects studied are the United 
States, Alabama and England. The first term (two hoora 
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per week) is devoted to the history and government of the 
United States, the second term (two hours per week) to Ala- 
bama, and the third term (three huurs pt-r week lo tlie his- 
tory of England. 

"In the Sophomore class (three hours per week until 
March), the subject studied is general European history. 

'•In the junior and senior classes opportunity for special 
historical work is given to those students of the General 
Course who may elect it instead of labrutory work. During 
the session of lyoU-Ul the work will be in .^Vmerican history, 
social, political and constitutional. 

"A series of lectures will be given on American statesmen, 
including amongst others such Southern men as Kandolph, 
Davis, Stephens, Toombs and Yancey. Lectures will also be 
given on important points iu our history, including: The 
Failure of the Confederation; The Ordinance of 17)ST; The 
Constitutiimal Convention; The War of 1812; The Missouri 
Comproinise; The Monroe Doctrine; Texas and Mexico; The 
Compromise of 1850; The Kansas- Nebraska Struggle; Seces- 
sion. 

•'The students will investigate under the direction of the 
pnjfessor topics connected with the lectures and will record 
the results of their research in note books. These records 
will be made the basis of general class discussion. 

"Graduate students are expected to take part in the junior 
and senior discussion.^ and in addition will meet with the 
professor for confereme in regard to their work. Those who 
take history as their major subject are expected to devote a 
large part of their time to original research upon some topic 
on which they can consult the original sources of informa- 
tion." 

8(.>UTHERN UNIVERSITY;, Greensboro. History, Mentsil and 
Moral Philosophy are combined in one chair. Courses in 
general and American history, the latter comprehending (1) 
growth of the American Nation, and (2) civil institutions and 
constitutional history. The course requires from the Fresh- 
man cla.ss, three hours per week; Sophomore, three; Junior, 
six elective ; and Senior, twelve elective, if not elected in the 
preceding year. 

In this connection it is highly pleasing to state that a 
movement is near fruition which lias for its object the endow- 
ment of a Ciiair of History In this Uuiversity. The Alumni 
of the institution, and friends of Christian education, have 
responded liberally to the appeal, and as a result not only will 
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the success of the effort be assured, but the importance of 
historical work has been emphasized. 

SruiXG Hill Cullkue (St. Joseph's), near Mobile. Thor- 
oujfli iiistrmtion in history is given in the preparatory, com- 
mercial and classical coui'ses. Biblical history is included. 

Uow.vui) CoLLKGK, East Lake. History is not provided for 
in any designated Scho<d, but instruction is given in general 
history in the A. B. Course, Sophomore year. 

NimTH Alabama Conference College, Birmingham 
(Owenton). lli.><tiiry is cmiibincd under oue iustrmtor, who 
also has gcncnil directiou of the Business Department. There 
is also an assistant in History and English, and lectures on 
Constitutional History, and Church History*. Instruction in 
history during the entire four years of study. No reference 
to the study uf Alabama history, but it is known that the lec- 
tures embrace this subject. 

Alahama Static Noksial College, Floivm-e. History is 
not provided for in any designated Department, but instruc- 
tion in general history is given in the first and second years. 
In the iJejjartment of Pedagogy the school laws of Alabama 
are studied. 

State Noumal College, Troy. HisUtry, Civil <iovcrnment 
and Political Economy comprise the school of Civics, under 
one instructor. (Jencrai instruction in liistory during the 
Sophomore, Junior and Senior years. "The subject of Ala- 
bama Hintory and Uuvcnuncnt is studied the last term of the 
Senior year. Much attention is given to the part the State 
has played in the histiuy of the Union, and also to the pecu- 
liar features of her internal institutions. In this connection, 
there will be given a tbuiougli drill upon the Public School 
System of the State." (Catalogue.) 

St. Beunaui) C(JLLEflE, Cullman. Church, Ancient and 
Modern, Bible, and United States History, each combined 
with other work, form parts of the instruction committed to 
four separate Professoi-s. Instruction in History is given in 
the several courses. 

JrnsoN IxsTiTi'TE, Marion. History and Penmanship com- 
bined under one instructor. Tiie study of history is taken up 
in tlie preparatory Department and continued throughout 
the course. 

Alaiiama CENTitvL FEMALE COLLEGE, Tuscaloosa. His- 
tory and Elocution combined under one instructor. Instruc- 
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tion in history by the ''topical method" in the Collegiate 
Course, tirsi, secoud and third yeius. 

AL.VBAMA CoNfiiKKNCii Femam: Cullkuk, Tuskegce. French, 
lliHtory and Literature i-ombiui'd under one instructor. His- 
tory studied til rough the entire course. 

Ti st'ALoosA Fkmai.i; Cui.i.i;t;i;, Tuscal(U).sa. History and 
English, and History and Geograpliy couiprise the work 
assigned t«» two instructors. Instruction in history during 
the Freshman, fcjophomore and Sub-Senior years. 

ATUti.NS FEAliU,E CoLLKUE^ Atlicus. History, English and 
I.ili-rature coiuliiued under one instructor. History studied 
through the entire course. 

Alabama Giuls' Ixdustuial Sl-uool, Moutevallo. De- 
partment of English and History under four instructors, 
"ihe course in History is ueces.sarily an adjunci to the de- 
partment of English." (Catalogue.) instruction in history 
each year of the four years' course. One of the text-books 
named for the Senior year is Pickett's Alabama. 

No 
separate department, but instruction in history each year of 
the four years' course. Alabama history studied by text- 
books and lectures.

WHAT OTHER STATES HAVE DONE FOR THEIR HISTORY. 

As illustrating general interest in the work, and at the 
same time l»y comparison emphasizing the duly of Ahihauia in 
reference to its history, the Commi.ssiou has compiled data 
as to the historical puldicutious and appropriatictns of the 
Federal (iovernment and of twenty- three titates, which is 
hejvwith presented. In regard Iu tin- slateiiieuts, they are 
not in all cases complete, fur the rea.son that exact tlgures 
have ni»t heen oUtainahle, hut they are believed to he accurate 
as far as they go. Where they dti nut set forth all that has 
l)een done by the Stale, it is simply because fuller informa- 
tion was not at hand. 

It will be seen from an examination uf t!ie statistics that all 
except Georgia, Florida and Mississijipi have ullieiatly issued 
imblications of an historical character, mid tliat all except 
one, Florida, have been liberal in appri>priatious. .Military 
records, in whole or iu pait, have been issued or are in process 
of publication by Maryland, Louisiana, New Jersey, New 
York, North Carolina, South Carolina, Vermont, .\Iassii- 
chusetts, New Hampshire, I'ennsylvauia, Ohio and XeUra.ska. 
Official Archives, Kecords, or State I'apers, have hei-u col- 
lected and published by Maryland, North Carolina, Virginia, 
Pennsylvania, New York, .\Iassachusetts, New Jer.sey, New 
Uamp.shire, and Khnde Islainl. These are gotten out under 
the <lirection of an editor, either directly em|>loyed, or ap- 
p<duted by an Historical Society, as iu the case of Maryland. 
In Massachusetts the State confides its history interests to an 
Archives Division of the State Department; in New York, 
til a State Historian; in Iowa, to a Department of History; 
in Wisconsin, Kansas, Nebraska and Ohio, to th.e State llis- 
tiirical Society. In Khode Island, Mississippi, New Jersey, 
and .Maryland the State Historical Societies are voted liberal 
aid; while in Maryland, Ohio, New Hampshire, and Wiscon- 
sin, State aid has been given individuals in their history 
work. 
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As contrasted with the statements below, the contributions 
so far made by tiie Slate of Alabama in behalf of its history 
may be siinimurized as foiiows: (1) the punhase of tifty 
volumes of Pii'kett's JJixtory uf Alahaitiu' at $150.00; (2) the 
jiiirchas*', after the dose of the Civil War, of the military 
records and i)ai)er8 relating to Alabama troops collected by 
\Vm. II. iMiwIer, for :?3,000.00, (to this sh(»uld be added a few 
liuudred dollars paid him in depreciated currency on his sal- 
ary as Superintendent of War IJecords) ; (3) the payment of 
^172.00, for copies, from the NNar Department, of rolls of Ala- 
bama tro(jp8 in the Mexican War;' (4) the sum of $500.00 to 
aid the Alabama Historical Society in the publication of its 
'J'ranmrtiuihs; and (5) $500.00 to pay for the printing and 
binding of this Report. 

Arkansas. lias pnlilislied a J/<niHrt/ (1S84), containing 
lists of all State olHcials. No appropriations for historical 
purposes. 

Flobida. The State of Florida has never made any appro- 
priations in behalf of its history. 

(iKuitciA, No State historical publications. The only 
thing done by the State for its history has been to procure 
copies of documents in tlie Briti.sh rec<»rd rtffices, for which 
between |:i,5(»0.00 to $4,000.00 was expended. These copies 
were burned before publication. 

Iowa. The State established an "Ilistorical Department" 
in 1892, and appropriated for its support $15,000.00 for two 
years. Siiuc I lien tin- annual appropriation for the main- 
tenance of tile l»i-partiiient has bi-eu $t:,000.(IO. The Curator 
in charge is paid a salary as an oUicial out of the State fund. 
The Department issues a biennial report, which is paid for 
out of the general printing fund. The Department publishes 
the Annals of Iowa, a (juarterly journal devoted to tlie histiU-y 
of the State. 

Kansas. Has published tlirough the Adjutant General's 
office rosters of Kau.sas ta-oops in the Civil War, 3 vols. It 
has also publisiied for the Ilistorical Society of the State 
eleven Iticnnial Rcportu, and six vuhnnes of Vollcctionn, with 
sundry minor papers. Some expenditures have been made 
for copying documents, and large sums for binding i)eriodi- 
cals. For the last fifteen years the appropriations for the 
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HistorirnI Society have averapfd ?5,000.0n annually. His- 
torirnl work fur the State is doni' tliroii};Ii the Society. 

Louisiana. No Stnte historical ])nbliration8.. Prior to 
the rivil War, alM)ut ?3,000.00 wa.s expended for procuring 
copies of documents from I-^rench and SpauLsh archives. In 
the report of the Secretary of State, 1880-1887, are published 
parti.'il rosters of Stnte troops in the Civil War. 

Makyi.ani). lias pnhlislied, or as.'sistod in the puhliration, 
of Roznian's nistori/ of Muri/hind, and of Mc.Mjihon'.s His- 
tnrif >if .\finf/liinil. Aiil was ijiven .1. T. Srliarf in tlie puhli- 
catiou of liis Uistniji of Mfiri/lund by an advaure .subscription 
for 300 copies at ?10.00 per set of 3 vols. Twenty quarto 
volumes of Areliivf.s liave been jtnldished, under tbe direction 
nf tbe IMaryland Historical Soriety, for wiiirh .f3S,0(»0.ttO have 
been ap])ropriated. For each volnnie ?2.fl0(l.(>f> is <;iven, 
which includes all cost of preparation, copyiu'r, editinii. jtrint- 
ing, etc. In 18!H! the sum of fl5,000 was .ippropriated for 
the juiblication of rosters of Maryland tioojis in tlie Civil 
War. 

Massachi'SETTS. No State lias been more liberal iu aid 
of historical effort and in attention to its records, archives, 
etc., than .Mas.sachu.sctt.s. James J. Tracy, chief of the 
Archives Division of tbe Office of tlie Secretary of the Com- 
monwealth has prepared a very full and sati.sfaitory account 
of the methods of work, ami its extent, wliiih is presented 
herewith : 

"There has alw:iys been a very considerable and influential 
element in JlassaeliUNetts, rakin;; jiridc in her early records, 
who have been able to secure lefitslntion directed toward their 
care and ju'eservation, and the jmblii-ation of them. In lUJe 
respect, c(uiditions have been exceedingly favorable for hav- 
Jn}» the work done above referred to, as tlie oflice of the Secre- 
tary, under Colony, Province and Coinnionwealtii, lias always 
been the repository for all official records of the State, leRis- 
lative as well as executive; and all the successive officials 
entrusted with the custody of the nuords, have in a fjreater 
or \rns di'i^ree nwub' them accessible to tlse ]MiblJc. indexe<l 
and arranjied them, and favored publication whenever public 
sentiment demand it. 

The prowfh of the various patriotic .societies, and the 
Mtimnlation. amona; people of all classes, of an interest in 
early .\meri<'an history, has brouiibt about within the last 
decade the creation of a department or division in the Seere-

tnry's office, wliere all records, apart from the current routine 
of the oflice, are filed and stored, and this division contains 
today a larj^er number of clerks than any other in the Sec- 
retary's office. 

The fiirce employed in the Archives division, numbers four- 
teen persons in all, which requires an annual expenditure of 
?n,(t4(l.oo in s^ilaries. Tlieir work consists entirely in index- 
iiuj. arran^rin^' and filin;i; the recDrds; proof reading the offi- 
cial publication now j^oinijj throu};Ii the jiress, entitled "Mas- 
sjif-husetts Stddiers and Sailoi-s in the War of the Revolu- 
tion;" assistin;^ persons interested in historical and penealogi- 
cai n'scanhcs; and issuing oflicial rertilicatcs or certified ab- 
stracts frotn I lie records and ri'turns preserved here. 

You will understand the importance of the Archives de- 
partment, and the work carried on there, when I state that 
all the early records from 1028 to tlii' adojition of the State 
Constitution, oHicia!ly connected with tlie Stale in any way 
whatsoever, rest on the shelves and in the tiles of the divis- 
ion. I'rom the adoption of the State Constitution down to 
the present date, all executive records. Council records and 
files, all legislative records, with their accom]»anying papers, 
that is, tiie original bills and resolves, ounmittee report, 
et cetera, as well as the engrossed acts and resolves, together 
with all records of civil ajipointments, are all preserved here, 
and the whole collecticm is accessible, under reasonable and 
])roper restriction.s, to any and everybody. 

In(|uiries of every stu't and nature relating to the early his- 
tory of the lMa.s,saclinsetts Bay Colony, and the Plymouth Bay 
Colony, or from historical students, or from persons interest- 
ed in the service of am-estors. are answered frt»<'ly and without 
charge unless certified abstracts from the records are desired. 

An annual a|>propriation of $r>,0(M).00 for the care and 
jtrcservation of the Archives, is also at the di8]K>.sal of the 
division, and more or h'ss of it is exfK^ndc'd every year in 
mounting, repairing, tu- n-binding. the manuscript records. 

An annual appropriation of if^i.OOll.OO is als<i placed at the 
disjiossil of the Secretary, to jtay for a volume of the "Massa- 
chusetts Soldiers and Sailors in the War of the Revolution," 
and one volume, at least, is finished every year. I would state 
that 7 vohuues of the records referred to have been completed 
up to this time, and should be found in your State library. 

I have practically bad charge of the work in the Archives 
Division sMwe !S91, although it was not made a separate and 
iudependent division, under the nominal direction of the Sec- 
retary, until several years later. 



Historical Work in Other States.

The first important work uudertaken by me, after my plans 
for the rlassi Ilea t ion and pulilication of the Ht^te records had 
been adoi)ted by the Archives ('omniission, was the compila- 
tion of a record index to tlie revoliiticmary rolls collection, 
which ^ivcs tlic exact service record of every individual 
credited with service in the State's collection of muster and 
|>ay rolls, enlistment returns, et cetera. This record index 
numbers between six biuidred and fifty and seven liundred 
thou.s;tnd separate rerord slifis, jtiid as.sorted toj^ctlier, fur- 
nishes all the iufonuatirju oMainiiblc in tlie orifjinal records, 
for every sejiarate indiviiliKil. Tliis record index also .serves 
for the preparation of copy for the piiblistied r(*cords,aiid also 
rendei-s nnneee.s.«;iry the n.^e of ttie oiMp:inal volumes by the 
general public in scarcliin*:; for records of ancestors. 

The appropriation for the compilation of the record index 
an<l publication was made in ISitl, and t!ie sum of ^ir>,i">()0.()0 
was allowed for tlie work. The :i!3,(HK>.00 annually appro- 
priated, before referred to, is made to cover the successive 
volumes as they are jrotten up. 

I have also completed a record index to the French and 
Indian War muster rolls, coverinj^ the period of 1710-1774, 
within the f)a.st two year.s, aiid 1 have no doubt that later on 
the publication of those records will be ordered, but at pres- 
ent there is no o]»portunity to publish the reccrrd.s, owing to 
the complete occupation <»f the force at my dispo.sal, in the 
ne<'e.ssarv work of tlie otilce, and the publication of the revolu- 
tionary records. 

So much for the work carried on in this office, year by year. 

As I have st;;ted, it would hanlly be jiossible to furnish you 
witli the amounts apjtropriatcd by the State for the publica- 
tion of reciu'ds, and for reuderinj; tbetn more accessible to 
the public by index! up, et cctern, in the past. 

Anion}: the publications that luivc been made under the di- 
rection of the Scrretary of the rotiimonwe-.iltb, are the records 
of the Massachusetts Bay Colony, in 5 volumes, covering the 
period of ](»2S-H>Sfi, these licinii eopies of the first five volumes 
of the General Court re<'ords of the ('olony; tlie Plymouth 
Colony records, covi'i-inf; 12 volumes of the orijiiual records 
at PlymiMjth ; the Acts and Resolves of the Province of Mas- 
wichusetts Ray, coverinjc the period from lfi92 to the adop- 
tion of the State Constitution in 1780. Of these last, the 
*'olunies of acts for the entire period named have been puh- 
lishpd. but the volumes of resolves only carry the work down 
to 170.**. I would state that the work was susj)ende<l for a 
while, but is again in progress, although not under the direc- 
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tion of tliG Sc'cretarv of the rfwiunonwealth, heinp; published 
iimU'r tlio (liri'ction of a coiiiniission. 

An edition of what are known as the "Early Acts," being 
the acts and resolves of the General Court from the adoption 
of the State Constitution in 1780 down to 180fi, was also made 
in this office, niul edited by me, and cnmyileted about 2 years 
Mfio. This work comprised sonu- 13 volumes, for which a sep- 
arate and rlistinct appropriation was allowed by the State, 
and the publication covered the period of about 10 years. 

Tlic Adjutant CK'neral's office also has secured from time 
to time appropi-iations for the purpose of indexing and puh- 
lishinfT the records of the Civil War, ct cetera, and for the 
care of such records, apart from the regular routine work 
of the office. 

"As yon will see by the foregoing statements, the depart- 
ment for the care of records, and their publication, has 
crown tn be a very iniportnnt one here in Mas.sachusett8, and 
is entirely separate from the Secretary's office, except that 
its diicf. as T have .snid Itefore, is nominally under his direc- 
tion, althori<;h fi-out tlie time of my taking charge of the work 
here, I have been allowed a free hand and autocratic authority 
in all matters connected with the records." 

Mi.ssissirri. No State historical publications. On March 
2, 1900, an appropriation of 12,000.00 was made to aid the 
State nistori<'al Society "in the ju'inting of its publications, 
including the report" of the Mi.s.ssi.ssippi Ilistory Commissitin. 

Nkrraska. Rosters of Stite troops, 1801-6.5, and 1898, 
issued liy office of .\djutant deneral. Cost not ascertained. 
Totiii State ai)pro)u-iation in aid of State Ilistorical Society, 
1883 to 1809. !ii!23,000.00, of which ?3,200.00 actually expended 
in juintinir State historical material, the remainder going to 
library iiiainfcnauce, et<". 

New ITami'SIIIUK. FTas i)nlilished 28 volumes of State 
Papers. These include generally, miscellaneous docu- 
Ujentary material covering the early history of the State, 
rosters nf troops in the TJevolutinnary War, Journals of the 
Ciumcil, Senate and TTimse. Town Charters, early Wills, 
T.aws, otc. These are jtrepared under the direction of an edi- 
tor; and are of great value. Total appropriations not ascei"- 
tnined. but the cost of V(d. 28. pp. ."32, octavo, i.>< given to 
illustrate the general cost, viz: editorial work and incidental 
expenses for editor and his assistants, $928.00; printing, 
11,590.10; printing blanks for the collection of data, $5.20; 
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makini; n total of |2,523.30. T'oiir volumes of Indexes have 
heen puhlislied ; also rosters of its troops in the War of 1812, 
and in the Civil War. It also renders aid to the several 
Veterans' Associations, by an advance subscription for 400 
copies of each regimental history. 

Nkw Jer.sey. Has published 22 volumes of Archives; 
three volumes of papci-s relating to the War of the Revolu- 
tion, one volume of Officer.s and Men of New Jersey in the 
Revolution; and three volumes of lists of officers and men 
from the State in the Civil War. The appropriations for 
thest' publications have been about f.^0,000.00. The State 
has also secured copies of papers relatinji to New Jersey from 
the Public Record Office in London. The appropriations for 
the next fiscal year (1900-10011 for the further publication 
of the Archives" is $3,500.00. 

Nirw YoBK. The office of the Adjutant General has pub- 
lished 17 volumes of the individual records of New York 
soldiers in the Civil War; the State Comptroller has pub- 
lished "New York in the Revolution," 1 volume; and the 
Office of the "State Historian,'' 7 volumes of historical 
pa|)ers. The State has had extensive researches made in 
Foreign offices, and copies of all papers of pertinent value 
made. The historical Avork of the State is now conducted 
thronjih a State Historian, the averace annual appropriation 
for the maintainance of his office heinpr. dnrinar the past two 
years, $13,.350.00. The expense of securinij data and of pub- 
lishine the above volumes has been very qreat. The State 
Historian says "Since 1SS.5, New York State has been very 
generous in her lesislative appropriations for historical work 
and historical researches." and "has annnallv appropriated 
in the neijihborhood of f.50.000 a year for historical work." 

NoRTn Carolina. Has published its Colonial and State 
Reconls. 1002-1700. in 10 quarto volumes; and in 1S74 a 
T^ecislative Manual. It has also published rosters of its 
troops in the War of l.m2, the Mexican War and the Civil 
War. .About ?O.OOO.flO has hc(>n exncnded for copvinji docu- 
ments in the British Public Record Office; besides large sums 
for printing the above works. 

Omo. Rosters of the soldiers from the State in the Mexi- 
can and Civil Wars h-Tve been published, 12 volumes. Cost 
not awertained. The State pnrcha.sed the plntes of Howe's 
TTitfont of Ohio, for ?20.000.00. .Appropriations have been 
made for the publication and distribution of several thousand 
3 
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books printed from these plates. Total appropriations for 
history not ascertained, but at present a regular annual ap- 
propriation of 17,000.00 is made to the State Historical 
Society. 

Pennstlvama. Has published its State Archives in three 
series, iis follows, viz: 1st, its Colonial Records, 12 volumes; 
2ik1, Revolutionary Period, etc., 19 voliimes; and 3rd, Miscel- 
laneous, 30 volumes. A fourth series is now in progress, en- 
titled the "Pai>ers of the Governors." These volumes are 
prepared under the supervision of an editor wlio gets $500 a 
volume, eac'h to contain SOO octavo paires. The State pays 
all expenses of procuring copies and printing. The work of 
the editor consists in locating and selecting material, editing 
and getting the volumes from the press. No detail as to other 
expenditures. 

Rhode Island. Has published its Colonial Records, 10 
volumes, and is now arranging to publish the rolls of its 
soldiers in the Revolutionary War. Total nppropriations not 
ascertained, but for last ycnr (1899) the total expenditures 
for historical work was f4,478.0fl which included |1,500.00 to 
the Rhmle Island nistnrical Society, and ?."00 to the New- 
port ni.«<torical Society. 

South Carolina. Has published tentative rosters on 
loo.<i!e sheets of State troops in the Civil War. for which an ap- 
propriation of ?1 .000.00 was made. A further appropriation 
of $1,000.00, used bv the Historian of Confederate Records in 
collecting data as to South Carolina troops, etc. The snm of 
$fl.500 has been expende<1 in securins copies (^f all documents 
bearing on South Carolina history to be found in the British 
Public Record Office. 

Tennessee. No State historical publications. For some 
years a small appropriation has been made to assist in the 
publication of the .4 merirnn TJistoriral Maffazine. a quarterly 
periodical representing the Chair of American History in the 
Peabody Normal College. 

Texas. No State historical publications. In 1S91 the 
office of Historical Clerk in the office of the Department of 
Agriculture was created, and during the years 1Sfl.'i-1897, an 
appropriation of $.500.00 per annum was made to aid in col- 
lecting data about the State, Since then the appropriation 
has been $150.00 per annum. One of the Departments of the 
State is now called the "Department of Agriculture, Insur- 
ance, Statistics, and History," under a Commissioner. 
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Vermont. Revised roster of Vermont Volunteers in the 
Civil War issuetl by the office of the Adjutant and Inspector 
General. Cost not ascertained. No appropriation for his- 
torical purposes. 

Virginia. Has published a Calendar of State Papers, of 
10 volumes. Copies have been made at State expense of the 
early records of a number of the older counties. Twenty-two 
quarto volumes of manuscripts have been obtained from the 
British Public Record Office, and paid for by the State. De- 
tails of the appropriations are not available. 

Wisconsin. Has published Smith's History of Wisconsin 
(2 volumes; 1854) ; Strong's Territorinl Hixtori/ of Wiscfnisin 
(1885) ; Roster of WltcotiKin Volunteers in the Giv^il War 
(1886); and the Wisconsin Historical Collect ions (15 
volumes) ; and other volumes and i)ai)ers issued by the His- 
torical So<'iety. The appropriations have been large and ex- 
tend over a period of half a century. A magnificent new 
library building has been recently erected at public expense. 
The Wisconsin Historical Society is the most enterprising in- 
stitution of the kind in the United States, 

Fkderal Government. As presenting what the Federal 
Government has done, the following extract is takon from a 
paper by Dr. S. B. Weeks, in the Publications of the South- 
ern History Association, Jan., 18t)7, pp. 13-14 : 

"The Federal Government has spent more than f2,000,000 
in the acquisition and publication of records pertaining to 
the history of this country; it has spent many millions more 
in the erection of memorials, in the preservation of historical 
places and the celebration of historical events, and is an- 
nually spending more than $250,000 in the promotion of 
American history. In this field the South is well represent- 
efl. The most important work of all is its great historical 
publication known as the 'Official Records of the War of the 
Rebellion,' which includes all the available documentarv or 
official materials toward a general history of the Civil War. 
The war series now extends to 1 02 volumes, [many more now, 
1900], with maps and plans, while the naval series has only 
been begun. For the period of exploration and discovery the 
Fwleral Government has printed the Memoirs and Documents 
of Margry and Force's Tracts; for later periods it has printed 
38 volumes of American State Papers and 9 volumes of 
.\merican Archives, the Pension Rolls of the Revolutionary 
army in three volumes, the Journals, public and private, of 
t^C CJontinental Congress, the Diplomatic Correspondence 
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of the American Revolution, the Documentary History of the 
Constitution, and the exceedingly valuable series of Blue 
Books, now being publisliod by the Bureau of Rolls and 
Library, which contain catalogues of the manuscript papers 
of the Continental Congress, of the Correspondence of Jeffer- 
son, Madison, Monroe, and other materials of great value. 

The 53d Congress provided that all military records, such 
as muster rolls and pay rolls, orders and reports relating to 
the personnel or operations of the armies of the Revolution 
and the War of 1812 then in any of the Executive Depart- 
ments should be transferred to the Secretary of War, to be 
pre8erve<l, indexed and prepared for publication. A force of 
experts has since been employed for this purpose. It is esti- 
mate<l that all of this material would make some 50 volumes 
and could be printed at a cost of $100,750.00. But as these 
records are now very incomplete it is hoped to make them 
more perfect by securing the loan of similar records now in 
the fjossession of the various States, historical associations, 
public libraries and private individuals, and having copies 
made of the same. Such loans have already been made by 
New Hampshire and Vermont. Until the records now in 
possession of the Federal Government are made more com- 
plete, Congress will not be asked to print. In the meantime 
the work of preparing from the materials on hand index- 
record cards of the military history of the soldiers engaged in 
the various wars has been going on and will be finished, it is 
expected, by the end of the present fiscal year." 

RBCOMMENDATIONS. 



Having given so much attention to the examination of the 
sources and materials for the history of the State, and of their 
several places of deposit, as well as having ascertained the 
condition of historical work in the State, the Commission 
feels tliat it is in a position to make certain conservative 
recommendations, which, if followed, will place the State of 
Alabama in the front rank in respect to the permanent preser- 
vation of its recoi'ds, archives and history. These recommen- 
dations involve a State supported Department, devoted ex- 
clusively to historical utilities, the further support of the 
State Historicjii Society, the purchase and marking of historic 
places, the piililication of a Biennial State Register, the better 
regulation of the publication of State documents, and the 
better preservation of ofiBcial records. 
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State Depabtmxkt or Histobt. 

And first, the Commission recommends the creation of a 
Dejuirtment of Arcliives and History, cljar{j;ed with the cim- 
tod^' of the State official archives, and tlie collection and 
creation of a State library, musenni and art gallery, with 
particular reference to the history and auUiinities of Ala- 
bama, to be under the supervision of a Director. A liberal 
continuinfr appropriation should be made to conduct the 
Department, maintain its uflicial stall', purchase necessary 
equipment, and otherwise enable it to accomplish the object 
of its creation. In addition to the accnuiulatiou of books, 
pictures, museum articles, etc., the Director should be 
charged with the duty of compiling a series of Stiite archives 
88 hereinafter recommended. To the Department could also 
be committed the matter of marking historic sites, etc. 
Aa there would be no necessity for two collections, the accu- 
mulations of the nistorical Society so far made, could 
properly form the nucleus of the ctdlection of the Depart- 
ment, and thereafter the functions of the former as a collect- 
ing agency should cease. The existence of the Society should 
however, continue, ( 1 ) for the purpose of stimulating interest 
in the various parts of the State through its membership, (2) 
to provide a body of students for regular meetings for his- 
torical discussion, (3) to facilitate the accumulation of his- 
torical objects, and (4) to raise additional funds for publi- 
cation. 

The members of the Commission feel that they cannot too 
strongly urge the importance of the proposed Department. 
Us establishment would mark a progressive advance on the 
part of the State, in line with its growth in other directions. 
It would also place Alabama in the front rank with those 
States which take an intelligent and ]iatriotic interest in their 
history and archives. But apart from merely sentimental 
and patriotic considerations, this Department would prove 
of greatest practical benefit to the people of the whole 
State. Through its careful direction the entire body of the 
State archives would be given the attention befitting their 
priceless value, and they would be arranged and so indexed 
as to be available for almost immediate consnltation by all 
interested parties. When the present condition of the 
archives is understood, these considerations alone would 
more than justify its establishment. It would build up for 
the whole State a great reference historical library, valuable 
alike to the general reader, the students of our institutions 
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of learning, the members of patriotic Societies, and the gen- 
eral historiuns of the United States. It would also gather 
together the surviving letters and pajjers of our public men, 
and the large number of interesting museum articles aa well 
as pictures, which are now awaiting some safe place of de- 
IMjsit. Unless some place is provided for these things, in which 
Alabamiuns should take a personal interest, they will find 
permanent place for preservation beyond the State. It is 
confidently believed that donations of books, relics, etc., could 
be secured in value far beyond the amount appropriated for 
maintenance. It would also collect the records and details of 
service of Alabama troops in all wars in which they have par- 
ticipated, "for the benefit and satisfaction of the living, as a 
grateful tribute to the memory of the dead, and as a wel- 
come presentation to our posterity, who, in freedom hereafter, 
will proudly hail this glorious roll of the Patriot Sons 
of Alabama." The educational value of the collection would 
be very great. In a short while it would be a favorite resort 
for all classes of students; and such a resort is sadly needed. 
Again, consider its practical value to State, County and 
Municipal ofiicials, legislators, politicians, lawyers, and all 
classes of professional and business men, who are in constant 
need of information now nowhere easily in reach. The De- 
partment would be prepared to supply data, statistical and 
otherwise on Alabama, whether pertaining to her past, her 
soldiers, or to her agricultural, or industrial resources. In- 
deed, it is not making too great a claim to assert that this 
Department would mark an epoch in the history of the State. 
It would be a place to which the patriotic heart of all Ala- 
bamians could turn with pride and delight. It would not 
only increase our sense of local importance and State pride, 
but would also engender a higher degree of respect on the 
part of sister commonwealths. 

ScsiKS or State Papsss. 



Next in importance to the establishment and maintenance 
of the proposed Department of Fllstory, indeed, as a part of 
the activities to be committetl to it is the compilation and pub- 
lication of a series of State Pa|)ers, which is most earnestly 
recommended. These should embrace in full all of the docu- 
mentary material bearing on all parts of its history and devel- 
opment from the first discovery of its territory. Historical 
students want nothing less than full compilations of all orig- 
inal material. Several States have responded to this demand 
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in resjtect to tbeir records, and liave made liberal expendi- 
tures as will he seen alnjve. To do this is a debt due by the 
State i>f Alabama to ita history and ti» its own and general 
students. If the Department should be created the work of 
c(Uii[)i]ation sliruiUl be placed in charge of its Director; other- 
wise, a special Couimissioiier, <ir Historian, siiouid be named 
to execute the work. In either event an appropriation must lie 
made to cover the cost of collecting the material and of its 
pnbl'cation. In this connection reference is made to the cost 
of publishing similar volumes by other States.

Papebs in Pkivate Hands or am Uroiticiai. Characteb. 

As will appear, a large number of original documents, let- 
ters and papeiti ol' histoiical value have been discovered in the 
hands of desceudauts of actors in the history of the State in 
its several periods. There arc doubtless others no.t unearthed 
by the Commission, which are of importance. Although some 
of these have been located, and tiieir contents indicated in a 
general way, they liave not been fully explored, and hence in 
every case tlicir permanent and specific historical value has 
not been determined, it has not been considered advisable, 
therefore, to rcctminR'ud the publicaliou of these in the .'Jeries 
of documents proposed to be published by the State. They 
are of an unotliciat character, and can well be left for the 
future exploitation of enterprising members of the Historical 
Society. This is not to be taken a.s an expressi(m adverse to 
their historical value or significance, for many of them throw 
a flood of light on miscellaneous matters connected with the 
State's history. That tii-y should be ultimately published is 
evident, but the Historical Society, or private enterprise, 
properly directed, should do it. It is hoped that the very full 
account given of the historical papers in private hands will 
be of use to students, and will not only stimulate further in- 
quiries, but will also serve to show the great importance of 
their safe and permanent preservation. 

APFBOPRIATIONB lH BeBALP OF THE ALABAMA HISTORICAL SoOOETT. 



As the Alabama Historical Society will continue its active 
existence irrespective of the creation of the State Department 
of History, and as it cannot possibly accomplish its very 
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worthy porposes and objects without financial aid, it is recom- 
lueuded tliat an annual apptopriittion of at least one thousand 
dollars be made to cnabk' it to publish its "Transactions," and 
its "Misi-ellaueous Collfctiinm." The Society should be re- 
•piired to make an Annual Keport tu the Governor in which 
should be yiven an account uf current local historical work, 
State annals and necri)lo^y of the year, with such documents 
and papers as raiyht be perlineiit, the report to be printed at 
Stiite expense in a large edition. In the event the State De- 
partiueut of History is not established, the above amount 
sh(»uld be greatly incieased so as to enable the Society in some 
degree to enlarge its library, museum and art gallery. 

Pui.NT8 AMD Places or Uistobjcal Inteukst in Alabama. 

In a general way the Report shows a large number of points 
and places of interest in the State, and indicates their his- 
torical connection and importance. 

It accords with an enlightened and grateful sentiment to 
respect the evidences of the former aboriginal habitation of 
our State, and to venerate the weeues of the exploits of our 
people in arms, or of the place of occurrence of some historic 
incident or event, or of the place where those great ones 
atuong us first came into existence or where they sleep the last 
sleep. A generous public upiuiou has been maturing for some 
time in favor of the permanent marking of these places in 
some 8uita.bJe way, either by a memorial stone, mural or other 
tablet, with suitable inscriptions. The cost would not be very 
large, and the patriotic sentiments aroused would more than 
justify the ex{ieoditures. 

It is particularly recommended that the State purchase the 
Bites of Old Fort Louis, of Old St. Stephens, of Old Fort Jack- 
son, and of Old Fort Tondiecbee, and have them suitably en- 
dosed as public parks. Provisions should also be made for 
the erection therein of monuments and the placing of bronze 
or iron tablets to indicate local points of interest. No men- 
tion is here made of the number of Indian villages, the forts 
and stockades, the battlefields and historical houses which 
should be iipprojtriately marked. An appropriation to meet 
the expense incident to this work should by all means be made 
either to the Historical Society, to whom all details could be 
entrusted, or to the Department of History, if created. 
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Biennial Official Registeb. 

It is highly important that the facts of current official his- 
tory be properly and authoritatively preserved, and a Bien- 
nial Official Kegister is therefore recommended. The Secre- 
tary of State might be cliarged with its compilation, or this 
might prui>erly devolve on the Department of History if one 
is created. It should be prepared immediately following the 
biennial State elections in August, and published just prior 
to the meeting of the Ueneral Assembly in a large edition at 
the State's expense. It should embrace (1) Brief sketches of 
the several State Officers, Members of Congress, Supreme 
Court Judges, and Senators and Membei's of the lloiise of 
Representatives; (2) Rosters of all State and County Offi- 
cials; (3) State Institutions and Officials; (4) State and 
County Population Statistics; (5) Miscellaneous State Sta- 
tistics. Similar publications are issued by many of the 
States, and they are found to be of great usefulness. 

OrriciAL Documents. 

It is further recommended that provision be made for the 
regular progressive numbering by the public printer of all 
State officials reports and documents for each biennial legis- 
lative period. The series could begin with the Governor's 
Message as No. 1, the Auditor's Report as No. 2, the Treas- 
urer's Report as No. 3, and so on for all regular publications. 
Alter the fixed numbers, miscellaneous legislative or other 
documents, reports, papers, etc., should follow in regular or- 
der, so as to embrace in one consecutive gi-oup all official is- 
sues for the biennial period. In case of annual reports, or 
other papers, published in the second year of the period, Uiey 
should bear the regular fixed number, followed by the desig- 
nation of "Part 2." In addition to the regular edition of all 
public documents now required by law to be printed, the pub- 
lie printer should be required to collect and bind, after the 
adjournment of the General Assembly, fifty full sets, ar- 
ranged in regular numerical order, of all of the public 
documents in one or more volumes to the set as might be 
necessary, the said bound sets to be turned over to the De- 
partment of History for distribution. 

EiXJRJUTivK OFricEBs. 

It is further recommended that provision be made whereby 
all State officials should be tliarged with the duty of collect- 
ing and binding full sets of all early issues of the reports and

other publications of their respective offices. And also that 
thev be diarged with the duty of collecting for their Depart- 
ments as far as pos.sible life size likenesses of all of their pre- 
decessors in ottice. By a little effort donations of these could 
be secured. 

FdBTHEB RXCOMMKNOATtONS. 

It is further recommended that appropriate legislation be 
enacteil 



(1) Making compulsory the erection at once of fire proof 
vaults, or the purchase of lire proof safes, in all counties not 
at present provided with them, anil tluit olticials be held under 
severe penalty for failure to use them for all records. 

(2) Providing staudai-d grades of paper lor official liles 
and record books, and standard inks and typewriter ribbons 
for official use. 

(3) Enjoining more rigid care for official records and 
printed books, and providing that no official records shall 
leave official custody. 

(4) Directing the rebiuding at once of all official records 
which appear at any time liable to become mutilated, or parts 
are liable to be lost or destroyed. 

(5) Providing a better system of official records for the of- 
fice of County Superintendent of Education. 

(6) Providing si)ecially that the Secretary of State be per- 
mitted and authorized to complete and bring up to date the 
several land books of his ottice. 






CONCLUSION. 



e Commission dttes not feel the necessity of advancing 
any arguments whatever to emphasize the importance of his- 
torical study and investigation, or of the preservation of his- 
torical materials, or of the duty of the State in relation tliere- 
U}. The preliminary stage of .such work has too hni'^ passed 
and too much has been done ]>y the Nation and by iiiaiiy of the 
States, for Alabanm to hesitate. To take rank with sister 
Htate« of far less wealth and iulinitely less of historic annals, 
the State must in a generous spirit ap]»roi>riate funds suffi- 
cient to publish its archives and tn tnaintain a l)e]»artment of 
History. Furthermore, from a comparative s(and[Kiint the 
State should do something of a suljstautial diaracter in this 
direction. It now maintains at great cost the Public SchoolH, 
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the InsaAe Hospital, the Deaf and Dumb Institute, the Ala- 
bama Girls' Industrial School, the Department of Agricul- 
ture, the several Nornfal Schools, the State Militia, the 
Health Department, and the Geological Survey. Surely 
something should be done to care for its archives, and to pre- 
serve the records of the State, the memorials of its past, and 
the current events of its existence. 

The Commission respectfully urges attention to the fact 
that this Report has involved much laborious investigation on 
the part of its members. This has been done altogether with- 
out compensation. The consideration which has moved the 
members has been the hope that the work done would so strik- 
ingly reveal the exceeding richness of the State's historical 
wealth, that a prompt response would be made by the General 
Assembly looking to its preservation. It is believed that such 
response will be made, if your excellency will only properly 
emphasize its necessity and urge action. 

The Commission feels that it has faithfully executed the 
trust imposed, and it confidently looks to appropriate legisla- 
tion to meet the share of duty devolved on the representa- 
tives of the people.

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CHAPTER I. FOREIGN OFFICES.

Spain, Franco, Eu|;land and Spain again were the succes- 
sive owners of so niiit-li of the territory facing the Gulf and of 
the hinterland tributary as is now embraced in Alabama and 
Mi».si8sippi. Some ni'ords of these times survive at Mobile 
and are discuswd elsewhere, but the buliv of the documents 
bearing on these jH-riods is still in EiirofK.'. The most conveni- 
ent consideration of their location will be according to classi- 
fication by these countries. 

1. SPAIN. 

When it is remembered that this coast was discovered by 
tin' followers of Columbus, explored by ("ortez, De Soto and 
many other Spaniards, as well as settled in part in the 16th 
century, and that ccmipetent judges say that Spiritu Santo, 
the most famous Spanisli harbor in the north aide of the Gulf, 
was Mobile Bay, it will ite seen that the first Spanish period, 
A. I). ir»07-l(iS2, is as imjiortant as it is romantic. In it geo- 
graphical relations gradually developed and the natives, still 
in tlie Stone Age, were fir-st met and studied- 
There are tliree classes of pa|»ers, throwing light on the 
period, some ni" which have been published: — Reix^irts of ex- 
phirers and other officers. Maps, and Accounts of Travelers. 
Much of what has been pnblishefl in almost as rare as the 
originals and could be profitably copied so far as it relates to 
Alabama. This is the more easy as most of it is acce.s8ible in 
the larger libraries of this country. Spanish scholars have 
not been idle as is testified by the great collections of Munoz, 
Navarrete and the JIadrid Academy of History. Ternaux 
Compans has translate^l some important papers into French, 
and K. F. French in his voluminous and rare Hintorical Col- 
lections of Louisiana has rendered many into English. These 
collections should be made accessible to Alabamians, for they 
cover the interior so far as then known as well as that great 
Gulf of which, as a Senator has expressed it, Alabama will 
lie the front gallery and Mobile the steps. The Gulf and its 
coasts were discovered, explored, and named by the Span- 
iards, and will reach their world-imp<>rtance under the Ameri- 
cans. 

(47) 
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The explorations were undertalicn from Seville and there 
was long the Indian House (Casa de la Contnitacion de las 
Indias) to which came all goods and documents from the 
American colonies. At Seville, therefore, ought to be the 
richest collections for this early period. Much has been 
moved to Simanras and Madrid to form more central national 
■collections and much worii can be done there. But in the re- 
moval these papers iiave become Icnown, indexed in part and 
to some extent [tublished, and we judge that most of the 
American local material, because not specially affecting con- 
tinental history, has bet^n left at Seville. The writer of this 
sub-division through Hon. Hannis Taylor when Minister to 
Spain, had a preliminary examination made for Mobile ma 
terial, but without 8ucce.ss. This search, however, was per- 
functory. The proper way to do in the future is to employ a 
trained Spanish archivist, or to send from America one 
fainiliur with the history and with Spanish language and 
methods, who shall go to tlieso archives, after proper authori- 
zation, and scarcli through them. By a union of the forces of 
the States and societies interested, much ^-an be done. Can- 
ada has undertaken Ihe same work, but not in Spain. Archive 
aearchitig is a recognized lHisine.><s and many good men in Eu- 
rope give their lives to it at 8(t much a day or hour. 

For the second Spnnisli pt'rio<l, 17SO-1S13, more remains at 
Moliile itself, but instructions and reports must exist in abun- 
dance in Spain. The cimimunication witli other colonies was 
so intimate that investigations in Mexico and especially in 
Havana should also produce good results. 

2. FRANCE. 

The French records are much more systematic and acces- 
sible than tlie Si>jinish, but for that reason perhaps there is 
less to be found that is new. The time of LaSalle has been 
well worked, but <»f that of Iberville, Bienville and their suc- 
cessors less has lieen iiKide. Yet the latter, 1690-17()3, is the 
more imixntaut. During this time Mobile was founded and 
flourished and half a continent was explored from our shores. 

The pioncci's were the <nureitrs du- hnin or wood rangers 
from Canada, who left no records, and then follow the mis- 
sionaries of the Seminary of Quebec, who came down the Mis- 
sissippi River in the wake of LaSalle. No collected Relations 
of these fathers are known, altho' much should be at Quebec. 
Better known are the Jesuits, but their Relations, lately re- 
published in extenso with a translation, at Cleveland, Ohio. 
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contain little or nothing as to this part of tlie country. There 
may h«» inoro at tlit' jifnoral niliic in Paris, hut it i« to Ite 
r»'uu'ml>ere<] tliat this was a raimchln ratlicr tlum a Jesuit 
district. 

The original ofticia! authorities for the Frcnrh settlements 
are or were in tlie State archives of l-'rance ami ]»artieularly 
in tliat of tlie department of the .Mnriue and Colonies. These 
originally constituted one bureau, Init are now separate, that 
of the Marine heing the richer in materials. A great deal has 
heen puhli.shed in the splendid c(dlecti(in of .Slargry called 
t^tnhlistiniicn.s, etc., in six volunies, hut this is really a selec- 
tion rather than a cidlcction. and mutli iimre can still he 
found. The .same is tru<' of the monumental t'oUcction^i in 
ue^-en volumes, hy B. F. French. 

In proof of this, reference may he had to the digests, or ab- 
utracts, of Pierre Magne and Pierre Margry elsewhere dis- 
cu8.sed. Pickett worked on material obtained for him in the 
French archives," and the same is true of the writer. Fur in- 
stance, special endeavor was made to ohtnin all the French 
m;ips that are known. One by I>e^'in, Imwever, ct'rtainly once 
e,xiste«l, for it is in Forstall's list, but it cannot now be foun<l. 
A careful archivist could unquestionably unearth a great 
deal. 

With the breaking up of the department of the Marine & 
f'oloniea, «»r at some oilier time, tlMMe ptipers were re-ar- 
r-anged and many could mit be Incated des[Mte the kind inter- 
est of French ofHcials in the work of the writer on "Colonial 
Mobile." However, during the last few numtlis the imi)or- 
tant discovery was nmd;' liy l»r. Alcee I'ortier, wliile visiting 
Fran«-e, that there exists in the I'rench Colonial Office, at 
Paris, fifty-three volumes arrnnged chronologically, of wh.it 
pnrjMirts to lie all the di>cnments belonging to the French gov- 
ernment relating to Louisiana. These are easily accessible, 
and if they are, as is b<'lii'ved, aitproximately complete, the 
work of transcription of pertinent material will be easy.' 

Records or Law's Company.' 

Ah is stated elsewhere the "fiimily papers'' of John Law 
haro heen <lestroyed. The heirs of Law, in a Memorial to

•At the meeting of the Louisiana Historical Society, Oct. 17. 1900, plans 
w«re formulated for securing the publication by the U. S. Government of 
all of the newly discovered documents. 

'Prepared by Thomas M. Owen. 
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Congress, March 26, 1838, for the confirmation of their claim 
to a tract of land in Arkansas, granted him as they alleged 
on July 5, 1719, by the India Company then in chartered con- 
trol (if LoiiiHiana, state "that the records of said Company, 
fi»r the period of the said grant, and for several years subse- 
quent thereto, have been lost or destroyed." Notwithstanding 
this statement as to the loss and destruction of these papers it 
is very gratifying to state that recently it ha.s been learned 
that there are in existence at least one hundred and forty 
bnudh's of j>apers reliiting to the "Conipagnie des Indes Occi- 
dentales" { 1717-1731 ), mostly in reference to Louisiana. They 
are at L'Orient, in the custody of the keeper of the archives 
of the Department in which the town stands. So far, no de- 
tailed statement of their contents has been secured. How- 
ever, William Heer, of New Orleans, wlio first called atten- 
tion to their location, is vigilant in his efforts to secure fur- 
ther particulars.' 

Ckozat Papers and Sitfreue CotrNciL Recouds. 

Nothing is known of the existence of the papers of Antoine 
Crozat, the rich merchant, whose control of Louisiana im- 
mediately antedatcfl that of Law's Company. Neither is any- 
thing known of the Supreme Council records of Louisiana. 

3. GREAT BRITAIN. 

Tn his address on Alaliama Flistory in Ronmntic Pa/tsages 
hi f^fiitlh Wpsteni Hif<tarif, p. 85, A. B. Meek advocated as 
early as 1855, the examination of the papers in Somerset 
House in London, for there, he said, were the records of the 
British jirovince of West Florida, whose capital was Pensa- 
cola, but whose chief city was Mobile. His indication has 
never been followed, but many of those records have been lo- 
cated in what is now called the Public Record Office in Lon- 
don. 

Much of this information is in volumes 252-267, inclusive, 
of the State Papers relative to America and West Indies, and

It has been suggested by Mr. Beer that the three Societies of Mis- 
sissippi, Louisiana and Alabama should engage some one to make chron- 
ological lists of the papers, with the shortest possible definite notes as to 
contents and length. It could then be determined bv Joint committee, or 
otherwise, which should be copied in part, and which in ertenso. The re- 
spective Societies, or the States, could publish theiq In tuU, or tn part, 
as WAS deemed advisable. 
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some in vols. 331, 332, 333, 334, 438, and bundle 533 of the 
same series. Ah only tlie f'ouncil liad the rt<;ht to j^rant lands, 
the.se volumes are valiiahie for the record they contain of 
Hritiah land {jranta, which play such a jj;reat part in the early 
hiRtory of the Bighee di.strict. 

Their contents are of a very miscellaneous character, in- 
ch:dinf: reports of the governor, instructions from the royal 
jiovernment, minutes of governnr's council, memorials of in- 
dividuals, and almost everytliinji else that couhl come before 
the offi<'ials. The nets <>f tlte itrovincia! assemlily are not 
there, except indirectly in the jjnviTnor's reports, but they can 
be fairly followed in vols. 102 and W^ of the Acts of the Board 
of Trade. — which until Ediuund Burke's famous onslauf^ht, 
had a veto on colonial legislation.

This is substantially the same as Williaih Beer's list in 
Aiiirriroii HistorirnI Ifrrinr, vol. i, \). 3S(), with some eorrec- 
tions bv the archivist who digested them for this writer in 
1897. 

William Beer, librarian of the Howard Memorial Library, 
New Orh-ans, who has |)ersoiially explonil these records, fur- 
nishes for this place a description of their location, etc. 

"The Becord Office is situated in a narrow thoroughfare in 
London known as Fetter Lane. Though the entrance is nar- 
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row and unimpressive, the building itself is large. In it are 
stored all the ret-ords (tf EniLjliind antedatiii«; this century. 
These are fjraduallj- beiug indexed and made ready f<jr refer- 
ence by the general public. On application for records of 
1785 I was tidd that the indexing had only reached the time 
of Henry VIII, and what I sought could not be communi- 
cated. An interview, however, with Maxwell Lyte, the keeper 
of the records, brought about their production \virho\U loss 
of time. The volumes are small folio, each containing al)out 
200 pages of manuscripts. These are of very varyiug value, at 
least two-thirds of some of the volumes being U\ken up with 
three or four preparatory drafts of letters of which the com 
pleted copies are also given. In many cases the documents 
and letters are in tlie handwritings of the officials whose sig- 
natures make them vahialde." 

These volumes cover only the civil side of public affairs, 
(except that 267 is mainly military,) but curiously enough we 
have its correlative and corrective for several years in the 
military records preserved in the llaldimand Pajiers in the 
British Museum. This is fortunate, for the generals and the 
governors were almost always at loggerheads. On account of 
their importance for Canadian history, — Haldimand having 
been afterwards governor of Canada, — that ideal arcliivist, 
Douglas nryiiiner, lias had these copied, ami so they are ac- 
cessible at Ottawa. He has ilone even better in publishing a 
Calendar, or descriptive index of every item. The collection 
is that of (Jen. Frederich Halfliinand, the British commander 
in West Florida from 17(!7 to 1778. This Tiiethodical Swiss 
seems to have kept every j>aper written to him and coj)ie8 of 
many by him, .sio that besides military matters proper we get 
light on almost every subjwt. There are de<'ds and court pro- 
<e('dings as well as all about the fauious Maj. Kobert F'armer 
and his trial, the Indians, roads, forts, the first chart of 
Mobile Bay, &c., &c. 

Except in a general wav, as in illustrating the origin and 
family history of French pioneers, &c., Canadian archives 
proper so far as known do not aid in the development of Ala- 
bama history. 



CHAPTEii II. FEDEIIAL OrFICES. 
By Thomas M. Owe.\. 

Tlif I'cth'ral Uftict'S at Washingtim cuutain much valuable 
historical inati'rial. Under the direction of intelligent and 
capable otTicials this is accessible to students. Uwiuji; to its 
iniptirtance, more or less extended descriptions of the ma- 
terial in these several oflices are given. Stimulatetl by the in- 
eresming demand of investigators and students, Congress, in 
order to define "the policy of the (toveruineut with reference 
to the use of its literary and scientitic collections," passed a 
joint restdutiitu in which it was declared that tlie.se collections 
were to be "accessible, under such rules and restrictions as 
the officers in charge of each collection may prescribe, or as 
are already, or hereafter may be, prescribed by act of Con- 
gress, to the students of any institution of higlier education 
incor|K)rated under the laws of Congress or of the District of 
Columbia."

2. COURT OF CLAIMS. 



The Court of C'laims was created by Act of Congress, Feb. 
25, 1855. It was i^ivfu jurisdiftiou to hear and determine "all 
claims founded upon any laws of Congress or upon any regu- 
lation of an E.xecutive Department, or upon any contract, 
express or implied, with the Government of the United 
States, and all claims which may be referred to it by either 
House of Congress." By subsequeut acts this jurisdiction 
has been enlarged. Previous to its establishment private 
clilims, and other demands against the Government, were 
presented to Congress for examination and relief. The old 
Cougressionai files, aud the public documents of the several 
Coiign*Hse«, cuut4iiu a vast mass of data on a multitude of 
historical topics cuiuiected with the claims presented . Like- 
wise the records, reports, etc., of the Court of Claims contain 
valuable material. In most of the large and important cases 
coming before the Court, the pleadings and evidence have 
been printed. As a great part of the litigation grows out of 
matters connected with the Executive Departments, where 
the documentary evidence is found, the Court is authorized 
t(» call upon them for infOTmatiou and papers. The publica- 
tion of these documents preserves and makes accessible many 
historical papers. A full and consecutive list of all cases 
adjudicated has never been published, but in the public docu- 
ments will be found several lists of the most important 
classes of cases. The puldished }{eport,i of decisions of the 
Court now number thirty-five volumes. 

As illustrating the character of claims coming up for adju- 
dication, two examples only are given. In the printed rec- 
ords of these two cases will be found more Choctjiw and 
Cherokee Indian history in its relation to the government 
than in any other place. 

"On the 3d of March, 1881, Congress passed an act which 
authorized the Court of Claims to tiike jurisdiction of and 
try all questions <if difference arising out of treaty stipula- 
tions with the Choctaw Nation and to render judgment 
thereon, with power to review the entire question of differ- 
ences <lc novo, without being estopped by any action had or 
award made by the Senate of the United States in pursuance 
of the treaty of 1855. These 'questions of difference' grew 
out of treaties made in 1820, 1825, 1S30, 1855 and 1S5C. They 
had been in controversy in Congress and the Dex)artment for 
iiiany y<'ars, aud involved a claim of more than fifti'on u>il- 
lions of dollars. Suit has been instituted, and the printed 
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record of the case covera more than three thousand printed 
pages. It has not yet been brought to a termination. (Case 
No. 12742.) 

'*By act of March 3, 1883, Congress authorized the Eastern 
band of Cherokee Indians to bring a suit in equity against 
the United t^tates, as tru.stees, and the Cherokee Nation, to 
determine the chiim of tlie former to a share of certain funds 
hehl in trust for the Cherokees. The case involved the con- 
struction of numerous treaties and statutes, and made 
ne<-es.sary a careful examination of the whole hist<»ry of the 
Cherokee Indians since 1783. After a long trial the case 
was disposed of l)y a decree in favor of the Cherokee Nation.' 

3. BcREAU OF EDUCATION. 

The United States Bureau of Education has no h>cal 
manuscripts. At its instance lion. Willis <t. Clark, late of 
Mobile, prepared a valuable monograph on the llintury of 
EduattioH in Alabama, (1889; 8 vo. p. 281), which appeared 
as No. 8, of Contributions to -\merican educational history, 
iiuued under the editorial s\ipervision of Dr. Herbert H. Ad- 
ams.- In its Reports, and publications on special topics will 
Im? found references to facts bearing on education in Ala- 
bama.' 

While it contains no original unpublished paper.s, there is, 
however, a large collection of source material for the educa- 
tional history of the State, f(m.sisting of liciwrtx of the State 
SuiHjrintendent of Education, City School Documents, Ala- 
bama HcInM»l Jmirnals, and I'roeecdinys of Associations.

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4. OFFICE OP CHIEF OP ENGINEERS. 

\n the ofiBoe of the Chief of Engineers are to he found official 
rveijrds and pajjei-w in reference to defensive works, and forti- 
ficati(»U8 erected by the Federal (Jovernuient in the State, 
«ucli a« forts, stockades, etc. Tliis ottice alwj has charge of 
ail work on river and harbor iuiproveuieuts, and utlier civil 
works erected in the iState, and iu the appendixes to the 
.1m/m(U^ livpurts of the Chief of Engineers is to be found data 
a& to these. Records as to defei)«ive vvoi'ks being eouliden- 
tial, have not been published. Hcc LikI of Kccords and 
I'ilcts, described under War Departnient, inlra, for detailed 
schedule of the records of this Office. 

5. GEOLOGICAL SURVEY. 

The collected materials and data bi-ought together under 
the direction of the United States Geological Survey is pub- 
lished as rapidly as it can be prepared. The work done in 
this liureau can be ascertained from a i-eferuuce to the Bib- 
lioyraphy and Jndix uf Ihc I'ubliviitions of the U. IS. ilcolog- 
ival Hurcey (Bulletin Mu. 100; 1803) ; and a List of the Pub- 
ticationa of the V. S. Oelvijical Hurvcy (1898). The topo- 
graphic maps published by tlie Survey are of the first impor- 
tance. 

6. OFFICE OF INDIAN AFFAIRS. 



To the Secretary of War was originally committed gover- 
mental direction and conti"ol of the Indian tril»es. Under 
him was appointed rirst a Superintendent of Indian trade, 
who later was known as Superintendent of Indian Affairs. 
A Commissioner of Indian Affairs, to be an officer of the War 
I*epartmeut, was pnjvidetl i»y Act of Congress, July 9, 1832. 
In IS4y, when the Interior Department was organized, it 
became one of the bureaus of this Department, with which 
it still is connected. 

The Commissioner furnishes tlie following information 
concerning the official records of his office: 

**(!) The records of this office are supposed to be com- 
plete from 1838 to the present time; (2) they go back to 
July 9, 1832 but are not methodically arranged; (3) some of 
Ihf rtfords of this office date liack as far as 1800; (4) it is 
not con.siderod that the War Department turned over the 
records for this period in its possession at the time of the 
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transfer of rei'ords when the Interior Department was es- 
tablished in 1841); (5) there are no manuscript coUeotions 
made by the Kev. Jedediah Morse as to the Indian tribes in 
the iKJSsessitm of tliis office, his rejxjrt to the Secretary of 
War was published in 1822, and this office is in possession 
of a copy of said publication; (t5) there are a number of 
manuscript maps in this office showing early Indian bound- 
ai'ies in the Southern States, and it would be difficult to enu- 
merate and explain each one of these maps." 

The American State I'apers: Indian. Affairs, 2 vols., folio, 
contain the printed official documents and papers of the (»ov- 
erument from the 1st to the IBth Conj^resses iudusive, 
May 25, 1789, to March 1, 1827. Annual KeiK»rt8 of the Su- 
perintendent of Indiau Atfairs, and al.so of the Commissioner 
of Indian Atfairs, have been re<;ularly Lssued auuually, the 
latter dating from 1832. They form a part of the reports of 
the Secretary of War, or of the Secretary of the Interior, but 
are also issued separately as bureau publications. 

7. INTERIOR DEPARTMENT. 

All of the manuscript books, documents and papers per- 
taining to the several censuses from the First to the Elev- 
enth, are preserved in the Interior Department. The follow- 
ing data in reference thereto has been furnishd b}' the Secre- 
tary: 

"1. Mississippi was organizd as a territory April 7, 1798, 
and admitted as a state December 10, 1817. The original re- 
turns of the population of Mississippi during the Census 
years of 1800, 1810 and 1820 are not found on the files of this 
Department.' 

"2. Alabama was organized as a territory March 3, 1817, 
and admitted as a state December 14, 1819. The first fe<ieral 
Census of Alabama was taken in 1820, (Fourth Census) but 
the original schedules of the enumeration of the population 
of Alabama at that time, do not appear on the records and 
files of this Department.' An abstract of the Censuses from 
1790 to 1820 inclu.sive, publishwl under the supervision of the 
Secretary of State, shows the political divisions as well as 
the population of Alabama during the periods above men- 
tioned. 



'Notwithstanding these statements, the editor is able to note that 
a few years s^we he examined and made extracts trom these 
particular records, here supposed to be lost. They have evidently heea 
misplaced, or hare been temporarily tal<en from their usual place of cus- 
tody. 
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"The orifjinnl populatiou schedules of the several Censuses 
of Alaliaiim, with number of volumes comixising same, here- 
inafter imlioated, are on file in this Department, and may be 
examined by persons showiu'^ a proper interest therein, to 
wit- : 

"Census of 1830 — Alabanui, 3 volumes; 1840, 7 volumes; 
1850, 20 volumes; 1800, 18 volumes; 1870, 13 volumes; 1880, 
I!» volumes. The population mliedules nf the Census of 1890 
are wrappejl in the (iriijinal portf()lit)s of the 72S enumerators 
who took the Census of the State; tlie attention of Conf^resK 
has iteeii ealled to the necessity for liiudiujj these schedules, 
luit no ai>prt»j»riation lias yet been made for the purpose. 

"3. The returns of population of the several Censuses, so 
fjir as sanu' relate<l to the iiii>ii(:<< of the ])ersons enumerateil 
have never been j)uhlished; the jMilitical divisicnis, however, 
of the several States and Territories and the aj;fir<'ijate popu- 
lation of each during the Census years, tojrether with statis- 
tics «»f Manufacture, Agriculture, etc., have from time to time 
iKH'n published by authority of ('ongres-s." 

8. DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE.* 

The Act of Congress, September 24, 1789, provided for the 
iiIiiK)intmeut of an Att<»rney tJeueral for the Cuited States 
whose duty it should be "to prosecute and conduct all suits 
in the Supreme Court in whiih tlie Cuited States shall be 
concerned, and to give his advice and opinion uixui ((ueHtions 
of law when re(piired by the President of the United States, 
or when reipic: te<l by the Jieads of any of the Departments, 
touching any nmtters that may concern their Departments," 
etc., and his office was thereafter known as tfic office of the 
Attorney (Jeneral. My the Act of -Tune 22, 1S70, it was pro- 
vide<l tliJit "there shall be at the seat of Citivernnu'ut an Ex- 
ecutive Department to be known as the Dc'partmeiit of .Jus- 
tice, and an Attorney-<ieneral who sliall be the head tliere- 
of," And since the passage of tliis Act. what was the Attor- 
ney-(fenerars otHce has been oflicially designated the Depart- 
ment of Justice. 

Prior t4> the organization of the Department in 1870, the 
rtH-orils were not well kept and cannot be called complete. 
They cunsist, in a general way, of the

(2) Opinions rendered by the Attorney-General,

(4) PjijH'rs noressarv' tf> V»e preservefl in cases in the Su- 
pretnc Court and elstnvliere, etc. 

Sections 346-387, inclusive, of Ihc RrviHcd f^tntutes of the 
United States very clearly set forth the dutins of the Attor- 
ney-General, his subordinate officials, and the Department 
as a whole, hut there have i)oen some additi<ms made by later 
h'flislation. An additional Assistant Attorney-General has 
been apfminted, charged with the defense of suits in Indian 
I)e|>n>dati()n cases. 

An Accounting Division has been provided for, for the ex- 
amination of the accounts of attorneys, marshals, clerks of 
courts, and TTnited States Commissioners. 

The rapid growth of the country in every way has neces- 
s.irily made a correspond in j; increase in the work of the De- 
jiartnient. Now judicial districts have been created, busi- 
nct^s has increased with the population in those already ex- 
isting;, and Conf;res.s has from time to time, by lejjislation, 
placed a variety of thin^js under the control and manajjement 
of the Attorney-Cieneral and the Dcpartnu'nt of Justice. An 
examinatiim of the last Ainiiml Rvjiort of the Attorney-Gen- 
eral will show quite clearly the extent and variety of the mat- 
ters within the Department's jurisdiction. 

No history of the De]>artnu'nt has ever been written, nor 
has any de.i^cription of its official records been j)rinted. 

The "Department Kejjister" contains the list of judges, at- 
torneys, marshals, and other officials. 1 volume.' 

9. GENERAL LAND OFFICE. 



The (Jencral Land OfHce was established by Act of Con- 
gress, April 25, 1812.— U. S. Stat., vol. ii, p. 716. 

The public lands being under the entire control and direc- 
tion of (^ongress, that body has from time to time enacted 
various laws creating agents to, sell and otherwise dispose 
of the public domain, and from 1776 it has made grants, 
rnrm ^lay 20, 1775, and after, under order of Congress, the 
Board of Treasury (three commissioners), the then Treasury 
Department, made .sales of the public lands and gave certifi- 
cates. April 21, 1792, Congress authorized the President to

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pive patent to "tlie Oliio Company of Associates'' (Wintlirop 
Sarfrent, Tntler, Rnfos Putman, and others). May 5, 1792, 
llie President was authorized to {^ive patent for lands to John 
C'leves Synimes, and liis associates. Tlie money in tlH*se cases 
was pTid direct to the Secretary of the Treasury. By act of 
ifay 18, 17!Hi, for tl»e sale of tlie lands in the Northwestern 
Territory, now in Oliio, the Secretary receiA-ed a set of plats 
of survey, kept check l)(M»ks of sales, f;ave notice r»f sale.% and 
performe«l other e.X'M'utive duties. He hccaine the executive 
power or a^ent in the sale or disywisition of the public do- 
main, issninji: patents for firants of land, etc.. with the aid of 
repistei's and n-ci'lvers nf di.><trict land nfilces sifter 1810, and 
remained so until the orifanization of the VScneral Land Of- 
fice in his Department, by act of Tonfiress Ai)ril 2,^, 1812, as 
atxn'e stated. 

Until ilarch 3, 1819, the Land Office was under the direc- 
tion of the Secretary of the Treasury, but (»n the date men- 
tioned Confiress created the Home (now Interior), Depart- 
ment, and by .section 3 of the law jirovided that the Secretary 
of the Interior "shall perform all the duties in relation to the 
Ceneral Land Office of su])ervisi<»n and appeal now dis- 
eharjjed by the Secretary of the Treasury."

Practically all of the nriKinal papers, etc., pertaininfj to 
this office from its esfablisbinent are on tile. The records of 
the Land Office are full of valnahle and interesting data, as 
will aj»j»ear from detail below.

letter from Thomas Freeman dated September 30, 1820, to 
the Commissioner of the General Land Office transmitting a 
map of that portion of the iKiundary line extending from 
the Choctaw boundary line to the Gulf of Mexico; (6) letter 
fnmi John Coffee, dated October 12, 1820, to the Commis- 
sioners of the General Land Office stating the cause of delay 
in making his report of the survey; (7) letter from John 
Coffee to James W. Exum appointing him a surveyor to run 
and mark the boundary line from the mouth of Bear Creek 
on tlie Tennessee River to the N. W. comer of Washington 
County, Alabama; (8) letter from the Commissioner of the 
General Land Office dated November 2, 1820, addressed to 
the Secretary of the Treasury transmitting a map and field 
notes of the boundary line, also other papers." 

10. NAVY DEPARTMENT. 

It is not known what materials, if any, of value to Ala- 
bama history exists in the several bureaus of the Navy De- 
partment. It is proper, liowever, to present a general ac- 
count of the department archives, in order to facilitate future 
special examination. James IJussell Soley, in the Xamitire 
and Critical Hmtonj of America, vol. vii, p. 414, describes 
them as follows: 

''The MS. archives of tlie Navy Department fortunately es- 
caped a later and similar peril. The burning of the depart- 
ment by the British in 1814 involved no loss of records, as 
Secretary Jones reports {Am. St. Pap., Nnr. Aff., i. 320) that 
all the papers and effects, except the furniture of the office, 
were preserved. The fire in the War Office in 1800 had, how- 
ever, destroyed many papers connected w'th the administra- 
tion of the navy during the period prior to the establishment 
of the Na^7' Department in 1708. Fragments of these pa- 
pers, including letters of Secretary James McHenry on sub- 
jects connected with the new frigates, may be seen, with 
their charrcfl edges, in the library of the Navy Department. 
They have only the interest of relics. From 1708 to 1805 the 
archives are scanty, but after the latter date they liave been 
carefully preserved. They are arranged in classes, according 
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to a simple and easily understood system, and, having been 
bound in volumes and fully indexed, are readily aoeessible. 
In fact, there are few series of early archives in Washington 
in so satisfactory a condition for the student "s those of the 
Xavy Department. As in the War Department, the corre- 
sjMmdence is arranged in two groups, letters received and let- 
ters sent. Of the letters received during the period of 1789- 
1850, the most imi)ortant series is that kmnvn as 'Captains' 
letters,' in 350 volumes, hegiuniug in IS05. Of nearly equal 
interest are the 'Masters' Commandant letters,' 1804-1837, 
and the 'Commander's letters,' 1838-1850, making 92 vol- 
nmos in nil. In addition to the alM)ve, a series of 390 volumes 
of 'Officers' letters,' begins in 1802. A comjirehensive class 
is that of 'Miscellaneous letters,' 42(5 volumes, beginning in 
1794. As the business of the department increa.»*ed, and work 
was distributed more sy.'itematically among its offices, a new 
series were begun. Thus the rejinrts of the African squad- 
ron date from 1819, Marine- Corps letters from 1828, and 
Executive letters from 1843. Communications from the 
Board of Navy Commissioners form a series from 1827 to 
1842. when the board was abolished and its place taken by 
the bureaus, whose correspondence begins at this time. 
Classified reports from cruising stations, including the Bra- 
zil. Mediterranean, Pacilic, East and West Indian, and Home 
squadrons begin in the yejirs]S44-4ft, and Navy yard reports 
about 1848. 

"The 'Letters sent,' as might be expected, are much less 
numerous, comprising for the period about 170 volnmes of 
all cla.sses. The most important of these as far as naval op- 
erations are concenu^d, are the (10 volumes of I nxi ructions 
to n/ftcrrs of .*/;//».«( of inir, and 30 volumes of 'deneral letters.' 
The instructions to comtuiindei's of gunboats, 1803-8, are con- 
tained in a separate volume. A single volume, for 1803, is 
devoted to the Barbary [lowers. The volumes of instructionfi, 
together with those known as 'Cnptain.s' letters,' 'Masters' 
Conuuandant and Comitiander.s' letters,' and 'Offi<'ers' let- 
ters,' are indispensable to the student of the naval wars, and 
the naval history of the United States cannot be adequately 
n-^itten without a careftil examinatiim of them. The exami- 
nation must be supplementefl by the .study of the records of 
the Office of Detail, and of the court-martial records con- 
taini>d in the office of the jndge-advocategeneral."*

This Department, July 7, 1884, begun 
tlie Official Tfeeords of the Union and Confederal** Navies; 
and by Act of Congress, July 31, 1894, their publication was 
authorized. In the series is incor[K)rated only "such ma- 
terial as may be certified to be contemporaneous naval 
records of the war." Eleven volumes have appeared. In refer- 
euce to the difficulties surrounding the enterprise, in the Pre- 
face to vol. i.K, the compilers siiy that — 

"Much ditliculty lias been found in collecting the records, 
for, vvliik' the official rep<)rt.s of coninianders of fleets and of 
vessels acting singly are nn file in the Na\'y Department, it is 
found that the correspondence between flag officers and their 
subordinatt>s is fropicntly missing. Without this stjuadron 
correspondence the historical value of the work would neces- 
sarily be impaired, and the Department therefore has spared 
no pains to secure the letter iwioks and papers of the chief 
actors on both sides. The.se papers have for the most part 
been obtained, and they have been copiously used in the com- 
pilation of the work. The reports of the Union commanders 
are full and fairly complete. It is to be regretted, however, 
that the Coufcdcratc records are not efpially complete, due to 
tlie great difficulty found in collecting them, and also to the 
fact that a large [tart of the archives of the Confederate Navy 
Department was burned at the close of the war. Frequent 
careful searches throughout various parts of the country, 
conducted by a sjtccial agent iif the Department, have 
brought to light many duplicates of these papers, found 
among the ]»ersonal files of participants. It is hoped that 
the publication will revive the interest of participants in the 
events referred to, and lea<l them to bring to the notice of 
the Department the whereabouts of any papers bearing ujxjn 
naval operations in the civil war of which they may have 
knowledge." 

11. PATENT OFFICE. 

The official I'ecords, drawings, models, etc., of the United 
Stiites Patent Office are practically complete in every detail. 
By means of the excellent series of indexes and guide«, data 
as to patentees and inventions from Alabama can be easily 
located. No special indexes have, however, been published 
.showing the names of patentees by States. All models form 
a part of the records of the applications to which they relate; 
and in patented cases are open to inspection. They have not, 
however, been required since 1880. 
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12. BUREAU OF PENSIONS. 

The Bureau of Pensions has all papers connected with the 
application for, anil the jjrant of jjeusions. These ciabrace 
the claim and proof, which often include trans<'ripts from 
family registers, as well as original papers as to service, pro- 
motion, discharge, etc. Under the regulations of the Bureau 
information will be furnished on application tlicrefor bv in- 
terested i»arties, as to the services of their ancestors in the 
Revolutionary and subsequent wars. 

Who Abe Entitled to Pensions. 

The following summary of those who are entitled to pen- 
sions is taken from the Rtiioit of tin- Commissioner of Pen- 
sions for the year ended June 30, 1900. 

Revolutionary War. 

"The act of March 18, 1818, thirty-tive years after the ter- 
mination of the Revolutionary war, was the first general act 
passed granting a pension for service only. Its beiicticiaries 
were required to be in indigent circumstances and in need of 
aiisistance. 

"About 1820 Congress became alarmed at the large number 
of appli<-ants for pensions under tliis act (there were about 
8,000), and, on May 1, 1820, passed what has been known as 
the 'alarm act' which required all pensionei"8 then on the 
roll to furnish a schediile t>f the amount of property then in 
their possession. .Many of the peusionei's wlicise srlu'ilules 
showed they po8.sessed ti>o much property were di"op|)ed from 
the rolls. Pensioners were dropped who owned as small an 
amount as ^150 worth of proju'rty. 

"f)n May 15, 1828, or forty-tive years after the war, service 
pension was granted to those who served to the end of the 
war of the lievolution. 

"On June 7, 1832, or forty-nine years after the close of the 
war, a general law was enaited jtensioning all survivors who 
,ier\-ed not less than six months in said war. 

"On July 4, 1836. being fifty-three years after the termina- 
tion of the war, an act was pas.sed granting pension for five 
years to Hevolutionary war widows, provided they were mar- 
ried to the soldier or sjiilor before the dose of lii.s last ser- 
vice and that his service was not less than six months. 

"On July 7, 1838, or fifty-five years after the close of the 
■ jprar, the above act was iinienile<l so as to provide where the 
^jbarriage took place before January 1, 1794. 
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"On July 29, 1848, or sixty-live years after the war, the 
above laws were amended to include those who were mar- 
ried prior to January 1, 1800. 

"Un I'ebruary 3, 1853, or seventy years after the war, an 
act was passed striking out the limitation as to date of mar- 
riage. 

War of 1812. 

"The first law granting pension for service in the war of 
1812 was passed February 14, 1871, fifty-six years after the 
close of tlu* war. Tliis act required sixty days' service, and 
widows wcie uut entitled unless they were married to soldier 
or .sailor prior to the treaty of peace, February 17, 1815. 

"The act of March 9, 1878, sixty-tliree years after the close 
of the war, reduced the period of .service to fourteen days, 
and made no limitation as to date of marriage in case of 
widows. 

War With Mexico. 

"On January 29, 1887, thirty-nine years after the close of 
the war, an act was passed providing for soldiers and sailors 
and their widows for service of sixty days, if G2 yeara of age, 
or disabled (tr dependent. 

Indian Wart. 

"On July 27, 1892, fifty yeai-s after period included in the 
act, pension wan provideil for those who served thirty days 
in tile Black Hawk, Creek, Cherokee, and Florida war with 
SSeiiiinole Indians from 1.S32 to 1842 and to their widows. 

"There has never been any law pensioning widows of sol- 
diers whose death was due to service in time of peace prior 
to March i, 1861. 

"No i*rovisinns has ever been made for mothers and fathers 
and briitliers and sisters if the death of soldier or sailor re- 
sulted from service prior to March 4, 1861. 

"The laws relating to jieusion have been more liberal since 
ISGl than they were prior to that date. 

"To make it plainer, as an illustration of this fact, I will 
cite the case of a sailor who hjst both arms in the service 
and line of duty prior to Marcli 4, 18(>1. lie would be en- 
titled to a rating beginning at f3.50 per month and to the 
various rates provided from time to time to February 12, 
1889, when he would receive f 100 per month. 

Acta of July H, 186S, and March S, 1873. 

"Any officer, soldier, sailor, or marine, disabled by reason 
of wound received or disease conti'acted in the service of the 
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United States, and in the line of duty, may be pensioned for 
such disability during its continuance. 

"In case of his death intm causes originating as above set 
forth, his widow or his child or children under IG years of 
age become entitled to pension. If he left no widow or child 
under 10, liis dependent mother, father, or orphan sisters and 
brothei-s are entitled in the order named. 

Act of June n, ISOiJ, as Amended by the Act of May 9, 1900. 

'"Any oflScer, soldier, sailor, or marine who served ninety 
days or more in the military or naval service of the United 
States during the late war of the rebellion, who has been 
honorably discharged therefrom, and who is suffering from 
disability of a permanent character, not the result of his own 
vicious habits, which iucapacit^ites him from the perform- 
ance of manual hibor in sucii a degiee as to render him un- 
able to earn a support, is entitled to pension under this act of 
not leas than IfG per month nor more than ?12 per month. 

"In c»i«e of the death of any person named above, his widow 
becomes entitled to pensitm, provided she married him prior 
to June 27, 18'J0, and that she is without tneans of support 
than her daily labor. If she remarries or dies, the child or 
children of such soldier or sailor under the age of 16 years 
become entitled. 

"The act of May 9, lyOO, which is an amendment of the act 
of June 27, 1890, provides that in determining inability to 
earn a support each and every inrtrmity sliail be duly tou- 
sidered, and the aggregate of tiie disabilities shown be rated. 

"It is also provided that a widow may have title to pension 
if she 18 left without means of support other than her daily 
labor and an actual net income not exceeding $250 per year. 

Act of August 5, lli92. 

"All women employed by the Surgeon-General of the Army 
OB nurses during the I;ttc war of the rebellion for a period ot 
KX months or more and wlio were honorably relieved from 
such service, are granted a pension, provided they are unable 
to earn a support. 

Service Penaiotu. 

"There is no law granting service pension to aqy person 
for service rendered since the war with Mexico."

14. OFFICES OF THE SECRETARY OF THE SENATE AND OF THE 
CLERK OF THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES. 

In the file rooms of the Secretary of the Senate and of the 
Clerk of the House of Representatives, are preserved original 
papers and documents conuetted with the various matters 
brought before Congress from its earliest sessions. In many 
of the files are to be found documents of historical interest, 
Huch as petitions and memorials, with original signatures, 
etc. 

15. STATE DEPARTMENT.' 

The historical manuscript treasures of the Government are 
principally collected in the Department of State and in the 
Library of Congress. The collections of the former came to 
it in the course of official business, and as a proper place of

Fortunately for students the Department has given con- 
siderable attention to their arrangement and dassitication. 
An arliitrary Chapter designation has been adopted, which 
now runs from "Chapter A" to "Chapter N," with others to 
follo^A-. The Chai)ters represent kindred groups of docu- 
ments, and will ultimately take in the entire body uf its docu- 
mentary material. In September, 1S93, appeiired the first 
number of a series of Dei)artmeut Bulletins. It was stated 
that "The most i>racticable plan of making known and utiliz- 
iiiji the current miscellaneous index of the general collection 
— an index devoted ti» papers to the siibs^tance of which all 
clue is lacking — is found to be the publication of a series of 
Ilulletins." Nine of these have so far been published, as fol- 
lows, viz :

Convention. 

Bulletin No. 4. March, 1894, is a Calendar of the Correspondence of 
James Madison.

Bureau or Apfoi.ntmkntb and Commissioks. 

The records of Commissions issued to Federal ofTicials by 
the State Department are complete. They are arranged in 
three classes, viz: Diplomatic, Consular and Miscellaneous. 
In the Miscellaneous class are included (Jovernors and Sec- 
retaries of Territories, and .Judges, Attorneys and Marshals 
of Federal Courts in the States and Territories. Since 1875,

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the Interior Department has commissioned Territorial offi- 
cials; ami sint-e 1888, the Department of Justice has com- 
missioned Judges, Attorney's and Marshals. 

Index Bureau. 

In the Index Bureau are recorded all letters to the Ter- 
ritorial and 8tate Governors in chronological order, in a gen- 
eral series called "Domestic Letters." 

In this Bureau are also fragmentary collections of letters 
an^l pa^iers, arraugL*d by Territories, including Mississippi, 
Loui>siaua aud Alabama. 

The editor has copies of these documents so far as they 
relate to Alabama. 

16. SUPREME COURT. 

The records of the Supreme Court of the United States are 
complete, with the exception of a very few which were de- 
stroyed by fire in l.s!t9. The files and other records are in ex- 
cellent condition, and are open for consultation. There are a 
number of early cases, the files of which contain valuable 
documents, maps, papers, etc., in reference to land claims. 

Two members of the fc^upreme Court have been appointed 
from Alabama, Mt'ssi-s. John McKinley and John A. Camp- 
bell. Sketilies of these justices, with portraits, will be found 
in II. L. Carson's Hintory of the Supremv Court of the U. S., 
1181)2.1 

17. TREASURY DEPARTMENT. 

In the Treasury Department, organized under Act of Con- 
gress, Sept. 2, 1789, the iccords pertaining to subjects under 
its jurisdictinu in Alabama are neces-sarily limited. 

In the office of the Supervising Architect will be found the 
records as to the construction and history of the several pub- 
lic buildings in the State. 

The offices of the Light House Board, the Marine Hospital 
Service, the Internal Keveuue Service, and the United States 
Coast and Geodetic Surveys contain some valuable local 
records. 

In the office of the Auditor for the Interior Department, 
chargefl with the duty of auditing pensions, there is a ret'ord 
or rt)ll of iK-nsioners. The records of this office also show the 
dates of the death of pensioners. 

The records, papers, etc., relating to customs afifairs in the 
State are not complete. The only customs fort in Alabama 
is that originally establisheti at Fort Stoddert, by act of Con- 
gress, Feb. 24, 1804, and later removed to Mobile. 
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The appointment records of the Department show the 
names of Alabama appointees in this branch of the public 
service. 

18. WAR DEPARTMENT.' 

The War Department contains in its several offices a great 
mass of data in reference to military operations in the United 
States, and in reference to the troops from the several States. 
No detailed description is here attempted, because a Lht of 
the Records and Files of the Department (Washington : 1890 ; 
8 vo., pp. 145) has already been published under the orders of 
the Secretary of War. This is the most comprehensive effort 
ever yet made to present the character and condition of any 
collection of ofBcial records. The lists are arranged by offi- 
cers and divisions, and embrace an account of the records in 
the following offices at that date, viz :

CHAPTER Hi. ADJACENT STATES. 
Bt Thokas M. Owcn. 

Tlie territory now in Alabama has in part at different 
times been connected in orj^anic governinentni relation with 
the adjacent SUites of Soutli (.'arolina, Tennessee, Georgia, 
and Mississippi; and also in part with Florida under the 
Spanish, and witii Louisiana under the French. Col. Charles 
C. Jones in his History of (Jeoryia (1883), calls Alabama the 
datijihter of Mississippi, and the grand-daughter of Georgia. 
The ottjcial ar<'hives of these States may, therefore, be prop- 
erly considered as <'ontaining more or less material of value 
to the Iiistory of Alabama. 

While not connected territorially with other Southern 
States, yet because its population was largely drawn from all 
of them, the history of its settlentent can only be profitably 
studied iind enipliasized through the history of these earlier 
C(>nmion\v(';iHli.s. And as the settlers came from these States, 
they brought their institutions and peculiar forms of thought 
with them. It may be said tliat Alabama was almost wholly 
peopled by Virginians, Nnrth and South Carolinian.s, and 
Georgians. Emigrants to the Stiite fnmi Kentucky and Ten- 
nessee were of the same stock. Institutional transplanting, 
modification and gr<nvth can be satisfactorily studied fn»ni 
the original doetiiiients now piiMisbed, tlie constitutions, laws 
and State Papers, and tlie extant bi.stnries of these States. 
Fn)iu oriiiinal record soitn-es, in the State and County ar- 
chives, must be drawn the material for the study of the 
jK'iiple, tlieir migration, their property and cnltnre status, 
while from tneager church records in part must l)e obtained 
the eviilenccs of spiritual growth and thi' expansion of re- 
ligious thought. In the short description l»elow will be ftmnd 
such general suggestions as will cn.ible the inquirer with more 
ease to mnke researches in the records of these States. 

The territorial devebipment of Alabama is conveniently 
[)resented by Theodore L. Cole, of Wa.shington, D. C, in the 
Piiblirationsi of the Soutliern Iiistory Association, 1897, vol. 
i, pn. 61 -d."^. as follows :

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1. FLORIDA. 

Tlie Exofutive offices of Florida Iiave l)nt little of value i'^ 
the history of Alabama. The Spaniards as far as possible 
made a general removal of all official records. It appears 
from inciiiirv on the suhjtHt that there are in the Secretary 
of State's (tttice no maps or doruments Iwaring on the Florida- 
Alabama boundary. 

No infornuitiou has been .secure<l respecting the early 
records of St. Augustine and Tampa. 

Rut few reeords of historical value remain at Pen.sacola. 
A tire on October 24, ISll, destrtiyed much tlmt was there, 
and biter piratt>s destroyed much more. The sub-delegate, 
Colonel Hon J«)se Masot, was instructed on closing the inten- 
dancy there to remove the archives to Havana, but he failed 
to do so. Wlien Jackson captured Fen.sacola in May, 1S18, it 
was agreetl that the archives should he taken to Ha\-ana, and 
Masot duly embarked with them on the United States 
schixmer Peggy. Cor.sairs overpowered the Peggy and threw 
the pajiers overboard, except one box which they kept. So it 
seems nothing ever reached Cuba from Pensacola, except 
S(une inventories brought the preceding year by Don Fran- 
cisco Gutierrez de Ari-oyo, tlie only i)art of the removal order 
whi4'h Masot liati permitted him to carry out. »SVc Pintado, in 
White's .YcM- RrroinhiHoii, vol. ii, pp. in\ 3-41, 370. The fate 
of the records of British times is mentioned under the head of 
records in Oreat Britain.' 

The American State Pap^'rs, in the series of Indian Affairs, 
/•'on N/H .1^(;/r.vand Militori/ Affairs, contain a large number 
of docuiucnts l»«iring on the related history of Florida and 
Alabama. White's AVw Rcropilarion (2 vols.) is an invalu- 
altle repository, containing a collection of laws, charters, and 
local ordinances of the governments of Oreat Britain, France 
and SjKiin, relating to the concessions of land in their r«'spec- 
tive colonies. Many full documents will be found in two U. 
S. government publications entitle<^l Private Land Claims — 
Florida (House Ex. Doc. 121, 2flth Cong., 2d sess. 1, and 
Pociinirntu and Other Papers relatimi to the Botindari/ Line 
hetirvrn the f^tates of (Heorgia and Florida (Sen.

However, I'rof. C C. Tliach reports that on a visit to the 
State Department, Atlanta, he was shown a map, witli accom- 
panyini; field notes and currespondence, uf the lionndary line 
between Alabama and (Teor^ia, made in iSlitJ, by Capt. John 
Bright, I-Xvt'tteville, Tenn. 

The Adjiitant-iJeneral's Office has no rosters of Georj^ia 
trotips in tlie Creek War, 1.S13-14. Where they are to be 
found is unknown. 

3. LOUISIANA. 

The official archives of the State of Louisiana are believed 
to contain nothing; bearing on the l)iHt()ry of Alabama. The 
verj- valuaide historical material in the Louisiana Historical 
Society, the Louisiana State Library, the New Orleans 
Cathedral, the Howard Memorial Library, and the archives 
of the city of New Orleans are described infra. 

4. MISSISSIPPI. 

Mississippi Territory was created by act of Congress, April 
7, 1798. By subsefiueut acts other territory was added to the 
original area until it eml)raced the present States of Alabama 
and .Mississippi. In 1S17 the Stale of Mississippi was ad- 
mitted into tlie Union witii its present limits, and the eastern 
IKirt was erected into Alabama Territory. 

From 1798 to 1817, thereftvre, all ofticial records and pa- 
pers of a general character relating to governmental affaii*s 
in what is now the State of Alaliaiiia, are to be found in the 
archives of Mississipju at Jackson. 

No detaiinl a<Tttunt has been secured and it can only be 

stated in a general way that these consist of the original 

j books, |>apers and corresjiondencc of tlie several Territorial 

■oflicials. They are n<tt arranged t»r iudexe<l, and cannot be 

consiiltetl with any satisfaction. 

Perhaps the most valunble of these records are the Execu- 
tive Journals, numbering ten or more volumes, covering the 
nfticial acts in detail of the several Ctovernors of the Terri- 
tory. 1798-181 7. Partial transcripts of these are on file in 
the State Dejmrtment, Washington, I>. C. See Governors W. 
r. r. Claiborne, David Holmes, Winthrop Sargent, and Rob- 
ert Williams, infra. See aho State Department, p. 75, 
aupra. 
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5. SOUTH CAROLINA. 

With the Ijurnin? of Coliiiiibia, S. C, Feb. 17, 1865, by Fed" 
oral troops under (leu. W. T. Sherman, the State archives 
were largely destroyed, but there are still in the ofliee of the 
Secretary of State a number of «irly records, which may be 
consulted with profit, witli reference to the extensit)n of West- 
ern settlements, and trade and intercourse with the Southern 
Indians. These consist of several volumes of what are known 
as Indian Books, Coiniril Journals, Common House Jour- 
nals, and some miscellaneous vohinies." There are also thirty- 
six folio volumes, indexed, of transcripts representing all that 
there is in the British Public Record Office concerning!: South 
Carolina. The Land Kecurds are also prt»ser\'ed in the office 
of the Secretary of State, and comprise over two h\indred vol- 
umes of Grants and Plat Hotrks, dating from 1(178. 

The official reconls of South Carolina troops in the Revo- 
lutionary War have been destroyed, and only .scattering data 
exists here and there on the sul)ject. In 188<) the State pnb- 
lislied a pamphlet of names as far as could be obtaine<l of offi- 
cers who served in the South Carolina regiment on the Conti- 
nental establishment, of the officers who servcnl in the militia, 
and of trotips <m the Continental establisliinent and militia 
organizations, together with other information, iirejtan'd by 
the Society of the Cincinnati. In the Charleston Year Book, 
1803, these lists were repultlished. 

No rosters of South Carolina soldiers in the Creek War, 
1813-14, are preserved in the office of the Adjutant-ften<'ral. 
It is not known where they may he found. 

In the several counties, with the exception of some like Ab- 
beville and Lexington, whose official records have been de- 
stroye<], are to be found conveyances, wills, administrations 
and guardianships, throwing light on the antecedents of many 
Alabama families. Unfortunately South Carolina has never 
had any law requiring marriage licenses so that there are no 
official marriage records. In some few churches these are

An Account of Manuscripts, Papers and Docu- 
ments in Official Repositories within 
the State of Alabama.

The utticial State archives have their begiuniug with the 
organizatiuu of the Alabama Territory, and its several execu- 
tive departments. Tlie Art of Congress creating the Territory 
was aiiproveil March 3, 1S17, but its pnjvisious were not to be 
in force until the date when Mississippi should adopt a con- 
stitution, which event was cousumniated Aug. 15, ISJT.' Ou 
September 25, 1817, VVilliam Wyatt Bibb was commissioned 
Governor of Alabama Territory, and in December of the same 
year he reached St. Stcplieus. lie at once set in motion the 
machinery of the territorial government. 

Prior tt) this time, and fiom the establishment of the Mis- 
sissippi Ten-itory in 1798, the records of all official business 
in the Alabaum jwrtion of that Territory, mtt transacted as 
ordinary county business, form a part of the Mississippi ar- 
chives, at Jackson, fe'ee Mississippi, xupra, for description. 

The act creating the Territory made St. Stephens "the seat 
of government," and here the otticial reconls were kept until 
ISiy, when they were removed to Huntsville. The Alahsina 
Hcpubiuun, published at the latter place, in its issue of June 
26, 1819, thus modestly comments on the arrival of the Uov- 
emnr ami the records: ''His Excellency Governor Bibl), ar- 
rived in Huntsville on Monday last. The Secretary of the 
Territory is daily exi)ected, and the public records, etc, have 
already arrived here, where they will remain while this place 
continues to be the seat of government." 

Calmba Iteing fi.\»fl by the Constitution as the State capital, 
the records were carried there in 1S20.' Here they renminetl 
until 1826, when prior to June of that year they were carried 
to Tuscaloosa, the second State cajiital. In 1845 Montgomery 
was seleetetl as the seat of government, and two years later, 
, the capitol having been completed, the State archives were 
' again removed. Mr. Garrett gives a brief account in his Pub- 
lic Men in Alabama (1872). p. 460: 

"No time woB to be lost In transferring the archives, to be ready for the 

lanembling of the Legislature, the 6th of December, less than a month. 

'TblB, however, was accomplished by Industry. On or about the 20tb of 

November, the archives, records and papers of the Executive and State

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Departments, and Supreme Court, had been packed up In 113 boxes, and 
loaded In 13 wagons: and i-is train, under tbe control of James H. Owen, 
the door-keeper of the House of Representatives, moved oS in the direc- 
tion of Montgomery. The cargo in weight was 26.704 pounds. Without 
accident, the whole train, in due time, arrived at Montgomery, and the 
.archlre« deposited in their appropriate rooms. The entire cost of the re- 
Bioval of theM archives from Tuscaloosa to Montgomery, was $1,325, which 
was paid by Colonel Pollard. Chairman of the Building Committee." 

Up to this time the recoiils ami archives in every respect 
a|t|M*ar ti» have been full and complete. The tlesire of the 
early le^isiaton^ seems to have been to preserve everything 
which mi^ht have a future value. Minute regulations were 
imp^KSttl ujH»n officials. On Dec. Itj, 1S20, au act was ap- 
prov«>«l, proviiliu'; "That in future it shall be the duty of the 
StH'ivtary of State, at or stxtn after the close of each General 
A»seml)ly, to tleposit in his office all the records and papers 
nccfS4sarily belonjjiuj: to the Legislature; which shall be deter- 
miiuil by an examination luaile by the Secretary of State, 
HvH>retary of the Senate, and t'lerk of the House of Represen- 
tativeo, who are hereby appointed commissioners for that pur-

from time to time — both of a general and special character — and all the 
•i«cUoDB of Bank Presidents and Directors. The reports made to the 
Legislature by bank offlcers, were generally printed for the use of mem- 
bers — and with a renegade form of pamphlets and slips, very few have 
been preserved. None have been filed In the State Department because 
no provision has been made for that purpose — anu members have gener- 
ally been eager to obtain their full portion for distribution among their 
constltuejits. The original reports are generally to be found among the 
papers of the Senate and House of Representatives. There is In the office 
under my charge a book, containing the evidence taken by a committee 
of the Legislature in Novemuer & December, 1841, In relation to the 
celebrated 'Bank frauds' of that year. 

"I have never yet seen any documents in relation to the old Huntsville 
and St. Stephens Banks — nor of the Canoe fight — nor the fall of Fort MIms, 
ftc., 4c. Major Jeremiah Austin, of Mobile, related the Canoe fight to me 
during the winter of '44-5. It is a fight that he does not appear anxious 
to talk about — but still I have but little doubt he would upon application, 
for this purpose, give you a full account of It. He could too afford much 
correct Information in relation to the fall o. Port Mims, and the war of 
that period generally. 

"I Chink you will find In the Executive Office, the correspondence be- 
tween Governor Gayle and the General Government commonly called the 
"Creeli Controversy' — and also the papers made and reed, by Governor 
Clay, during the Creek War of 1836. 

"I have never seen any of the hauubills, pamphlets &c., &c. Issued by Gov. 
Gayle, on tue occasion alluded (o. The Journals afford a good deal of 
Information In regard to the 'impeachment of the Judges' and I have seen 
among the papers of the Legislature some manuscript documents upon this 
fl«ht. 

"Tou will observe that I am not prepared as I said in the outset to 
answer you fully until time anu occasion shall offer to handle and look 
Into the various bundles In the offices — State or Executive. This occasion 
win offer soon, and In aduitlon the archives of the State will be placed 
convenient to you. where you can examine, and will doubtless be able to put 
your hands upon a good many items of interest. 

"t was fortunate enough to receive two copies of your 'eight days In New 
Orleans' one of which I handed to a less fortunate friend — the other was 
reckd with much pleasure — particularly that portion In Chap. 3d. where you 
p&y a merited tribute to thai great and good man. General Jackson.

On Dec. 14, 1849, just two years after it was completed, the 
Btate capitol was destroyed by fii'e, ''tommuuirated," as as- 
certained by a committee of the House of Uepreseutatives, 
"from the Hue or chimney to a timber, the cud of wliiih liad 
been inserted in, and restt^^l on an eyelet hole, left for that 
purpose in the wall of the llepreHcntative Hull." IJesnrt is 
nf^ain had to Garrett's work, pp. 517-518, for a description of 
the barninp, and of the rescue of the records. 

"Atwut fifteen minutes after one o'clock In the afternoon, when both 
HoQMa were In session. It was discovered that the Capitol was on fire over 
Uie Representative Hall — the volume of smoke issuing with rapid Increase. 
Oen. [Joseph P.] Frazler. of the Senate, upon the first Intimation of such 
a thing, hurried to the upper story, and Into the room leading, by a trap- 
door, to the top. to see what discoveries could be made: but was met at 
the door by a dense volume of smoke, which arrested his progress. 
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"The Senate adjourned hastily; but the House broke up its slttinc with- 
out the formality of an adjournment — such was the panic and confusion 
that suddenly seized upon the members. The fire extended rapidly from 
the south end o' the building against a pretty stiff northern breeze, and 
la three hours, thai superb, eiegani structure — a monument of the liberali- 
ty of the citizens uf Montgomery, and the pride of the Stale — was In ruins: 
BoLhing left but portions of the blackened v«alls. 

The combluetl efforts of the members and citizens, with the beads of de- 
partments, saved the public property upon the baaement and second floor. 
'ine State Library on tbe third floor could not be entered without peril. 
Atter the archives of his office [Secretary of StaieJ were saved, the writer 
conducted a number of gentlemen to that apartment, to assist in throw- 
ing the contents out of the windows; but the beat was so great aud In- 
creasing, Uiat they could not remain, and the large collection of public 
iocumenti. laic-books, munu«c-rip( JourtuiU of the Oeneral A$*emt/iy, h%4- 
torical iC'Ork; map» of the several States, and vatuaOle paper*, with a 
varietif of publications presented to the .itate in exchange (or amOar cour- 
tetie*. and other volumet conatitutino a fine collectiuK for pubUc %*e — 
K«re all destroyed. 

The archives and papers of the Executive, of the Secretary of State, 
the Treasurer and Compiroller, of the Supreme Court, and of the Senate 
and House of Hepresentatives, including all belonging to the public offices 
of the Capitol, that were saved, wer« secured in rooms procured for the 
purpose in the city, until the Houses should determine the location of the 
different offices." [italics by the editor.] 

While it is generally supposed that the public records were 
thus saved, the facts must be limited to the otlicial recorihi 
proper of executive departments. From the last part of the 
foregoing statement by Mr. Uarrett, it clearly appears that 
praciically all of the archives gathered under the provisions 
of the Act of Dec. lU, 1S20, tsupra, were kept in the (State 
library, or at least on the third floor, and they were thus lost. 
This appears to be also true from an examination of the 
records found in the Secretary of State's office. How much 
has thus been lost to the Alabama historian will never be 
known, but certainly very much that would now be highly 
prized! 

Tbe new eapitol having been completed, it appears from a 
joint resolution of Feb. 10, 1852, that the Governor was au- 
thorized and required "fitr the better protection of the public 
records," to cause suitable shelves to be constructed in the 
executive and State liffices. 

In April, 18U5, the State archives were again subject to 
great haztird and in some cases distinct loss. The approach 
about this time of Hen. James H. Wilson with Federal tri>ops 
so alarmed the officials at Mt>nt}»i»mery that they collected the 
archives and sent them in charge of John B. Taylor, as State 
agent, tt» Eufaulu for sitfe preservation. A part may luive 
been sent tt» Augtista, Ua.. as apitears fn>m the following com- 
munication ft^un a Mobile correspondent to tbe Xetc York 
£eni/</,June8,1865: 
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"The rebel State archlTes of Alabama, removed from the capital to 
ILuguBta, Oa., on the advance of General Wilson, have been discovered, and 
expected to be returned to Montgomery In a day or two by the proper 
Beers. At present they are In this city. Mr. John B. Taylor, State 
agent, arrived on Sunday evening from Augusta, Ga., having in his charge 
the archives of Alabama. It took no less than twelve six mule wagons to 
carry these papers and a portion of those of Mississippi. The latter were 
forwarded by the Red Chief No. 1 to Selma, and from ihence will be sent 
to Jackson, the capitol of that State." 

A part of them was ot'rtainly returned to Montgomery from

It can never be determined how much loss the records sus- 
tained. The bound books hardly suffered. Loose pa{)era most 
in the majority of cases been left behind, and were thus liable 
to destruction. Col. W. H. l'\twler, State Superintendent of 
Army Itecords, in his re{M)rt to <Jov. L. E. Pars<»ii8, Dec. 4, 
18C5, Transactions Alabama Historical Society, 1897-98, vol. 
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ii, p. 187, says in reference to his work on the war records, 
"The events, however, of April and May, 1805, brought it to 
an abrui»t tcrminntion in oousetjueut Luufusiou; and much (»f 
tiie material that I had aicuuiulatt'd, having been deposited 
by me in tlie State Capitol at Montgomery, was lost or mis- 
plac-ed in the evacuation of this city, at the date named."

The official books, papers, reports, etc., of certain tempor- 
ary officials, or of offices discontinued by law, or of special 
boards or commissions, are depositetl, or filed with the Secre- 
tary of- State, as general custmlian of State archives, in some 
caiJes they will be found iu other offices, as will more particu- 
larly appear from the descriptions hei-eafter given. Some of 
these are the old Bank Commi8siou*'r.s, (lie Debt C<mimi8sion, 
1875, Commissioner of Swamp and Overflowed Lands, Com- 
missioner of Immigration, Commissioner to Survey Coosa 
liiver. Commissioner of Industrial Kesources, Commissioner 
to Eucourage Fish Culture, and Superintendent of Army 
Iiecoi"d8. The official records and reports in some of the 
above cases have been printed in full. The militiiry archives 
colle<ted by Col. W. H. Fowler, such as escaped destruction, 
are fortunately preserved in the office of the Adjutant Gen- 
eral. 

The State Board of Assessment is composed of the Gover- 
nor, Secretary of State, Auditor and Treasurer, and is 
charged with the duty of assessing "the items of property of 
railroad and other companies re<iuired to be returned to the 
auditor." "A record of its proceedings" is reciuired, which is 
kept in the custody of the Auditor. — Code, 1896, vol. i, sec- 
tions 3966, 3971. 

The office of State E.xaminer of Public Accounts was cre- 
ated by Act of Feb. 10, 1885. This act was amended Feb. 12, 
1897, so as to provide for as.sistant examiners. It is made the 
duty of these officials "to audit and e.xamine the books, ac- 
counts and vouchers" of certain named officials. They are 
required "from time to time, [to] report to the governor un- 
der oath, the results of their examination," etc. These re- 




porta are public records. It is made the duty of the governor 
o raiise these reports to he priuted. — ('otic, ISiH], vol. i, sec- 
inns 1.ST6-1879. What administrative books are kept in the 
op<'ration of the office is not known. 

The "Snperintenilent of Salt Springs and Salt Lands" is re- 
quired hy statute to report every six nioutlss "to the {governor 
all the property of every kind collected or received, and all 
wttlements made hy him. and, generally, all his actings and 
doings in regard to salt lands. "^'o<Zc, 1896, vol. i, sec. 2(i9l). 
These reports have never been printe<l, hut are fih'd in the 
office of the governor. It is not known wiiat office records, 
if any, are kept by the Superintendent. 

In the effort "to provide for the more efficient assessment 
and collection of taxes," by act of Feb. 3, 1897, amended Feb. 
21. 1S99. the office of State Tax Counnissifiner was created, 
and a numlier of duties imposed, looking to the more efficient 
udministratiou of the revenue branch of the State govern- 
ment. The offire of the Commissioner is at the Oapitol in 
Montgomery, and such records as are netessjiry to its admin- 
istration are kept by him. They have not been specially ex- 
amined. 

The office of Chief Mining-Inspector, with two associate 
mining-inspectors, was created by act of Feb. 1(5, 1897. The 
art. among other things, providetl regulations on the impor- 
tant subjects (»f the examination of mine bosses, standard 
scales, wifety lamps, ventilation, maps of mines, and care for 
wounde<l in cases of accident. Tlie Inspcrtors are required 
to make biennial reports to the governor ".stating the con- 
dition of the miiing interests in this State, with suggestions 
and information as may be of interest to the mining indus- 
ty." These Rr/mrts are printed. Tlie office of the Chief 
Mining-Insjtector is in Birmingham, where are kept tJie offi- 
cial corres])ondence, books, registers, etc. They have not 
been examined. 

The Department of Insurance was created by act of Febru- 
ar>- 18, 1897, with its chief officer as the Swretary of State 
nnder the title of "Insurance Commissioner Ex-Offlcio," 
Prior t<i this time all State suiM»rvision of insurance was con- 
ductetl through the Auditor's Office, where the i-ecords are to 
Im' found. The re<'ords of the y>resent office are described in 
connection with the records of the Secretary of State. 

There are alsf» certain boards, which from their operation 
over the entire State on the subjtH-ts committed to them, may 
tie properly mentioned here. These are the Board of Phar- 
macy, created Feb. 28, 1887; the State Board of Dental Ex- 
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aminers, created Feb. 11, 1881 ; and the State Board of Em- 
balming, created Dec. 12, 1894. Tliese several boards keep 
records of their proceedinnjs, registers of licenses, etc. No 
inquiry has been made, liowever, as to their extent or special 
contents. , 

I. GOVERNOR. 

The office of the Chief Executive, known as Governor, dates] 
from Jfarcli 3, 1817, when the Territory of Alabama was cre-f 
ated. The lir.st incmiibent was Wra. .W. Bibb, crmnnLssioned 
Sept. 2r>, 1S17. but who did not enter upon the official dis- 
cliarge of his duties until his arrival at St. Stephens in Dec. 
1817. From tliis date the official records should begin, but 
tinfortuiijitely no executive journals, or record books, have 
itecn found for this period. In the Adjutant-tTeneral's office, 
in the "Military Returns," a few papers are to be found. In 
his message, Nov. 15, 1821, Gov. Israel Pickens recommended 
tlie nppoiutnieut of Commissioners to t-xamine tlie Executive 
reconis, as they had not btK^>n kept from the beginning for 
want of suitable books. It is not known what action was 
tak<'n. It does not appear to liave been the practice of the 
Secretaries of State, or if so the lM>oks are out of place, to 
\itH']) till" "fair register of all (>fti<-ial acts and proceedings of 
the governiir," dearly enjoined in the Constitution. 

Many of the early records and pajiers, originally preserved 
in the Governor's nffice. are now in the office of the Secretary 
of StJite, Indeed, in the present practical administration of 
(fic ollici' l:irj;c numbers of its current papers and tiles are 
liri.illy lodged in the latter office. An exainiuati<m of the 
cas<'s and vault discloses the following, among other, current ' 
fill's of papers:

2. SECRETARY OP STATE. 

The act of Congress, March 3, 1S17, creating Alabama Ter- 
ritory provided a Secretnry thereof, Avith the same powers and 
duties as Ihose exercised by the .sunie ()ffl<-er under the Missis- 
sippi Territory. By the ('un-stitiitidu of IS!!>, article iv, it 
was provided as follows: "Sec. 14. There shall l»e a Secre- 
tary of State apjjoiiited by joint vote of both IIouscs of the 
General Assembly, who shall continue in office during the 
term of two years, lie shall keep a fair register of all official 
acts and jirorei-dings of the giivciiior, and shall, when rt*- 
(jiiired, lay the same, and all papers, mhiiitcs, and vouchers 
relative thereto, hcfiiie the Gi-neial .\sscnibly," etc. It does 
not appear that the "fair register" cnntcmiijati'd by this sec- 
tion has ever been kept, at ]<'ast a search has failed to discover 
any such recovw. The fniiuers of the ])rovision donbtles.'* had 
in mind the regulation under which such a register was kept 
for Mississippi Territory. These were called Execntive Jour- 
nal.'', and are fortunately j)re.served, covering its whole exist- 
ence, 17!>S to 1817. /See Mississippi, suitnt, for detailed ac- 
count of these. 

Tile same provision exists in the present Constitution, 1875, 
bnt there is no statute rcgulnting the uiatter. The Secretary 
is the custodian of the |U"incipal iin'hivcs of the State, particu- 
lar detail of wliirh iipjH-ars below. Fie is also the keeper of 
the State seal. Unfortunately the office facilities for proper 
core and attention to the vast mass of records committed to 
his care are altogether inadequate. 

In reference to the lists of books :unl papers described be- 
low it ma3' he observed that thev doubtjcss fail in ninny par- 
ticulars to include all of the existing material, and it is alto- 
gether probable that an exhaustive exploration of the records, 
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in their various rep^isitories would serve to fill up many 
apparent paps. Tho examination lias disclosed a much 
hirjjer body of arcliivt>H than has liitlierto been supposed to 
exist,. In the examination of liis ()ffi<"ial records, every assist- 
an<'e was rendered ftv the present Secretary of State, Kobert 
P. Mc David.

4. STATE TREASURER. 

A State Treasurer was provided by the Constitution of 
1819. lie was charged with the same duties as had been 
performed by the Territorial Treasurer. Ue was elected by 
joint vote of the General Assemhly, annually from 1819 to 
18(51, and biennially from 1801 to 1808. From 1808 the elec- 
tion ha.s been by the peojde for a term of two years. 

The Territorial recoi'ils of the Treasurer's office were doubt- 
lesM destroyed when the dwelling and store house of the 
Treasurer, Jack F. Koss was destroyed by tire, in D(H'emher, 
181S. The General Assembly, Dec. 18, 1820. iiHlemniried him 
for the loss on this occasion of $606.35 of public moneys.'

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6. SUPERINTENDENT OF EDUCATION. 

The public school system, of which the Superiuteudent of 

EiliH-atiou is ihc oflicial head, was created by the General 
Assembly Feb. 15, 1854, by ".iVii Act to establish and main- 
tain a system (jf free public schools in Alabama.*' Prior to 
this time iiiattcis conuected with schools, school lands, etc., 
were coimiutted to otiier branches uf the State guverumeut. 
From tiuie to time siuce its furumtion, the nflice of the J^uper- 
inteudent has t-onie into possession of such school records as 
were kept antedating its creatitm, as will appear below. In 
reference to the care and preservatiuu of the official records, 
(Superintendent John Ityan says in his Ucport for i8G5: "The 
Kecords, Buoks, I'apers, etc., uf this ullice were carted about 
the country in boxes, t(j keep them from the hands of spoilers, 
during must of the time after 1803.

10. RAILROAD COMMISSIONERS. 

The Railroad Commission, consisting of a president and 
two a.HSociatcs, was created by Act of Feb. 26, 1881. It 
organized Feb. 28, following; and its first annual Report was 
issued covering the piirtial year ending June 30, 1881. Its 
annual Rcjiorts, of wliidi 20 octavo volumes are now pul»- 
lidbed, contain valuable historical, commercial and financial 
statistics in relation to railroads in Alabama. Full files of 
these are preservetl.

11. CLERK OF THE SUPREME COURT. 

The current office records of the Clerk of the Supreme 
Court consist of appearance, trial, motion and execution 
dockets, and minutes of the terms of the Court. These are 
supposed to be approximately complete. No effort has been 
made to list them, because it would serve no particular pur- 
pose. 

The official record of each case consists of the transcript 
of the record thereof in the trial court, a copy of all orders, 
and of the final judgment or decree and the manuscript opin- 
ion of the Supreme Court. At the end of each term all rec- 
ords of cases decided during said term are to be "bound in 
strong binding, and lettered so as to show the term at which 
the decisions were made." — Code, 1896; vol. i. Sections 
3860-61. 

It is believed that these case records are complete from the 
first term of the Court, May, 1820. They are preserved in 
the office and file rooms of the Clerk, and can be conveniently 
consulted. Many of the old records contain interesting and 
valuable historical data. Kennedy's Executors vs. Kenne- 
dy's Heirs, 2 Alabama Reports, p. 571, is a case in point.

CHAPTER HI. MUNICIPALITIES. 



The functions and operations of nuinieipal corporations, 
as local p)vcriinicu!}il a^cncic.*^, arc of such vital ini|>ortauce 
to the i)eoplc iiroupcil in city conuiiunitics, tliat to the liist<»ry 
of tlicir j^rowtli and (Icvclopment is attached the very hijihest 
intere.st. It was therefore hoped that the otficial records of 
at least twenty of the ]»i'inci]>al cities antl towns of the State 
could lie dt'scriiied, A\ith liistorical and rouiparative notes, 
thus placin;j before the student of niunici}>al life, j^ro^vtii and 
reform, siitticient imlications of smirrc material for elahorate 
study. However, t!ie alisolute indilTereuce of ollicials, to 
whom ajipeals for assistance were made, luis prevented this, 
and it lias only l»een possihie to present a few of the larjier 
rities. It will be seen that the records behiw arc purely ad- 
ministrative in character. The municipal corporation in 
Alabama has never been charjjed with the duty of keepin}; 
re;:isters of vital statistics, or of atteuti«»n to a nnmber of 
matters recpiired of towns in the Eastern States. Town 
records here, tlierefore, are concerned chietly with municipal 
routine, etc., and are only incidentally valuable for personal 

With reference to the manuscript official records of the 
largi^r number of cities antl towns not described below, it 
can d<tnbtless be safely stated that they are incomplete and 
imperfectly kept. 

1. BIRMINGHAM. 

On Dec. 19, 1871, the city of Rirminfiham was incorporated. 
The first meeting of the City Council was held Dec. 22, three

3. HUNTSVILLE. 

The little village which grew up about the Big Spring, in 
MadlHon County, was called "Twiekeuluuu" by act of Dec. 23, 
ISOJJ, but ou Nov. 23, 1811, tlie name was changed to Hunts- 
ville. On Dec. 'J, l.Sll, the hitter was incorporated, and since 
that time a nuinicijial Drjijanization has lici-n maintained.

4. MOBILE. 

The city of Mobile has the longest continuous existence of 
any settlement on the thilf coast. The source material of its 
annals is abundant. Its history' has been excellently deline- 
at«'<l by IVter .1. Hamilton in Vulonitil Muhile (1897; 8vo. 
|»p. 44H), in which appear pansim, critical estimates of all 
authorities published and in manu.script. In its preparation 
the author had access to material hitherto unused, and his 
work renders necessary tlie readjustment in many particu- 
lars of the narratives of the early history of the Gulf States 
For the later period, Owen's liibiiinjmithtj of Alabama con- 
tains full references to practically all printed material, as 
Directories, Codes, Maps, Schot)ls, Histories, Churches, etc.

CHAPTER IV. EDUCATIONAL INSTITUTIONS. 



The true educational history of Alabama is yet to be writ- 
ten, lu view of this it was hoped that au acfuunt of the 
manuscript official records of practically all Colleges and 
Academies could be secured. Owing, however, to the indif- 
ference of I'resideuts, principals and others only a very few' 
have been reported. 

No manuscript, or other records have been found in the 
hands of school trustees as to local school management, or 
transactions. 

No manuscript, or other records, except in one or two in- 
stances, have been located of the old academies, which played 
such an imiwrtant part in the educational life of the State.' 

Heference is here made to the manuscript records in the 
office of the State Superiuteudeut of Education. In this 
connection it is proper to say that the County Superinten- 
dents of Education have been altogether indifferent to keep- 
ing a system of record books as to school affairs in the coun- 
ties, and in but few can any Superintendent's records be 
found . 



1. AGRICULTURAL AND MECHANICAL COLLEGE. (COLORED.) 

This school was organized at Huntsville in 1875, but in 
1891 was removed to Normal, three miles from the city. The 
following are its official records:

3. ALABAMA INSTITUTE FOR THE DEAF. 

The several institutions of the Alabama Institute for the 
Deaf, the Alabama Academy for the Blind, and the Alabama 
Hehool fur Negro Deaf Mutes and Blind, are all under the 
control of one and the same Board of Trustees, and one and 
the siime Principal. They are all the enlargement and out- 
growth of the Ahdtania Institute f(»r the Education of the 
Deaf and Duuili, originally incorporated by Act of the Gen- 
eral .\s.sembly, Jan. 21, ISliU. The official publications, con- 
sisting of Reportu and VirciilarH, are listed in Owen's 
Iiih!io(jniiihy of .[Idhnmu, pp. S9G-S97. 

The manuscript records of the Board of Trustees consist

4. ALABAMA POLYTECHNIC INSTITUTE. 

The institution of which the Alabama Polytechnic Insti- 
tute in a general sense nmy be called the successor, was the 
East Alabama Male College, founded at Anbnrn in ISoR. 
From it classes were graduat«'d in 18(J0, 18*11, 1867, 18G8, and 
1869. It suspended exerc=Hes from 18(11 to 18G7. In 1872 
its buildings and property became, by donation to the State, 
the property of the Agricultural and Mechanical College, 
which was then estalttished. In 1898 the name was changed 
to the Alabama Polytechnic Institute. 

Catalof/iicH, RciK/rtH, (■irciilars, Students' publications and 
Experiment Station HiiUetins, have been regularly issued. 

The manuscript I'ecords from 185G to date appear to be 
singularly comiilete. The following detailed description 
has lieen prejtared by Prof. Charles C. Thach, Professor of 
English at the Institute.

6. HOWARD COLLEGE. 

The Alabama fc>tate CouveutJon, whieb tuuveued in 1841 
ul Talladega, established iluward Cullcye at Marion. It 
wa» charteretl Dec. 2l>, 1^41, and upoued for students in Janu- 
ary following. The College building was destroyed by tire 
in idiiy, 1844. lu 1887 tlie College was removed to East Lake, 
where it has reniaiiied. Owing to tlie hazards of removal 
8<Jtue of the reeords have been mislaid or lost. 

It has so far been impossible to ascertain tin' coniijleteness 

of the Ciitaloyiie Lssiies. The V. H. Hiireau of Education has 

a partial flle from 1871 to date. In 1892 a Mritioriul Cola- 

loijuc was pnblislied, which contained a sl;etcb of the ('ol- 

lege, and a r<dl of alumni. 1848-1892.

6. MOBILE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

The papers and books of the Mobile Public School Com- 
misaiouers do not antedate the war, 1861. Those which exist 
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for later dates are of a routine character. At present minutes 
of meetings are kept, and petitions, reports of committees, 
the Supenuteudeut, and the teachers, and vouchers are kept 
on file. Hulls and Jiiyulutiuns, and livpuits are irregularly 
publisiied. IVter Hamilton, Esq., in his Brief for appellee 
lu the case of the State of Alabama, ex ret. G. L. Putnam vs. 
(lustavus Uortuu, Judge of Truhate, ct als. in the Supreme 
Coiut of Alabama, June Term, 187U, (Svo. pp. 23), gives a 
full review of all legislation iu relation to the "system" from 
Jan. 10, 182t).' 

7. NORTH ALABAMA CONFERENCE COLLEGE. 

The several books of records of the North Alabama Confer- 
ence College, at Oweuton, near Birmingham, are comjjlete 
from its establishment iu 1S97. 



8. ST. JOSEPH'S, OR SPRING HILL COLLEGE. 

"In the year 18U9 the College buildings were burnt, and 
together with them were destroyed the records of preceding 
years. The history of the College and its students was thus 
lost.'" The only rei^ords saved were those kept by the Vice 
I'resideut of the Institution. These records contain minatea 
of the daily happenings of the College, and with continua- 
tions, are as follows:

9. SOUTHERN UNIVERSITY. 

The Southern University, at Greensboro, was founded id 
1856, through the efforts of the Methodists of Alabama. It 
was the joint property of the Alabama and the North Ala- 
bama Confcrcni-CH of tlie Methodist Episcopal Chuivh, South,

lege is given, pp. 185-193. 
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until 1897, when the latter transferred itsrights to the former.

This institute, pcrhai>s the uiDst successful ncfiro school in 
the Soutli, was estal»liKbc<! Ijv the (Jeueral .Vs.>*enil)ly in ISSU, 
and its first session opened July 4, 1881. Its Principal from 
the beginning has been Booker Washingttm, to whom its great 
8u<'cess is due. He reports tliat its (dlicial records are not 
full and complete from its establishment, but does not indi- 
cate the deficiency-. Copies of ofiicial letters only in import- 
ant matters are preserved; all letters received are preserved, 
dating from aboirt 1884. <Uit(tl(H)ii(H liavi- been issued since 
18.S1 ; and a nuTiil)(>r of Ifr/xirfs, and special ('ircuhir.H con- 
rerning its work have l>een publishid. The U. S. Bureau of 
Education, Wa.shington, has many of tlu'se.

CHArTER V. CUUROH OIUJANIZATION8. 

Official representatives of tlie Holy lioiiian Chureh were 
with tile first ((donists in l(!i)9 on the Gulf coast of what is 
now Ahihania. In 1704 the Catholic Church at Mobile was 
inKtitiited, frnm which time to the present it has had a con- 
tinuous existence. ConteniiK)raneously with the advent of 
the Anglo-American pioneers into the borders of the State, 
Protestant Christian altars were reared, although not until 
about the iH'jfimiing nf the present century is there record of 
the ajipearance of ministers, and nut until even later that 
congregations were gathered in churches. Thus early plant- 
ed, tlie growth and spread of religious thought has been 
marked. The history of tlie larger and more zealous denomi- 
nations, therefore, becomes of great significance in the con- 
sideration of the history of the State in its larger aspects. 
Many of these have elaborate histories, which treat fully of 
the plauling of churches, expansi(m and gi'owth, educational 
etTort, schismatic disturbances, the work of the clergy, etc. 
However, much remains to be done in this special field, and 
it is proper to indicate unpublished sources for the use of the 
future student. »S'rr Owen's liiliViotiraphii of ilahamn (1897) 
liihsnitti. for printed works <m church liistory. 

f)nly the recttrds of the earliest established denominations 
have been explored and described. The following have 
organizations in the State, but no attempt has been made to 
.b'tertritne the extent and condition of their records, etc., viz: 
the <'hristian Church. Lutherans, Universalists, (Christian 
Scientists, Congregattonalists, Theosojihists, Seventh Day 
Adventists, the Peoples' Church, the Inter-denominational 
Holiness As.sociation, the fJennan Evangelical Church, and 
the Methodist Episcopal Church (North). 

1. BAPTIST CHURCH. 

The Baptists 'Svere among the earliest whites who re- 
ei(»ved from the older States and established their homes in 
(be primitive wilds of Alabama while it was yet the hunting 
ground of savages." Their first church in the State was 
I'lint River Churdi, a few miles northeast of Huntsville, 
organized Oct. 2, 1808. Churches here and there sprang into 
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existence, and in Oct. 1823, the Baptist State Convention 
(Missionary) was orjianized. Prior to this, several Asso- 
ciations of l-Jiiinliis had Ix'cii fnrincd. There were in ISSd) 
seventy-nine Associations in the State, with over seventeen 
h'.indred eliun-hes, and over one Imndred and twenty-seven 
thousand nienihers. 

CoNVENTIOrr A!»D AssociATio:* Recouds. 

The proceedinfjH of the sessiou.s of the State Convention, 
and of the several Associations are pnhlished as pamplilet 
Miuntes. These nsi!,\lly contain statistics and reports in 
exteiiHO.

Tlie Sanuiel Colcjite Baptist Historical Collec- 
tion, Colgate Cniversity, Hamilton, N. Y., has the best known 
general collection of these puldications." 

Chttbcbis. 

The work of individual churches is preserved in a church 
Record, kept by a local church clerk. This record embraces 
tU business of the church, as the call of pastors, administra- 
tion of the sacraments, cliurcli improvein<'nts, discipline, etc. 
Some of these Uccords liave been examined and they appear 
to be exceptionally full and detailed. 

2. CATHOLIC CHURCH.' 

The Vicarate Apostolic of Alabama and Florida was 
created Aug. 2(», 1825. On May 15, 1S29, the present Dio- 
cese of Mobile was estaldished. Prior to 1825, the territory 
embraced in Alabama bad been in i)art under the Diocese of 
I>iuisiana and the Floridas, and under the jurisdiction of the 
Arch-Bishop of Baltimore. The Diocesan records are com- 
plete, and are iu (lie custotly of the Bi.^liop at tlie Episcopal 
residence, near llie ratlicdral, at Mobile. These cover all 
of the busines-s of tlie Diocese, such as parochial reports, etc. 

Churches. 

The rwords of the individual churches in the Diocese are 
kept with strict care and formality. They consist of a Birth

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Register, Baptismal Register, Death Register, and Conflrma- 
ifion Register, all of which are kept by the parisli priest. He 
also preserves a detailed record of all financial affairp in the 
parish, and makes annual and special reports on its spiritual 
and business condition to the Bishop. He is also required to 
take and preserve a biennial census of the parish. 

No detailed descriptions of particular parish records have 
been sought, except as to those at Mobile. These are of the 
greatest historical value, and an account of them has been 
prepared by Mr. Hamilton, which is herewith given. 
Mobile Cathouc Chubch Records." 

By far the longest continuous series of records in the State 
are the ecclesiastical records at Mobile. Except as far as 
used as a basis of Hamilton's Colonial Afohilr, and more 
slightly for Shea's Catholic Church in Colonial Days, they 
have never been published. In addition to official church rec- 
ords proper, these consist of Baptismal Registers, and Death 
Registers. 

Taking up the French baptismal registers, we find there 
are several volumes extending from 1704 to ITW inclusive. 
They are not large books several being bound together. They 
are on nld and thin paper, in provincial French, bad hand- 
writing, and jKvor ink, with the result that they are often 
very difficult to read. The first volume starts off with the 
famous induction of De la Vente by Father Davion, by whom 
i( is subscribed as well as by Bienville and Boisbriant on 
September 28, 1704. The oldest entry, however, is on the 
next page, being a statement or certificate by Davion Sep- 
tember 6, 1704, that, "There has been baptised a little Apa- 
lache child by me the undersigned apostolic missionary, Da- 
vion." 

On the 18th of the same month was baptized a little Indian 
slave by De la Vente. The child died and was buried the 
same day. On the 19th. another Indian slave was baptized 
by Alexander Huv^. These three priests took a large part 
in the early settlement of Mobile. 

Thence on were baptisms mainly of slaves, the first white 
child mentioned being on October 4, 1704. The entries in 
each case give the father's and mother's name, as well as date, 
are all at Ft. Louis, that is, at what is now called 27 Mile 
Blufif, and the occupation of the father, and the maiden 
name of the mother is often given, as well as the name of the 
priest officiating. These few hundred pages afford a very 
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complete idea of the names and occupations, and family re- 
lations of the colonists, and frequently of the officers and 
soldiers also. There is apparently something for every year 
except 1706. The record is practically complete, althoufjh of 
course fuller for some years than others. The tribal names 
of the Indian slaves pive a kind of running conrmentary on 
the wars waged by the French. 

There are some few entries of laws on various subjects, 
practically all ecclesiastical. The signatures of parents, 
sponsors, and witnesses are numerous as well as interesting. 
Occasionally an apostolic vicar passes through from Quebec 
or elsewhere and the different orders of priests and mission- 
aries from time to time throw light upon the ecclesiastical 
divisions of the country. After the first few years occur a 
great many marriage entries, and places of residence show 
the gradual growth of the colony. In fact, it would be diffi- 
rnlt to mention anything upon which light is not thrown by 
these records. There is, for instance, not infrequent men- 
tion of the practice of Ondoyer. that is, baptism administered 
in extremis by laymen. In 1741 there is recorded the dedi- 
cation of the church, whirh had been built completely anew. 
A« it was on the date of the nativity of the Holy Virgin, it 
was dedicated to her, and during the French times ever after- 
wards called for her. 

Another ecclesiastical record, but much less elaborate is 
the death register, which begins regularly in 1726. This 
shows a good many of the same facts mentioned in connection 
with the baptismal register, and also sometimes the pall 
bearers, giving frequently the occupation of those concerned. 
Despite the jealousies of the tither orders, once in a while we 
find in these records a'Jestiit, for instance in 1733, Pierre 
Vitry supplying the place of Math las, the regular Capuchin 
car^. 

Sometimes it is mentioned that a person dying received the 
sacraments of the church. October 24, 1754, there is this 
mention in the death and burial of De Beauchamps, Cheva- 
lier, a Lieutenant of the King and Commandant of the de- 
partment of Mobile, who died the afternoon before after hav- 
ing rocf ived the sacraments of the church "with edification." 
At his funeral, Kerlerec, Governor of the Province, and all of 
the officers assisted, there being fourteen signatures of promi- 
nent men. There were French soldiers, Swiss, and those 
from other countries. Most of the companies are called by 
the name of their commanders, but sometimes spoken of as 
detached. They are occasionally spoken of as the Reformed 
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faith, that is, Protestants. 

In British times the registers Icept on but are less volumi- 
nous. The bulk of the population remained Freneh and 
Catholic, but many of the leading citizens and people of 
wealth were of course Protestant. There were Episcopal 
ministers, but their church records have not survived. Janu- 
ary o, 1765, George Johnstone stood godfather at a baptism 
(•f fne son of a merchant and signs his name with a great 
flourish in the CatlioHc register. Johnston*- wa.s at that time 
Captiiin General and Governor of the British Province of 
West Florida. A good many witne8.ses are British. 

The Spanish Kecords are similar in character and are em- 
braced in several volumes. Tliey are harder to read and are 
kept witli much less care. Moltiie at that time had not the 
same relative position that it bad under the French and Brit- 
ish. The Spanish mortuary register begins Man-b 12, 17S0, 
its heading indicating that the name of the parish had been 
changed to that of the Purissima Conceptiou, a name which 
translated into English it has ever since held. From 17J)3 
there is a separate Register for negroes. This Imd not lieen 
the case under the French, and would seem to be due to the 
fact that under the French all were slaves, while under the 
Spanish we have a great many free negroes. But many 
slaves are also mentioned in tlie registers. These Spanish 
records, like the French, give the names of people, with their 
occupations, and often their signatures, and the officers also 
appeared frequently. Of cour.se the regular succession of 
priests can l>e readily made out. They are Spanish, with 
an occasional French in later times until the church was i-e- 
organized in 1822. The constitution effecting this is found 
at the end of one of the books. Ffnm about that time the 
records are kept regularly in English. 

3. CUMBERLAND PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH. 

The advent of the Cumberland Presbyterian Church in 
Alabama dates from 1808. The first Presbyterial Organiza- 
tion in the State dates from an order of the General Synod, 
of Oct. 18. 1821. constituting the Alabama Presbytery. It 
organized, but soon became defunct. In 1824 it was recon- 
stituted, and on April 1, 1825 its first session was held at the 
house of Alexander George in Perry County. This re- 
mained the only Presbytery in the State until the formation 
of Elyton in 1832, and Talladega in li^6. as it was also the 
chief local Presbyterial organization of the St^t? nntil the 
Union STSod vas constituted in 1836. 



The 8th General Assembly on the 3rd Tuesday in May, 
183(5, fdustituted the Uniun Synod, with the Alabama, Ely- 
ton uud Tallade;ia Presbyteries. It held its first session at 
Elytou, Nov. 17, 1^30. Prior to this the records of the Church 
of a synodioal nature are found with the Cohuabia Synod. 
It remained the Union Synod until 18G5, when the name was 
changed to Alabama. 

There are three classes of records required to be kept in 
this Church : (1) Minutes of the Synod covering the State; 
(2) Minutes of each Presbytery; and (3) Kecords or Minutes 
of the church Session, which is the record of all business of 
tlie individual churches. The two former have been irregu- 
larly printed. No attempt has been made to ascertain the 
condition of the third class.

4. EPISCOPAL CHURCH. 

The Episcopal Church had representatives among the very 
earliest British settlers in what is now Alabama. It was 
not, however, until 1825 that the first church in the State 
was organized at Mobile. On Jan. 25, 1830, the Primary 
Convention for the organization of the Diocese of Alabama 
was held, and in 1882 the Diocese was admitted into union 
with the General Convention. In the TranHuvtionn of the 
Alabama Historical Society, 1897-98, vol, ii, pp. 83-89, 
appears a paper giving the statistics of the Church in Ala- 
bama, with a bibliography of the Church, the Clergy, and the 
Parishes of the Diocese. Dr. R. H. Cobbs has supplied de- 
tail with reference to the several records required to be kept. 

Ths Diocesb. 

A record is kept by ite secretary, of everything done in the 
Diocesan Council, which embraces in detail all reports, com- 
(Dunications, or business whatever, coming before that body. 
To the Council the Bishop is required to report his every 
official act, as, the number of confirmations, number of ser- 
mons preached, the number of ministers ordained, etc. Once 
a year at the meeting of the Council, each clergyman is re- 
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quired to make a report to the Bishop, to include a record of 
the births, baptisms, marriages, coulirmations and burials in 
*he parish for the preceding period, the uumber of times he 
Las celebrated Holy Communion, how many services he haa 
held, how many sermons he has preached, and also the 
amount of money raised and expended in the parish for that 
year. Journalu of the proceedings of the Coumil have been 
published since 1830, and several bound sets are in the State. 
The General Theological Seminary, New York, N. Y., also has 
a set, besides much other valuable Episcopal literature. 

Pamibheb. 

Each Clergyman is required to keep with care for his 
parish a Kegister of all births, baptisms, confirmations, mar- 
riages, and burials occurring therein. A record is kept of 
all the transiictions of the Vestry of each parish. These iieg- 
isters and Vestry Books contain many interesting and im- 
portant historical tacia. In some of the parishes Year BookQ 
are published which contain local statistics, reports, etc., 
with other details of parish administration. 

B. THE JEWS. 

While the Jews in limited numbers were among the earliest 
aettlers of the State, they do not appear to have been for 
many years sufficiently strong to institute a Congregation. 
The first Congregation incorporated in the State was 
"Shaarai Shomayim," Jan. 25, 1844, at Mobile. Congrega- 
tions now flourish in Montgomery, Birmingham, Betma, 
Huntsville, Demopolis and Anniston. One organized at 
Claiborne in the early fifties is now disbanded. Kabbi To- 
bias Schanfarber, of Mobile, reports "that in the majority of 
instances the early records of the Congregations are either 
very imperfect or lost altogether." An excellent sketch of 
"Kahl Montgomery" is in Blue's Churches of the City of 
Montgomery (1878), pp. 60-63. On Nov. 17, 1846, at Mont- 
gomery, "Chefra Mefacker Cholim," a society for relieving 
the sick, was formed. 

6. METHODIST EPISCOPAL CHURCH. SOUTH.' 

The Methodist Church in Alabama as an organization dates 
from the erection of the settlements on the Tombigbee Kiver 
into H Mission, by the Soutli Carolina Conference in session 
at Charleston, Dec. 28, 1807-Jan. 2. 1808. Mathew P. Sturdi- 
Tant was placed in charge of the work, which was attached to 
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the Oconee District. From tliis time until Dec. 12, 1832, the 
••hurches of the State were iu part at various times uuder the 
South Carolina, llie Tennessee, the Mississippi and Georgia 
Conferences. Un this date the Alabama Conference was 
organized. At its session, Nov. 25- Dec. 2, 1SG3, the Aluhama 
Conference was divided into the Mobile and Montgomery 
Conferences. In Dec. 1869, these Conferences held their last 
sessions, and iu 187(1 the territory embraced in Alabama was 
divided into tlK' Alabama and the Nortli Alabama Confer- 
ences. 

Iu accordance with the Diticipline of the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church, Soutli, the following official records are required 
',o be preserved, viz: 

(1) A record of the proceedings of the Annual Confer- 
ences. A copy of this record must be sent to the ne.vt ensu- 
ing (teneral Coufereuce. These records are usually pub- 
lished in pamplilet form, and designated as Miniitcti or Juur- 
7Mi/s. The Secretuiy is also re<iuiri*d to keep a record aud for- 
ward to tlie Book Editor, of the Church, "for insertion in the 
(Jeneral Minutes" "full and correct answers" to certain forty- 
six qu.'stions to be asked at the Annual Conference. — UUscip- 
litie (ISyS), Sections 63, 64. 

(2) Proceediugs of District Coufereuces. These are kept 
in manuscriiit volumes, and are not printed. — Ibid, Sections 
61-70. 

(3) Proceedings of (Juarterly Conferences. These are to 
be "recorded by the Kecordiug Steward in a book kept by him 
for that purpose." This book should contain an account of 
all business transacted year by year at the several (Quarterly 
Conferences at cliurches embraced in the Circuit. These are 
not printed. — Ibid. 

(4) The Board of Stewards, charged particularly with the 
management of "the temporal business of the Church," in the 
Station or Circuit, comprising a pastoral charge, are re<iuired 
to keep, by the recording steward, "a full account of the acts'' 
done by them. — Ibid, Sec. 194. 

(5) Kecords of Individual Churches consist of the Proceed- 
ings of Church Conferences, and a Church Register. The 
former is to contain a record of all local church business 
transacted at congregational Conferences; and tlie fol- 
lowing provisions regulate the contents of the latter: The 
Secretary of the Chuich <'onference "shall enter in chrono- 
logical (tnlcr, in a penonncut register, the full niiines of all 
who shall join the Church, with the time and manner of the 
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reception, and disposal of each, distinguishing between local 
elders, deacons and prcacbeis; white persons, colored persons, 
and Indians; and snail make u peruiauent record of all the 
baptisms and marriages within the congregation; and shall 
furnish the pastor with an alphabetical roll of the church." 
/</«</, iSecs. SO, 8S. 

It is a much to be regretted condition that in Alabama the 
records above rucjuired liave been very imperfectly kept. In 
the preparation of his valuable and encyclopaedic Hintory uf 
AlethuUtsin in Aiabuiua (IbM'S), iJr. Anson West e.vperienced 
the greatest dilliculty in locating tlie manuscript records. 
JJe notes only the following as used by him : 

Quarterly Conference liecords of the Franklin, Greene, Tal- 
ladega, Lafayette, Wills Valley, and Jasper Circuits, and 
♦ Jreeusborougli and Alliens tStaliuus; and the Churcli Kegis- 
ters of the Tuscaloosa and (Jreeusborough SStations. 

No etlort to locale otiieis has been made.' 

7. METHODIST PROSTESTANT CHURCH. 

On May 1, 1S29, at Kocky Mount, Autauga County, the 
annual Conference of the Methodist Protestant Church in 
Alabama was organized. 

The early annual Conference Journal, in one volume, has 
been lost. Journals for the several sessions have probably 
, been printed, but who has full sets is not known. The e-xist- 
iug manuscript Journal, 1 vol., the official correspondence 
such as exists, and all other otlicial papL-rs are in the hands of 
the Conference Secretary. 

The District Couferemes, four in number, each have, or lire 
supposed to keep a ilauuscript Minute Book. 

The local Churches and Circuits have class books, church 
records, (Quarterly tJouference Jtiurnal, etc. 

Kev. J. T. Howell of Troy, has within the last few years, 
collected much interesting and valuable data and material for 
the purpose of preparing a history of this Church in Alabama. 
He is also the editor of the Mclhodl/ft Protestant Telephone, 
devoted to the cause of the Cliurch, published in Troy. In 
Anson W'est's llintori/ of ili'thodintn in Alaliuntu (1S'J3), pp. 
404-127, 740-755, will be found Chapters on the History of the 
above church. 

*Ab of possible use to future students, the following collections may 
here be noted: The New England Methodist HlBtorlcal Society, Boston, 
has many valuable manuscript histories of local Methodist Churches, and 
memoirs of Methodist Ministers and laymen: the Boston Public Library 
has the Methodist collection of Rev. Chester Field; and the Drew Theo- 
logical Seminary, Madison, N. J., has a flne collection of Methodist Utera- 

tor*. 
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8. PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH.* 

This church was first planted in Alabama by the establish- 
ment of a cun^i-egatiun at iluntsville June 15, 1818. On 
Mari'b 1, 1821, the Presbytery of Alabama was created, is 
etM'k'siustical connection with the Synod of South Carolina 
and Georgia. On Nov. 11, 1829, the Synod was divided, and 
t' e Synod of Alabama created, with the South Alabama, Tom- 
beckbee and Tuscaloosa Presbyteries. The Presbyteries now 
comprising the Synod of Alabama are the North Alabama, 
South Alabama, Tuscaloosa, and East Alabama. 

The Book of Church Order of the Presbyterian Church re- 
quires records to be kept of the proceedings of the Synod, the 
Presbyteries, and of the individual churches. 

MiNirras OF the Sy.nod and the Pbesbttehibs. 

The Minutes of the Synod and Presbyteries are printed in 
pamphlet form. They are also preserved in manuscript, the 
latter being in tlie possession of the Stated Clerk. How com- 
plete these are is not known. 

CacitcaxB. 

Three classes of records are kept in and about the admin- 
istration of the individual churches. These are the minutes 
of the Church Session, the minutes of the Board of Deacons, 
and the minutes of the Congregational Meetings. In the 
majority of cases these records are well kept. No attempt 
has been made to obtain detailed information respecting 
them. 



'Reference le bere made to the libraries of the Presbyterian Historical 
Society, 4 tailadelphia, Pa., and of the Presbyterian TheoloKical Seminary, 
Princeton, N. J., as possibly containing In their very comprehensive ool- 
lections material pertinent to the history of Presbyterianlsm In Alabama. 
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The records and source material for a history of benevolent 
institutions and charitable effort in Alabama have not been 
fully explored. They are, however, none the less important, 
and mnut ultimately be examined. Institutions of this char- 
acter hare contributed in no small degree to the advaucement 
and upbuilding of the State, and their inHuence must be 
taken into account in recounting its annals. The following 
have successful organizations, viz: the Young Men's Chris- 
tian AssfK-iation, the Woman's Christian Temperance Union, 
the \Vo<jdmen of the World, the Knights and Ladies of Ilonor, 
the B'Nai B'Rith, and the Benevoleut Protective Order of 
Elks. 

The Fecords of three other important institutions, viz: the 
Insane Hospital ; the Geological Survey, and the Mobile Cot< 
U>D Exchange, are given. 

1. MASONS. 

The several Masonic bodies in Alabama have an honorable 
history. The first lodge instituted in the State was Madison 
Lodge No. 21. On Aug. 29, 1811, the dispensation was granted 
by the Grand Master of Kentucky, and on Aug. 28, 1812, a 
charter issued. Subsequently eleven others were organized 
under six different Grand Lodges. Three became extinct, 
and with the remaining nine, the Grand Lodge of Alabama 
♦•was duly established" at Cahaba, June 14, 1821.* 

A Grand Chapter was organized at Mobile, May 21, 1823; 

The Grand Council was organized at Tuscaloosa, Dec. 13, 
1838; and 

The Grand Commandry was organized at Montgomery, 
Nov. 29, 1860. 

All of the foregoing have regularly published the Proceed' 
imga of their annual and other sessions, except the Grand 
CToancil which ceased publishing in 1893.

The account given herewith of the manuscript official and 
other reiimls in the Uraud Lodge was prepared by VVm. 11. 
Dmyley, (Jraud Treasurer, the best living authority on Ma- 
souiL" hiisturj in the State: 

(1) Tile iiiinute.s of the first communication of the Grand 
Lodge in June 1821, with the Coustilutiou signed by all of 
the delegates, also the proceedings from IS-tti to 185G in- 
clusive, are preserved, since which time the rough minutes 
only have beeu made. The original reports and papers are 
placed on file. 

The Treasurer's and Secretary's Account Books appear to 
be complete. 

All of the above are printed in full with the Proceedings. 

These Proceedings have been printed and published since 
the organization of the Grand Lodge annually (except 1832 
and 1S35, when no communications were held.) These are 
all in the office except for the years 1821) and 1839. A mauus- 
script C()i)y from the organization to 1834 has been made from 
the printed copies. 

(2) Dispeusatious for new Lodges together with petitions 
for the same appear to be complete. 

(3) The annual reports of the Local Lodges to the Grand 
Lodges are all preserved from 1821 to the present time, to- 
gether with all letters, petitions, &c., &c. complete. 

(4) The record books of many Lodges, that are now dor- 
mant or extinct, are in the office. The records of local lodges 
are frequently destroyed by tire, how many and of what 
Lodges we have no means of ascertaining, as no record has 
beeu kept.' 

The following Lodges have placed their old records here for 
safety; viz: Kising Virtue, No. 4, Tuscaloosa; Montgomery, 
No. 11, Montgomery; and Dale, No, 25, Camden. 

(5) The Grand Lodge is now preparing a Reyinter of all 
persons who have been connected with the Fraternity since its 
organization. 

Mabomc HieTORr. 

In 1S69, Samuel H. Dixon, Masonic historian, deposited 
with the Grand Lodge, where it is now on file, a large amount 
a valuable Masonic historical data. Concerning his work, in

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his report, Dec. 8, 1868, he says: 

"My investigations have disclosed that the lapse of time, 
the ruthless hand of war, and ilcvastatiou hy fire have de- 
stroyed most of our old rwords; but it is with pleasure I 
announce that, notwithstanding all these cahimilies, I have, 
in a great measure, been able to rescue from that obliviun to 
which all things earthly tend the early history of Masonry in 
Alabama. 

"When I entered upon my duties as Historian of Masonry 
in Alabama, I detcniiincd to compile a full and complete his- 
torv pf every Lodge in the State, (defiuict or living), and the 
history of the tlrand Lodge, with an abstract of its most im- 
portant proceedings. This I find to be a Herculean task ; but 
by diligence and jjerseverance I hope to accomplish the de- 
sired objects. 

*'In addition to obtaining statistical information of the 
various Liwlges, I have endeavored to collect interesting inci- 
dents connei'ted with their history, and particularly to pre- 
serve the material necessary for biographical sketches of the 
fathers of Masonry in Alabama, and other working, zealous 
Masons, who have illustrated and adorned the cardinal vir- 
tues, the tenets of our profession, and the general principles 
of our Order."

2. ODD FELLOWS. 

The first hwlfje of tlie Independent Order of Odd Fellows in 
Alabama was in-stituted April 22, 1837. The Grand Lodge of 
Alabama was organized Dec. 13, 1841. There are now in the 
State about one hundred and forty-five subordinate lodges, 
with a membership of about five thousand. The history of 
the order is to be found practically full and complete in the 
I'ruveedings of the Grand Lodge, copies of which have 
appeared each year since its organization. A full set of these, 
in four bound volumes, is in the Custody of the Grand Becre- 
tary, H. C. Weaver, of Huntsville. This official is also the 
keeper of all of the records and pa|>ers of the Grand Lodge. 
The correajMjndence is only complete from the beginning of 
the term of the present incumbent. 

The condition of flie books, records and papers of the Sub- 
ordinate liOdges has not been ascertaine<l. ('amden I^odge, 
No. 23, locate<l at Paint Rock, lost its "charter, books, regalia, 
and other property by fire" during the year (1900.1* 

Doubtless a number of others also have been destroyed, no 
data of which, however, is at hand. 

In the State there is one Grand Encampment, with subor- 
dinate encampments. There is also one Rebekah State 
A.««sembly, with local Rebekah lodges. The condition of their 
records has not been a.scertained. Each publishes Proceed- 
ingg. 

3. KNIGHTS OF PYTHIAS. 

The Knights of Pythias as a fraternal organization had its 
beginning in the State soon after the founding of the Order. 
The Grand Lodge of Alabama was instituted in 1S72. Jour- 
nnh of the annual sessions of the Grand Lodge have been 
printed, 1873-1900. On Aug. 15, 1899 the office of John H. 
Donahoo, Grand Keeper of Records and Seal, at Talladega, 
was defstroyed by fire, with the entire official records, papers, 
letters, exchanges and other property of the Grand Lodge.*

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4. AIJi.BAMA BRYCE INSANE HOSPITAL. 

The Alabama Insyinc Hospital was established by Act of the 
General AKscmbJy, Ft-b. G, 1852. It was located at Tusca- 
loosa, and ojicned on July (i, 1861. On Fob. 9, 1S93 the name 
was chan<i;c(l to Alabama Bryce Insane Ilospit^il, to honor Dr. 
Peter Bryic, tlic Snpeiintendent, 1861-1892. Official Keports 
have been pnblisbcd for 1862, 1867, 1869, 1870, and 1871-1900, 
also a nninber of miscellaneous ]iamph]ets relatin<; to the in- 
stitutirm.

Full daily records are kejit of the movements of the popula-

tions, qccording to age; married or not; occupations; na- 
tivity; color; fonn of insanity, etc., etc. Reports from the 
different departments are handed in and recorded every day. 
and snnimarized. 

BUSINES.S (Steward's) Department. Complete records 
are kept of all receipts and expenditures; with files of incom- 



ing and out-going correspondence; also records of receipts 
and issues in the housekeeping and store-keeping depart- 
ments. 

OuT-SioE Department. Complete records arc kept of cost 
and products of gardens, and farm ; of the piggery, dairy, hen- 
nery, coal-mine, of the carpenter shops, bhick-sinith shop, tiu- 
.shup, etc., etc. 

MiSEiM. The pathological room has a large collection of 
sjK'cimens. 

LiitKAUY. The lihrarv has about fifteen hundred volumes, 
literary, medical and scientific. 

The records of tlx* Institution have increased in numbers 
and in variety graduallv since Hie first. There has been a 
gradual evolution in all the departments. Certain leading 
lines go back to the beginning; others have been added from 
time to time to the present. 

Except those relating to private history of patients, all rec- 
ords are open to consultation. 

6. GEOLOGICAL SURVEY OF ALABAMA. 

The head(iuarter8 of the Geological Survey of Alabama are 
located at the State University. Here its large and valuable 
collections are deposited, the museum forming one of the 
njost valuable and attractive features of the institution. The 
first State (Jeologist was Prof. Michael Tuomey, who begun 
his first explorations July 13, 1847, although he was not 
oflicialiy named until Jan. 4, 184R. The reorganization of the 
Sun-ey after tlie War was effected under the Act of April 
13, 1S73, with Dr. Eugene Alien Smith as the secoud State 
(Geologist. lie still ably retains his position. Full lists of 
the publications of the Survey are noted in Owen's Bihliu;;- 
nifiln/ of Alithiinia. as abso ttiose on geological and other sub- 
je<fs by I'rof. Tuomey, Dr. Smith, T. II. Aldrich, Otto Meyer, 
llr. Charles Mohr, Dr. Henry McCalley, Daniel \V. Langdon 
id others. 

Dr. Smith has prepared an account of the collections of the 
Purvey, which is here given. It has no manuscripts of value.

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«. MOBILE COTTON BXCHANGB.' 

The Mobile Cotton Exchange, the outgrowth of a casual 
conference at a restaurant dinner, was organized Dec. 7, 1871. 
It is the third organized in the United States, those of New 
York and New Orleans antedating it. 

Its records and papers are in the custody of tlie Superin- 
tendent, R. H. Boiling. They relate to cotton movement and 
fluctuation, financial, commercial and industrial informa- 
tion. They number about 300 volumes and are of much 
value. Tliey embrace 65 bound volumes of the New York 
Commercial and Financial Chronicle, 1871-1901. It has 
some data extending to 1819.

CHAPTER VII. FEDERAL OFFICES IN ALABAMA. 



1. LAND OFFICES. 



At present there are only two United States Land Offices 
in Alabama, viz: at Huntsville and Montgomery. They 
have the records of defunct or discontinued offices, as indi- 
cated below. As will be seen, supra, many of the old land rec- 
ords are in the office of the Secretary of State, Montgomery. 
Others are in the General Land Office at Washington. The 
following is a list of all the land offices ever established in 
Alabama, with dates when formed, and when removed or 
discontinued.

The condition of the records and business of the Land 
Office, at Huntsville, has been indicated in a general way by 
Frank Coleman, Clerk in the office of the Register, as fol- 
lows: 

"This is the oldest land office in the United States in active 
operation. The date of the Executive order authorizing the 
establishment of this land office is March 3, 1807. The date 
of opening is July 27, 1§10. Covering as they do such a long 
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period, the records are by no means complete. The early 
methods were primitive and imperfect and in the courae of 
ninety years many lapses have crept into the records. This 
is what is technically known as a 'consolidated' land oflice, 
that is to say, other land offices have been merged into this, 
viz: the one formerly at Lebanon, DeKalb County, and the 
one formerly at Centre, Cherokee County. Incomplete rec- 
ords were sent in from each of these offices, when they were 
merged into the Uuntsville office. The last valid entry (a pur- 
chase) anterior to the war between the States, beara the date 
of Feb. 28, ISUl. During the severe struggle of 1SU1-G5, 
some records were mutilated, others were lost, but they are 
sufficiently sustained in connected form not to interfere, 
except at rare intervals, with current work. Formerly, up to 
1861, the business of this office consisted of straight out cash 
tuiles, graduation cash entries, and location of military land 
warrants. Since IStJS the homesteader has been the chief 
beneficiary, although most of the then still vacant, or unap- 
propriated public lands could still be bought also outright 
for cash, until this right was removed some eight or nine 
years ago. So now, vacant public lauds in Alabama (as is 
the case in all the States with public lands, except Missouri) 
can only be acquired through the process of homesteading. 
The exceptions in this District are : first, lands classeti val- 
uable for coal and, therefore, withheld from the operations 
of the homestead act. The second exception is a residuum of 
about 4,000 acres of land in an original square of 12 miles, 
lying partly in Madison, partly in Jackson and, in small part, 
in Marshall county, belonging to the tribe of Cherokee In- 
dians, held by the Government in trust for them, and on the 
market at fl.25 per acre, cash, the proceeds to form a per- 
petual educational fund for this wealthy tribe. There is quite 
a large quantity of land in this District still open to the home- 
•teader. 

"Up to date 26,750 homestead entries have been registered 
at this office." 

MONTOOMEBT. 

The Land Office at Montgomery has Iteon in continuous 
operation since its establishment July 10, 1832, It is now a 
consolidated office, the business of the following discontinued 
offices being thrown to it, viz: St. Stephens, Cahaba, Tusca- 
loosa, Conecuh, Demopolis, Mardisvilte, Greenville, Sparta, 
Elba, Mobile, and part of Lebanon. Through the courtesy of 
the Register, Robert Barber, and of his chief clerk, Henry 
Booth, the following lists of the records have been secured.

2. UNITED STATES COURTS

The condition and extent of the records and files of the 
Northern Division, Northern District, United States Court, 
at Huntsville, are described by Ed. E. (Jreenleaf. Deputy 
Clerk, as follows:

Monday in July, 1824, Hon. Clias. Tail presidin;,' judge. The 
next term appears to liavc Itceu held UcIoIht 2nd, 18211, Hon.

I do not find further records until Nov., 1S(1.">, at wliich time 
Hon. Richard Hustet'd was jiresiding judge; and from that 
date the records are quite complete. There are no records or 
files, hefore July, 1824, nor from Nov., 1846, to Nov., 1865, 
and no records showing the holding of tlie Court at any other

The District Court of the Confederate States, at Mobile, 
convened April 18, 1861, Wm.

On 
that day took the oath Geo. N. Stewart, R. H. Smith, and Wm. 
Boyles. Next day Peter Hamilton, Thos. A. Hamilton and 
others similarly qualified. The fir.st case was on April 20, 
which stood on appeal to the old U. S. Circuit Court, and

CHAPTEK I. 



LITERARY REMAINS OF PUBLIC 
CHARACTERS. 



Some of the most valiia)i1f> manuscript historical material 
is of au unoflicial clifirader, and is not to he found in official 
rei»o«itorios. Thesi' consist of the lu-ivatc and personal (lapers 
of di8tin;;iiishe(l or other public men, and i)f tlie historical col- 
lections made by libraries or societies, and by private collec- 
tors or students. It nften happens, too, that official diu-n- 
ments, or transcripts of them fall into the bands of libraries 
or collectors. 

The presentation here of an account of all known collec- 
tions of this cliaracter completes the consideration of avail- 
able manuscript material. 

Students have Ion;; since recognized the very great impor- 
tance and value of tin- papers, writings, etc., of prominent 
public men and a<*turs in public affairs, ('ollections of this 
character form the most interesting and valuable items in the 
catalogues of many lilirarics. It is intended here to show as 
far as possible the locatioTi, ownership and present condition, 
with pertinent n tcs and comments, of all papers and docu- 
ments — "literary remains" — of sueli public characters as in- 
fluenced or took jiart in tlie history of the territory now em- 
braced in Alabama. The data furnished is largely tentative, 
but it is as eonqdete as it has been practicable to make it after 
wide research and extensive correspfindcnce. The following 
groups of persons are represented in the list, viz: the four 
Governors of Mississippi Territory, four Delegates in Con- 
gress from Mississip[)i Territory, Alabama Governors, Fed- 
eral Senators, Territorial Judges, fJenerals in the Civil War, 
credited to Alabama, and Miscellaneous. 

In any given case, where no information, or reference ap- 
pears, it may be understood that no data was at havil. 

Unfortunately no trace has been discovered of the "literary 
remains" of a large number of public men of prominence in 
State affairs. In many ca.ses they have probably been 
destroyed, wliile in others inquiries have not been made in 
the proper direction. There are still other cases in which

They are entered as 
No. 118 of the Ciitoloffite { ISDS), p. 130. Geii. Allen received 
his rank as lirigadier, Peb. 2(5, 1864, and as Major-(jenerai, 
.ALnrch, 1865. 

2. JEREMIAH AUSTILL. 

Iluriosro Ausfill. nf .Mohilf. succeeded to all of the papers 
of his father, Jeremiah Austijl ( ]7n4-lS7f)). Of what they 
consist is not known. A manu.scri[tt account, prepared by 
Mr. Austin, of the "Canoe Fight," in which he participated, 
in in the collections of the Alabama Historical S*ieietv. 



3. ARTHUR PENDLETON BAOBY. 

Tn answer to an appeal from Jlr. Pickett for data and ma- 
teri.Tl for tise in his projected Hixtori/ of Ahthnnm, Gov. A. P. 
Rugby, Washington, .April 14. t8t7, responded that "The un- 
fortunate destruction by fire, of my oflBce and all my papers 
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connected with my early knowledge of Alabama, in the fall of 
1837, deprives me of the power of aiding you at all in that 
way. Nor is there any thing in the records at Claiborne as 
they were at an earlier period subjugated to the sfiuie fate." 
His dairghter, Mrs. Joseph Beardslee, of Hattiesburg. 
Miss., ha.s a few of his private letters, and a copy of his inau- 
gural address printed on satin, which was presented to Mrs. 
Bagliv by tlip State Senate. Mr. Bagby was Governor of the 
State", 1S37-184], U. S. Senator from Alabama, 1841-1848, and 
later U. S. Minister to Russia, besides holding a number of 
other public positions. 

4. FREDERICK A. P. BARNARD. 

From the "Prefatory Note" to the Afemoirs (189(>) of Dr. 
Frederick A. P.Rarnard by Jolin Ftilton, it appears that after 
the death of Mrs. Barnard "many interesting letters and 
other doeuinent.si" left by liim, were not to be found. This 
made neres.sary the presentation of the career and views of 
Dr. Barnard principally from his published writings. It is 
not known that nny of his paf)ers liave subsequently been 
found. From Owen's Bihlingraphti of AInhnnia. pp. 811-813. 
may be obtained titles of his printed works of local interest. 

5. GEORGE BBNAOH. 

JfisR Elizabeth Benagh, daughter of George Benagh, A. M., 
Profcs.sor nf Mathematics at the State University, 18.^2-1862. 
commtTuicntes the following facts with reference to the work 
of her father and of the loss of his papers : 

"Mo.st of my father's papers, with .several mathematical 
works which he had under way at the time of his death, and 
his entire library were destroyed by fire when our house was 
burned in 1873. We also lost the almanacs which he calcu- 
lated for the Southern States during the war, and gave to the 
Confederacy. This calculation took place at the University 
of .\liihania. It seems strange now to think that in tho.<»e 
times that the South could procure no almanacs, as our ports 
were blockaded by our foes, when now we can get them at 
every turn. I wrote to the house in Georgia which published 
these almsinacs. but all their old papers, etc., of the War 
had been destroyed by fire a few years ago." 

6. WILLIAM WYATT BIBB. 

The correspondence, papers, etc., of Gov. William W. Bibb 
(1781-1820) have been lost, a circumstance greatly to be de- 
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plored. Mr. Bilib, after a distingiiished career in Georf^ia, 
raiue to Alabama an Territorial (ii)vernor, 1817-1S19, after 
which he beraiue the first eliief executive of the Htate. He 
passed to an early {^rave in 1820, over twent.v-five years before 
Mr. Pitkett set about writing liis History of .Uahamn. In 
seareliiu}; for his papers, Mr. Pickett received the following 
account of their destruction from (Jeorge H. Bibb, <lated Aug. 
5, 1S47, which is introduced in its entirety, owing to the inter- 
esting nature of the subject : 

"I appreciate very liiglily your kind wishes, in the hi-story 
you have i-ommeuced, to notice in a couiplimentary manner 
the character and services of my father. And I much regret 
that it is out of my power to atTord you much liglit as regards 
my father's correspimdence — his public acts are upon record 
and 1 sui»pose are accessable (sic) to you in (he State records. 
There were mauy letters of great interest VAritten by himself 
and replys (sic) from others in my possession some years 
ago — but in my fretpient moving they have been lost. I had a 
large bag of copies of corresptmdeuce and replys when I left 
Mrs. .lackson'.s, which fnmi your letter I presume are de- 
stroyed. Among them were many that would have been in- 
teresting for you to have seen and which if not lost I sh(Uild 
Iw pleased for you to have. xVmoiig those letters were nuiny 
from .Messrs. .Mimroe, Crawford, Calhoun, Macon and (tther 
distinguisheil jioliticians and copies of his own to them. I 
cannot sufficiently express my regret to you that they are 
lost, and that it is out of my power to furnish you with them. 
And I know of no other mode to execute your comiditHentary 
notice of his history than to rely ujton the records of the 
countrj". All of his correspondence and replys had been read 
by me and placed to themselves — and not calculating that 
tlii-y Wfuild be called for I have neglecte<l too long as it ap- 
pears to remove them from Mrs. .Iacksf)ii's." 

H«)wever, a few letters have survived, copies of which are 
now in the possession of the editor. He has also obtained 
copies of his corresp(uidence as Territorial (Governor to and 
from the State Department. The correspondence of his cf»n- 
tem|H»rarie8, if obtainable, would doubtless reveal a number 
of his letters. A practically exhaustive bibliography accom- 
panies a sketch of Mr. Bibb in the Tninaurliong of the Ala- 
bama Historical Society, 1898-99, vol. iii, p. 132. 

7. BIENVILLK. 

The fate of the private papers of Bienville (1680-17(^8), as 
well as the uflicial papers coming into bis bands has never 
u 
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been ascertained. There are but "two unofficial documents" 
left by him in existence, so far as is now known — a letter to 
his brother, and hia will. These have been published in 
Messrs. Alex Jodoin and T. L. Vincent's Hufoire de Lonfiite- 
uil ct de la Fnmilc de LonfjueuH (1S89) ; and also in Miss 
Grace King's fiieur de BicnviUc (1893). In the former work 
is given an account of the destruction of the accumulations 
of the I^ngueuil family papers in Montreal, "in order to clear 
out a garret needed for tlie quartering of troops during the 
affair of tlie 'Trent'." Miss King had resort in preparing her 
work to official documents preserved in French's Ilixtoriral 
Collections, in Margry's Deconvertes, etc. (6 vols.), and in 
the MSS. collected hv Margry and M. Magne, which are in the 
keeping of the Louisiana Historical Society. She had such 
sources in France, as seemed pertinent, searched for new 
data, but with very little result. Bienville's last residence in 
Paris is unknown; and his body rests in an unknown grave 
in Montmarte Cemetery. 

8. WILLIAM BLOUNT. 

W. D. Stephens, Los Angeles, Cal., a great-grandson of 
William Blount (1747-1800) is the owner of the remnant of 
the latter's extensive manuscripts and papers. Mr. Blount 
was Ciovernor of the Territory of the T^. S. South of the Ohio 
Kiver, 1700-1790, and later U. S. Senator fnmi Tennessee, 
His papers throw much light on early affairs in the old South- 
west. Copies of them are in the manuscript collections of 
the editor. 

9. WILLIE BLOUNT. 

Willie Blount was Governor of Tennessee, 1809-1815. 
During his administration occurred the Creek War, in which 
the brave Tennesseeans played such a noble part. Gov. 
Blount did all in his power in behalf of the sutTering settlers 
of South Alabama. Judge W. K. McAlister, of Nashville, 
whose wife is Gov. Blount's grand-daughter, states that the 
latter's papers were in the possession of Col. Wiley Johnson, 
of Clarksville, Tenn.. until about the close of the war between 
the States, when they were all destroyed in the accidental 
burning of Col. Johnson's office. 

10. JAMBS CALLBni. 

James Caller (17 — 1819) was one of the early settlers of 
South Alabama. He was locally prominent. A few of his 
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letters and papers survive, and belong to a grand-daughter, 
Miss Mary A. Caller, of Tuskogce. Full copies of these are in 
the manuscript collections of the editor. 

11. JOHN CAMPBELL. 

The Secretary of (he first Constitutional Convention, 1819, 
was -lolin Cjunpl»e!], Es(i., a native of Virginia. 8liortly after 
this date he returned to his native State, iuit wliat hwauie 
of his accumulated private papiTS, as well as the separate 
papers of the Convention are not known. These would now 
be of extreme interest and value. From Altingdon, July 10. 
1847, he wrote Mr. Pickett: "I kept no other juiirnal [tlum] 
that of the proceedings of the Convention which you will find 
of course among the records of the State Department."' 

12. JOHN ARCHIBALD CAMPBELL. 

The hooks, briefs, documents, papers, etc., left by John A. 
Cam[ihell (1811-1SS9) are ttie projterty of his daughter, Mrs. 
Henrietta Canii»tK'll Lay, of Haltimore, Md. The documents 
and papers alTecting tlie part of .Mr. CamiJbell in the War be- 
tween the States have been presented to the Virginia Histori- 
cal Society, Richmond. Mr. Campheli was at the head of the 
.Vlabama l)ar when he was elevated to the U. S. Supreme 
Court bench, March 22, 1855. 

13. JAMES CANTEY. 

James Cantey (1818-187") was commissioned Brigadier- 
General, Jan. S, 1863. His widow, Mrs. M. E. Bellamy, re- 
ports that she has none of iiis military paper.s. She knows of 
no one who has any of them. His portrait hangs in the ro- 
tunda of the Capitol, at Montgomery. 

14. WILLIAM CARROLL. 

Gen. William Carroll (1788-1844) was in the Creek War, 
1813-14, from Tennes.see. Wni. H. Carroll, a grandson, of 
Mempliis, Tenn., to wliom application was made for his pa- 
pers, reports that they are supposed to liave been lost during 
the war between the States. He states that he has made every 
possible effort to locate and recover them, but unsuccessfully. 
A manuscript biography of Gen. Carroll has been prepared 
by his grand-daughter, Mrs. Emma Carroll Tucker, of Mem- 
phis.

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15. REUBEN CHAPMAN. 

The larger part of the correspondence, etc., of Gov. Reuben 
Chapman (1802-1882) wa8 burned with his residence during 
the war. Of this occurrence Brewer's Alabama, p. 362, .savs: 
"During the war the federal troops burned liia residence, deso- 
lated his possessions, imprisoned and harrassed him, and 
finally forced him out of their lines." The few papers that 
were saved are in the possession of his daughter, Mrs. Milton 
Humes, of Huntsville. Mr. Chapman was (Jovernor. 1847 to 
1849. 



16. FERDINAND LEIGH CLAIBORNE. 

Dr. J. W. Monette, in a letter to Mr. Pickett from Wash- 
ington, Miss., .June 9, 1847, commenting on the papers of Gen. 
Ferdinand L. Claiborne said : "Of Oen. Claiborne's papers 
thej' were numerous, confused without any order or arrange- 
ment, & it required immense time & labor to examine them; 
yet close research might disclose other particulars than those 
selected by me." 

Gen. Claiborne's papers were subsequently sent to Mr. 
Pickett by Mr. ,J. F. H. Claiborne, the son of the General. 
Mr. Pickett acknowledges bis indebtedness in the preface to 

his History of Alabama, p. xiv: "I will name 

etc., etc., and particularly, John II. F. Claiborne (sic), of 
Mississippi, who placed in my hands the manuscript papers 
of his father, Oen. F. L. Claiborne, who commanded the 
Southern iving of the army, during the Creek war of 181.3 and 
1814. The son has requested me to present the manuscript 
papers of his father, as a contribution from him, to the His- 
torical Society of Alabama. I shall comply with his request 
upon the first suitable occasion." 

These were evidently subspquently returned to Mr. Clai- 
borne, as they are now in the Library of the University of 
Mississippi. See that title infra, for description. 

17. NATHANIEL HERBERT CLAIBORNE. 

N. H. Claiborne (1777-1859), the author of Notes on the 
War in the finuth (1819), in a letter to Mr. Pickett from 
Rocky Mountain, Va., Oct. 2, 1847, says : "All the documents 
I had. that would be interesting to you, I have parted with 
long since." 



18. WILLIAM CHARLES COLE CLAIBORNE. 

The second governor of Mississippi Territory was Win. C. 
C. Ciuiborne (1775-1S17). Many of his papers are in the 
Claiborne Collection, in the State University, Oxford, Miss. 
In the Sei-retary of State's Ufliee, Jackson, are several bulky 
"•E.\ecutive Journals" covering his administration, 1801 to 
1803, as also some volumes c(jvering his period of service as 
one of the U. S. Coiimiissiouers to receive the cession of 
Louisiana. Uis official coniuiuuications to the State Depart- 
ment, Washington, are found b>th in the Mississippi and 
Louisiana Territorial papers. It has been recently ascer- 
tained that Armand Hawkins, an old Iwok dealer, of New 
Orleans, has three folio vuluuic*, containing copies of all offi- 
cial letters sent by Mr. Claiborne, during his first term as 
Governor of the Territory of Orleans, 1805 ct acq. Uis purely 
private and personal papers have not been disci>vered. In 
Claiborne's Misnisfiippi, is a likeness and sketch, pp. 250-257. 

19. JAMES CLANTON. 

lu 1873 the Selina Argus stated editorially that Col. Joseph 
Hodgson had in preparation a "Life and Times" of (Icn. 
James Clanton ( 1827-1871 ) . The work was afterwards aban- 
doned, and the papers furnished by the family of (Jen. Clan- 
ton returne<J to them. \N'iicther they have been preserved is 
unknown. Gen. Clanton was a heroic figure in Alabama af- 
fairs during the days of Reconstruction. He was CHimmis- 
Bioned Brigadier-Oeneral, Nov. IH, 1863. An oil portrait of 
him hangs over tla^ Speaker's chair in the House of Kepresen- 
tatives, at Montgomery.' 

20. CLEMENT CLAIBORNE CLAY. 

The papers of C. C. Clay, Jr., (1816-1882), consisting of let- 
ters, manuscripts, diaries, journals, etc., are all in the posses- 
rBion of his surviving widow, Mrs. Virginia Clay-Clopton. She 
[has also copies of all likenesses of Mr. Clay.' 

21. CLEMENT COMER CLAY. 



Snch papers as were left by Clement C. Clay, Sr., (1798- 
1866) are supposed to be in possession of his grand children, 
W. L. Clay, Esq., and Misses Virginia and Susanna Clay,

an ti> the paj»ers mentioned. On April 12, 1817, he wrote Mr. 
I'ickett: 

"III regard to the Creek War of 1S36, however, I may as 
well apprize you of the fact, at once, that all the documents, 
and c<trresp(»udonc(', relating to that subject, may be found in 
the Kxecutive iinhives; as they related to public affairs, I did 
nut fci'l inysclf at liiterty to retain possession of them, after I 
h'fl llial otllci'. If yoii should not progress that far, in jxiur 
liinlorv of .\ial>aiiia, till the removal of the Seat of Govem- 
nieiit III Ni)vcmber and I should hardly think you would — ^you 
can Hean'h those archives at leisure, and thoroughly." 

22. HENRY DELAMAR CLAYTOi-i. 

The pajK-rs of Gen. H. D. Clayton (1827-1889) belong to 
liU driiigiiter, Miss Mary Claylou, of Eufaula. Their extent is 
iiiikiiowu. ('opies of some of them are in the iMi8.><e8sion of 
(lie editor, lie was iijipointed Brigadier-General, April 22, 
IHOJl J and promoted Major-Geueral, July 7, 1864. 

23. JEREMIAH CLEMENS.

24. NICHOLAS HAMNER COBBS. 

Thn flrwl Protestant Episcopal Bishop of the Diocese of 
Alabama was Kev. Nicholas Ilamner Cobbs, D. D. (1796- 
Imil ), Her Owen's liibl'wyraphy of Alabama, p. 868, and 
TriOl»iirHiinH Alabama Hintorical Society, 1897-98, p. 87, for 
iMlbltNlied writings, jiersonal bibliography, etc. The fate of 
liU lllii'iirv iitiil iiiariiiHcripts is described l>elow by his son, 
|»l' II M. f'oliliM, of (ireensboro, .-Via. Such as were in the 
llUhilM of the latter were used by Rev. Greenough White, of 
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Sewanee, Tenn., in his Suiut of the Southern Church (1898j 
a valuable biography. 

".\fter my Fiither's death, his letters fell into tlie possession 
of my oldest Brother, liev. K. A. Cobbs, wlio died iu West 
Virpnia some years ago. 1 do not think that any i*f them 
were pieserved. Fi-om time to time I have ^c'ven away my 
Father's letters to those who wished his auUtjfraph until I 
have only one or two left : & these would not help you at all. 
In moving from Cincinnati, Ohiu, to Mobile, the boat on 
which we were traveling was sunk & my Father's entire Li- 
brary was lost, lie collected afterwards a small number of 
books — most of which are in my possession ; but they are only 
such works as are found in any ordinary Lilirary. 1 have the 
Diary of his official .-Vets as Bislutp; ijut do uot see how you 
could make any use of that. And besides every item of the 
Diary has been already published in the Journal of the 
Diocese." 

No collection of the letters from Bishop Cobbs to others 
has been made. Tlie University of the South, Sewanee, Tenn., 
has none of his papers. 

25. JOHN COCKE. 

Gen. John Cocke, of Tennessee, commanded a division of 
Tennesseeans in the Creek War, 1S13-14, and a search has 
been made for such of his papers as might fall iu tliis period. 
None have, however, been found. A great-grand-daughter is 
the wife of Overton Lea, of Nashville, but uoue of the Gen- 
eral's papers have come into the possession of her branch of 
the family. 

26. JOHN COFFEE. 

The papers of Gen. John Coffee (1772-1S33) are in exist- 
ence, but have been scattered. The principal part are, how- 
ever, in possession of Mrs. Mary Coffee Campbell, his grand- 
daughter, who gives the following account: 

"His papers are scattered amongst the heirs; but 1 know 
where they are, and could probably reach them as few others 
could. The papers in relation to Indian campaigns, and the 
war of 1812-15, were sent to Gen. Jackson, at his request, for 
the purpose of getting Francis P. Blair, to w rite a history, as 
he had requested Uncle Jackson to allow him to do. We sup- 
pose those papers are still in the hands of the Blair family, 
as young .\ndrew Jackson of the Elerniitiige tried to recover 
them, and they refused to give them up. 
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"There are ijeveral journals, but nothing printed or bound. 
A number of very interesting letters from prominent persons 
to liim. and also letters by him to others, in sheets. He left a 
well selected library, but small. I have his Encyclopedia of 
forty iHld volumes, in good preser\'ation." 

Ueu. Coffee tOi»k part in the Creek War, and later became 
a i-ilisBeu of the territory. He was appointed surveyor for the 
public lauds iu the Northern District of Mississippi Terri- 
tory. .March ti. liH7. On April 20, 1818 the limits of the Dis- 
irici were restricted to Alabama. He was successively com- 
luissMoucd for Alabama, Feb. 17, 1823, Jan. 10, 1827, and Julv 
y. tt<JI. lie died iu office July 7, 1833. "He was Gen. Jack- 
!«>ii'H ri|;hi urui through all his campaigns against the Creeks, 
tiiul U-d the mounted Tennesseeans at the battle of New 
t>rleau8."* 

27. HENRY WATKINS COLLIER. 

The wife of Henrj- W. Collier (1801-1855), some time be- 
foiv licr death, de8tn»yetl practically all of his public and 
l»nvalc |>aiH'rM. These included among other things, his cor- 
rcM|H>iulcuiv with .Miss Dorothea L. Dix in reference to her 
cDoi'In iu behalf of the establishment of the Insane Asylum 
ul.

It is not known whether Mr. Pickett ever received the 
Diary. An unavailing inquiry has recently been made to 
ascertain its whereabouts. 

30. ANTOINE DE CROZAT. 

The pai>era of Antoine de Crozat, "the opulent merchant," 
to whom the King of France granted the colony of Louisana, 
and who held his grant fi"om 1712 to 1717, have not been 
located.* 

31. SAM DALE. 

If fJen. Sam Dale left any papers, their whereahouts is 
unknown. Lie was never married. Lie died iu Lauderdale 
County, Miss., north of Meridian, at old Daleville, Clai- 
l)orne's Life and ThncK of Dale (ISGU) is said in the preface 
to be "condensed from authentic xMSS. never yet ijublished." 
Notes of his personal adventures "were taken down from bis 
own lips" by Claiborne and others. 

32. ZACH a DBAS. 

Zach C. Deas (1819-1882) was appointed a Brigadier-Gen- 
eral, Dec. 13, 1862. His military paiM^rs, couiuiissions, orders, 
and other papers have been entrusted to the editor for use in 
liiii historical work. 



33. SILAS DINSMORE. 

The papers of Silas Dinsmore (1766-1847), one of the cul- 
trivated public men of the Southern country in pioneer days, 
wt-re dcstnjyed bv fire. Tht' fullowiug interesting e.xtracts 
indii'ate how valuable the material kept hy Mr. Dinsmore 
would have been to the historian. George S. Gaines, July 27, 
1847. wrote Mr. Pickett: 

•Owen's edition of Pickett'3 Alabama (1900), pp. 182-208. 
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'•I have just heard of the death of my old friend Silas Dins- 
mure, Esq. lie died recently at his late residence on the Ohio 
river (Kentucky side) a few miles below Cincinnati. He not 
uuly kept a juurual of daily events interlarded with curious 
Indian uaditiuns & liistorical sketches, during his Indian 
agency, but he had collected all the old books, treating of this 
quarter of the globe, within his reach, also statements of old 
white men, & uianuscripts uu the same subject. A visit to his 
widow would pay the Alabama and Mississippi liistorian well 
for the time he would lose." 

Again on Sept, 28, 1847 he wrote : "But if you can obtain 
the late (Jol. Uinsiuore's papers from the widow, you will, I 
think, require but little mure material for that period of time. 
It would be well 1 think for you to write to .Mrs. Dinsmore 
first & make inquiry whether her late husband ever wrote 
any history of this section of the country, if not what has 
become of the materials he collected while in the public ser- 
vice, and whether she would dispose of them. 1 send inclosed 
a letter of introduction to her in your favor." 

Later ilr. Picliett wrote Mrs. Mary G. Dinsmore, Bellview, 
Boone County, Ky., and to him she replied in part : "1 regret 
1 am not able to furnish you with the documents desired. I 
believe my late iiusband had the books aud papers you men- 
tioned, & also some notes of his own. When about to leave 
Mobile, to join him in the North 1 deposited his library & 
I)apers in the Bank fur safe keeping, & they were all consumed 
in the great contiagration the following fall." 

84. SIR WILLIAM DUNBAR.' 

The Claiborne Collection, at the University of Mississippi 
until recently, included the existing manuscripts of Sir Wil- 
liam Dunbar (1749-1810). By Act of the Legislature they 
were returned to the Dunbar descendants. Mr. Dunbar 
was one of the most cultured and influential settlers in the 
Southwest. His papers were used by Dr. J. W. Monette in 
his Vallci/ uf the Minsiiisippi (1848). Respecting them he 
wrote Mr". Pickett, June 9, 1847: 

"Relative to the MS. papers of Sir William Dunbar, I infer 
you would be unable to derive any connected historical mat- 
ter. Mr. Dunbar published several important papers in the 
Transactions of the .American Philosopl. Society in Philada. 
many years ago. Several ye.-irs since Mann Butler, Esq., 
spent several days at the residence of his son e.xamining 
papers, etc., and took with him such as he deemed useful & 
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flince then nothing has been heard from them. On a visit, 
one year since no papers of importance were accessible." 
See Mississippi State Universitj Library, infra. 

35. THOMAS EASTIN. 

Tile books, pajters, docuiucut.s, etc., of Thoma.s Eastin 
( 17SS-lS(i5), are reported by his grandson J)r. Dillon J. 
Spntswood, of Mobile, as destroyed when hi.s residence, near 
Mt. Vernon, was burned about 1859. Mr. Eastlu was the 
founder and editor of the Hulci/on, at St. Stephens, one of the 
VL*n- Jirst newspapers printed in Alabama. He was also the 
first territorial printer. 

36. JOHN H. EATON. 

The papers of Gen. John H. Eaton are perhaps lost beyond 
recovery. They were in the possession of his widow, the 
famous Peggy O'Neal, at the time of her death. (Jen. Eaton 
was a8.sociate<l with (Jen. Jackson in the years when the hitter 
was achieving fame in the Southern country, lie later be- 
came the biographer of the Ueneral. His papers would 
doubtless prove of much value. 

37. ROBERT FARMER. 

After the change of flags, in 1764 Major Robert Farmer 
( 1718-1778) was placed in command of Mobile by the British. 
He was a man of rank and of liue attainments. A few of 
his private papers are iu the hands of descendants*, copies 
being in the fxissession of the editor. In the Ualdimaud Col- 
lection, in the Canadian Archives, at Ottawa, will be found a 
number of papers in relation to his public career. 

38. THOMAS FLOURNOY. 

Prior to the death of Thomas Flournoy, J. U. F. Claiborne 
applied for the use of his military jiapers, but was informed 
by him that they had been destroyed by fire. Mr. Flournoy 
waa a Brigadier-General in the Creek War, 1813-14. 

39. EDMUND PENDLETON QAINES. 

A few letters of Gen. E. P. Gaines (1777-1864) to others, 
have been found in private hands. Numbers of his official re-

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ports and communications to the War Department are print-' 
ed in the Congressional Documents of the period. These 
can be located from the index to I'ooi-e's Oencriptive Vata- 
lotjitt; iif (loicrnincnt I'ublicatiunx. His private and other 
papers, however, are lost. Their destruction he explained in 
a letter to Mr. I'ickctt, Aug. 17, 1847: 

"I will with great pleasure avail mj'self of an early occasion 
to rouiply with your request, as far as my memory, and the 
very few papers .saved fioni the wreck of a boat in .Mobile, 
in theyt'ar 1813, while iu upper Canada, or upon the northern 
frontier (vvliere I served during the principal part of the war 
of that & tlie following ye;ir ). 1 am at this moment however 
without auy papers, su<-li as you desire; — save a sketch drawn 
up by a young friend who did me the favor to arrange the few 
papers which remained from another ship, or Boat wreck. 
(That of Flint river 24, Feb. 1818 iu which I had valuable 
papers.) This sketcli, however, t^mtaius but little regarding 
my services prior, or during the war, or subsetpient to the war 
couuected with the History of Alabama." 

Lie wrote further, Sept. 21, 1847: "The various public 
duties which require my atteution, and which keep me on \ny 
feet, at my desk, from 1) to twelve hours, every day, leave me 
but little time to look into the few hi-oken files of my old 
pnpfjrs, to which I think myself in duty bound to refer, iu 
preparing auy tiling for such a work as that which so laud- 
ably occupies your atteution." 

It is not known that he ever furnished Mr. Pickett auy 
data. The "broken flies" referred to by him have not been 
located. His sou, wht) now resides in Washington, D. C, 
has none of them : 



40. GEORGE STROTHBR GAINES. 

The papers of George Strother Gaines (1784-1873) are the 
subject of a note, by the editor, in the Transactians of the Ala- 
bama Historical Society, 1898-99, vol. ill, pp. 184-185. It is 
here introduced as containing all that is known of them. 

Mr. George S. tiaines came to Alabama in the Spring of 
1805 and was in the government service as Indian factor at 
St. Stephens, and later in the present Sumter County, from 
this time until the admission of the State. lie was thrown 
intimately with all of tlie leading characters of the South- 
West, and took an active jrart in all public aflfairs. Students 
have recognized the value of Mr. Gaines' recollections of 
events during this period of his life, and Mr, Pickett, Ala- 
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bama's leading historian, took notes of interviews with him, 
which are now in possession of the editor. Mr. Gaines' 
official paijers seem to iiuve been destroyed, as will appear 
from his letters to Mr. Pickett. 

On July 27, 1847, he wrote: "I write yon now merely to 
gay that 1 will with pleasure fnrnisli you witli such materials, 
as may be in my recotlcction, for yuur histtiry of Alabama. I 
kept no journal of events; and my corresp<mdence whilst U. 
S.^Factor, was turned over to my successor after my resigna- 
tion." 

And again, Sept. 28, 1847, he wrote: "All the public 
Indian trading houses, then calleil IT. S. Factories, were 
almlished by Act of Congress in 1S21, and the books and 
papers of the Chm-taw Factory fell into the hands of (,^ol. W. 
Ward then Thoctaw Agent and after tlie removal of the In- 
dians and (the first sales of lands thereabouts) tlie agency 
house became publii' [jixiperty and I am told the books and 
papers of the trading liouse, left in it, iiuve .supplied Itonuet 
j»aper and wi-apping paiter to the ncighlioriiooil ever since. 

"It would be accidental to find anything of value in such 
a wreck. 

"The public ottiees in Washington, if the papers were not 
burned, could furnish you much valuable material for your 
history on the corn'sjiondem-e of the i\ S. Agent and Factors 
from i8<)(> to 1825." 

In Mr. Dillard's paper on the "Dancing Habbit Creek 
Treaty," acknowledgment is made for valuable facts fur- 
nishe<l by Mr. Oaines. Mr. iJaines died in 1S73 at State Line, 
.Miss. In the siinuner of 1871, at the re<|nest of I'ercy Wal- 
ker, Esq., he pre}»ared his "Kemini.sceuies of Early Times in 
the Mississijipi Territory," which were l»y Jlr. Walker pre- 
sented to the l-'rankiin Society, of Mobile, Tliese were pub- 
lished in the Muhilr lifiiintcr, .June ]!), 27, July 3, 10, and 17, 
1872, and re])rinted in part in the Alabanm Historical Re- 
porter. Tuscaloosa, May, 1884, vol. ii. 

ffrr Mi.ssi.ssippi State University Library, infra, for refer- 
ence to other papers. 
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been unable tf» trace them. A small volume of "Accounts" 
is, li'fwever, in the Georgia Historical Society, for mention 
of which xee, infra. There are also Galphin papers in the 
oflice of the Secretary of State of South Carolina, at Colum- 
bia. 

42. JOHN OAYLE. 

'I'lie library of Gov. John Gayle (1792-1859) was lost in 

Mit'.ii'e dnrinij the war, and witli it probably a part at least of 
his |iaiK*r.^. lli.s widow stored a box conUiining manj' of his 
littfis and ]»aper8 at the home of Dr. Parish, at Mobile and 
just aftJT the war the.se were {onsumed with the burning of 
his houst!. A daughter, Mrs. James W. Locke, of Greens- 
lioro, has liis commission as Federal Judge, and also several 
letter.s to her mother (tlie second wife) from him while he 
was in Washington. Mrs. Amelia G. Gorgas, another daugh- 
ter, of Tuscaloosa, has the private "Journal" of her mother 
(the first wife), covering many interesting events. The edi- 
tor has about fifty letters and documents to and from Gov. 
Gayle, connected with the controversy which arose between 
Alabama and the Federal (lovernuient in 1833. Mr, Gayle 
came to Alabama in 1813, and was in public and professional 
life in Ifie State for over forty vears. Ue was Governor, 1831 
to 1835. 

43. ISAAC OUION. 

The "Letters and Papers" of Maj. Isaac Guion (17-1825), 
prominent iu early Mi.ssissippi Territorial alTairs, are in the 
Claiborne Collection, at the Mi.ssissijtpi State University. 
»S'ce that title, infra. 

H. BENJAMIN HAWKINS. 



The papers of Benjamin Hawkins (175-4-1816) were the 
object of eager search on the part of Col. A. J. Pickett, for 
use in liis History of Aliihantd. Mr. Hawkins, who had a 
distinguished public career, .saw his first Indian service in 
1785.a8one of tlie Commissioners who npgotiated the Hopewell 
treaty with the Cherokees. In 1796 he was appointed agent 
fi r all the Indians south of the Ohio, upon which he removed 
to the Creek country and established himself at what is now 
Hawkiusville, (!a. Here he remained until his death. 
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Gon. Tliomas S. Woodward presents a high ostimate of him 
in a letter to Edward Ilanrick, May 2, ISHT, published in his 
UtmittwcenrcK, pp. G-7 : "There is one thing 1 want, if it can 
be Rot hold of, and, if (leorge Stiggins is living in your county 
he has it. It is a manuscript given me l)y the widow of 
Col. Hawkins. It is in the hand writing of (L'hristian Limbo, 
who Hve<l with Col. Hawkins many years. It was copied 
fr<un Col. Hawkins' (nvn inanus(rii»t, which was burned 
shortly after his <leatli. I knew ("<>!. Hawkins well. He 
knew more about Indiiins and Indian liistory and early set- 
tlements and expeditions of tiie several Euroi>ean nations 
that undertook to settle colonies in the South and Southwest, 
than all the men that ever have or will make a scrape of a 
jien upon the subject. The loss of his papers was certiiinly 
a very great lo.ss to those who would wish to know things as 
they really were, and not as they wished them." 

The following extracts from 3Ir. Pickett's correspondence 
give an interesting account of the character of a part of the 
papers and of their loss: 

Thos. M. Ellis, Macon, Georgia, August 26th, 1847: — 
"There was a man living in Lowndes County, Ala. in 1840 by 
the name of Henry B. ^Vigginton wh<i acted as Steward for 
Col. Hawkins during i1m> war [of ISKMl] and was fre- 
quently with ChI. Hawkins on ]tublic busine.sB he was with 
bini wlien he died and if Wigginton is still living he can give 
the best evidence of bis nianu-'^erijits and papers now living 
f«»r he heli»ed the Col. to pack them up in bis trunk and locked 
it. The Col. observed at the time to Wigginton. This trunk 
contains all my w ritings and labor for 11 years and is now 
ready for the press. I was at Col Hawkins' when the fire 
to«»k jtlace and every thing was consumed worth any note; 
hi>» children and wife escaped with their lives and that was 
all, even their wearing clothes were burnt &c." 

Sterling Lanier, .Macon, Cicorgia, April 21>, 1847: — 
•*Col. n.'iwkins wlien residing at the agency on Flint River, 
had wrote a hi.storv of the habits & customs of the Creek 
Indians, an«l packwi the manuscripts in a large tnink, ready 
for publishing, but unfortunately with his dwelling was 
burnt, Mr. Ellis being present at the time — all other papers, 
b<)oks, &c. left at his death, is now in the hands of his son 
James."' 

While the loss is greatly to be deplored, it is fortunate that 
serenil volumes of liis manuscripts have survived. They are 
pr»'*<'rved in the Oeorgin Historical Society, Savannah, and 
are tilled with interesting historical material. For a full 
deacription of the collections of that Society, see infra. 
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Sundry letters from and to Mr. Uawkins will be found in 
the Amorican State Papers : Indian Affairs (2 vols. ) ; in the 
Jefferson and Madison Papers, preserved in the State De- 
]>artment, Washington ; in the Territorial Papers, in the same 
Department; in Hie corn'spondence of the War Department; 
and al.si) in tlie Office of Indian Affairs. A few letters 
frnni him are in the "MrKee Papers," in the possession of 
the editor. 

In resjionse to an inquiry, Gov. G. M. Troup, Valdosta, 
Aiii;. 13, IS47, wrote .Mr. Pickett: — "Much of the rorres- 
pondfuce of Col. Hawkins with the War Department may 
have been burnt. Ilia private & confidential correspondence 
with (len. WashiniLitoii who appointei] & esteemed him highly 
(wliatcvcr the value or extent of it) may have passed into 
the Jiands of Mr. Spark's for aujiht I know — it must have 
been more iuterestiny than any thing emanating from him 
..tticially." 

No examination of the Washington Papers, or of the 
Sparks' .Mauuseripts, has been made in reference to this sug- 
gestion. " 

45. DAVID HOLMES. 

In tlie Claiborne Collection, at the State University, Ox- 
ford, Mi.ss., are some papers and documents of David Holmes 
(17(19-1832), fourth (ioveruor uf Mississippi Territory. 
Copie.H of niatiy ntltcrs are in the State I>ei»artment, Wash- 
ington. During his administration occurred the Creek War, 
Indian Land icssinns, expansion of populaticm, etc. The 
"H.vccntivi' .If)nruals" fur the period, 1809-1817, are in the 
otlice of tlie Secretary {)f State of .Mississippi, Jackson. 
Wliat became of his personal and private papers is unknown. 
His likeness is in Claiborne's J/(«»i.v.vi/>/>j, which also contains 
a sketch, pp. 302-303. 



•"Here Colonel Hawkins died In 1816, and was buried on the wooded 
bluff overiooklng ihe Flint river, a few hundred yards below the point of 
present crossing. No stone marks his grave. Among the scattered and 
almost obliterated mounds In this lonely and forsaken cemetery is one more 
prominent than the rest. It may designate the precise place of hU 
sepulture." 

"Tall trees and a tangled undergrowth hide the graves of the dead, and 
there is little eise save silence and forgetfulness. Even the earth-mound 
which covers Ihe bones of the famous Colonel Benjamin Hawkins is In- 
capable of positive recognition, and resis under the common oblivion which 
has overtaken all." Col. Charles C. Jones, Jr., Dead Toicna of Oeorgia 
(1878). pp. 243-244. 
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46. ANDREW JACKSON. 

In 1882, the manuscripts and correspondence of President 
Andrew Jackson (17H7-1845) lonjj supposed to be lost, were 
found in "several larf^e trunks," stored in the garret of the 
old Globe buildinf? in \Viishinp;ton. "'The General preserved 
with care his mo.^t voluminous correspondence. These papers 
were committed bv him to Amos Kendall, for the preparation 
of his biography. Kendall made little progress in the work, 
and that little, it is understood, not at all to the satisfaction 
of the subject, who (piite peremptorily directed the transfer 
of the material to the elder Francis P. Blair."'" The legal rep- 
resentatives of Gen. Jackson entered suit for their recovery. 
In re.sponse to an inquiry as to these papers, the result of the 
suit, etc., Woodbury Blair, Esq., Washington, D. C, gives the 
following information, from which it would appear that the 
papers are not so numerous. It will at least be necessary to 
examine them to determine how far they illustrate or add 
detail to the campaigns of Jackson. 

"My family have some papers of a miscellaneous character 
which were given to my grandfather, the late Francis P. 
Blair, Sr., by Gen. Jackson, during his lifetime. My father, 
the late Montgomery Blair, at one time allowed a gentlemen, 
who was highly recommended to liim, to examine his papers 
relating to Gen. Jackson's life, and I believe that said gentle- 
man availing himself nf my father's courtesy appropriated 
some of the most valuable of these papers, which to date have 
not been returned. Gen. Jackson authorized my grandfather 
to receive from Amos Kendall what was supposed to be a full 
and complete .set of papers, which he, Gen. Jackson, had lent 
Mr. Kendall for the purpo.se of writing his life. I have al- 
ways understoml that the papers were never surrendered by 
Mr. Kendall, and though diligent search has been made by us, 
kindly assisted by Jlr. Kendall's heirs, no one to this day has 
been able to find or account for the papers. The suit to which 
you refer could not exactly lie called a friendly litigation. 
5Iany unfriendly averments and charges were made, not one 
of winch was sub.stantiated, and after considerable testimony 
had been taken, the suit was finally dismis.sed for want of 
prosecution, whit-h was done on the motion of my counsel." 

The correspondence of Jackson and Maj. Wm. B. Lewis was 
sold in New York, June 3, 1884. It is now in the New York 
Public Library, having come to it in the Gordon L. Ford Col-

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lection which was presented to the library by J. Pierpont 
Morgan. A calendar of the Collection, dating from 1806, and 
containing over two hundred and sixty letters, appears in the 
Bulletin of the N. Y. Public Library, Sept. 1900. 

The following abstracts, taken from the liiilktin, of three 
letters in this collection from Francis Preston Rlair ^*^., to 
Maj. Wm. B. Lewis, throw contemporary light on Mr. Blair's 
possession of the Jackson papere, and serve to confirm Mr. 
Woodbury Blair's statements: 

Washington, July 21, 1856. "Can not understand the ac- 
tions of Andrew Jackson, [Jr.] ; for years Blair has been 
been laboring to save him from ruin and now he reads that 
Jackson charges him with alnising the private papers of his 
father, which the President himself entrusted to Blair." 

Silver Spring, [Md.,] Oct. 25, 1859. "Acknowledges re- 
ceipt of his letter of 5 inst. ; he could not attend to Lewis's 
inquiries as to Gen. Jessup [Thomas Sidney Jesup] for the 
latter was sick; thinks his son, Montgomerv- Blair, may be 
able to make search in the war office, and Parton will receive 
the benefit of his search; Kendall retains all important 
papers of Jack.son, having given Blair only the rubbish ; the 
Dickerson, Sevier, and Benton controversies are probably 
among Kendall's papers; if Blair survives Kendall he will 
obtain the papers by purcba.se or otherwise and will make 
[George] Bancroft the biographer of Jackson; Parton will 
make an interesting work ; Blair has talked with him and has 
offere<l to read his manuscript, but Parton wants a chapter of 
reminiscences to be incorporated in the work under Blair's 
name; this he is not inclined to do; begs Lewis to turn over 
to Bancroft all his papers; is a.stoni.shed that Parton talks of 
Jackson as having been born in North Carolina." 

Washington, May 26, 1864. "Rer|uests him to read atten- 
tively Parton's life of Jackson and to put down any comments 
he may see fit to make, to enable Blair to do justice to Jackson 
and the great struggle that conunenced between him and Cal- 
houn; he means tn do this himself and to leave Parton and 
Blair's con.solatinns (?) to the care of his two sons who, when 
they get hold of the Jackson papers retained by Kendall and 
the fal.se memoir he will attach to them, may be enabled to 
give a true picture of the illustrious man of our country." 

Letters from Jackson are to be found in other collections, 
some of which have appeared in the Mafjazine of American 
Hisforif. in the Piihlirntinns of the Southern History Associa- 
tion, and in other publications."

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47. WILLIAM RUFUS KINO. 

Notwithstanding tlio most earnest inquiries among his 
rollaternl relations none of the papers of William R. King 
( 1786-1853 ) have been located. Mr. King was one of the first 
U. 8. Senators from Alahania, .serviut,' in tiiat rapacity with a 
short interruption until his dwith. He was appointed Minis- 
ter to Prance in 1S44. In the presidential contest of 1852 he 
was elected Vice President of the United States. His long 
public career, and hi.s intimate acquaintance with men and 
measures durini; the time, 1819-1853, indicate how A^aluable 
Iiis papers and corre.»*pond('nce might he. It is believed by 
some of his relatives tiiat everything of this character left by 
him has been destroyed. The editor has a few letters from 
him, which form a part of the collection of Gayle papers men- 
tioned, supra. 

48. JOHN LAW. 

The ''family papers" of John Law were, during the French 
Revolution, "for the most part lost or destmycd."' After 
Antoiue de Crozat surrendered hi.s concessions, the Western, 
or India Company, was chartere<l to take control of the colo- 
nies of Louisiana. John Law, a Scotch financier, but at this 
time the Comptroller flcneral of the Finances of the King- 
dom of France, was the central figure of the company. It 
was in i)ower from 1717 to 1731. But while his private 
pajwrs appear to !»»• lost, the gratifying discovery has been 
made that a large body of the records and papers of the com- 
pany have been found in tin' .Vrcluves at L'Orlent, France. 
See Ktipra, for account of their discovery." 

49. ALEXANDER McGILLIVRAY. 

In Pirkett's AlabiinKi. pdxxiiti, are a number of original let- 
ters c»f Gen. Alexander McGillivray (1746-1793), said to have 
been found in the original pajwrs of the case of the Heirs of 
Mi-<Jillivray vs. the Heirs of I'anton in the District Court of 
Louisiana, at New (Orleans. Others are printed in the 
Anifruan Stntt: Papers. There are a few papers of Daniel 
McGillivray in the Mis.sissippi State University, in the Clai- 
lM»rne Collection. If Alexander McGillivray left any private 
papers they have not l^een located.

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60. JOHN McKEB. 

The "McKee Papers" form a part of the manuscript collec- 
fions of the editor. The public services of Col. John McKee 
(1767-1832) cover the long period from 1792 to 1829, iia the 
Southern country, or the Old South-West He was a member 
of Congress from Alabama, 1823-1829. His papers comprise 
letters to and from all of the pulilic men of the period, and 
cover almost every subject then engaging the public mind. 

61. HUGH McVAY. 

The papers of Hugh McVay (177S-1S52) who was long in 
public life, and was acting governor of the State, from July to 
Nov. 1S37, have not been found. His descendants think it 
altogether probable that they were destroyed during the Con- 
federate War. 

62. JAMES MAOOFFIN. 

Jame.s MagofQn came to St. Stephens in 1809, and was for 
many years connected with public affairs. He explains the 
los.s of his papers to Mr. Pickett, Aug. 2, 1847, in a letter from 
St. Stephens: 

"A most voluminous Journal from the day of my landing 
in the State, with a mass of notes memos, and some .scientific 
correspondence was destroyed by the fire which consumed the 
Land Office in this place some years ago — among which I have 
to regret a Geological correspondence with the great and good 
Dr. S. Mitchell for whom I made collections of mineral petri- 
factions, &c." 

68. BASIL UANLT. 

A memoir of Rev. Rasil :Manly, D. D. (1798-lRfi8) has fo" 
sometime been in contemplation by his son Rev. Charles Man- 
ly, of Lexington, Mo., who has in his pos.ses8ion all of the 
known papers, etc., of the former. Dr. Manly was a distin- 
guished educator and divine. His name is inseparably linked 
with the history of the State University of which he was Pres- 
ident, 1837-1855. He was the founder of the Alabama His- 
torical Society. Rev. Charles Manly has prepare<l a detailed 
account of the papers in his possession, which is herewith 
given. 

(1) The papers are nearly all in my possession. 

(2) Aside from family letters, there are very few from 
others to him. A large number, from various persons, were 
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destroj'ed near the close of the Confederate NVar. Those that 
ui>\v remain possess no public intei-est. 

(3) A large number of copies of letters written by him to 
others are in mv possession — some in sheets, some iu letter 
bo4)ks. They are mainly of private nature. 

(4) There are <iuite full diaries, of events mainly personal, 
from 1825-18(J5. Houie of these, especially duriuj;; his presi- 
dency of Univ. of Ala. are marked "private & cunlideutial." 

('>} His library of several thuusjiud vols., is iu large part 
now the property of the {Southern liaj). Theol. Seminary at 
Louisville, Ky. The rest is mainly in my possession. 

(d) He left a few addresses, reports, etc., printed & iu Mss. 
as follows: 

Inaugural Address, as Prest. Univ. Ala., Dec. 6, 1837. 

('ommencement Address, as Prest. Univ. Ala., Dec. 16, 
1838. 

Eulogy on Gen. Robert Savage Foster, July 4, 1839. 

Address: Indisj)ensable Importance of the Univ. to the 
Suite of Ala., Dec. 10, 1843. 

Address: Prepared to be delivered at reinterment in Tus- 
caloosa of remains of Lt. M. I'. Inge, who fell at Uesat-a de la 
Palma May 9, 1846. The remains were on the Steamboat 
"Tuskaloosa" which wsis destroyed by explosion & fire, a few 
miles from Mobile, Jan. 28, 1847. The remains were never 
recovered ; and the address was not delivered.

64. JOSHUA LANIER MARTIN. 

The correspondence and public papers of Joshua L. Martin 
(1799-1866) which survive, form a part of the manuscript col- 
lections of the (alitor. Mr. Martin was (lovernor, 1845-1847, 
having preWousIy served in Congress, and as Chancellor. 

66. SAMUEL B. MOORE. 

After his service as acting governor, 1831, Samnel B. 
Moore, ( 1789-1846) located at Carrollton, in Pickens County. 
He was never nmrried. Col. M. L. Stansel, of Carrollton, 
who knew him well until his death, is authority for the state- 
ment that he left ud Imoks or papers. He lies in the Carroll- 
ton cemetery in an unmarked grave. 
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56. JOHN MURPHY. 

Nothing is known concerning the papers, public or private, 
of John Murphy (1785-1840), who was governor, 1825-29. 
His grand-daughter, Mrs. Annie D. McMillan, of Stockton, 
Ala., expresses the belief that they were destroyed during the 
War at the Siuue time of the destruction (jf the property of his 
widow. Gov. Murphy lies in an unmarked grave in Clarke 
County. 

67. PANTON. LESLIE AND CO." 

Nothing has been discovered in relation to the pai^ers," 
books, correspondence, etc., of this influential firm of mer- 
chants and traders. Their value is thus indicated by J. F. H. 
Claiborne, the historian of Mississippi, in a letter to Mr. 
Pickett, Sept. 20, 1847: 

"In Spanish times, as far back as 1790, perhaps still farther 
back, there was a great British House at Pensacola & Mobile, 
I'anton, Laslie, (sic.) & Co., whicli had, by purchase from the 
King of Spain, the exclusive privilege of trading with the 
Choctaws, Creeks & Scminoles. At Mnliile the firm was Pan- 
ton, Forbes & Co. They were do.sely connecte<l with political 
affairs fi'om that time to tlie breaking out of the last war. 
These papers are doubtless, of great historical value, and are 
prtibably in possession of their jtartner or successor Mr. 
Inerarity, now of Pensacola, a very intelligent nmn. Thr'o 
some friend in Mobile, you might open a c*ommunication with 
him. Mr. J. Magoffin ( wiio 1 believe still survives at St. 
Stephens) had during tlie last war some correspondence with 
a c(mfldential clerk uf Inerarity's & can probably be of ser- 
vice to you." 

58. NICHOLAS PERKINS. 

Sometime after the incidents connected with the apprehen- 
sion of Aaron Iturr, Maj. Nicholas Perkins, who was a lawyer, 
removed from South Alabama to Tennessee. Maj. Perkins' 
papers giving the facts of the capture, etc., are now in the 
Tennes.see Historical Society, jiresented by Mrs. Wm. O'Neil 
Perkins, whose husband was the son of Major Perkins. In 
April 1896, they were published in the American Historical 
Magazine, Nashville, pp. 140-153. 

59. ANDREW PICKENS. 

Gen. Andrew Pickens had a manuscript copy of Hawkins* 
''Sketch of the Creek Country," which was used by Mr. 
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Pickett in his History of Alabama." The following extracts 
from u letter of Trauk Pickens to Mr. Pickett, Sept. 30, 1847, 
would indicate that his grandfather, the General, had hiui- 
«elf made and prcser\od notes concerning the Indians etc. 
What became of the three volumes referred to is unknown. 

"1 find your letter amiingst many others & hasten to say, 
that I have the Journal &c., to which you refer, & it contains 
the notes of Col. Hawkins & also many things of my grand- 
father's — Gen. Andrew Pickens. Tliey were joint t'ommis- 
8iuner.s appointed to hohl treaties witli alnmst alt the Indians 
in the South & South West, & there is nuicli in the notes re- 
lating to those treaties. 1 will loan them to you with great 
pleasure, provided you will return them by the first safe 
opportunity. J had au idea niyself of preparing something in 
the shape of a history of the ujiper part of South Carolina 
connected also with a history of the Southern tribes of In- 
(tians. I think the notes are too voluminous to be sent by 
mail, as they are in three vol." 

60. SAMUEL PICKENS. 

The private and family pajwrs of Samuel Pickens (1790- 
!H55), who was Comptndler of Public Accounts, 1819-1821), 
are in possession of his son, James Pickens, Sawyerville, Ala. 

61. GEORGE POINDEXTER. 

The political and private papers of George Poindexter (17- 
1855) third delegate from .Mi.'isissippi Territory, and so long 
in Mississippi public life, form a part of the Claiborne Col- 
le<-tion, now in the University of Mississippi. "Some time 
after the death of Mr. Poindexter, I ajtplied by letter to his 
rt'presentative for his papers, with a view of writing his 
liiographv, but a gentleman living in Jackson, who had been 
for the last twelve months very much with him, and pro- 
posed to write his memoirs, was prefered. During the war 
this gentleman came to my residence at Bay St. L(»nis, and 
informed me that he was going tit Europe, and olTered me the 
papers for $300 in gold. The terms were accepted. There are 
very many of these letters and other papers, referring to all 
his personal quarrels, and dealing very freely with the frail- 
ties of his contemporaries, during the whole of his public 
career.""

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62. ROBERT BHMET RODBS. 

Mrs. V. Horteuse Rodes, the widow of Gen. It. E. Rude8 
(1827-1864), has the military aud other papers of the latter 
which are in existence. Concerning them she says: 

"1 have Ueu. Kodes' Commissions: Col., Brig.-Gen., & 
Major-General, not Lt.-Geueral as lie was only acting in that 
capacity. These papers 1 would not loan — ^liis private cor- 
respondence, save a (precious) few letters, I burned many 
years ago aud also bi« cDrrespondence with brother officers. 
I kept a few meiueutues only. His reports of which I had 
copies, I loaned many, mauy years ago to Dr. Jones of Itich- 
moud. lie still has them I suppose as he never returned 
them to me." 

Gen. Kodes was made a Brigadier-General, Oct. 21, 1861, 
and a Major-General, May 2, 1863. He was killed at Win- 
chester, Sept. 19, 1864. Brewer's Alabama, p. 568, says of 
him : "No man more assiduous!}' devoted himself to the 
duties of a soldier than Gen. Kodes, and he was truly the 
trusted right arm of every corps commander under whom he 
sened." 

Four of Gen. Kodes' papers were presented to the Ala- 
bauui Historical Society, at the annual meeting, July 2, 1878, 
by Mrs. Kodes. 



63. JACK FBRRILL ROSS. 

No papers of Jack F. Koss ( 1791-1837 ), first Territorial 
and State Treasurer, are believed to be preserved, as none are 
in tile posses.siou of descendants. lu Dec. 1818, his dwelling 
house at St. Stephen.s with all his papers, as well as some 
of the Territorial funds, was destroyed by fire. 

64. REUBEN SAFFOLD. 

The papers of Judge Keuben Saffold (1788-1847) are be- 
lieved by the family to have been de.stroyed by the burning of 
his residence. Mr. Safl'uld, eaiiie to what is now Alabama in 
1813, and was almost continuously in the public service until 
ten years before his death. 

65. JOHN C. CALHOUN SANDERS. 

Dr. William H. Sanders, State Health officer, makes lb" 
fdllowinj.' rejiort on the papers of his brother: 

"Gen. Sanders left no papers of historical interest. At the 
breaking out of the War he was a College boy. [University 
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Alabama.] Uis ollicial papers, as au officer, were largely 
lestroyed just before the surrender of Lee's Army by the 
luriilug ui tile brigade wagon train. Letters, written home 
from the Army, were nearly all destroyed under tlie following 
circumstances: When Croxtou's raiding command was 
known to be approaching, the home folks, appreciating the 

ission Federal soldiers had for ransacking houses for army 

itters, hurriedly gathered up all such letters, and secured 
them under the bluli' of a small branch. That night rain fell 
in torrents, the branch rose uupreeedeutedly, and washed the 

itters away. A few were recovered, but were so defaced as 

Icai'cely to be legible." 

(Jen. Sanders was one of the very youngest general officers 
in the Confederate Army, lie was born April 4, 1840, in 
Tuscaloosa Co., Ala.; was commissioned iJrigadier-Ueueral 
May 31, 1864 ; and was killed Aug. 21, 18b4. "A neat marble 
tablet in Kichmond marks his resting place."" 

68. WINTHROP 8ABGENT. 

The whereabouts of the papers of Wiuthrop Sargent (1753- 
1820 j, first chief executive of Mississippi Territory have not 

iti ascertained, lie was in office from May 7, iiys to early 

1801. Claiborne's Alissiimippi is unusually severe on the 
Career of Gov. Sargent, using in the preparation of the work 
the papers of his principal contemporary antagonists. It is 
altogether probable that au uuimpassioned study of his 
administration in the light of all material at present acces- 
sible, including his own paiHirs, would modify the popular 
estimate. Fortunately, in 1801, soon after he went out of 
office, he published "by particular desire of his friends" cer- 
tain I'apers in relation to the official conduct of Oooernor tiar- 
gent (8vo. pp. 64), which contains his side of the contro- 
vergy."" 

In the State Department, Washington, will be found some 

official papers from him. The office of the Secretary of State 

of Mississippi, Jackson, has the "Executive Journals," con- 

^■aining bis official acts, correspondence, etc.

67. CHARLES TAIT. 

Charles Tait (1768-1835), who had a long public career in 
Georgia, became the first Federal Judge of Alabama, May 30, 
*20. He resigned in 1.S26. His correspondence with public

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men, and other papers, is preserved in bemud form in the 
hands tif dt'seoiiilants. He was a constant corresixindent of 
Jolm W. Walker, and his letters form a part of the papers of 
the latter, now tiie property of the editor. 

68. HARRY TOULMIN. 

Probably the most influential and powerful figure in Ala- 
bama during the Territurial period was Harry Toulmin 
^ J7*iG-1824), who was (lie Judge of the Superior Court for the 
District of Uashingtuu from 1S(I4 to 1819, compiler of the 
Mississippi tiluttifeti, 1807, a member of the first Constitu- 
tional Convention of Alabama, 1819, and the compiler of the 
Alabama Dtycst, 1823. The papers of Judge Toulmin, if they 
could be discijvered, would prove of extreme interest and im- 
portance to a knowledge of this period. James Magoffin says 
to Mr. Pickett, Aug. 2, 1847: 

"The pajjers of Judge Toulmin would also be found inter- 
esting he being in the habit of keeping statistical, geological, 
as also other notes and Journals of interesting facts relating 
to the country and carrying on almost daily a laborious cor- 
respondence with literary and scientific gentlemen of the 
States and in England & copies ( rough ) of which he has often 
exhibited to me and read to me." 

On application to the family for the use of the papers, Gen. 
Theophilus L. Toulmin, Aug. 24, 1847, wrote Mr. Pickett: 
"I have shown your last letter to my mother, after reading 
which, she informed me, that my Brother, Captain H. Toul- 
min, (who is n(»w at W. City, but will return in a few weeks) 
had selected many of my fathers old papers & put them safely 
away, & that among them, she was inclined to think, I would 
find some, that you desire to have the use off. I now write, 
to inform you, that as soon as ray brother arrives at home, I 
will comply with your wishes, as far as it may be in my power 
to do so." 

So far as is known the promised assistance was never ren- 
dered ; and vain search has been made among the numerous 
Toulmin descendants for the papers mentioned. The editor 
has cnllected from various sources copies of about fifty letters 
from Mr. Toulmin. 



69. GEORGE MICHAEL TROUP. 



Governor George M. Troup (1780-185fi), apart from the 
interest attaching to the fact that he was born at Mcintosh's 
Bluff, in what is now Alabama, was the chief executive of 
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Georgia, 1S23-1827, duriug an eventful period in the history 
of botli tiiut State and of Altibauui. Lie it was also who in 
ISiO deleated for re-elettiou to the U. S. Senate, W. W. Bibb, 
who soon afterward became Governor of Alabama Terri- 
tory. The present loeaiion of his public and private papers 
has not been ascertained. Llis biographer, the late Judge Ed- 
ward J. iiardeu, bad access tu a large body of material in the 
preparation of his Life uf Troup [iSa'J; 8vo. pp. 5«iG, xxii). 
In this work are set out in ej-teniso a number of originals and 
e.vtract8. The papers collecied by Mr. Ilardea were returned 
to the owners after being used, except iu the case of Dr. \Vm. 
C. Daniell. About ime hundred letters wliicli he eontributed 
consisting of letters from Gov. Troup tu him from 1825 to 185(!, 
are now iu the po.ssessitm of Judge ilarden's son, William 
llardeu, Secretary of the Ueorgia Historical Society. One 
Would susijeet the entire loss of Gov. Troup's papers from the 
following e-vtract of a letter to Uol. A. J. Pickett, Nov. 5, 1852, 
in Uarden's Life, viz : 

''I have uniformly said to those who have appealed to me 
for facts connec ted with the history of persons and things in 
past time, and particularly such as relate to myself and 
family, that 1 have not a scrap of paper in the form of a 
record, memorial or authentic manuscript, that has been pre- 
served for the purpose, or, indeed, any whatever, to my 
knowledge, spared by time, or by those yet more active de- 

poyers, rats and mice.""" 

70. MICHAEL TITOMET. 

The first State CJe(»logist was Michael Tuomey (1S05-1857.) 
Iu 1S50 he published his First liitnnidi Report on the Qeology 
of Alabama. In ISOS his second Report ap[>eared, arranged 
and edited l)y J. W. Mallet. Oouceruing Mr. Tuomey'a 
papers Dr. Jlallet, now of the University of Virginia, says: 

"All the papers used iu my editorial work on the 2nd Geo- 
logical Keport of the Alabama Survey by Prof. M. Tuomey 
were placed in a small building not far from that known as 
the 'Lyceum' of the University of .\labania, which Imilding 
also contained the most important lithulogical and jialaeim- 
tological collections of the Survey. It was, with it.n <-ontents, 
destroyed by fire, set by the U. S. cavalry force under Gen.

I aaw it« 
ashes soon after my return from service in the Confederate 
army in 1865. 1 doubt much whether any other papers of 
public interest were left by Prof. Tuomey." 

71. HENRY TUTWILEa. 

Dr. Henry Tutwiler (1807-1884) was one of the most emi- 
nent educators of Alabama. lu 1878 a tornado swept over 
Greene Springs, in Hale County, the seat of his school, and 
destro^'ed practically all of his books and papei-s. He is 
known to have kept journals during his long and busy life, 
but they seem to have disappeared. Some few of his letters, 
which survive, are in the hands of his daughter, Miss Julia 
Tutwiler, and of Col. T. C. McCorvey, his son-in-law. 

72. JOHN WILLIAMS WALKSR. 

John W. Walker (1783-1823) was a lawyer, the President 
of the Constitutional Convention of Alabama, 1819, and one 
of the lirst U. S. Senators from Alabama. Practically all of 
his correspondence and papers are preserved in the hands of 
his descendants. Full copies are in the manuscript collec- 
tions of the editor. 

73. JAMES WHITE. 

Gen. James White was in the Creek War 1813-14, com- 
manding Tennessee troops. It has been ascertained from 
John M. Lea, of Nashville, whose wife was the grand-daughter 
of Mr. White, that all of the General's papers went into the 
hands of his sou Hugh Lawson White, and with the papers of 
the latter are now supposed to be lost. 

74. ROBERT WILLIAMS. 

It is supposed by his descendants that the books and papers 
of Robert Williams (1768-1S3C), third Governor of Missis- 
sippi Territory, have been lost or destroyed, as practically 
none are in their possession. His otScial term covered the 
period from March 1, 1805 to 1800, during which time 
occurred the Burr excitement, arrest, etc. Claiborne's 
Missuifippi deals with Gov. Williams with considerable as- 
perity, far more harshly indeed than was justifiable. The 
"Executive Journals" covering his term are in the Secretary 
of State's office, Jackson. A few oflicial papers are in the 
State Department, Washington. 
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75. JONES MITCHELL WITHERS. 

The military papers, reports, orders, and private papers of 
Oen. J. M. VVitliers (1814-188- ) were stolen, and their recov- 
ery lias never Ijeen effected. Gen. Withers became success- 
ively Brigadier-Oeneral, July 10, 1861, and Major-General, 
April 6, 1862. 

76. STERLING ALEXANDER MARTIN WOOD. 

Such military papers and others as were left by Oen. 8. A. 
M. Wood (1823-18!H ) are in the possession of his son, S. A. 
Wood, of Birmin}j;ham. Gen. Wood became a Brigadier-Gen- 
eral Jan. 7, 1862. 



77. WILLIAM LOWNDES YANCBV. 

The strikinfr figure of William L. Yancey, more than any 
other, brinirs Alabama into the current of broad history. As 
a member of the Secession Convention of Alabama. 1861, it 
is said of him that he "was the master spirit, towering above 
all others, in the boldness of his conceptions, in the energy of 
his meastires, and in the splendid gifts of argumentative 
eloquence." Tlis succes.sor in the Confederate Senate, Hon. 
Robert Jemison, in his parting address to his colleagues in 
the Senate of Alabama, refers to him "as the lamented Yan- 
cey, whose eloquen<'e and perseverance in the cause of South- 
ern rights, contributed more largely than the efforts of any 
other man to bring about our .separation from the Federal 
Union." Mr. Yancey (sou of Benjamin Cudworth Yancey 
and Carolina Bird) was born Aug. 10, 1S14, near the Falls 
of Ogeechee, Warren County, Georgia, His collegiate 
training was receive^l at Williams College in Massachusetts. 
In 1836 he came to Alaliama, and was succe8.sively planter, 
editor, lawyer, member of the (rcneral A.ssembly and Senate 
of Alabama, member of Congress and political leader. Ilis 
was an exceedingly active life, as the results hereinafter 
noted will show. In ISfil he went to England and France as 
Confederate States Commi.ssioner. and in 1862, returned to 
Alabama and took his seat in the Confederate States Senate. 
HiH death occurred July 28, 1863. 

Fortunately for Mr. Yancey and for the cause which he so 
earnestly advocated, a fitting biographer and historian has 
been found in John Witherspoon DuBose. His Life and 
Tiwcn of Ynncetf ( 1802), is not only a biography, b\it a vivid 
and thrilling picture of the times in which he lived and 
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laliored. In its jjreparation lie lias displayed remarkable 
pliilosophir insi^'ht, power of analj'sis, and a rare apprecia- 
tion of liistorical ^nuipinii; and perspective.

CHAPTEK 11. LIBRARIES AJS'D SOCIETIES. 



No better service has been rendered the cause of historical 
work and research than the ell'orts of libraries and societies 
to collect manuscript material. Its acquisition by them 
insures its permanent preservation, and makes it available 
to students, eitlier by publication in full, or in abstract, or by 
u system of card indexes. lu the greater libraries are to be 
found hundreds of manuscript treasures. Stimulated by 
their example the smaller libraries are directing their efforts 
toward the preservation of similar material. Ultimately the 
"literary remains" of all public characters, and the collec- 
tions of spt^'iai students, will drift into general libraries, 
or into the libraries of Societies. 

A liberal scope has been observed in presenting descrip- 
tions of available local material in libraries explored. It 
has been deemed best to include too much rather than too lit- 
tle. In many cases general indications when followed up 
will yield excellent results. It has nut always been possible 
to give full detail. When possible, data has been obtained 
from official sources, in every case from what is believed to 
be an authoritative source. 

The following libraries have been explored, and are found 
to i-ontaiu no Alabama manuscripts, papers, or unpublished 
documents: the Chicago Uistorical Society, the Chicago Uni- 
versity libraries, the Newberry Library, Chicago, the Massa- 
chusetts State Library, Boston, the library of the University 
of Tennessee, Knoxville, the library of Vanderbilt University, 
Nashville, the Tennessee State Library, Nashville, the library 
of the University of the South, Sewanee, and the Valentine 
Museum library, at Richmond, Va. It is not known that 
there are any manuscripts or documents in the Mobile Li- 
brary, the Montgomery Public Librarj', the Birmingham 
High School Library, or in the libraries of the Alabama Poly- 
technic Institute, Southern University, Howard College, 
Florence Normal College, the Alabama Girls' Industrial 
School, or the North Alabama Conference College. 

1. ALABAMA HISTORICAL SOCIETY. 

The principal historical organization in the State is th? 
Alabama Uistorical Society, founded July 8, 1850, in the city 
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of Tuscaloosa. Its constitution was prepared by Dr. Basil 
Manly, the chief promoter iu the formation of the Society.

As declared in tlie Constitution, "The object of the Society 

"s to discover, procure, preserve, and diffuse whatever may 

relate to the natural, civil, literary aud ecclesiastical history 

of the State of Alabama, and of the States in connection with 

ier." 
"The plan of our operations is one of vast magnitude, and 
"the materials to be collected of almost endless variety. No 

^ne department of human research conlines uur system. It 

)venj every subject of the natural history of the State in the 

inimal, vegetable and mineral kingdoms. It spreads its wide 
embrace to receive the record of every important event, either 
past, or now transpiring, in our civil, religious, social and 

^dividual history," etc., etc. (Executive Committee's lie- 
>rt, 1851.) 

The first annual meeting was held July li, 1851, at the 
University of Alabama, aud for about ten years, with more 
or less regularity, these meetings were held chiefly during the 
commencements. On February 5, i85:i, it was incorporated 
by Act of the General Assembly. During the four years of 
the Confederate ^Var all work was suspended, aud many of 
the papers taken away, aud lost or destroyed. It was not 
until 1874, under the inspiration of Dr. Joshua U. Foster, 

I'ho had been the first Secretary, that a revival was effected. 

for some time there was considerable interest, and in this 
period the Alabama Hinluricat Reporter, 187y-18S5, had a 
brief existence. Enthusiasm, however, did not long con- 
tinue, and for several years only a nominal existence was 
maintained. At the annual meeting, June 'M, 1898, there 
was a substantial revival of interest. On December 10, 1898, 
the General Assembly of the State made a small appropria- 
tion of 1250.00 anuually for two years, to assist iu publishing 
the TranHOctiumt of the Society. With the assist^mce, sup- 
plemented by the Society, volumes ii and iii have been 
printed. From a nominal membership in 1807, the rolls now 
number over 375 names. At the annual meeting, June 18, 
1890, the Semicentennial of the formation of the Society was 
celebrated in connection with the usual annual exercises. At 
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this meeting there was a full discussion of work and pros- 
pects of the organization, and the best means uf accomplish- 
ing more gratifying work for the future. The result was 
that, by unanimous vote, the headcpiarters were removed to 
Birmingliani, where they are now located and where the 
collections are stored. The Society is now exchanging publi- 
cations with kindred bodies, and is regularly receiving for 
permanent preservation tlie larger number of newspapers 
published in the State.

2. ALABAMA POLYTECHNIC INSTITUTE.' 
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The Library of The Alabama Polytechnic Institute at 
Auburn, now includes l-i,UOG bound volumes, besides a large 
number of pamphlets and bulletins, whith, though not cata- 
logued and enumerated, are .systematically filed for reference. 
This collection of books ha.s been made almost entirely since 
the destruction of the main college building by tire in 1887, 
and is in many essential respects most excellent. The selec- 
tion has been madi' Avith care by the heads of the ditTerent 
departments of the college; and the books, as a rule, repre- 

nt Jiiost recent and authoritative opinions. Especially in 
he physical .sciences is everything up to date; there is but 
little lumber; and in many lines of srience exceptional oppor- 
tunities are atTordcd for coiuprehen.sive reading. 

The following broad classifications will give an idea of the 

ope of the library: Technical and Scientific sections, 4,179 
olumes; (Jeneral (History, Biography, Philosophy, Travel, 
Classics, Liuguistiest, 7, ()77; Cioverument Publications, 2, 
750. 

(^uite noteworthy are the sections itf Biology, Chemistry, 

griculture, Botany, Pharmacy, Civil, Electrical and Me- 
fhanical Engineering, alul Veterinary Science. In these 
Iiartirular dcpartnuMits, doii)»tless there is no better collec- 
tion of reading matter in the South. 

In the Oeneral Section, History is worthy of special men- 
tion. There are aboiit one thousand historical volumes. 

he material is very com]ilete in American History — particu- 

rly so on the period immediately j)receding the Civil War. 

The departments of Biography, Poetry, Essays, Travel are 

wi full and good. 

There are complete sets of many of the chief literary and 
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scientific periodicals; as, Chemical News, Century, Atlantic, 
Harper's, Forum, etc. 

In the Government sertion the publications of the De- 
partment of Afi^'iculture are entire, and a complete card 
catalogue for them is issued by the Agricultural Department 
at Washington. A nearly t-nniplete set of Annals of Con- 
gress and The Globe affords valuable reference. The 
Books of this s<'pti(>u are cla.ssified on the shelves according 
to sulijet-ts ;ind are of easy access. The marked improvement 
in the Government Catalogues, renders much more avail- 
able the rii'h stores heretofore buried in these publications. 

Sixty-two magazim's of general literature, and ninety-five 
on scientific and technical subjects are received by the Library 
annually. 

There is a good Reference Library of Dictionaries, and of 
Encyclopaedias of Biography, Geography, Arts, Science, 
Literature. 

Every facility is offered readers for access to the books. 
There is a full card-catalogue, both of subjects and authors. 
A printed catahtgue is also issued for the private use of 
students. Poole's Index and The Monthly Cumulative Index 
render the Periodicals of ready use. The Library is, indeed, 
a busy, working laboratory. The number of volumes circu- 
lated during the year IflOU per student averaged twenty-one; 
the total being 7,012. 

The Library is housed in three large well-lighted rooms; 
the central one, the Heading Boom, being furnished and orna- 
mented in an appropriate manner. 

Amiing others, there is a well execiited bust in plaster of 
Senator Justin Morrill of Venriont, the father of the Land 
Grant Colleges of which Auburn is a type. There is also an 
oil portrait of Gen. H. I). Clayton, who was for years a 
prominent member of the Board of Trustees of the College. 

The control of the Library is administered by "The Super- 
intendent of the Lilvrary" (the Professor of English), and 
"The Assistant Librarian*' who is directly in charge. The 
hours for opening arc daily (Sunday excepted), from 9 a. 
m. until 5 p. m. 

3. AMERICAN ANTIQUARIAN SOCIETY. 

The Amerienn Antiquarian Society. Worcester, Mass., es- 
t.Tblisbcd in 1!*12, is rich in Americana, particularly early 
pnblicatinnp, newspaper files, manuscripts, and archaeologi- 
cal specimens. 

Among other things of local interest 
it has the "Alabama Stone," found in Tuscaloosa County in 
1816, with the correspondence of Silas Dinamore in reference 
thereto.

(2) Trumbull Paper.s. The valuable collection of Indian 
linguistics made by Dr. J. Hammond Trumbull, late of Hart- 
ford, Conn., have passed to this Society. While largely used 
already in the prolific writings of Dr. Trumbull, the collection 
is of great value. It contains many vocabularies, etc. Field 
says of his Bent Method of Shtdi/ing the American Ijitnrjuages 
(1871), "Mr. Trnmbull writes upon a subject which he more 
fully comprehends, and can better illustrate, than any other 
scholar — perhaps in the world." No detailed account of 

^these manuscripts has been obtained.

4. AMERICAN BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS FOR FOREIGN 

MISSIONS. 

In the library of the Anieririm Board of Comnu8,sioners for 
Foreif^ii Missious, Bctstnn, are all the original letters, reports, 
etc., addressed to its Secretaries by its missionaries in all its 
MissioTiH from the bpfjinninj? in 1810. These are bound in 
volumes each containiuf; the letter.'s, etc., from each mission 
and nus.sionary l»y itself in periods of ten years or there- 
abouts. The missions in the South, with period covered, are 
as follows, viz: the Cherokee Mission, established at Brai- 
nard, now in Oeorfjia, 1817-1S30; the Choctaw Mission, in 
Mississippi, 1S1S-1,S32; and the Chickasaw Mission, in Missis- 
sippi, estahlishwl by the Presbyterian Synod of South Caro- 
lina and <}enr{?ia, 1821 , and transferred to the American 
Board, 1827, and discontinued 1835.*

These include "The South Carolina Gazette," from the date 
of its establishment, 1732, to 1802, when it suspended; and 
also its successor the "Charlesttm Courier," which is still iu 
exi.stence as the "'News and Courier." It has also many 
other South Carolina jjapers pultlished in the latter part of 
the last and during the first part of this century. 

7. CONFEDERATE MUSEUM.' 

A Confederate Museum, Richmond, Va., for the collection 
and preservation of relics and records of the Confederacy, 
1861-1865, was inaugurated by the Confederate Memorial 
Literary Society, and on Feb. 22, 1896, it was formally 
opened. This date was the anniversary of the inauguration 
of President Jefferson Davis. The house in which the 
muwum is located -was occupiwl by Mr. Davis and family 
during the war. Departments of the Museum are represent- 
ed by the several original ConffnU'rate States, each being pre- 
sided over by a Regent, Vice Regent and Custodian, and Al- 
ternate. 

The Alabama Department, as shown by the Catalogue 
(18U8; 8vo. pp. 123-130), and manustript additions, is unusu- 
ally well filled, and contains one hundred and forty-nine 
items, which represent more than double tlio number of sep- 
arate articles. These embrace a multitude of subjects, as. 
Itnoks, flags, rolls, war papers, photographs, Confederate 
money, orders, personal ornaments, wearing apparel, cavalry 
equipment of all kinds, shot and shell, swords, guns, paint- 
ings, etc. 

It is greatly to be deplored that these things should have 
l»eeu permitted to drift away from the State for the want of 
a suitable place of deposit, or for lack of interest to dire(;t 
them to the museum of the Alabama Historical Society.

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8. CONGRESSIONAL LIBRARY.* 

It will readily occur to all students that the Library of 
Congress affords the best general collection for every char- 
acter of investigation. It is now installed in its magnificent 
new building, and the most approved library methods are in 
operation. On its removal from its old quarters, a "ilanu- 
script Department" was organized for the care of the thou- 
sands of manuscripts and documents which have Iteeu for 
years accumulating in thp library. Dr. Herbert Frieden- 
wald was appointetl Kupcrintendent, a position he now fills 
to the great satisfaction of all students. In the Report of 
the American Historical Association for 18!)8, pp. 37-45 he 
gave a brief summary' of the historical manuscripts in the 
Library, what was being done to preserve them, as well as to 
make them readily accessible to the public, etc. 

Mr. Friedenwald nays : "Access to the manuscripts is 
denied to no one who «Mmes properly accredited, or who is 
known to the Suf)erintcndent of the department. Every 
facility that can be thought of will be placed at the investi- 
gator's disposal."

"The quotations in Pickett's 'Alabama' from Col. Haw- 
kins' 'Sketch of the Creek Country' do not tally with exact- 
nes.s to the manuscript here. The variations are consider- 
able and numerous, there being hardly a sentence that is iden- 
tical in wording. 

The lists of towns and their situations are widely divergent. 
The niauuHcript list is full and explanatory, the derivation of 
the names and descriptirm of each settlement being given. 
The spelling of the Indian names differs quite frequently. 
Of <'ourse the pagination given by Pickett does not fit in any 
case. 

Our manuscript with hut slight variations is identical with 
the 'Sketch of the Creek Country' by Col. Hawkins, printed 
by the Georgia Historical Society, Hodgson, Editor, N. Y. 
1848, the last three pages of which contain, however, a 'State 
of the War Party in September 1813' which is not fonnd in 
the manuscript,"

House, Nashville, Tenu., is said to contain much material 
bearing on the history of this denomination, including its 
annals in Alabama. This comprises printed matter princi- 
pally. Its extent and condition, however, liave not been 
ertalued. It has no manuscripts as to the Church, or its 
nisters in Alabama.

10. CUMBERLAND UNIVERSITY LIBRARY. 

In the Preface to his History of the Cumberland Presby- 
ion Church (1888), Dr. B. W. McDonnold gives a brief 
pscription of the manuscript material placed in his hands 
in the preparation of that work. Among other things, he 
itates that he had access to sixty manuscript autobiographies, 
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eight thousand letters, and a considerable number of diaries. 
Ills culk'etious, after use, were liled in the library of Cum- 
berland University, Lebamiu, Teon. An examination of 
them has been made by Kev. W. P. Bone, the librarian, who 
reports tliree manuscripts, which contain data in reference to 
individuals and to the Cumberland Presbyterian Church In 
Alabama. These are :

11. BUREAU OF ETHNOLOGY. 

The Bureau of Ethnology, Washington, has a splendid 
library of works, both general and special, bearing on its field 
of iuvestigittiou and exploration. It is also the depository 
for the collections of the Anthr«>poiogical Ssociety 
of Washingtou, and of the Woman's Anthropological Society. 
It has also numerous photographs of Creek, Choctaw, Chero- 
kee Indians, etc. 

Linguistic Material. It is, however, in original linguistic 
material that the Bureau is incomparably rich. The follow- 
ing extract from the Fifteenth Annual Report, 1893-U4, p. 
Ixxxii, will serve to show the emphasis placed on this part 
of the work : 

"The languages of the American Indians have received a 
large share of the attention of the Bureau ever since its exist- 
ence. It has been the policy to collect texts and vocabularies 
and material for graumiai-s as rapidly and extensively as pos- 
sible before the disappearance of the primitive languages. 
Only a small f»art of the material so collected has been pub- 
lished; but the vaults of the Bureau are rich in data pertain- 
ing to the languages of many tribes representing most of the 
linguistic stocks of the American Indians. Perhaps on no 
other Continent is the linguistic diversity of the primitive 
people wider than in Northern America, and the dialectic 
variability i.s eminently striking. The aboriginal languages 
of this continent accordingly give an admirable opportunity 
for the study of the facts and causes of linguistic develop- 
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ment; and from the begiuuiug it was deemed important to 
collect the largest jtossilile hiuiy of material for examiuution 
and diseiission iu its bearing ou the general suhject. Carry- 
ing out the general policy, only subordinate attention has 
been given to pulilication, and publication has been made 
only in cases iu which the material seemed especially typical 
or exceptionally complete. Thus, while the aitiuuut of lin- 
guistic material published is not voluminous, the manu- 
scripts constantly accessible for study are abundant — richer, 
it is believed, than any other body of linguistic records of a 
primitive people." 

A Vataloyue of the Linguistic manuscripts then on hand 
and which had largely been collected under the direction of 
the S^mithsoniau Institution prior to the creation of the Bu- 
reau, was prepared by James IMIling, and printed in the First 
Annual Report, lS7D-8(), pp. 553-577. 

Such material as is on tile in relation to the Indians former- 
ly residing in the limits of what is now Alabama is noted in 
Mr. Pilliug's Bibtioyrupliics of the Muskhogean, and of the 
Irotiuoiau languages, published as "Bulletins" of the Bureau. 
Since the publication of the.sc Bulletins, however, much new 
material bearing on this field has been added. 

Cherokee Manuscripts. As indicating the strength of the 
collection, as well as to illustrate the importance of local ex- 
ploration an account of a part uf James Jluouey's Cherokee 
investigations is introduced from the Tvntk Annual Report, 
1888-89, p. xvi : "The most important results of Mr. Mooney's 
investigations were the discovery of a large nuniber of manu- 
scripts containing the varied formulas of the tribe, written 
in Cherokee characters by tlie shanmus for their own secret 
use, and zealously guarded from the knowledge of all but the 
initiate<l. The existence of such manuscripts had been ascer- 
tained during a visit in 1887, and several of them had been 
prticured. This discovery of genuine aboriginal material, 
written in an Indian language by shauuius for their own use, 
is believed to be uuit[ye in the history of aboriginal investi- 
gation, and was only made possible thnmgh the invention of 
the Cherokee syllabary by Sequoia in 1S21. Every etfort was 
made by Mr. Mi>oney to obtain all the existing nuinuscripts, 
with the result of securing all of the material which was in 
the jMisse.ssion of the tribe. The whole number of formulas 
obtained is al>out six hundred. They consist of prayers and 
sacred songs, explanations of ceremonies, directions for medi- 
cal treatment, and underlying theories. They relate to 
medicine, love, war, hunting, fishing, self-protection, witch- 
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craft, agriculture, the ball play, and other similar subjects, 
thus forming a complete exposition of an aboriginal religion 
aa set forth by its priests in their own language."

12. THE FILSON CLUB. 

The collections of The Filson Club, Louisville, Ky., the 
leading Historical organization of Kentucky, are understood 
to be in the possession of Col. lieuben T. Durrett, its Presi- 
dent. No specitic description is at hand, but the summary 
of Theodore Ivoosevelt, Esq., in his Winniny of the Went, vol. 
i, will be found under the sketch of Col, Durrett's library, 
infra' 

13. GEORGETOWN UNIVERSiTT. 

The library of Georgetown University, Washington, D. C, 
is in possession of the books, papers, etc., left by John Daw- 
son Gilmary Shea (1824-18914). These are known as the 
"Shea Collection." The printed books of the collection con- 
sist of works on (1) Indians, (2) Catholic Diocesan Kecords, 
(3) Catholic Keviews and Periodicals, and (4) United States 
Local Histories. 

The manuscripts are not numerous, and comprise gener- 
ally, transcripts from the Spanish Archives at Alcala de 
Uenares, and from the Ecclesiastical Archives at Home. 
There are also a number of Indian (West and South West) 
Vocabularies. There are also several maps of interest No 
catalogue of the collection has been published. These ma- 
terials were all drawn upon by Dr. Shea in his valuable his- 
torical works. 

Dr. Shea was an eminent student. Of him Dr. George E. 
Ellis said: "He devoted his life and pen to researches and 
historical compositions largely relating to French explora- 
tions and the labors of Roman Catholic missionaries on this 
Continent. His published works are numerous; and his 
fidelity and painstaking in securing accuracy and thorough- 
ness in the wide field of his investigations placed him at the 
head of those esteemed by the church for zeal in her honor 
and service."'

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14. THE GEORGIA HISTORICAL SOCIETY. 

The Georgia Historical Society, Savannah, organized in 
1837. and incorporated 1839, has enjoj-ed a greater degree of 
continuous activity, than any other Southern Historical So- 
ciety, excepting those of Virginia and Maryland. It has 
amassed a library of over 23,000 vohmies; and has a great 
number of rare old documents and manuscripts. These were 
used by Bishop W. B. Stevens in the preparation of his His- 
tun/ of (icori/ia (2 vols.; 1847 and 1859), in the preface to 
which work he gives a brief description.' 
Hawkins' Manuscripts. 

Of these, the oues of value to Alabama history are the 
Hawkins' Manusfrijtt.'^, insisting of ten volumes, which sur- 
vived the destnution of his house by tire. A list of these is 
taken from the nianiisiript JItnutes of the Society, prepared 
by W. B. Hodgson, nud submitted Feb. 12, 1848:' 

"These JfSS. now in the possession of the Society are ten 
in number. In a brief synopsis the contents of these volumes 
may be presented. 

No. 1, A Topographical sketch of the Creek Country in the 
years 1798 and 1799. 

No8. 2 and 3 are copies of the fitregoing. 

No. 4. Journal of occurrences at Kort Wilkinson iu 1802, 
and official correspondence with the Secretary of War. Re- 
lations of the Spanish autlmrities at St. Marks and Pensa- 
cola with the Indian trilies and the United States. 

No. 5. Journal of proceedings at the Council of Took-au- 
batchee. Commissioners on the part of the United States, 
Col. Hawkins, General Meriwether, and others, from the 
State of Georgia. On the ]tart of the Creek Indians Hopoie 
Micco and other Chief.'*. The designs of Forbes and Wilkin- 
Hun in obtaining grants of land alluded to. 

No. 6. Official correspondence with the Hon. J. McHetiry, 
ftpcretary of A>'ar. Talks to the Creeks, Chickasaws and 
Cherokees on the subject of running lines according to trea- 
ties between them and the United States. Boundary line of 
Bllieott from the St. Mary's to the Flint River, establishing 
the Northern Spanish line.

Con- 
tains field notes. Meeting at Fort Fidius on Oconee." 

These hnoks during the present year ( IflOO) have been care- 
fully examined l>y .Tanu'S Monney, of the U. 8. Bureau of Eth- 
ncd'jgy, and extracts liave been made by him of all matter 
pertinent tn the hi.stnry of the Cherokees. For use here, he 
has prepared a brief account of the uiore important items of 
the coller-tiiin : 

"Tliey are numbered consecutively on the outside, but are 
generally witliont title, paging or index and only jMirtially 
filled, so that nr> close estimate can be made of their contents. 
The haudwriting is generally good and in good preservation, 
and all but two appear to have been written by Hawkins him- 
self. 

"The first of these two is a duplicate of the 'Sketch of the 
Creek Country' ftf Hawkins, indorsed 'Copied by General 
John Floyd from the Journal of Colonel Hawkins, during 
the Creek war in 1S13 and 14,' and the same volume is indors- 
ed inside the cover, 'To the Ceorgia Historical Society from 
Charles U. Floyd of Camden County, Georgia, Sept. 30th, 
1839.' This is probably tbe date of the presentation of the 
MSS. to the soeiety. which was organized in 1837. In this 
duplicate the names are badly copie<l and changed, so as 
sornctintes to distort the meaning. It contains also an appen- 
di.x list of fri<'nd!y Creek and Seminole towns in the Creek 
war, 'wrilten by Charles Kinaldo Floyd in the Creek nation, 
at Fort Mitchell, ChatalHHichee Kiver, during the war of 1813 
and 14." Being only an incon-ect copy, this volume, except- 
ing the appendix town list, has no value of its own. 

"The other volume not written by Hawkins is indorsed in- 
side the cover, 'R. Thomas his book, begun Nov. 28th, 1796,' 
and consists of letters and diary written at Cussitas (sic) in 
the Creek nation, by Richard Thnma.s, apparently a trader's 
clerk. It has a piquant flavor, and is of interest as showing 
the difTerent liglits in which the scholarly Senator and the 
uneducated trader regarded the same people. 

"Of those written by Hawkins himself the volume of first 
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importance is probaMj his 'Journal,' begun in 1796 on start- 
inji for his appointwl field of duty and continued for some 
time after his arrival among the Creeks. It is the largest of 
all the vohinies in matter, and relates almost entirely to Ala- 
bama things. The tirst entry is: 'Snntli Carolina, 19th Nov., 
]~'.H\ — This day arrived at Hopewell on the Keowee, the seat 
of Major-Oeneral Andrew Pickens, on my way to the Creeks, 
as jirincipal temporary awnt for Indian affairs south of the 
Ohio.' It contains nearly all the matter embodied in his 
'Sketch of the Creek Country,' together with several spt'eehes 
in the Creek language, and he says mncl) of his jairpose to 
study tlie language in order to communicate directly with 
liis Indians. 

"Ne.\t in importance, is the 'Sketch of the Creek Country 
in the years 1798 and 1799,' which has already been pub- 
l!sh«Hl by the Society, being, according to the statement of 
the librarian, the only one of the MS8. yet piddished. 

"The other Hawkins volumes contain records of \ariou8 
treaty conferences, a botiinic list, personal memoranda, etc., 
nearly to the time of his death.* 

Oalphi.n Manuscbifts. 

A small volume of ''Accounts" kept Ity George Galphin, the 
Indian trader, at his store near Silver Blutf, at the pteriod 
just prior to the Hevolution, is in the possession of the 8(R'ie- 
ty, presented by Col. (icorgtf U. Black, late of Sylvania, Ga. 
The volume named above doubtless contains interesting refer- 
ences to the Creek Indians. 

Yazoo Fbauo Papers. 

In the collection is also a number of original papers in re- 
lation to the Yazoo land speculations.

15. GEORGIA STATE LIBRARY. 

The chief value of the Georgia State Library, Atlanta, to ' 
historical students lies in the excellent and comparatively 
full collection ()f early State histories, pamphlets, laws, etc., 
known an "The Mary D<'Ri'uno Historical Collection." These 
came by bequest from Everard DeKenne in 1894. It 
embraces among other things, the transcript procured 
by the father of Mr. DeRenne from the original record in 
England of the Colonial Acts of Georgia, 17o."» to 1774, and 
ten printed copies *»f this manuscript. There are also eleven 
copies of the Journal of the Board of Trustees for establish- 
ing the colony of Georgia, etc., etc. A catalogue of the col- 
lection is given in the i'oniniunication from John Milledge, 
librarian, to the Governor (1894, pp. 20). On the receipt of 
the donation, an historical room was set aside in the library 
fur its reception, and in wliirh were placed also all other his- 
torical books in the library. 

16. HARVARD COLLEGE LIBRARY." 

The wonderful collection of manuscripts — originals and 
copies — made l>y Jnred Sjjarks during a long and honorable 
career, are tlie property of the library of Uarvard University, 
Cambridge. In 1889, Justin Winsor published a Calendar] 
of Hif .Manuscripts, as No. 22 of the Bibliographical Contri- 
hutioiis of Harvard University. This work forms an excel- 
lent key to tlie general contents of the collection. It contains 
a large number of papers of first imjiortance to the student of j 
Alabama history. No list has been obtained, and reference is | 
made to the Fiulletin, Miiprn, for detail. 

The library has also an unusually fine collection of maps, ^ 
numbering over 12,000 slieets, and over 700 bound volumes. 
To thf)se have been added the collection of maps made by ] 
Francis Parkman."

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17. HOWARD MEMORIAL LIBRARY." 

An institution of value to the wliole South, and particu- 
larly to Alal)anni and Louisiana, is the Howard Memorial 
Library at New Orleans. It is exclusively for reference, and 
its domed reading room, with alcoves, containing almost 40,- 
000 volumes, in full view, is n delif^htful resort for students. 
It is on Howard Avenue at Lee Circle and communicates by 
several car lines with Canal Street and the hotels. The 
building is French Renaia.sance dpsifjned hv Uichardson, and 
while from without appearinj; rather low for its len<jth, with- 
in it is spacious and impressive. Silence reipns and one can 
study without interruptions, with encyclopedias, card cata- 
logues and other nece8.sarie8 at hand, and obliging assistants 
awaiting a chance to get any book that is wanted. A sketch 
would be incomplete, however, that did not mention by name 
the librarian of this and the Fisk Free and Public Library, 
Mr. William Beer. 

Frequent trips to the East, to England and the Continent 
keep him in touch with the world of books and authors here 
and abroad. ITe knr>w.<» the value of old Imnk stores, and if 
the Howard by chance has no copy of Callot's maps, or some- 
thing else, the chances are that he knows who has, and a note 
♦o Mr. Cusachs, or some other collector, will show yon the 
treasure and make you a rharming acquaintance besides. It 
is not often the Howard has not the book, however, but if so 
he is sure to take the name and try and buy it if at all of gen- 
eral valup. For Miss Annie T. Howard, the founder, not only 
established the library in 1SS9. but provided an endowment 
fund by which it is supported and .steadily improved as time 
goes on. What the librarian knows he is glad to tell and 
what he does not, he is equally glad to put you in the way 
of finding out. 

For South Alabama the Howard is peculiarly valuable. It 
mflkes a specialty of Old Louisiana, of which Mobile was the 
ennital and practically the foundation — and probably no- 
where else in one place can be seen .so much that concerns us. 
Mnnv of the French pioneers came from Canada, and much 
of the work of the French librarians and societies of that do- 
minion can be found here. To one unused to the subiect. by 
the wav. the amount of this Canadian literature, mainlv in 
Fr«»nch. is marvelous. .Ml the standard books are on the 
flhelves, from Oayarrt^, Martin and Parkman down to Winsor 
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and King, and all tbat numerous list of Louisiana local 
works, so nni<|ui' and delifjhtful — and often so tioivc in the 
idea that tlie liisturj of Louisiana be}j;ius and ends in Now 
Orleans or tl)erealM»uts! Hare B. F. French is here complete 
in his famous Ilisturical Collertion, Margry of course, Shea, 
Rossu, Ad:iir, Monetto, besides Charlevoix and the fathers in 
the original SI^anish times also receive attention, both f(»r the 
epoch of exphiration before and after DeSoto, and for that 
of Spanish rule after the Peace of Paris, and the transfer to 
the U. S. is marked by tlie vniunies of Wilkinson, Clark and 
others. Tlie valuable papers of historical .societies are here 
collected and government piibii cat ions, including State 
Papers and the inevitable "Uebeliion" Kecords.

The bibliography of Louisiana, which is in preparation by 
the librarian, will be of especial usefulness in bringing out the 
value of the historical collections in the library. 

Unique in interest and value is the collection of maps of 
America, and particularly of those showing the gradual in- 
crease of knowledge of the Gulf of Mexico and delta of the 
Mississippi. These were obtained all over Europe, and Dutch, 
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German, French and English imprints abnunil. The equal of 
this can hardly be found south of the government collections 
at Washington. 

A visit to tile Howard Memorial Library will he a pleasure 
to any lover of literature, while for historical students of our 
section of the country it is almost a necessity.

Louisiana llistor'cai Society, New Orleans, revived in 
the last decade, has been aroused to enviable activity in the 
work of collecting the materials for the history of the State 
from the earliest e.vpbirations. It is fortunately made the 
custodian of all historical material now tlie projierty of tlie 
State, excepting the usual jjuldished works retained in the 
State Library. The collections of the Society are kept at 
Tiiiaue Universitv, owing to an ab.sence of suitable quarters 
elsewhere. It numbers on its rolls the principal students and 
antiquarians of the State, all of whitm appear to have joined 
fon-es to make the Society an institution nf great usefulness 
and influence.

"It is made up of detailed abstracts of reports, 
letters, and papers passing between Bienville and other offi- 
cials and the French government.""

in others a short abstract, and in some cases complete copies. 

These are documents not contained in his published volnmes."

The Society is also the custodian of 109 boxes of miA^el* 
laneous official papers, ranging over the period, 1756-1806, 
and consisting of notarial acts and deeds, judicial papers, 
will.s, marriage contraets, etc. They are as yet uncatalogued, 
and only partial indications of their contents have been pub- 
lished." 

Historical Socnmr Exhibit. 

In order to stimulate interest and to bring together 
material, etc. for comparison, the Society arranged a Histori- 
cal Exhiliit, which was opened Feb. 20, 1900, at the Fisk Free 
and Public Library. It embraced 5,000 items, many of them

of exceeding rarity, and of absorbing interest. It included 
jiortraits, manuscripts and published material, the discovery 
of which will be useful in the annals of xVlabama. The ex- 
tent of the exhibit jirecludes particular notice, and reference 
IH made to the Catulaf/ue ( lUDU; 8vo. pp. IS) for deUiils. 

Mr. P. J. Uamiltou, who has examined the collections at 
New Orleans, says: 

"One would suppose, that, as New Orleans t^oes almost as 
far back as Mobile and was the seat of Govenmieut louger, 
there would be much manuscript historical material 
tliere that would be of value for the Mobile district. 
But this is not so. It is true there are four manu- 
script volumes made by Margry himself and by 
Pierre Magne for tlie State of Louisiana, at the insti- 
gation it is said of Charles Gayarr*^, the eminent historian of 
Louisiana, who was at one time its Secretary of State. These 
ImmiIvs, and many, if noj all, of the old French records disap- 
peared during (ieneral Butler's occupation of New Orleans, 
like a great many other things. In sume way these four 
volumes, but not the ollicial records found their way back 
and are now [deiw)site<l] at the Tulane University Library 
in the custody of tlie Louisiana llistorica! Society. These 
bimks are only abstracts of the papers existing at tluit time 
in Paris, but seen) t<t coiUain the gist of the documents. They 
are invaluable and shmild by all means be published. Many 
of the papers digested have now been lost and in case of their 
destruction by fire much injury would be done the cause of 
history. Some of the documents are given in Margry's pub- 
lication above mentioned, but many of them are not. The 
volume by M. Magne is especially valuable as giving letters 
fr«>m Bienville and other French offloTs, priests and inhabit- 
ants, throwing much light upon the life of the settlers." 

20. LOUISIANA STATE LIBRAKY. 



The State Library of Louisiana, which is located in the old 
building of Tulane University, New Orleans, has a limited 
number of manuscripts." 

Among these, which may contain a few items of interest 
in regard to early Alabama affairs generally, are the "Execu- 
tive CorresjKindence, ISO-'vOJi," of (tovernor W. C. C. Clai- 
borne; some French "Manuscripts;" and a volume of the I^and 
Snrveys of West Feliciana, dating from 1797.

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Lost Manuscbipts, 

lu tho past, the State of Louisiaua has been the possessor 
of some valuable collections of manuscripts. These were 
obtained from various sources, but were of primary value as 
oriffinal material. Charles Oayarn?, in a letter to Hon. Ran- 
dall L. (iibsou, Jan. 13, IJSSO, {^ives an interesting account of 
three such collections, which came into the custody of the 
State. 

"Governor Mouton, when in office, bought, upon my recom- 
meudation, for the huiii of ^1,000, from Mr. Magne, one of the 
proprietors aud editors of the New Orleans Bee, a valuable 
manuscript vcjlume of documents which that gentleman had 
obtained permission to copy from the French archives at 
Paris. 

"Mr. Edmund Forstall, now dead, one of our public-spirited 
citizens, having sojourned some time in France, examined or 
caused to be examined the archives of that country in rela- 
tion to liiT fttrmer cobmy of Louisiana, and on his return pre- 
sented tu the State an important collection of materials for 
the use of her future historians. 

"Hon. John I'erkins, who was for several years one of the 
representatives of the St;ite in Congress, also enriched the 
archives of Louisiana with two large manuscript volumes 
handsomely bound and treating of our former colonial rela- 
tions with France." 

It was through Mr. (layarr^'s influence that the Legisla- 
ture of L(»uiM!ana appropriated f2,000, with which a mass of 
copies of ducuments was made from the Archives of Spain." 

Unfortunjitely these and other ducuments and papers "were 
destri>yed at Katon Kouge, or carried awa}', when that capital 
of the State was taken by the Feileral troops in our late civil 
war."" Only a few have been recovei'ed.

21. MASSACHUSETTS HISTORICAL SOCIETY. 

It is stated iu Lane ami Bolton's Notes on Spcciul Vollec- 
tioiiK in Atiifrican Lihniricn, \y. II, that the library of the Mass- 
ai-husetts llisturical titiciety, B(t.stuu, "eimtaius probably the 
largest mass of histt>rieal AISS. possessed by an}' similar 
Anierif-an society, ginng bacli to tlie earliest periitds (if Ameri- 
can history." The library was begun in 1791, and covers 
American history in general. It contains two valuable col- 
lections of local interest, viz: si.\ volumes of Spanish Manu- 
scripts, and the I'apers of Francis Parkman. Dr. Samuel 
A. (ireen has assisted in presenting a catalogue of these col- 
lections.

"Mr. Ben: Perley Poore was appointed by the Governor in 
May, 1S45, to copy such docoments in the Fi*eneh Archives, 
as bore upon the early history of Mas-sachusetts, and his re-^ 
port of l>ec.

Mississijipi history owes more to John Francis Hamtranck 
Claiborne (180!)-1S84) than to any other one individual."

Clailxjrne was a juiirualist of much ikhvlt; and served in 
Congress from 1S35 t«» 183S. By inheritance from his own 
and his wife's family, he came into possession of many "time 
worn papers and doiumeuts." Couieiviug the idea of pre- 
paring a "History of the Soutliwest," he secured the private 
paper.s of many of tiie puhlie men uf the State. The niauu- 
seript of this work was lost by the sinking of a steamer on 
the Mississippi Uiver, and the venture was never again 
ifsumed." He then, after many delays from "the 
vicisjiiliides of war and the demands of every day 
life," in 1880 issued volume i of his Misninnippi, as 
a PrumnvK, Territory and State. While in an ad- 
vanced state of preparation, volume ii was destroyt-d by 
tire. Mr. ClailMiruc tlieu donated his entire eollection of 
manuscripts, pamphlets and newspaja-rs to the State of Mis- 
sissippi, and on March S, ISSli, the Legislature passed an act 
placing them in the custody of the State University, at Ox- 
ford" A nmnuscript ('it fa toy uc of the collectittn has been 
prepared and is kept in the St^ite Library, at Jackson. There 
is no more important single cidlection to the student of Ala- 
bama history outside <jf the State, and the VatuUtyue is here- 
with presented.

It is also owner of the valuable collection of "Knox Manu- 
scripts," comprisinjr the papers of (Sen. Henry Knox, which 
were received by iloimtion in 1S73. 

"Tliey relate to a jireat number of .subjects, treated in a 
familiar corresponileuce by a larj{e number of distinguished 
persons, covering the most interesting and imiK)rtant period 
in the hi.story of the Unite<l States." The collection has 
been superlily amiugcd in fifty-five massive folio volumes, 
green turkey morocco binding. The number of letters and 
documents in the collection is eleven thousand four hundred 
and sixty-four, of which a careful index has been made. Gen. 
Knox was Secretary of War and of the Navy, 178fl-17!>4. In 
tli<' colJL'ctiou has been found two items of much interest, viz: 
".Minutes taken fr<uu Gen. McGillivray resiwcting the 
Creeks;" and "Alexander JIcGillivray's Oath of Allegiance 
to the Ignited States," dated at New York, Aug. 14. 1790.

25. NEW ORLEANS CATHEDRAL ARCHIVES. 

The records of the Catholic Church, at New Orleans, dat- 
ing from 1721, are probably of much value for the history of 
the French period. James S. Zacharie has an excellent ac- 
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count of them in the Publiratiinis of the Lonisiana Historical 
Soi'ioty, vol. ii, imri 3, Feb. I'JOO, wbirli is here reproduced. 

"lu a glooiiiv little room, witii au old-fasliioned irou-harred 
window on St. Anthony's alley, in New Orleans, and adjoin- 
ing the Uoman Catholic Calhrdral. is located the 'Bureau 
des Aivliives' of the (dd parish iliureh of St. Louis, now the 
cathedral of the artlHliiHe.se of New Orleans. 

''The first chiircli l>uildin«i erected in L«uiisiana was on the 
site of the present cathedral, and for many ^ears it was the 
only regular constituted pari-sh in the colony, hence all the 
ecclesiastic acts were entered on its records, and tlius form a 
part of the early history of Louisiana. Around Hie cathe- 
dral, or the old jKn'oiliiai cliurcli of St. Ixiuis, cluster many 
historical events, and in its recttrds are the hirths, marriages 
and burials of nii>st of tlie important personages of our 
Statj', whos«; names are not only historical, hut familiar in 
our own homes. 

"The.se calliedral archives consist of about lOO book.s, and 
are under tbe care of the obligiuj.' 'archivist,' Mr. Philip 
Xleunier. Some are bound in tin- old-fashioned vellum, oth- 
ers in well-worn leatber or in faded pasteboard, while the 
handwriting is clear, and nearly all these old books are in a 
j^ood state of pres<>rvation. These records are kept first in 
French, and tlien in Spanish, then again in French, and 
finally English appears at intervals, thus showing the transi- 
tion of the .sovereignty of the country and forming an almost 
complete record from 1721 to tbe present day. They com- 
prise bixiks recnrdirig the marriages, bai)tisms, burials, ex- 
penses of the cbnrch. 

"The burials always state if the deceased died fortified with 
the sacraments of th<' lioly church, and if not, the reason is 
piven. In some books abjurations of heresy are minutely re- 
corded, and tlie special bere.sy is not<'d with precisenes.s. The 
baptisms de<-lare always the legitimacy of the ba])tized, with 
the full names, hour of birth and residence of the parents and 
full Rpon.Hors, and often the names of tlie grandimrents. 
AlK)uf thirty books record the baptisms of persons of cidor 
and slaves, giving the names of their owners and sb<»wing 
how well the priests looked after the sjilvation <tf these indi- 
viduals, but tbe bo(dvS of marriages are not so numerous, and 
one record book of colored marriages commences about 1767 
and was used down to 1,'<34 . 

"The Phurcli of St. Louis was twice destroyed, once by a

27. NEW YORK PUBLIC LIBRARY. 

In 1895 a consolidation of the Astor, the Lenox and the 
Tilden libraries was effet-ted under the name of The New 
York Public Library, Astor, Lenox and Tilden Foundations. 
The new biiildin^; for tlie library, wliicli is now in process uf 
fonstruction, is locatwl on the foruier site of the reservoir on 
Fifth Avenue, l)etween Fortieth and Forty-second Streets. 
On June 30, 1900, the total number (tf vtdumes on the shelves 
and available for use was 498,377, and of paiuphlets about 
144,800. The collection is remarkably full iu almost every 
particular. 

Particulars of its manuscript collections generally are 
presented patitiim in the Bulletins of the Liiirarv, Jan. 1897- 
Oct. 1900, v<d8. i-iv. 

The Bpanish manuscriitts, the Cliahners Papers, and the 
Hancrf>ft Manuscripts in tlie Lenox branch of the library are 
of siM'cinI interest to Southern students. The f(dlowing 
description of the two former is taken from Lane and Bolton's 
Hotea on Special Colkctiona in American Libraries (1892) : 
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Spaj«I8U Manuscbifts. 

"SpaniBh manuscripts relating to America: about 200 vols. 
Aiiiouij these are original autograjiii letters of Diego Colum- 
bus, the son of the discoveier, Francisco lioldan, Bobadilla, 
Juan de Trasierra, Nicolas de Ovaudo, and others, mostly 
written iu America between the years 1500 and 1512; the 
original uiauiiscrti)ts of ('astaneda's 'Kelaclon de la Jornada 
de Cibola,' of Muiioz's 'liistoria del Nuevo Mundo,' and of 
otlier important docunieut.s, transcripts of historical works, 
partly unpublished, by Las Casas, Oviedo, Duran, 8ahaguu, 
Tezozumuc, Zurita, Yxtlylxochitl, L'ohiiubus, Cortez, and 
others; papers relating to California, Te.vas, New Mexico, 
Mexico, and Yucatan, Central and South America, the Pa- 
cific, etc. The greater part of this collection was formed by 
Don Ant(»nio de Uguina, of Madrid. It comprises almost 
everything of any interest that was collected by his friend 
Munoz for the 'liistoria del Nuevo Mundo,' of which onlj' the 
firHt volume was published. Uguina was also the intimate 
friend of Navarrete, and furnished him with many of the ma- 
terials for his 'Coleccion de Viages de los Espanoles.' After 
his death the manuscri[)ts were purchased l»y M. Ternaux 
CuiHiian.s, of I'ari.s, who translated and published s<mie of 
tlieni, and made some important additions to the collection. 
They jiassed next into the hands of Mr. O. Kich, who added 
several manuscripts, from the Kingsboroiigh collection, and 
sold the entire lot to Mr. Lenox.

Tbe Director, Dr. J. 8. Billings supplies the following 
notes with reference to the Manuscript collections left by 
George Bruucroft, the historian : 

"With rej;ard to the present condition, extent, and acces- 
sibility of tile Hraiuruft MSH, I have to say tluit they consist 
of several hundred volumes at the Lenox Building, the 
greater jiart of wliicli are Uoiiud. They consist <»f original 
papers relating to tJie hist(^^y of America, especially in the 
Colonial and Revolutionary periods, and of a large uuniher of 
transcripts made for Mr. Bancroft from European archives. 
Stale arcliives, and various collections of private individuals 
relating in the main to the same period as the original papers, 
but covering a greater extent in time. There is no special 
collection among them relating to the early history of the 
'old Southwest,' or the present (iulf region. Incidentally, 
however, there must lie material of value for this purpose 
among the transcripts rchitiiig tu tlie t'aroliuas, tleorgia, aud 
the Floridas in the Brancroft collection aud in the Chalmers 
jMipcrs. A chronological index will enable tine to refer to the 
material relating to any given period. The MSS, are acces- 
sible for reference to any serious student. IVrniission to 
make transcripts to any extent, however, must be obtained 
from the Board of Trustees. I regret to say that there is no 
printed description of the Bancroft Collection as a whole.''

"He died on July 3l8t, 1899, at Atlantic 
City, only a few weeks after he had presented to the Univer- 
sity of Pennslyvania his magnificent library, a collection un- 
equaU'd, jK'rhap.s unapproached, of rare and valuable itooks 
and papers relating to the work of his life. In making this 
splendid gift he al.s<» [troniised his own personal service in 
completing the catalogue and supervi.sing the arrangement 
tjf the Citllection. Thi8 pledge was never to be fulfilled, but 
the University has determined to commemorate his work by 
the establishment of a special chair of American Archaeology 
which shall bear his name."" 



31. ST. AUGUSTINE INSTITUTE OF SCIENCE AND HISTORICAL , 

SOCIETY. 

The St. Augustine Institute of Science and Historical So- 
ciety is a newly funned organization, which promises to do 
substantial work in early Florida history. Its president, 
Dr. DeWitt Webb makes the following statements in refer- 
ence to its plans : 

"We have a valuable collection of old maps and are doing 
what we can in the way of further investigation. The So- 
ciety has not many unpublished Manuscripts. One of the 
members of the S<i<iety f .Miss A. AI.

"In replv to the second question, regarding original por- 
traits, or likenesses, or relics of the great Indian tribes occu-

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pying the Gulf region, we have printed, in the Smithsonian 
Report, for 1S85, part 2, a fnll aerount of the Catlin collec- 
tion; the original portraits are for the Muskhogean and 
Cherokee people of the South. 

"With regnrd to the anhaeologv of that region, Mr. Owen 
should have a copy of No. 421 *Index to Papers on Anthro- 
pology'.' Til this will he found references to Mr. Cunning- 
ham, on the 'Shell Heaps on Mobile River;' Dr. Joseph Jones 
'Antiquities of Tennessee;' Col. Charles C. Jones, 'Aboriginal 
Structures in deorgia ;' Caines, 'Shell Heaps on the Mobile 
River;' and other pajiers of great interest. 

"Sfr. Owen should also be informed of the explorations in 
Florida by Mr. Clarence B. Moore of Philadelphia, and by 
Frank Hamilton Cusliing, of the Bureau of American Eth- 
nology. Do not fail to call Mr. Owen's attention to Mr. W. 
H. Holmes' paper on 'Carib Influence in the Southern States.' 
Reference to this same subject will be found in my paper on 
'The Antiquities of Porto Rico and the Ouesde Collection 
trmn Ouadeloupe.' This will form a starting point for some 
very interesting studies. The families of Col. Jones in 
Augusta and Dr. Jones in New Orleans are still in possession 
of enormous collections made by these two gentlemen." 

35. SOUTHERN HISTORICAL SOCIETY. 

All official reports, documents, etc., in the collections of the 
Southern Historical Society, Richmond, have been copied, 
and have appeared, or will appear, in the Official War Rec- 
ords, issued by the general Government. All other matter 
which has come into possession of the Society pertaining to 
Alabama troops, etc., during the War, 1861-1805, have cur- 
rently appeared in its publications. The Pnpcm of the So- 
ciety which have now reached 26 volumes form a superb 
library of valuable hist(»rical material. The Society was 

organizefl , 1873, and its headquarters located in 

New f)rlean8. In 187 — the headquarters were removed to 
Richmond. 



36. SUPREME COURT LIBRARY. 



The library of the State, and the Supreme Court library 
form one collection, which is in charge of the marshal of the 
Court, as librarian. — Code, 1896, vol. i. Sections 3845-3855. 
It is located in the capitol at Montgomerv. It may be of 
interest to note that the present excellent librarv owes \tn 
origin to the consolidation of the small collection of miscel- 
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laneons books of the old State library, with the collection of 
law books made by the old Library Society. One of the in- 
teresting treasures in the keeping of the librarian is a small 
folio volume, entitled : 

"Minutes of the Library Society of the Bench and Bar of 
the Supreme Court of Alabama." 

It contains the Jriniitcs from the meeting of the organiza- 
tion. Jan. 19, 1828 to Jan. 20, 1838, also the roll, constitution, 
by-laws, and accounts to 184fi. On the roll is found the 
names of many of the most distinguished men of those times.

^Tiile the collection of legal works is large and constantly 
increa.sing, to the student the nio.st important sets of books 
in the library- are the Actii or f^rsftion Inirs of the Oeneral 
Ai«»embly. and the JntirtinJ/t of the House of Representatives 
and of the Senate of Alabama. The latter comprises the 
only approximately complete set known to be in existence.

Throngh the indefatigable efforts of the present efficient 
librarian, Junius yi. IMggs, an almost complete collection of 
likenesses of the Oovernors, and of the Chief Justices of the 
Supreme Court of the State, has been gathered together. 
They constitute one of the most attractive features of the 
Capitol.

37. TENNESSEE HISTORICAL SOCIETY. 

Tlie Hi.storiral Society of Tennessee wa.s organized in 1849, 
sn.'»pi'ndi'il energies in 1861, and was reorganized in 1874. In 
1875 it was chartered as the '"Tennessee Historical Society," 
and it has since maintained an active existence. 

In the Society rooms in the Watkins Building, on Church 
Street, Nashville, are gathered many articles of historic 
value, rare liist(*rical hooka long since out of print, bearing 
on American and Tennessee History, from the earliest set- 
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tlement of Kentucky and Tennessee, also many works of 
great value relatin» to other States and Territories. Of 
pamphlets and hound newspapers there are many of local 
and national interest. 

The collection of nianiiscripts is of great historical import- 
ance, covering from ITTfi to tlie present time, mucli of which 
has never heen piibli.shed. The Aiiicrifan Historical Mtuja- 
2ine, publi.shed at Nashville, is now printing.for the first time, 
some of these interesting papers. Dr. J. (l. M. Ramsey had 
ready for pnhlication a second volume of his Annals of Ten- 
nessee, but his manuscripts along with mucli otlier historical 
matter, was hurned during the war between (be States. 
Much of his data was obtained from the archives of the So- 
ciety. Fortunately many of tlie original manuscrijjts re- 
main in the collection. 

Rare and valuable collections of (be Monnd-Builders' art 
are to be found here; two of the largest stone images yet dis- 
covered; rare specimens of pottery in manv forms; tlints 
ranging from the ceremonials to the lance liead; discoidal 
ston«'S, stone axes, celts, and the largest bin{'e head yet lo- 
cated. .Many beautiful pipes are in the collection. All of 
these are from the stone graves of the Cumberland Valley. 
The relics of tlie early .settlers are numerous, ranging from 
the old flint lock rifles, which did such good service in the 
early Indian wars and at King's Mountain, to those which 
were used in the Mexican war. Swortls worn by great sol- 
diers from this State, from John Sevier to the late war, in 
fact a history of these cases would be the military history of 
the State for over a hundred years. The walls of the Society 
rooms are adorned with oil paintings of the great men of 
the State, Jackson, Polk, Johnson, and the Oovernors of the 
State, eminent Jurist.s, schobirs. Divines, artists, doctors, 
pioneers and .soldiers, tiuiking one of the finest collections of 
distinguished men and women to be found in any society col- 
lection. 

There are very many rare things in the pioneer collection 
of curios; iron cups used before china found its way to this 
BOttlement, stone bullet moulds, and moulds u.sed for making 
pewter spoons, continental money, state and confederate 
ni(jney, "silver cut money," and copper coin. Maps of the 
State at a very early date, maps showing sites of towns long 
inre nbandone<l, or which have been re-christened. Early 

rveys of lands in the state showing how the titles were ob- 
tained from the Indians, and the lands given to the soldiers 
of the Revolutionary War for military service, are also 
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among the articles of interest. Among the rare cnrios m*fT 
be mentioned an Egyptian mummy. The archives of the So- 
ciety are made easy of access to the members of the Society 
by a card catalogue recently compiled by the Ckirresponding 
Secretary, R. T. Qiiarlea, who has supplied the foregoing 
facts. This Society is maintained by its members, and is in 
no way connected with the State.

The State Library of Texas, Austin, contains a number of 
manu.'scrrpts, wliicli are described by Judge C. W. Raines in 
his BibUotjraplui of Te.Fa^ (189(5), p. 247. These are not yet 
classified, but it in bi-lieved they contain some nmterial of 
interest in elucidating the history of the old Southwest. 
They are as follows : 

"More than 5000 MSS., turned over by the Department 
of State in 1878. Consisting of the Archives of Nacogdoches, 
and those of Rexar and La Bahia in part. Begin about 1740, 
and continue in Spanish up to 1835. In the eighteenth cen- 
tury mostly instructions from viceroys, reports of the Viai- 
tadors on the state of the country, and papers relating spe- 
cially to the missions and presidios. Also many pajters on 
the events of the Mexican Revolution, and later on, the col- 
onization of Texas under Mexican authority, together with 
many interesting letters from Stephen F. Austin.

WTiile nothing can be stated as to their direct connection, 
or bearing, on the Alabama field, except in a general way on 
the Colonial jwriod of the Gulf States' liistory, it is still 
pri>j)er to note tliat "The Archives of Bexar" in 1899 came 
permanently iutc» the possession of the University of Texas 
at Austin. Until that time they were in the oSice of the 
County Ck'rk, at San Antonio, Hexar County. These com- 
prise the oflicial papers of the Department of Bexar, which 
covered during its existence nearly all of the present State 
of Texas. The collection is estimated to embrace between 
tlirce and four hundred thousand pages, and covers generally 
the period from 1734 to 1835." 

40. UNITED DAUGHTERS OF THE CONFEDERACY. 

CUADLE OF TBE Co.NFEOCBACr CRAfTXB. 

. In a tall book case in the Governor's office are deposited 
the relics collected by the Cradle of the Confederacy Chap- 
ter, U. 1>. C, of Montgomery. It is not extensive, but con- 
tains a number of uuique and interesting items. The book 
case is one which belonged to Gov. Thomas H. Watts during 
the War. 

Sophie Bibb Cbafteb. 

The collections formed by the Sophie Bibb Chapter, Mont- 
gomery, arc im cxhihiliou iu the rotunda of the capitot. These 
consist of four huge wall cases, in which are preserved 
valuable and cherished memorials, comprising flags, swords, 
guns, pistols, canes, bullets, belLs, canteens, flowers, books, 
pieces of money, pictures, uniforms, etc. Over the top of 
each case on a silver plate are the words: "Sophie Bibb 
Chapter U. L>. C. May 11, 18U6." Near by, on the tluor, are 
some large cannon balls.

Alabama, Tuscalou.sa, can be be«t understood from the de- 
scription in tlie Vatuloyuc for ISUD-liJOU. 

"The Library contains 15,0(Jl( bound volumes, aud a large 
number of useful aud valnalde paiuphlets. The boolvs, by 
means of a card catalogue, are ea.>*ily accessible to the stu- 
dents. !!»everal huudred carefully selected vuluities are jmr- 
chased each year, lu this way, the I^ibrary is kept, as far as 
possible, abreast of the literature of the day. 

"The University has been designated as a depository of the 
publications of the Federal Government. Such publicatious 
have been withdrawn from the general Library and jtlaced in 
a separate room provide<l for the pnr|)os(?. They are 
arranged and numbered according to the government check 
list, and are therefore ai-cessible for consultation t>r reference. 
The Document lioum now contains about 1((,0U(* volumes, in- 
cluding nearly a complete list of the publicationH issued 
since tlie close of the \\'ar between tlu' States. It is hoped 
that tliis valuable collection will be increased through pri- 
vate contributions. The Document Hoom is supplied with 
the leading Scientific Journals and serves as a Scieutirtc 
iieading Koom. 

"In addition to the general collections aliove referred to, 
each school is supplied with reference books, periodicals, and 
charts relating to its work. Souie of these Departmental Li- 
braries are extensive and valuable, and it is the purptjse of 
the Trustees to add to them as rapidly as the means at their 
disposal will admit."

The War Department Library, Washington, contains prob- 
ably the largest collection of military literature available for 
Htiideuts in the United States, and through wise direction its 
value is being increased.

44. WISCONSIN HISTORICAL SOCIETY. 

In the several hundred volumes of bound manuscripts in 
the library of the Wist.ousin Hisrtorical Society, Madison, 
Wis., will be found a number containing Alabama material. 
One volume in the collection is designated as "Alabama," 
while there are several for other of the Southern States. 

A perfunctory examination only has been made with refer- 
ence to details, but it is kmnvn that it couUiins the "Stiggins 
Manuscript," a History of the Creek Indians, by George Stig- 
gins, hitherto supposed to be lost. A careful examination of 
the collection must be made in order to determine just what 
special and pertinent material is to be found there. Later 
it is hoped to secure a Lomplete calendar.

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PRIVATE C0LLECT0U8 AUD 
STUDENTS. 



The number of special students of the general history of 1 
Stiite has been cumpiiratively suiall. The piouei'i-s were A. 
1{. ileek and A. J. Pickett. These were followed by William 
(Jarrett, Wiltiaui K. Smith, aud a number of others who have 
devoted themselves to the restricted fields of church, local 
Indian, or political history. In the majority of ciises stu"- 
deuts aud writers have been concerned only with the execu- 
tion of a }4iveu historical task, aud have not been in any 
Beuse "collectors." Hence they have nuide no considerable 
eollectious of books, manuscripts, relics, or manuscript notes, 
and the few things ibey have brouj^ht toj^ether have usually 
beeu scattered or destroyed as rubbish alter use. The result 
is deplorable. The State has now no conspicuous collection 
made at a time when, with proper attention, it could have 
beeu done with facility. 

The accounts presented below are not as complete as desir- 
able, altlumgh an ellort was made to secure greater fullness. 
Notwithstanding extensive incjuir}- was instituted, nothing 
has been a.scertaiiied concerning the colleclious aud papers, 
if any, of A. 11. Chappell, Esq., of Georgia, John Hardy, of 
Selma, Itev. Uosea Uolconibe, of Jefferson County, Hugh Me- 
Call of (.Jeorgia, Dr. John W. Monette, of Natchez, George 
Powell, of lilouul County, Samuel Townes, of Marion, and 
14ev. George l'\ White, of Georgia. 

A few collections are described which embrace the local 
field, although not made by Alabama students. 

1. W. L. ANDREWS. 

Mr. W. h. Andrews is a local student of Southeast Ala- 
bama, residing at Ozark. His labors in this field are de- 
scribed by him in a communication to the editor. It is 
hoped his work will soon be completed. He writes: 

"In 1S85 I set out to write a history of this county [Dale], 
and since then have gatliered complete information of its his- 
tory from De Soto's landing at Tampa Bay, 1539. Of course 
nothing much of importance attaches to this section prior to 

(882) 
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the territorial period of the State, except the settlement be- 
tween foreign powers of the questions of jurisdiction, and 
linally the settlement uf disputes which placed this section 
under the jurisdiction of Georgia. Up to tiiis time, however, 
the facts art' all of public record. Since tliat time none of 
its history has l>eeu published in buuk form. While mj work 
has been directed more (:>speciall.v towards getting out a his- 
tory of Dale County, that could not be dune without involving 
the history of Henry, (ieneva, Coffee, Pike and Barbour, be- 
cause the first three, together with l>ale were organized in 
18:il as "Uenry County." 

l>ast summer [1899] I traveled all over these counties by 
private conveyance to gather such autheutic iuformation as 
1 might tind in the hands of the people. Of this I found 
much in the form of letters, documents, various records, aud 
stateineuts of persons whtj either took part in the events, or 
whose parents liad. In this way I secured a complete list of 
all the county otticers from 1824, the organization of the 
militia and its ln»t(yry, the first settlements, customs of the 
peoplf, uuiterial development. Church aud temperance his- 
tory, Indian war, Indian Mas-sacres, with names of persons 
and particulars of their barbarities, capture of Indians, 
their disijosal, Jackson's march through the county, where 
he crossed the streaiiis, first settler, and settlers, first house 
and houses, first mill, wlio raised firt cotton: War period, 
— Invasion by the enemy, battk>s with them, people murdered 
by deserters, killing of Lieut. Speurs, aud the whole detail — 
Days of reconstruction and their Jiorroi-s. Rise of the I'opu- 
lites, especially with refereure to the fight of 1892 — subse- 
quent history to date. IJurning of court hou.ses, fights over 
county seats, {juestions affecting tlie early settlers on the 
subject. And much more." 

2. MATTHEW POWERS BLUB. 

The antiquarian and historian of Montgomery was M. P. 
Blue, who has left a valuable Ulxtortj of the city, as well as 
a sketch of its Vhurchts. In the Montgomery Adccrtixcr, 
July 12, 1854, he has an advertisement in which it is stated 
that he has in preparation "Historical Sketches and Statis- 
tics of Alabama," and asks for the co-operation of the public. 
In his History of Pickens ('ounty, Nelson F. Smith refers to 
circulars received from Mr. Blue on the subject, and sets out 
his inquiries in full. He suiijjlied him with data as to Pick- 
ens County. How far Mr. Blue advanced with bis work is 
not known. 
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3. WILUS BREWEJR. 

The collection made by Willis Brewer in the preparation 
of his Alubiiina; her hintory, resources, tear record, and pub- 
lic men (1872) is still in his jmssession. This is doubtless 
large, althoujirh no particulars are at hand. Mr. Brewer has 
the very valuable file of the Democrat, Cahaba, 1S3S-40, edited 
by William L. Yancey. A full list of his published writings 
will be found in Owen's Bibliography of Alabama, pp. 841- 
847. 

4. MISS A. M. BROOKS. 

Miss A. M. Brooks, of St. Augustine, Fla., has made ex- 
tensive researches in the Spanish side of the history of Flori- 
da, 1520 to 1808. She has copied and translated many 
ancient Spanish documents, which it is hoped will be pub- 
lished soon. 



6. WILLIAM GARROTT BROWN. 

William Garrott Brown, an Alabamian, who is now resi- 
dent at Cambridf^e, Mass., is the archivist of Harvard Uni- 
versity. He is the author of a School History of Alabama 
(1900). He has undertaken no special collection of Ala- 
bama books or manuscripts. 

6. ANDREW EUGENE CAFFEE. 

Probably the largest and most valuable private library of 
general and miscellaneous literature in ^Uabama is the prop- 
erty of A. E. Caffee, now of Birmingham. In the ancient 
classics, philosophy, science, fiction, poetry, religious works, 
and European history it is remarkably complete. It con- 
tains scores of works not elsewhere found in the State. It 
has also a large number of encyclopedias and other reference 
books. In American and Alabama history it embraces many 
rare and unusual items. Its very fullness precludes the jmis- 
sibility of presenting its character in other than the most 
general terms. 

7. FRANCIS G. CAFFEY. 

In addition to a general library of Alabamana, Francis G. 
CafTey, of Montgomery, has made a special collection of 
works bearing on the reconstruction period of the State. This 
collection is made up of manuscripts, notes of interviews, 
etc., as well as of printed books. Mr. Caffey is an intelligent 
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and enthusiastic student, and has collected notes on other 
subjects w ith a view to elaboration into monographs. 

8. JOHN M. CALDWELL. 

Jolin M. Caldwell, Esq., of Anniston, Ala., has formed a 
collection of autof^raphs, the basis of which is the accumu- 
lation of private papers, cnrrcspoudi'm-e, etc., of bis father, 
Jolin H. Caldwell, Esq., of Jacksonville. These cnmpri.se 
letters from distinguished men in all parts of the United 
States prior and subseqiient to the War between the States. 

9. RICHARD L. CAMPBELL. 

The hi.storical work of Richard L. Campbell, late a prac- 
ticing laAvver at the Peiisacola bar, did not extend beyond the 
preparation of hi.s valuable work, Historical Sketches of 
Colonial Florida (18!>2). A short while after its publica- 
tion, he wrote the editor of this Report that he had made no 
local Florida collection, and that he had gathered only the 
material for this partiiular .study. lie has since died, and 
in response to an inquiry, his daughter, Mrs. E. C. Smith of 
Pensacola, says that he left no papers or collections which 
are of historical interest. 

10. THOMAS HARVEY CLARK. 

Thomas II. Clark is a student of Alabama history, who 
has evinced a lively interest in its proiuotioti. His published 
work appears in Xortlicrn Aliihiuna Illiistnitol (1888), and 
in the Meuiorial Record of AUihuma (ISM). It is not 
known that he has made any manuscriiit collections. lie is 
now in the Library of Congress, as Su|ierintendent of the 
Law Library, Washington, D. C. 

11. JAMES M. CLEVELAND. 

In the fifties, James M. Cleveland, of Huntsville, appears 
from <'ontemi)orarv references and extracts in the uews- 
pajx'rs of the period, to have been engaged in the prepara- 
tion of an Alabama Uegi.ster, and also a work on the Gover- 
nors of the States of the Union. Why they were never pub- 
ll^ied, or what became of his manuscripts, has not been as- 
certained. 

12. THOMAS P. CLINTON. 

The antiquities and history of Tuscaloosa County is being 
explored by Thomas P. Clinton, a student of the city of Tus- 
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caloosa. He has notes of interviews with a number of old 

InhaliitantH, jiIso cxfracts fmiu records, letters, etc., besides 
a larfje uumher of printed work.s of local interest. He has 
in preparation a map of the county, to accompany his work 
when imlilished. He has a number of specimens of Indian 
pottery, hatchets, arrowheads, and bones washed up by the 
Warrior river. He has also some relics from old "Black 
Warrior Town" burned during the Creek War. 

13. JABEZ LAMAR MONROE CURRY. 

One of the most prolific writers of the State, and one who 
has liad a distinguished career, is Dr. J. L. M. Curry, (1825-) 
now resident in Washin^^ton, 1). C, as the Ajjjent of the Pea- 
body and Slater Funds. His literary activity covers a wide 
raiijre of thought and study, including valuable papers on 
pliilautliropy, education, dipbunacy, the race problem, agri- 
culture, constitutional, reviiluti<mary and local history, 
finance, etc. Its chief and special value, however, consists 
in tlie more than one hundred large bound volumes of pam- 
phlets. This collection rejtresents tlie accumulation of an ac- 
tive public life, bc-^'inning prior to 1S50, with many extremely 
rare items dating from the early years of the century. There 
is probably uu other collection of as much variety in selec- 
tion, or of as much value, in the bands i>f a Southern student. 
Heferencc is made to Owen's Hihlioi/ruiihi/ of Ahtbama, where 
specific mention is made of the very large number of titles 
examined by the compiler in the library of Dr. Curry. 

U. GASPARD CUSACHS.' 

At New Orleans (lasjjard Cusachs has an invaluable col- 
lection of ancient material in the quaint basement of his 
residence in (he French (|uarter. It is largely confine<i to 
Louisiana, but much .sidu light is thrown on our part of the 
country. Amongst other things is a Journal Hintorique 
dated April oth, 1722, by Sieur Bouqu^. It relates to the 
time when liiloxi had ju*!t succeeded .Mobile as the French 
capital, bnt looks Ijackward t(» Mol)ili' and also forward to 
New Orleans, which soon in its turn succeeded Biloxl, Mr. 
Cu.sachs is an indefatigable antiquarian and has many books, 
letters, seals, and souvenirs of French and Spanish oflicials 
and citizens of Mirhile and New Orleans. His collection 
should be explored and cataloguwl.

15. JOEL CAMPBELL DuBOSE. 

Among the students wbose work promises niuuh for the 
State is Prof. Joel C. DuBose, of Biriniugham. lie is re- 
cently the author of a series of *'8kotfhes of Alaliania His- 
tory." Its plan is uni(iue, ami present.s the principal facts of 
the State's annals in a graphic way, which must doTnueh to- 
ward popularizing the work. Prof. DuHose has in view other 
important historical publications. He has collected a num- 
ber of interesting documents; and has .several manuscript 
note books representing his studies in Alabama history. 

16. JOHN WITHERSPOON DuBOSE. 

The collections, notes, and letters made by John W. Du- 
Bose in the preparation of his nuisterly Life and Times of 
William Loirtidcs Ytnirci/ (1H!I2), are in his po.ssession. 
Among the.se are lengthy communications from (Jov. Thomas 
II. Watts, (Jen. H. D. Clayton, H. Barnwell IJhett and others. 
Mr. DuBose has been an active .stutlent of Southern history 
for n number of years, and his manuscri|>t gleanings in this 
field are extensive. He has al.so a large accumulation of data, 
notes, letters, interviews, and family pajters, etc., in reference 
to the Cauebrake region of Alabanui, a History of which he 
has in preparation for the Tmnsacfiontf of the Alabama His- 
torical Society. 

17. REUBEN T. DURRETT. 

The leading spirit in historical work in Kentucky is Col. 
Reuben T. Duirett, the founder of the "Filson Club," of 
Louisville, Ky. This organization is the principal historical 
Society of that State. Mr. Durreft's library is unusually 
rich in materials jx^rtaining to tlie West, both published and 
unpublished, but what sjtecial local nmterial, if any, it con- 
tains cannot be stated. No catalogue of the collection has 
ever been made, but Theodore Koosevelt, who used the li- 
brary in his Winiiini) uf (In' ]\'rst (4 vols. » has given in the 
preface to that work a brief description of bis manuscripts:

He has practically 
full sets of the Sabbath School Gem, Nashville; the Zelos- 
ophian Cachet; tlie Ladies Pearl, Na.shville; the Theological 
Medium, Louisville, Lebanon and Nashville; the St. Loais 
Observer; the Cumberland Presbyterian, Nashville; the Alo- 
bavia Cumberland Presbyterian; and the Educational 
Worker. He has also files almost complete of the 
Minutes of the General Assembly of the Cumber- 
land Presbyterian Church, the Alabama Synod, and 
the Alabama. Talladega, Elyton, Springville, and Bir- 
mingham Presbvteries . lie has also a file of the 
Iron Age, 1KS(M,SS7, containing Miss Mary (lordon Dutfee's 
''Sketches of Jones' Valley." Mr. Hall has for twenty years 
been collecting data for the history of the Cumberland Pres- 
byterian Church in Alabama, and his collection is incompar- 
ably ricli in all that hearn upon the subject.

21. GEORGE W. HAMNER. 

Dr. George W. Hamner, a collector of Alabainiiua, and an 
historical student (temporarily resident in Washington, D. 
C. ) has an unosuallv full library of books on the Southern 
Indians, Spani.sh and I-'n-nch Occupation of Loni.siana and 
tlie Floridas, Travels, and Southern local history. He has 
also many special Alabama titles, some newspaper files, with 
a large collection of paiiiplilets. Specific mention of many is 
made in Owen's liihfiDf/raithjf of Ahihama, as having been ex- 
amined by the comi>iIer of that work. 

He has a copy of a Joitrtntl of a Tour through the Creek 
Country, November V.K 1106, to Mai/ 21, 1797, by Benjamin 
Hawkins. Folio, pp. 200. The original of this manuscript 
is in the Georgia Flistoripal Society, Savannah. 

Dr. Hamner in ISIK*, for his degree of Ph.D., submitted to 
the CoUinibiau ITniversity, Washington, a thesis on "Re- 
searches upcm the Government of the Creek Indians," accom- 
panied by a bibliography. This is a valuable monograph. It 
is deposited in the archives of the University; and no plans 
have been arranged f<tr its publication. 

22. SAM'L. WILL JOHN. 

The library of Cul. Sani'l Will John, of Birmingham, con- 
tains more than four thousand books, pamphlets, and manu- 
ficripts. While in its general features it forms almost a com- 
plete working collection, it is particnlarly full in 
works on Constitutional law, history and government, politi- 
cal economy, theology, Jeffersoniana, Confederate history, 
the local history of Alabama and adjacent States. Among 
other rare and important items, the following are worthy of 
spe<-ial note, viz:

To no one does Southern archaeology and hi.«itory owe mot 
than to the late Col. Charlps C. Jones, Jr., whose works in 
these departments of research, gave him a European roputa*

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tion. His history writing was, however, directed primarily to 
Georgia. A valuable bibliography of his pul)lished work will 
be found in the Report of the American Historical Associa- 
tion for 1889, \)\\. 287-203. Uis library and collection was 
unusually full aud complete. It passed on his death to his 
family, and is now in the custody of his son, Cliarles Edge- 
worth Jones, of Augusta, Oa., who is himself a collector, and 
an historical student of ability. Mr. Jones has furnished the 
following notes showing the character of the collection. Al- 
though apiiarentiy i-oufiued to Georgia, it doubtless has 
items, not noted l)y him, bearing on Alabanui, a part of whose 
history is so intimately interwoven with that of tlie former 
State. He writes: 

"We have in our library no papers, letters or documents 
pertaining to i\w pioneers of Western Georgia, or of the ter- 
ritory now embraced within the States of Alabama and Jlis- 
sissippi. Above all, we have no original letters or i)apers 
whatever of Alex. McGilHvray, Benj. Hawkins, (Jeorge (»al- 
phin or James Seagrove. You must remember that my hon- 
ored father's archaeological interest was connected exclu- 
sively with the Aboriginal Indiana who were in possession of 
the soil at the time or anterior to the arrival of <ieneral Ogle- 
thorpe in tile Colony of Georgia. He made no efl'ort to make 
collections along [the] line you suggest, [pioneer and later 
Indian period] and his interest so far as liistory and archae- 
ological matters are concerned took a different direction. 
The chief strength of our Library is found in tlie documents 
and l>ook8 relating to Georgia's development as a Colony, and 
in the Revolution and in hooks relative to the antiquities of 
the Southern Indians, and to a history of their customs pre- 
vious to and soon after the advent of Europeans." 

24. JOHN BUCKNER LITTLE. 

It is understood that John H. Little, of Forest n<mie, has 
in manuscript a History of Marengo County, Alabaiiui. In 
1895, his M<ip of that County was published. Uis Histori/ of 
Butler County, Alabama, appeared in 1885. 

25. ALEXANDER BEAUFORT MEEK. 

The distinction of being the pioneer historical writer in 
Alabama behmgs to Alexander Beaufort Meek (1814-IS05. ) 
He was one of the earliest students of the State Univereity; 
and before his majority , developeil that love for literature 
which was so much to engage him in after years. He was at 
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the same time eminent as a lawyer, as a journalist, and a 
literateur. To the tiouthron, a literary venture established 
in the State, he cuutriliuted in 1839 a number of sketches on 
the history of Ahibanm. These were subsequently collected 
and revised, and with additions, issued as Koniantic Passages 
in HouthioetstcriL Hintori/ (1857). They had previously re- 
ceived the commendation of Bancroft, Irving, Simms, and 
Pickett.' 

Having been the first to explore the subject, it was but 
natural that he sliould contemplate the preparation of a gen- 
eral work uu the history of the State. To this task he set 
himself, and witli access to material almost without limit he 
completed the work from a consideration of the "Aboriginal 
Inhabitants" to the year 1800. The Manuscript of this work, 
as well as the remaiuder of Mr. Meek's unpublished material, 
etc., is now in the custody of Samuel M. Meek, Esq., of Co- 
lumbus, Miss. The latter has prepared a summary as fol- 
lows of the several chapters of the

"These chapters are beautifully written (I mean the band 
writing) evidently for the printers as they are written on half 
sheets of *Fool.s-cap" paper. These are all the chapters, that 
I could find, prcpand — yet there is a large pile of the origi- 
nal manuscripts, written on both sides of the paper, and 
from what 1 could gather, it brings the history up to the close 
of the civil war — war between the States. Judge Meek died 
Nov. 1, 1S65 - and his widow, now [1900] near 82 years old, 
says, that the day before he died, she thinks he was writing 
the closing chapters of the Civil War," 
Unpublished Poems. 

"Besides the historical manuscript, Judge Meek left a large 
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number of poems, in blank books, which if published, would 
make, I think, a volume as large as bis "iSougs and Poems 
of the South,'' published Ijefore his death. Pardon me for 
Baying, that many of them et^ual any of those in the book 
mentioned." 

JUUHNALS, DlABlES AND LETTERS. 

Mr. Meek left some journals, diaries and letters, whieh are 
in the jiossession of liis brother. One of these, a Jvunuil, the 
editor has e.xamined. It is a small quarto, of probably lUO 
to 200 pp., and covers the period from Jan. 1 to July 1, 183-4. 
It is neatly written, aud chronicles many interesting events 
in the early history of Tuscaloosa, then bis home. The others 
liave not been examined.

26. BENJAMIN FRANKLIN MEEK. 

At his death in 1SU9, Dr. B. F. Meek ranked among the 
leading English scholars of the South. Ue was not a writer 
of history, but he took an intelligent interest in tlie encour- 
agement of historical studies, and served as President of the 
Alabama Historical Society, llis special English collection 
of G54 volumes was left by will to the State University, with 
whieh he was so long connected. Dr. Meek left a number of 
unpublished manuscripts, which are in the hands of his wife 
Mrs. Nettie H. Meek, Tuscaloosa. They are as follows :

27. STEPHEN FRANKS MILLER. 

It is greatly to be regretted that the papers and docu- 
ments collected by Major S. F. Miller appear to be lost. It 
is said tliat they were destroyed while stored at Oglethorpe, 
Ga. His descendants report that none are in their pusses- 
sion. Mr. Miller edited the Monitor, at Tuscaloosa, from 
March, 1840 to Oct. 1847. About 1849 he removc-d to Ge<^r- 
gia. He assisted William Garrett in the compilation of his 
Reminiscciues of Public Men in Alabama (1872), and the ac- 
knowledgment iu the preface refers to the "large collection 
of documents and pauiphlets which have been preserved by 
Major Miller in bound volumes, now forming a part of his 
lilirary.'" These constituted in part the "Library of Pamph- 
lets," in fifty volumes, described in his Bench and Bar of 
Georgia, vol. ii, pp. 441-446. 

28. THOMAS McADORY OWEN. 

Since 1890, Thomas M. Owen, of Biiuuingham, has been 
interested in the formation of a collection of Soathem 
Americana, and also of books, papers and documents, relat- 
ing to Alabama, its history, and antiquities. His library 
has increased until it now contains most of the principal his- 
torical and biographical works of all the Southern States, 
with their early compilations of laws. In general historical 
works it contains the American State Papers, 38 vols. ; 
American Archives, 9 vols. ; American State Papers, 12 vols. ; 
Annals of Congress, 42 vols.; Register of Debates, 29 vols.; 
Congressional Globe, 98 vols. ; and the Congressional Record; 
all Reconstruction, Freedman's Bureau, and Secession Docu- 
ments, pulilishetl by the U. S. Government; Alabama Con- 
tested Election Cases, 24 vols.; Public Lands, 8 vols.; Pen- 
sion Records, 4 vols.; Bulletins of the Bureau of Rolls and 
Library, State Department, 9 vols.; Government Indexes, 9 
vols. ; all Government Documents relating to affairs in Ala- 
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ma, several volumes; all Government Documents relating 
to the Southern Indians, several volumes; Canadian Ar- 
chives, 16 vols.; Margry's Decouvertes, etc., 6 vols.; North 
Carolina Colonial Itecords, 10 vols.; the Charleston Year 
Books, 14 vols.; Winsor's Narrative and Critical History of 
America, 8 vols. ; sets of the Reports of the U. !S. Bureau of 
of Ethnologj', the U. 8. Geological (Survey, U. S. Bureau of 
Education, and the Smithsonian Institution; sets of the 
Magazine of American History, Publications of the Southern 
History Association, the \'irgjnia Magazine of History and 
Biography, and the William and Mary College (Quarterly, 
etc., etc., etc. 

The particular strength of his library, however, lies in ita 
practically complete collection of Alalrama books and pam- 
phlets. The former comprise history, biography, poetry, Ac- 
tion and all miscellaneous writings. The pamphlets embrace 
almost full sets of the lieports and papers of the Auditor, 
Treasurer, Superiuteudeut of Education, Adjutant General, 
Bailroad Commissioners, Penitentiary, Attorney-General, 
Board of Health, State Examiner, Agricultural Department, 
and Governor's Messages. Also the catalogues and other 
publications of the University of Alabama, the Alabama 
Polytechnic Institute, Howard College, Southern University, 
St. Joseph's College, and numbers of other schools. Also the 
publications of the Geological Survey, the Insane Asylum, 
the Deaf and Dumb schools, the city of Mobile, the city of 
Montgomery, the Bar Association, the Medical Association, 
the Educational Association, the Bankers* Association, the 
Pharmaceutical Association, the Industrial and Scientific 
Society, and of various improvement and industrial conven- 
tions. Also the Proceedings of the Baptist State Convention 
and the Presbyterian Synods and Presbyteries, Diocesan 
Convention Journals, etc. Also documents relating to the 
Masons, Odd Eellows and Knights of Pj-thias, State Fairs, 
Swamp and Overflowed Lands, and Pardons. Also full sets 
of the Acts of the General Assembly, the House and Senate 
Journals, 1841 to 1900, with sets of all Alabama legislative 
and official documents ever authorized to be collected and 
bound.

29. GEORGE PETRIB. 

Dr. George Petrie, who has the Chair of History at the 
.^Vlabama Polytechnic Institute, Auburn, has inaugurated a 
movement, which prumises to be of great value in his College 
work, and of far-reaching benefit to the institution with 
which he is connected. Tlirough the co-operation of the four 
hundred students of the Institute, who hail from all parts of 
the State, and whose enthusiastic sympathy he has enlisted, 
he is collecting for the use of his Department, all Alabama 
books, pamphlets, newspapers and documents, that can be 
located. Although in operation only a short time, the re- 
sults have excecHled expectations, A number of rare and val- 
uable items have been brought in, and many others will follow 
as the collecting spirit in tiie student is developed. 

In another very significant way, Dr. Petrie is stimulat- 
ing interest in historical work. In his class exercises the 
value of original investigation is emphasized, and in all grad- 
uate work it is required. In this way he has not only devel- 
oped in many of his students the faculty of independent re- 
search, but has also caused the preparation of many chapters 
in the history of the State, the results of which iu finished 
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studies will appear iu the Publications of the Alabama His- 
torical Society and other places. 

While engaged iu the preparation of the very excellent 
sketch of Montgouiery for "Historic Towus iu tlie Southern 
States," he made a siK'cial colJection of btiuks, papers, docu- 
ments, and notes on tiie history of the city. These he has pre- 
served. 

He has a collection of photographs of historic houses, as 
well as various pictures of scenery in the State. 

30. ALBERT JAMES PICKETT. 

While investigation in the history of Alabama had its be- 
ginning with the studies of A. B. Meek iu l!v$i>, it was not 
until ISol lliuL it attained its full uxpressiuu in the work 
of Col. A. J. Pickett, ilis Uistonj of Alaliumti, iu two vol- 
umes, which appeared iu that year, subject to a few correc- 
tions and additions, must ever be regarded as tlie leading au- 
thority on the early history of the territory now included in 
Alabama. I'reparatory to its compilatiun, Air, Pickett spent 
years in collecting the printed works bearing upun the several 
subjects treated, and in securing data from eye witnesses of 
and actors in tlie scenes descrilted. It also involved a liberal 
financial outlay. The value and importance of liis researches 
have been ackuovvledged by leading critics and historians. 

After Mr. Pickett's death, the books comprising his collec- 
tion were disiMised of to various purchasers. Some of them 
were secured for the library of the State University by Dr. 
W. S. Wyman, but the larger part went into hands not now 
known. 

The manuscript collections were divided among the differ- 
ent members of his family, and their full extent cannot be 
satisfactorily stated. 

A large "Scrap Book," strongly hound and neatly kept, 
containing various communications from Mr. Pickett to the 
newspapers and jieriodicals of the day, as well as sundry clip- 
pings of a personal nature, from about 1835 to 1850, has been 
preserved. 

The rough draft (^f a part of his Histort/ of Alabama, in 
several thin (juarto volumes, lias alsit been preserved. 

But the manuscripts of most value which have sun'ived, 
are the two volumes described below. They have been placed 
in the hands of the editor for publication, with notes, in con- 
nection with a Memoir of Mr. Pickett which he has in prepa- 
ration. The first of these volumes possesses the very highest 
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historical value, as it consists almost solely of original ma- 
terial, only a small part of which Air. Pickett was able, 
within the limits of his work, to use. In this Report vtirious 
extracts are intrf)duced from communications to Mr. Pickett, 
to he found in full in these volumes. Their designations, 
taken from the books themselves, are as follows, viz: 

"Interesting Notes uixm the History uf Alabama from 
various reliable and intelligent i)er.sons who were participa- 
tors in the scenes described."

31. BENJAMIN FRANKLIN RILEY. 

Dr. B. F. Riley, Houston, Texas, has for a long time been 
an active student of Alabama history. His work appears in 
the substantial form of a Histori/ of Conecuh County ( 1881), 
Alahaniti as it ix (1887), and a Hintory of the Baptintn of 
Alabama (1895). During recent years, however, his work 
as a teacher, and minister of the Baptist Church have largely 
absorbed his energies. He has no Alabama manuscripts, or 
rare printed books. 

32. EUGENE ALLEN SMITH. 

Dr. Eugene Allen Smith, University, has been at the head 
of the State Geological Survey since its revival by act of 
April 18, 1873. His collections have been made principally 
for the cabinets of the survey. His private library, however, 
is one of the richest in the State, not only in technical, but in 
general works. It numbers ai>proxiiuately 4,000 bound books, 
and 4,000 pamphlets. The books include complete sets of the 
Century Mayunne, Scrihner's Magazine, Nature, the Ameri- 
can Naturalist, f^cienre, the Unirentity Monthly, the Univer- 
sity Journal, Crinison-White, etc. He has also a large col- 
lection of maps. His private cabinet contains many relics 
and antiquities. A list of his numerous writings is embraced 
in Owen's Hiblioyraphy of Alabama, pp. 1154 - 1157. 

33. WILLIAM RUSSEH^L SMITH. 

Judge William Russell Smith (1815-1896) was a writer 
of great versatility, and a lawyer of ability. In 1833 he pub- 
lished Colleyr Musiiii/s, or Tuvys from I'arna^sus, probably 
the first literary production, as such, issued In the State. 
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From that time until liis death, his pen. was never idle. His 
literary work ranges over the fields of poetry, fiction, the 
drama, oratory, journalism, and the law. Practically a full 
list of his publications is in Owen's liiblioyraphy of Alitbama, 
pp. IIHO - llOtt. iMr. Kmitli's library, with the accuuiulations 
of three quarters of a century, is in tlie hands uf his family. 
It has many Alabama titles. From a number of volumes of 
notes, scrap books, etc., the following list of unpublished 
manuscripts is compiled.

After Bishop W. B. Stephens" death, the historical papers 
and manuscripts ctdlected aud used by him in the prepara- 
tion of his Hiiftory of (Jcoryhi, were turned over to the Geor- 
gia Historical Society, where they may now be found. 

35. OLIVER DAT STREET. 

Few students of local history have amassed so large and 
interesting a collection of valuable works as O. D. Street, of 
(luntersville. In Southern Americana, and aboriginal litera- 
ture his collection is especially strong, as well as in local 
pamphlets. His collection of manuscripts possesses much 
local interest, a description of which is given herewith. Each 
number represents a volume, package, or item.

36. ISRAEL K. TEPFT. 

Mr. Israel K. Teff t, who resided at Savannah, Ga., was one 
of the most distiu{i:uished and successful autograph and man- 
uscript collectors in thi.4 country. His collections must have 
been of great value, as acknowledgments for valuable aid are 
made to liim, by many historical students. His entire manu- 
script collection was dispersed by auction sale at New York, 
March 4, and tlie following days, 18(>7. The sale Catalogue 
numbers 2M pages, octavo, aud describes many Southern 
items. 

37. HENRI ViGNAUD. 

Henri Vlgnaud, a local collector of Paris, France, "has 
many valuable documents in his library connected with the 
history of Louisiana."* This means in the wider sense of 
Louisiana in the ISth century. William Beer, Librarian of 
the Howard Memorial Library, New Orleans, who has visited 
his library says that its value however, is mainly for printed 
books and maps. 

88, ANSON WEST. 

The principal materials, both printed and manuscript, col- 
lei-ted by liev. Anson West, IK D., of Decatur, in the prepara- 
tion of his Hifttoijf of Method i.siii in Alabama (1893) are still 
in his hands. These are summarized in the "Preface," pp.

It is hoped that this collec- 
tion will ultimately be placed iu the library of the Alabama 
Historical Wcwiety, as the basis of a special collection on 
Methodist Church history. 

39. E. T. WOOD. 

E. T. Wood was a resident of Mobile, and evidently an en- 
thusiastic local collector. Oe wrote "A Historical Sketch 
from the First Settlement of Mobile, and the adjoining coun- 
try to the present time," which api)earetl in h'ln ^labile Dine- 
tori/ and Jief/ister, 1844. He was of much assistance to Mr. 
Pickett in his work, for which formal acknowledfoneut was 
made. See Owen's edition of Pickett's Alabtima, pp. 48t>, 507 
and 509, notes, for refereme to MSB. in Mr. Wood's hands. 
Nothing has been ascertained rcsp«'cting the life of Mr. Wood, 
or as to the whereabouts of his papers, if in existence. 

40. WILLIAM STOKES WYMAN. 

Dr. W. 8. Wyman, of the University of Alabama, is the 
veteran historical stutleiit, collector, and antiquarian of Ala- 
bama. His personal familiarity with everrthing bearing 
ni)on the history of the State is i)erhaj»a more intimate and 
extensive than that of any (tther person. He has made a 
specialty of early exploration and settlement, and the his- 
tory of the aboriginal and Indian inhabitants of the State. 
He has always been prodigal of his knowle<lge, and to him 
all other Alabama students are indebted for inspiration and 
assistance. For years a finished work by him im State his- 
tory has been expected, and it is hoped that he may yet em- 
body the results of his wide research and ripe scholarship. 

His collection end)races practically all early French, Span- 
ish, and other works, either In originals or translations, bear- 
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i&g on the Southern country and the Indians, and includes a 
number now out of print and exceedingly rare. He has also 
a large number of early printed Alabama books and pam- 
phlets. His numerous note books represent years of careful 
gl'^aning, locally and in Foreign libraries.

GENERAL INTRODUCTION.' 

The two oflicinl repoHitorit's, as is well known, for data in 
ri'f«'rt'nce to "the ret-ords of Alabama troops in all wars in 
which they have partieipatwl," are the War Department, in 
WaRliiiiKtoii, l>. ('., and tlie office of the Adjutant-(}<>neral, at 
Montgonien'. Otln-r (dlitial tecord.s, as well as private papei*s 
of a valuable ciiaracter, are in the hands of survivors or of 
their descendants. Before a coitipilation of the records of 
Alabama .sohlierscan be published a detailed exploration and 
examination of these two repositories must be made, and a 
systematic search mn.'*t in- instituted for the recovery of all 
pertinent material that niay exist in private hands. The 
plan of the Commission, a.** originally projected, was to give 
detailed lists of exiRtin<r Tnaterial in the War T'epartment, 
but owinfj to the peculiar rejjulations of the office this has 
1)een impossible, and before it can ever be done, even for an 
official publication of its records by the State, an Act of Ctra- 
Hress will doubtless be required to open them up, or provide 
for their transcription. In the absence of detail, therefore, a 
general statement only as to the records is jfiven. The records 
and papers in the office of the Arljutant-deneral of Alabama, 
such as survive, are in fair condition. They are so arranged 
as to be easily consulted. Tliey are beiufi constantly hand- 
led, and it is feared that this use will soon destroy them 
unless some etTort is made to preserve them. As their use 
apjK'ars a necessity, it is all the more urjjent that the War 
Records of the State should he pnbli.shed, as recommended by 
the Commission, /oiiira. Owing to the lack of means and for 
want of time, only a limited inquiry has been possible as to 
what exists in private hands. 

The Record and Pensicm Office of the War Department, is 
the custodian of a vast body of data in relation to. the ser-

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vices of troops from Alabama in all wars. This office Wi 
orij^inall.v a "Division" of the Surgeon-General's Office. The 
following brief description has been supplied by Col. F. C. 
Ainsworth, Chief of the Office: 

EARLY WARS. 

"This office has the custody of such military records as are 

in the [(osscsnion of the Wjir Department relating to tlie jwr- 
sonnel of the volunteer fortes in the various wars in which 
the United States has been engaged. The records of this 
class relating to volunteers from Alabama in the Indian wars 
and the war vvitli Mexi«-n consist principally, for the Indian 
wars, of muster rolls of tlie organizations employed, and, for 
the Mexican war, of muster rolls and returns. The muster 
rolls in this office of Alabama volunteers in the Indian ware 
are confined to those of the Seminole or Florida war ( 1835 to 
1842). t!ie Creek War {183(5 to 1837), and the Cherokee war 
(183*J to 1839). 

"It is understood, however, that there are in the office of 
the Auditor for the War Department (an official of the 
Treasury Department) some muster rolls of volunteers from 
Alabama in the Semiiiitle war of 1817 and 1818. 

"There is also on file a cnnsiderable collection of orders, 
correspondence and reports relating to the operations of the 
vcdunteer forces in the various wars, but this collection is by 
no means complete." 

CONFEDERATE WAR RECORDS. 

Col. Ainsworth gives also the following facts concerning 
the Conf<'derate Archives, all of which, that fn)m any rea- 
son, have been brought together in the War Department, ap- 
pear to be now in the Itecord and Pension Offiee. 

"All of the Cimfederate archives in the jwssession of the 
War Department are in the custody of this office. They oc- 
cupy six rooms in the State, War and Navj' Building, some 
of them being packed in boxes and other arearrangetl in file 
c.ises. Owing to the limited space available for tiling these 
records, and because of the necessity for handling them with 
great care, they are only accessible to sjiecially trained em- 
ployees of this Department who are thoroughly infonue*! 
with regard to them and who are held responsible for their 
safe jiresei'vntion. All of the Confederate records that per- 
tain to Tiiilitary affairs and that are of general historieal 
interest have been published in the War Records. 

It is understood that comparatively small collections of 
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Confederate nHin-ds are to he found in the Post Office and 
Treasury DepartmeutH, but the War Department has no 
definite information with regard to them."

lie conditKdis under whu-li iiifimtiation from tJic rcror 
of this iifHiv wilt hi' fiiruislied are set forth iu tlie following 
orders of the War Department, dated February 23, 1897: 

"Tlie muster rolls aud other records of individual officers, 
enlistf«l men ami (^r^allizations, whicli are on tile in the Kee- 
ord Ottifc of this Dc]>artmenf aud which |>ertain to the War 
of the lii'lielliou, tile Mexican War, the various Indian wars, 
the War of 1H12 and the War of the Uev(dution, have become 
8f) dilapidat*'d throufih years of constant handling;, or other 
causes, that it lias heeu found necessary to adopt strin<^ent 
measures for their [ireservation, and to restrict reference to 
them to cases in which such reference is absolutely necessary. 
Many of the most important of those records have been repro- 
duced by the index rc<'ord card system, but the handlinjj of 
these cards, as well as the orij;inal records which they repre- 
sent, by persons not thoroughly instructed in their use and 
not under tlie control of this Department, involves a j^reat 
danger of the hiss, thrniifih mistiliu^f or otherwise, of cards 
or other records which cannot he rejdaced. P''or these rea- 
sons, as well as for others ei|ually co<;ent, the Department is 
compelled to restrict access both to the original records and 
the index-record cards exclusively to persons who are in the 
employ of the Deimrlment and are lawfully subject to its 
control. 

The Department will furnish at any time such information 
relative to any individual otticer or enlisted man as its rec- 
ords afford, and as may be (n-htalhj nvccasanj to enable 
the proper idficials of any State, or any relief association, 
patriotic society or other kindred organization, to pass upon 
nnv ajiplication that may have been made in f;ood faith for 
aid, relief or meiiibcrslii|», and that may |U'opcrly come with- 
in the jurisdiction (»f such ofticials or organization. But re- 
que.sts for infornuition relative to individual officers or en- 
listed men, or for the compilation of statistics or other data 
relative to particular organizations, to be used for historical 
or memorial imrposes or fur jmblication cannot be entertain- 
ed, because the limited clerical force allowed by law is insuffi- 
cient to enable the I)ej)artment to comply with such rcfiuests 
without serious interference with more imiwirtant enrrent 
work. 
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The records of general historical value pertaininp to the 
late war have either lieen published, or soon will he published, 
in the "Official Records of the Union and Confederate Ar- 
mies," so as to render them accessible to nil who may be in- 
terested in them. Should ronjrress provide in future for a 
similar publication of the re«'ords relatinfj espwially to indi- 
vidual officers, enlisted men and organizations of that war 
and prior wars, the historical data which these records con- 
tain will also become available for j;cneral use, but until 
such publication shall have been authorized, or other legis- 
lation ena<'ted, it will be impracticable for the Deiiartnieni 
to furnish compilations or statements from those record« 
for historical, memorial purposes, or for jiublicatiou. 

For the rea-sons set forth above, the following rules have 
been adopted relative to the subject of furnishing stateinents 
or extracts from the records of the personnel of the volun- 
teer armies and other similar records on tile in the Record 
5ind Pension Office of this Department, and are hereby an- 
nounced for the information and guidance of all concerned : 

1. All requests, made by persons other than officials of the 
United Statos, for information from the official n^-onls must, 
to receive favorable consideration, xrt forth the specific pur- 
pose for irhich they are made, and must be suffieienthf in de- 
tail to enable this Department to det ermine for itself how 
much, if any, of the information asked for is necessary for 
the purpose indicated and can properly be furnished. 

2. Any such re«]uest that ma}' be made with a view to de- 
termining merits of an application for State or other aid or 
relief must be made, orer his otcn siffnature, by the State or 
other official who may be authorized by law to decide whether 
such aid err ri'lief shall be furnished; or, in case the decision 
rests with a board, commission or association, the request 
must be made, over his or her otcn signature, by the chief of- 
ficer of the l>oard or other organization which is erapoweretl 
to decide the case. All such requests must, to receive favor- 
able consideration, meet the following requirements: 

( a ) The character of the relief or aid for which appliciltioD 
has been made must be fully and specifically set forth. 

(b) If the application is to be decided under a law of any 
State, that law must be definitely cited. 

(e) If the application is pending before any board or a884V 
ciation, not created by or acting under any law, the source 
from which such board or association derives its auihority to 
act must be stated. 
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(d) If the pending application is that of some person 
other than the one whose record is desired, the relationship 
of the applicant to the person whose record is desired must 
be set forth. 

(e) The full uaine of the person whose record is requested, 
the rank held hv hini, and the designation of the organization 
in which it is claiuied that he served, must invariably be 
stated. 

3. Any request that may be made for the purpose <>f en- 
abling a siK'iety or association to dtH:ide as to the eligibility 
(*r non-eligibility of an applicant for admission thereto must 
be nmde by the chief ntHcer, unr ///.v or Iut inin .sifpmturc. of 
that branch of the society or association in which the applica- 
t'ou is to be voted upon or otherwise decideil, and must meet 
tile following requirements: 

(a) The title or designation, and the location, of the 
branch to which the application for meiiibersbip has been 
made must be given. 

(b) The full uanje and residence of the applicant, and the 
date on which the application was made, must be stated. 

(c) The relatiousliii* of the apjilicant to the person whose 
recoi'd is desired if the application for membership was not 
made by such person himself, must be set forth. 

(d) If the record of any other ])ersoa has been requested 
of, or furnished by, the War Dejtartiiient iu ((mneclion with 
the pending ajqjlicatiou, a statement to that etfect, including 
the name of the person whose record has been requested or 
furnished, must be made. 

(e) The full name and rank of the person whose record is 
desired, and the designiitiou of the company and regiment, if 
any, in which he served, must be invariably stated in all cases 
in which service during the War of the Hebe! lion is claime<l. 

(f) The full name of the jterson whose record is desired, 
and the State from wliirh he enfered service or of vvliieh he 
was resident at tiie time of bis entry into service, must be in- 
variably stated in all cases in which service during the Uevo- 
lution or the War of 1S12 is claimeil. Mis rank and the desig- 
nation of the organization in which he served, if known, 
tthould also be stated. 

(g) Requests for the record of a man whose surname only 
is known, or for information relative to all the men bearing a 
certain luime, will not be entertained. 

4. Hecpiests emanating from a post or other sidtsidiary or- 
ganization of the Grand Army of the Republic must be for- 
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warded through, and must he authenticated by the signature 
of, the Departuient t'ouiniander. Keiuests emauating from 
the subdivisions of other associations founded on military 
service during the War of the Kebellion must be forwardeii 
and authenticated as follows: Union Veterans' Union, 
through department comnmndei-s ; Union Veteran Legion, 
through the National Commander; Sons of Veterans, 
through division <-nmmander8. 

5. T!ie iufurmatiuu that will be furnislied for use in eonnec- 
tion with any application for niciiilicrship in any society or 
association, or for State or other aid or relief, will be strictly 
limited to that wliich is actually necessary to enable a de- 
cision iijwn tlie fMjnding application to be made, and will 
in no case comprise items that may be desired for any other 
purpose, Hucli as to complete the records of a society, to make 
some other and ditl'erent application, or to be used in the 
prosecution of a claim against the United States. 

(i. Concise statements of the military liistories, so far as 
shown by ttie records on tile, of men who served in the Kevo- 
lution or in the War of 1S12, will be furnislied upon the ap- 
plication of descendants of those men, under the following 
conditions: 

(a) The relaticmship of the applicant to each person whose 
record is desired must be stated. 

(b) The full Christian name as well as the surname of 
such person must invariably be given, and the rank which 
he held and the designation of the organization in which he 
served, if tliose are known, must be statfKi. 

(c) The place, or at least the State, from which he entered 
service, or of which he was resident at the time of his entry 
into service, must be designated. 

(d ) If the name of tlie pci'sim whose record is desired is a 
common one, the designation of the organization in which he 
served, or the names of some of the regimental officers under 
whom he served, must be stated. 

(e) Kefjuests for information relative to nil thr men bear- 
ing a certain name will not be eutertainwl, nor will any other 
reciuest involving an unreasonable expenditure of time and 
labor he considered. 

( f ) There will not be furnished to or for any one descend- 
ant the record of service of more than two ancestors in the 
Ilcvolution, or of more than two in the War of 1812. 

7. Each request fm- the record of an oflBeer or enlisted man 
of any war .should be made on a separate sheet of paper, 
should be complete in itself, and should fully meet all the re- 
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quirements of this order. In no case should requests for the 
records of two or more men be combined in one communica- 
tion. 

8. Compilations or statements relative to individual offi- 
cers, enlisted men or organizations will not be furnished, 
from the records on file in the Record and Pension Office, for 
historical, memorial or statistical purposes, or for publica- 
tion, or to complete the records of States, societies or associa- 
tions. 

9. Because of the great danger of the destruction, loss or 
misfiling, through handling by inexperienced persons or 
those not under the control of this Department, of the muster 
rolls and other regimental or company records, index-record 
cards, and all other similar records, which are on file in the 
Record and Pension Office, and which pertain wholly or 
chiefly to the personnel of the armies of the various wars, the 
handling of those records will be restricted exclusively to 
the specially trained employes of that office, and no informa- 
tion will be furnished from them except as hereinbefore pro- 
vided, or as may be otherwise required by law. 



CHAPTER II. ADJUTANT-GENERAL'S OFFICE. 



The A<ljutant-Geueral is Chief of Staff to the Governor, 
who is the commauder-iu-chief of "the active volunteer or- 
ganized military fftires of the State." The former is charged 
with a number (»f duties in the administration of the mili- 
tary department. Among other things he is re<juired to "keep 
a roster of all the officers of the Alabama National (itiard 
and keep on tile in his office all reports made to him.'' In the 
administration of the office the books kept are the following: 

CURRENT RECORDS. 

Letters Received Book. Contains briefs or abstracts of all 
letters received. 

Letter Press Copy Book. Contains impressions of all let- 
ters mailed. 

General Order Book. 

Special Order Book. Consists of impression copies.

Official letters, reports, rosters, etc., are all briefed and 
filed by years. 

The current official records and papers of the office are ap- 
parently in existence from 1871. 

The importance of this office, however, lies in the fact that 
it is made the de{)08itory of the old records of the State in its 
Indian Wars, the Mexican War, the Coufetlerate War, and 
the Spanish American War, which will now be described.

From 1846, to 1848, the correspondence of Oovernors J. L. Martin 
and R. H. Chapman In relation to the Mexican war. comprises letters 
and papers as to raising, organizing and equipment of companies 
tendered to the dovprnor for twelve months' service.

CONFEDERATE WAR RECORDS. 

While there are a uunilier of papers for the war period in 
the offices of the (JovLTUor, Secretary of State, and Auditor, 
(sff tiupnt), tlie Confederate military records preserved by 
the State are in the office of the Adjutant General. These 
were principally gathered through the efforts of ^^'illiam H. 
Fowler, Superintendent of Aruiy liecords for .Vlabama. He 
wus commissiuned to the work Dec. 9, 18U3, and until the 
close uf the war hihurcd steadily to gather data as to Alabama 
troopH in the Coufedeiate service. In a report to Gov. Lewis 
E. I'arHons, Dec. 4, 18ti5, Transactions Alabama Historical 
Swiety, 1897 - 98, vol. ii, p. 187, he thus describes his work, 
and at the same time gives an explanation of the gaps in the 
records which ap])ear below, viz: 

"In the discharge of the duties of that office, I collected a 
large and interesting mass of recoi'ds, comprising returns 
from the greater portion uf the troops in the field from this 
State; being carefully prepared rolls of company, regimental 
anil brigade organizattuus, showing the names and service of 
men and officeis; deaths ami other <'asualties; names, dates 
and rejj(tr{.H of battles; [lersoual incidents worthy to be pre- 
served ; and very complete histories in full of many I'egiments 
and special lontjtauies. And, up(m a plan adopte«l in accord- 
ance witli the directions of the law, I was in a fair way to 
speedily compjet*' the work contemplated. The events, how- 
ever, of Aj)r!l and May, 1805, brought it to an abrupt termina- 
tion in conseijueut confusion ; and much of the material that I 
had accumulated, having been deposited by me in the State 
Cajiitol at Mftntgomery, was lost or misplacetl in the evacua- 
tion of tills city, at the date named. These missing records 
pertain principally to the -Vrmy of Tennessee and the troops 
serving South of Virginia, and I have some hope that they 
may yet be reclaimed. I was at Hichmond at the time named, 
endeavoring to get the records of the Alabamians in the army 
of Northern Virginia; in which effort I succeeded moat hap- 
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pily, and have preserved tbeiu almost entire — only wanting 
the addition of some sn»all organizations which I was 
eHtopp<Hl from obtaining, by the casualties and events of the 
meniorabU' closing stcnes immediately preceiling and at the 
time of the siirrendfr <»f (Ji'ncrai Lee."

In addition to the records and dotuinents preserved in the 
official repositories named, it is evident that there must be 
a lar{;je nuuil)er of papers of importance, and of uiiscelhi- 
neoiis character, in the liauds of survivors, and of their de- 
scendants, or of museums, libraries and other collectors. That 
such is the case will become apparent from a slight examina- 
tion. These papers are necessarily of value, and the annalist 
of .Vlalwrna's part in the war mnst gather them together be- 
fore he can safely make up the history of the great struggle. 
They are scattered, however, in a thousand different hands, 
and with the limited means and time allowed it has been im- 
possilde to attempt even in a tentative way to compile a list 
of the hohlers of such papers and documents.

MOUNDS.' 

Mound investigation in Alabama has heret«jfore been prac- 
tically "limited tu ignorant search for treasure or to the spas- 
modic digging of the seeker after relics." While the repre 
sentatives of the Smitbsimian Institution have reported an 
exauiiuatiini here and there, and its printed lieiiorts contain 
a nuuil»er of references, the onlv svstematic archaeological 
explorations yet made have been the work of Clarence B. 
Jloore. The result of his researches has been embodied in 
a paper on "Certain Aboriginal Hemains of the Alabama 
Itiver," published in the Joiintul of the Academy of Natural 
Sciences of Philadelphia, Vol. xi, pp. 287-384. While further 
exploration is desirable, that it slionld be done by Alabama 
students and tlie objects and speciuiens found retained in 
Alabama reposituries is still more to be desired. To facili- 
tate such etVort the following ti'utative l)ibliography or cata- 
logue of preliistoric objects is prepared, showing as nearly as 
possible the location i)y counties of all known works, etc., in 
the S^tate, witli references to all printed sources of informa- 
tion. The catalogue is simply an enlargement of the lists 
given in CyruS Thomas's Prehistoric Worlcs East of the Rocky 
Mountains (1891), published hy the Bureau of Ethnology.

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CHAPTER II. CHEBOKEE SOUTHERN BOUNDARY. 
Bt O. D. Stmst. or G <.3 r M» nux. 

In attcMpth^ to locate aiici«it lodun boundaries, it ia 
ateeemmrj to bear in mind that prior to the BeTolatioDiuy 
period, and in moet eases for manj jears sobeeqaent thereto, 
no effort was made either bj the Indians themselTS or by 
the whites to settle deSnitely the lines between tbe different 
tribes. UsoallT their a^-tual habitats were far removed from 
each other with vast intervenii^ stretches of unoccupied 
forests or prairies, osed more or less in eonunon as hunting 
grounds. And such »-as peculiarlj the caae with the Chero- 
kee*, Chickasaws and Creeks. When we first learn of these 
trilies, the ChirkaMiws were living in north central Missis- 
sippi in what is now Pontotoc Conntj, the Creeks were about 
two hundre<l miles to their east on the Coo«a and Alabama 
risers, and the Cherokees on the headwaters of the Tennessee 
nearlr two hundred miles to the north of the Creeks. A situ- 
ati<»n like this did not call for accurately defined limits be- 
tween petiples engaged chieflv in hunting, yet in a general 
way each understood what was its own and what its neigh- 
bor's territory, lakes, rivers, bills, valleys, and mouutain 
chains serving to define their limits with sufficient accuracy.' 

The southern boundary of the Cherokees, east of the Coosa, 
has been quite clearly traced, and though often the subject 
of dispute between the Cherokees on the i>ne hand, and the 
Creeks and Gef)rgia on tbe other, may in the light of all the 
evidence now be fairly regarded as the true historical boun- 
dary. Tt began at the most westerly bend of the Santee river 
near the line between Orangeburg and Charleston districts, 
8. C. and ran thence a direct course to the junction of the 
North and South Edisto rivers, thence up the latter stream 
to the source of Shaw's Creek, thence with the ridge in a 
south west wardly direction to tJie mouth of Stevens Creek, a

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tributary of the Savannah, thence up this stream to the 
mouth of Broad Uiver and up Dry Fork of the same to the 
"ButTalo Lii-k," thi-uco in a dirett line to wiiere a tree amrked 
by the Cherokeea formerly stoiMl near the iiead of Shoal 
Creek, atrihutary of the Oconee, and about eiglit miles south- 
CJist of Athens, (Ja., thence in a dire<'t line to the lli^'li Shoals 
of the Aitpnladicc, thence with the old ''tliRh Town path" 
tf) the lower Shallow Ford of ilio Chattah.oioclK'e twelve miles 
due north of AHanta in the bend of the river, thence west 
til tite ridLce dividing; the wjilers of the Etowah from those 
of the rhattahoochee and Tallapiwsa Kivers, and westwardiy 
with said ridge to its intersection with the line fixed by the 
treaty of 1S20 between the Creeks and Cherukees, and thence 
with tile latter line to the Coosa Kiver opjKisite tiie mouth of 
Will's Creek." 

There is evidence that at a very remote period the Cheii)- 
kee boundary was much further south,' but at the beffinning 
of our acquaintance with these tribes it was approximately as 
above deserilied. 

West of tile Coosa, I believe there never was any line agreed 
niHm by the Chei-oke*^ with either the Creeks or the ('hicka- 
siiws. On Fell. 21st, ISOd, the Secretary of War wrote Maj. 
tieorge Colbert, the principal chief of the Clii<'kasaw», in ex- 
planatitm of tiie purchase liy t!ie Cnited States fi\»m the 
Cherokees of certain territory also claimed by the Chicka- 
saws, that ^'briii'/ prrxinnlrd no ui-tiinl hoiindari/ had ever been 
uf/ncd on bctirmi the ('hicknsaics niid the ('hernk-cex," it was 
thought advisable to jiurchase (he claim of the Cherokees so 
that when the T'liickasaws should be dispostnl to convey their 
title there should be no dispute with the Cherokees. On June 
7th, ISin, Will. Barnett, one of the boundary CommissHmers, 
reported that the Cheroktx's and Chickasaws, after attemjit- 
ing to do so, could come to no uudtTstanding as to their divis- 
ional line.' In August 1S14, at the treaty of Ft. Jacksfin, the 
Cherokees and Creeks endeavored for three or four days to 
agree on their diviiliug line but coiibl not. In Sept. 1815, 
the Tiisteungge Thlucco was asked where their boundary was 
west of the Coosa, and he replied that there never was any 
boundary fixed and known as such between the parties; that

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be did not believe and had never heard that there was any 
boiindarj' agret'd uf>on lietween them.' We are, therefore, to 
juqiiire what was in fact the actual boundary west of the 
Coosa, none apparently having ever been agreed npon be- 
twcvn them. To do this we must first determine as accurate- 
ly an possible the point of departure fmm the Coosa of this 
line toward the west. In 1827, the War Department had ex- 
pressed to D. B. Mitchell, the Creek agent, the '^impression" 
that the western terminus of that portion of the boundary 
cast of the Coosa was either Turkey Town, or Ten Islands.* 
That Ten Islands was the proper terminus seems to have been 
generally agreed among both the Creeks and the Cherokeea. 
It had l>een the Cherokee claim from before the Revolution- 
ary War that all the waters of the Ooosa down to Ten Islands 
had been given up to them by the Creeks, and at a tre-aty con- 
cluded between the two nations on Dec. 11th, 1820, at the 
residence of Gen. William Mcintosh, in the Creek Country, 
it was agreed that the portion of the Ixjundary east of the 
Coosa, after .striking that stream opposite the mouth of Will's 
Creek, would extend down that river to a p«iint opposite Ft. 
Strother at the lower end of the Ten Islands, and this l>oun- 
dary was reafl9rmed in a subsequent treaty concluded Oct. 
30th, 1822.' Of course, the westward extension of this boun- 
dary departed from the Coosa at this point, because it is not 
supposable that after running down the river it was to run 
back up the river. Now as imaginary lines were at that date 
a conception little understood by the Indian mind, and as 
such lines among all peoples are the result of agreement and 
there having been as we have seen no agreement between the 
two nations on this part of their boundary, we may safely 
assume that from this point, viz: the lower end of Ten Is- 
lands, the line followed some natural landmark. If as 
daimefl by the Cheifikees, the Creeks had given up to them all 
the waters of the Coosa down to Ten Islands, a claim which 
seems to have been conceded in the two treaties above men- 
tioned, all the waters of Big Canoe Creek were within the 
Cherokee boundary. Consequently we may conclude in a 
general way that from the lower end of Ten Islands the line 
follnwed the most prominent dividing ridge butting on the 
river in that vicinity, around the headwaters of Canoe Creek, 
until it reached the height of Blount Mountain, thence north- 
ward with said mountain along the ridge dividing the waters

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of the Coosa from those of the Black Warrior to the top of 
Itaccoon or Sautl Mouutain near the town of Boaz in Mar- 
shall County. From this point westward to the Chickasaw 
bouniliiry, wherever tliat lay, it is ijiiite rlear that the line 
was the ridjjie dividing the waters of the Tennessee from those 
of the Black Wairldr. Gov. Blount in 1794, writing to the 
chiefs and headnu'U of the Creeks said : "In the original 
division of laml amongst the red iK'nide, it is well known that 
the Creek lands were bounded on the north by the ridge 
AvUioh divides the waters of the Mobile and the Tennessee."* 
Judge Haywood, criticising a ilr. Barnard for some erron- 
eous stiiteraents the latter had made to the (Jovernor of Geor- 
gia in 1793, says, "And he (Barimrd) onglit to have known 
that the Creek claim to lauds was bounded by the ridge which 
divides the waters of the Tennessee and Mobile."' 

The question then, and one fraught with much difficulty is, 
where did this ridge intersect the Chitkasjiw eastern boun- 
dary. This necessitates an examination somewhat into the 
respective crlaims of the Chcrt>kees and Chickasaws. The 
former claimed all the country between this ridge and the 
Tennessee as far westward as liig Bear Creek:"' on the other 
hand the Chickasaws, as early as 17'.>2, at a Conference at 
Nashville, defined their eastern boundary south of the Ten- 
nessee as commencing at a point opposite the "Chickasaw Old 
Field," thence across a neck of land lo Tenehucunda (evi- 
dently Cotaco) Creek, a siuithern branch of the Tennessee, 
and up this creek to its source, thence to the waters of the 
Tombigbee," thence to the west fork of Longleaf Pine Creek, 
and down it to the "line of the Choctaw and Chickasiiws.'' 
Two years later (1794), President Washington gave them a 
written instrument recognizing this as their line." It is 
clear, however, that this extreme claim on the part of the 
Chickasaws is untennble, becnuse the Cherokees had as early 
as 1779 formed settlements on both sides of the Tennessee as

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low down as Caney Croek in Colbert County." On the other 
hand, the ('hickasaws ahiuit llie same time formed settle- 
meuts below Cauey Creek alou{^ the shores and about the 
mouth of Biy Bear Creek, where they maintained themselves 
until their final cession to the United States and removal 
west of the Mississippi. It would appeal, therefore, that the 
true boundary was somewlu're in the neighborhood of Caney 
Creek. Of the truth of this comlusion, tliere is a clear recog- 
nition by both the United States C-onimissioners and the 
Cherokees in the Cherokee treaty of Jan. 7th, 180G, whereby 
the United States agreed to urge the Ciiickasaws to consent 
to the folb)wiug as their eastern boundary, viz : Caney Creek 
from its nioutli to its souitc, theiuc in a direct line to "Flat- 
rock" on Bear Creek." Whik' 1 do not for reasons mentioned 
in tlu' note bclirw consider this Flat IJock as ever having been 
a point on the true soutlieru boundai-y of the Cherokees, yet 
tlie suggestion of this line, by the treaty of 1806 (though never 
actually agreed to), is corroborative of the conclusion that 
the true Imuudary was somewhere in the vicinity of (!aney 
Creek. I should say, therefore, tluit in a general way the 
true Clierokee soutliern lH>undary, after foUowing tiie ridge 
separating tlie waters of tlie Tennessee and Black Warrior 
to the headwaters of Caney Creek, ran thence down said 
creek to the Tennessee liiver.

"As to the origin, location, and purpose of tlie true "Flat Rocli corner," 
liiEtorlans liave been unable to learn with certainty. In a communication 
from the Secretary of War to Maj. Cocke, the Chlclcasaw agent, dated April 
16, 1S16, It is stated that from an examination of the Chlclcasaw treaty of 
1786, it appeared that a point called Flat Rock was considered a corner 
of the lands belonging to them, and that it had since been considered 
as the comer to the Creek, Cherokee, and Chickasaw hunting grounds. 
The Chlckasaws, however, professed ignorance of any place on Bear Creek 
called "Flat Rock," but claimed there was a "Flat Rock" on the Longleaf 
Pine, a branch of the Black Warrior, which was a corner of their terri- 
tory. — .'ith Annual Report Bureau Ethnology, pp. 207-8. 271. The earliest 
reference I find to any place called Flat Rock Is in this Chickasaw treaty 
of 1786, and it would seem but fair that they be allowed to define It. 
They always defined it as being on the Longleaf Pine. This location fits 
the description of it as being "where the Choctaw line joined with the 
Chlckasaws," better than does that on Bear Creek. I conclude that tlie 
"Flat Rock" on Bear creek was never a comer between any Indian tribes 
until it was arbitrarily, or by misapprehension, made such by the Chero- 
kee treaty of March 22, 1816. It is clear that the commissioners sent out 
In 1815 prior to this treaty to establish this line according to the true 
historical facts, did not consider it a land mark In the southern boundary 
of the Cherokees. — Ibid. p. 207. Unfortunately for the cause of history 
before they had proceeded far with the work of establishing this line they 
were recalled because of the agreement upon the arbitrary line from Ten 
Islands to Flat Rock on Bear creek. 



CHAPTEU 11. IHSTIIICT DIVISIONS OF THE CHOC- 
TAW NATION. 

By H. S. Halbebt, or Cbawfobd, Miss. 



During, at least, the last one-tliiril of a century of the 
existence of the Choctaw Nation in Mississipiji, it was divid- 
ed into three districts, each district governed by its own 
uiingo. These districts were tlie western district, the north- 
eastern district, and tiie south-eastern district. The niiu;,M»es 
were iudependent of each tither and sovereign in their resficc- 
tive districts, and only acted in concert in national altairs 
when the whole nation assembled in cuuncil to decide iii>ou 
questions of peace and war. In each district there were a 
number of sulMtrdinate miugoes or captains, who managed 
and directed the local art'airs of their respective towns.' 

Among the Indian Nations boundary lines between trilws 
and divisions n( tribes were dividing ridges or water sheds, 
water courses, and snnietinics a trail connecting two well 
known towns. Either water or a ridge with no water was a 
boundary line easily understootl by the aboriginal mind. 
Many of the noted Choctaw towns were well iM>pulii(ed, and 
doubtless of great antitjuity. Trails connecting two such 
towns would of course be Metl known everywhere to the peo- 
ple. 

THE WESTERN DISTRICT. 

The native name of this district was "Okla falaya," the 
loiKj people, the adjective "falaya," lotif), having reference to 
the lemfth of the district. The lioundary line separating this 
from the north-eastern district began in the vicinity of the 
present little town of Cumberland, in Webster County, them e 
run south-westerly on the dividing ridge separating the bead 
waters of Tibbee {Oktibbeha) on the east from the Hig Rlack 
waters r»n the west down to the vicinity of Dido in Choctaw 
Ccninty, tlien<'e in a zigzag course on the dividing ridge be- 
tween the Noxubee and the Yokenookeny watei-s to the vicini-

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ty of New Prospect, thence it zigzaged more or less easterly 
between the head waters of Pearl River and the Noxubee 
waters to a point on the ridge not far south of Old Singleton, 
(not the present Singleton), thence southerly on the ridge 
between the Pearl Kiver waters on the west and the Noxubee 
and Sukeuatcha watere on the east, thence somewhat wester- 
ly by Yazon Town in Neshoba County, thence more or less 
southerly on the ridge between the headwaters of Talasha and 
the headwaters of Oktibbeha (there are two Oktibbeha 
Creeks in Mississippi), to the ancient town of Kunshak 
bdlukta, which was situated in the southwestern part of 
KeiiiiKT County, srjme two miles from the Neslioba, and alK)Ut 
a mile and a half from the Lauderdale County line. Kun- 
shak, or Kunsha, bolukta was considered the corner of the 
tliree Choctaw districts. The name means Round reed-brake, 
so luiuied from a large circular reed brake on the west side 
of Oktibbelm Creek, near which the town stood. The town 
can be seen on Danville's map of East Mississippi, 1732, in 
Hamilton's Colonial ilohih', p. 158, there spelled "Concha," 
the French orthography. The adjective "l)olukta," round, 
was doubtless appended to the name of the town sub.sequent 
to 1732, to distinguish it from other towns of the same name 
in the Chfu-taw (\)nntry. Kunsha bolukta belonged to the 
north-eastern district, though, as stated, it was considered 
the c'trncr of the three districts. The military road made by 
General Jacka(m, in 1815, passed through the town. Traces 
of this road can still be seen in the vicinity. 

The line just des<'i"ibed as running from the vicinity of 
Cnmberland to Kunsha bolukta separated the western fmm 
the ntirth-eastern district. The line separating the w<»stern 
district from the south-eastern began at Kunsha bolukta, first 
g(»ing a short di-stance north-westerly Itetween the Talasha 
and (!)ktibbelia waters, thence it zigzaged more or less s«uith- 
westerly on the dividing ridge between the Pearl and the 
Chickasahay watera until it came to the vicinity of Lake Sta- 
tion in Scott County. Mokalusha Town, (Imoklasha) situ- 
ated on the head waters of Talasha Creek in Nesholm County, 
though somewhat south of the regular line, belonged to the 
western district. From the vicinity of Lake Station the line 
ran southward on the dividing ridge between West Tallyhaly 
and Leaf River down to the confluence of these two streams. 
Leaf River from this confluence down to where it struck the 
Choctaw boundary line formed the remainder of the line 
separating the western district from the south-eaatern. 
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The first iniiigo of the westeru district in the nineteenth 
century was Piick.siienul>bee, who died iu 18:J4, while on his 
way to Wasliiugton City. 

For a short period after Puckshennlihee's death Robert 
Cole exercisetl the functions of Miuyo of the western district. 
He was a liaif-brcfd, tlie s«tn of a white man and Sheniaiilia, 
who was a Chocchuma woman, one of the survivors of tlie 
Massjicre that occurred in Webster County, six miles west of 
IJellefontaine. She was still living, a very old woman, in 
1838, in Yalobusha County. Kobcrt, or Bob Cole, served 
in the Creek war of 1813-14. Lie brouglit back with him 
fr(uu that war a Creek girl whom he adopted into his family. 
Cole died in Yalobusha County, Mississippi, at some time 
prior to 1850.' 

After a brief rule, Robert Cole was deposed fi"om some 
cause, and his nephew (Jreenwood Leflore was elected mingo 
of the western district. Letlore was mainly instrumental in 
making the treaty of Dancing Rabbit in 1830. He was 
allowed a large reservation by the treaty. He became a citi- 
zen of Mi-ssissippi, and represented Carroll County as State 
Senator in 1840-14. He died some years after the Confed- 
erate War, 

The people of the western parts of the western district 
lived in thin scattering settlement.^ thus f<irming a striking 
contrast with the people living in the eastern parts of the 
Choctaw country, who were generally massed in numerous 
towns and forts, built as barriers against the ever aggressive 
and hostile movements of the Creeks. The great Mississippi 
River was considerwl ample protection to the western Choc- 
taws against the inriKids of their Trans-Mississippi enemies, 
rendering the building of forts, and towns, in that quarter, 
in a great measure, unnecessary. It is true that .small preda- 
tory bands of Osiiges occasionally cros-sed the ilissi.ssippi, but 
tliese Indians, in Choctaw estimation, were feeble enemies in 
comparison with the dreaded Muscogees living beyond their 
eastern borders. 

THE NORTH-EASTERN DISTRICT. 

The native name of this distrii't. was "Ahepat Okla," which 
means I'utato-cating People. The word "ahe" in this name

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refers to the native Log potato, which in ancient times, was 
a i-umiiu»ii article of ffnid amoujj; tlie Southern Indians. To 
make a palatable diet these wild potatoes were tirst hung up in 
tlie sun for a few dajs until thej became well drietl. After 
this, tliey were boiled thoroughly done in a pot and then 
eaten. Tiie ChocUiws of tlie present day generally call the 
hog putato, "lukciiuk alie," mud potato, to distinguish it 
from the .sweet and the lri.sh jxjtato. In addition to "Ahepat 
Okia," the word ''ahe" occurs iu the name of two Mississippi 
river.s, Cbickasaliav ((.'hikashahe) and Oakahay (Okahe). 
The corrupt spelling of the name of the north-eastern dis- 
trict, "OyjMt Oofoola,'' can be seen in Pickett's Alabama, 
vol. i, p. 137, and (latschet's Miijratioit Lvijcnd, vol. i, p. 100, 
both writers appan^ntlj accepting Komans' mistranslation, 
l^iitnll nation. 

A noted town in the I'otato-eatiug district was "Yanub- 
bee," which was situated on Yanubbee Creek, about a mile 
and a half above its mouth and about eight miles south-west 
of DeKalb, Kemper County. This town can be seen on Dan- 
ville's map, in Hamilton's Colonial Mobile, p. 15S; also on 
Bernard IJomaus" Map of 1772. There was a trail that led 
southwest from Yanubbee Town to Kunsha bolukta. This 
trail, also laid down on Danville's map, in its course, crossed 
the most north-eastern prung of the Chickaaahay watei-s. 
For about nine miles this trail formed a boundary line be- 
tween the north-eastern and the south-eastern district, from 
Kuuslia bolukta north-e^ust to the dividing ridge between the 
nortli-easteru prong of ('hicka.sahay and Yanubbee Creek, 
about a mile from Yanubbee Town. Frouj this point in the 
trail on the dividing ridge, the line ran wnitherly on the ridge 
some three miles until it struck the "divide" between Fetickfa 
and Black Water. It kept this divide easterly down to the 
confluence of these two creeks. 

There was a trail that led from the Old Choctaw Factory 
in Humter (,'ounty, Alabama, souiewhat south-westerly to the 
houtte of Little Leader, which stood upon the east bank of 
Snkenatcba, about twii hundritl and tifty yards north-west 
of the present Narketa Station on the Mobile and Ohio Rail- 
road. The trail crossed Sukenatcha at Little Leader's house, 
tlu-nce running soutli-westerly and cro.ssing Petickfa just be- 
low the moutli of Black Water, still continuing its .south- 
western course, it crossed Ponta and a fevv miles beyond ter- 
minated at Coosha Town, which was situated on Lost Horse 
Creek, about four miles south-east of Old Daleville. This 
trail from the ci-ossing on Petickfa to the crossing on Ponta 
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was a continuation of the boundary line that terminated at 
the confluence of Petickfa and Black Water. Ponta Creek 
from the trail-crossing, downward and eastward, constituted 
the remainder of the line separating the two districts. 

Honiaslubhee was uiingo of the northeastern district in the 
early years of the nineteenth century. His name, here siJelled 
according to the usual Englisli method, is doubtless worn 
dDwn from "Uommachitabi," "hommachi," to make red, 1. e. 
to shetl blood, "t," the connective and "abi" to kill, and may 
be translated, The one irho makes rcil and kills. He was suc- 
i-eeiU'd in 1S()9 by his mm, Mo-shu-li-tui)be ( Amoshulitabi.) 
Moshulitubee was miugo over his district for more than twen- 
ty years. He was a wiar chief of note in early life, leading 
several expeditious across the Mississippi against the Osages. 
He served in the Creek war of 1813-14. At the time of the 
treaty i>f Dancing Kabbit, he owned ten negro slaves and cul- 
tivated thirty aeres. He was allowed under the treaty two 
sertious of hinil, Iniih i)f wbicli he sold August 2, 1832, to Col. 
Thomas C. Blewet iov $1.100.<JO, emigrated west and died 
alw)Ut 184!), in Saus Btiin Couuty, ('hortaw Nation. 

The large prairie region in the north-eastern district now 
embraced in t>klil)bebu, Lowndes and Noxubee Couuties, was 
tlu' Inniting ground of thf Potato-eating people. If tlie tra- 
dition is reiialilf, they were very jealous of the encroaehments 
of other tribes uimn this, their favorite hunting range. 

THE SOUTH-E.\STERN DISTRICT. 



There are some obscurities in the ancient history of the 
south-eastern district whieh may never be cleared up. This 
distriet, as it existed in the uinet<.*enth century, wus evidently 
fornu'd by the «/ons(»li<latii)n of .sev<'ral districts, tin; old origi- 
nal Okla banuali, or Six Tovvn.^i iK-ople, the Chickasahay dis- 
trict, the Yowanni people, the (Joosha towns, and perhajw 
»<mie small divisions of wliich we have no knowledge. In 
sonu' manner, it seems that the Okla hannali gaimnl the 
asceiiilaucy or sovereignty over all these divisions, .so tluit, in 
course of time, the name Okla hannali was practically ex- 
tendeil and accepted as the name of the consolidated district. 
The information is ample in regard to Okla hannali proper. 
Hut it is otlierwi.se Avith the other divisions. All the facts, 
however, that can be gleaned about them from Bernard Ro- 
nmns' map, supplenientetl hy tradition will here be given. 

The District of Chickasiihay was situated between Chicka- 
sahay and Buckatunna Uivers. Chickasahay Town, which 
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may be cousitlered the capital of the district, stood about 
three utiles below the present Enterprise. There is no iufor- 
uuition. how far north of tins town between Oktibbeha and 
Buekntiiuna Itivers, the territory of the Chiekasahays ex- 
teudetl, nor is there any infurniatiou as to the Southern limit 
of their district. It is perhaiw a reasonable conjecture to 
state that tiieir teiTitory extended as far south as the coun- 
try opiKisite the mouth of Sliulnita Creek, as here, between 
Chickasaliiiy aud Huc-katunna Rivers, lay the northern border 
of tile territory of the Oaiowanni or Yowanni people. 
Whether the Vowanui territory iyinj; east of the Chickasiihay 
was ever at any time iu(lude<l iu the Chickasiihay district can 
not be known. Lookinjj at the Choctaw .settlement nuirked 
"57," OH iJouians' map, it can be seen that the Chii-ka.sjibays 
also lived on both sides of Chunky Iliver, just above the cou- 
lluence of this river with Oktibbelia. There "is no informa- 
tion, nor even a clue to any information, as to how far north- 
ward their st'tthnut-nts extended on t)ie east side of Chunky. 
But on tlii^ west side of Cluiuky it seems certain tliat the 
Ciiickitsahay ti-rritory euihnu-t'd all tlie lands lyinjj; lietween 
tliis stream ami Sooeulovie, yoinji up Sooeulovie to the mouth 
of la.sunla iskuna, or Dva.s' Creek, tiieuce up this creek to 
its heiKl. It is a reasonable nuijecture that from the head 
of l>yas' Creek the boundary line foll<)wed the dividing; ri<lge 
easterly until it struck t'hunky Kiver. "Hooenlovie" is 
sjH'lleil "Osham lowey," on R<uuans' nuip; and "Soulahoue" 
on Danville's. All three forms are eorruiitiims of "Ilasuu- 
lawi," which the best informed Choctaws say is itself a cor- 
ruption of "lasnnlabi," which means Lccili kilkr. 

To reca|»itulate stmiewhat — it is almost a demonstration 
thai the Chieka.sahays claimtHl tlie territory bounded on the 
west \)\ Dyas' Creek and on the south by S(M»eulovie from the 
fact that the Inkillis Tamaha Choctaws never claimed any 
territory north of Sooenlovie except that which lay west of 
Dyas' Creek. Dyas' Creek was, in fact, the north-eastern 
iHiundary line of the Inkillis Tamaha people. 

The Ilaiowaniii, or Yowanni jienple, claimed all the coun- 
try extendint; from Paehuta Creek on the north to the Choc- 
taw boundary lin(> on the South. Paehuta (^reek separated 
the Yowannis from the Inkillis Tanuiha pei»ple. The Yowan- 
ni western lioundarv was the eastern divitlinj; ridjie of Bojjue 
Hoina in Jasi>er County, which ridire separated the Yowanni 
from the Nashwaiya territory. (There are several Bofjue 
Homas in Jlisaissippi : the Creek of that name in Jasper 
County is the one here referred to.) The southern limit of 
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that portion of the Yowanni territory lying between Ohicka- 
sahay and Buckatiinnu Itivers, prior to the trejity of Mount 
Dexter, in ISOii, ran not he known. Pertiajw it may have 
extended an far soutliward as the confluence of the two rivers. 
Tlie boundary line.s of the Ilaiowanni IJeservation of later 
times <^an he seen on La Tourrette's map. The old town or 
capital of Yowanni, also called Yowanni, stood on the east 
side of Chicka.sahay IJiver, as can be seen on Romans' map, 
there spelled Ewany. It was visited by Adair, who calKs it 
"■the out houses of Yowanni.'" 

The name Yowanni is s])elled in various ways: Yonane, 
Ilewanni, etc. It was perhaps in 17G-4 that a larfje band of 
the Ycrwannis separated froui tlu- main clan aud emi;;rated to 
Louisiana. All tlir rrmalniTi^ Yowaunis, exct-pt two fami- 
lies, left Mi.sai.s.sii>i»i in the second emi.nratiou, in 1832. 

The t'oosha towns were located on i'ontu und Lost Horse 
Creeks in Lauderdale County. The main Coosha town, as 
has been already stated, was situated on I^ost Florae Creek, 
about four miles .south-east of Old Dalcville. There is no in- 
formation about the extent and boundary lines of the Cooshu 
people. 

As to the boundary lines of the original Okla Hannali, or 
Six Towns people, our information is hill and accurate, being 
derived from the late IIuu. F. M. Loper of Jasper County, 
Mississippi who was a man of strong mind and remarkable 
memory. Mr, Lojicr stah-d that in tlie early 'iJO's he had 
(piestioned the Indians of iiis ariptiiintancc closely in regard 
to the bimndary lines of the Six Tf)wns people. All the facts 
he heard from tin ui are embodied in this paper. 

The names of the towns or divisions of the original Six 
Towns peojde were, Tala, Cliinakbi, Rishkun, Inkillis Tanita- 
ha, Nashwaiya and Oka Talaia. 

The territory of Tala Tamalm (Palmetto Town) was 
nearly all in Newton County, embracing the land lying be- 
tween Tarlow (Tala) and Bogue IVIanima ("Bok Filammi," 
Creek I'roiif/) creeks from the water shed connecting the head 
waters of these tAvo creeks down to the confluence of each with 
Pottok ehito ereek. Tala Town was a thickly settled com- 
munitv. Xearlv all its people went otT in the second emigra- 
tion, in the fall of 1832. 

Chinakbi Town was situated on the north side of Sooen- 
lovie Creek, extendincr down this creek to its continence with 
Kachahlipa Creek, thence up Ka<'hnhlipa to its head and 
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thence alonp Hic crest of the dividing ridge connecting the 
head waters of this creek Avitii the headwaters of Sooenlovie. 
Oiinaklii lay partly in Newton and partly in Ja8i)er County. 
The i)reHeiit village nf tJarhindHvillc (KtMipies the fiite of its 
main town or capital, also called t'hinakbi, and stands nearly 
in the center of the Chinaklii territory. 

Rishkun Tainaha, Bishknn Town, was wholly in Jasper 
Comity. Its northern boundary was the dividing ridge sep- 
arating the head waters of Eart Tallyhaly from Sooenlovie, 
extending easterly to the head waters of McVay's Creek, ( Iti- 
homi hikia bok, Souripood Creek), thence south-westerly 
down this creek to its confluence witli East Tallyhaly, thence 
down the west bank of East Tallyhaly to where it joins Luk- 
flippa; (''Liikfi apa," eat ifirt there, i. e. deer lick) thence up 
Ltikflippa to its head (»r the ridge separating it from Tally ho- 
ma, thence northerly along this ridge until it connects with 
the water slicd separating East Tallyhaly from Sooenlovie. 
Itishkim hill, situated about three miles south-easterly from 
rtarlandsville, was the cnuncil ground of the Rishkun people. 

The territory (»f Inkillis Tamaha, English Town, was of 
very irregular shape. The extreme western part embraced the 
country l.viug on the south side of StKienlovie, extending 
southward to the ridge sepai'atiiig Sooenlovie from the head 
waters of East Tallyb.aly. This dividing ridge, as will be 
seen, was the boundary between Bishknn and Inkillis Tama- 
ha. The Inkillis Tamaha territory continued down Sooen- 
lovie to where it united with Kac-!ialili|»a t'rM'k. Here it 
crossed Sooenlovie and embraced all tlie territory lying be- 
tween Kachahliiia and Dyas' Creek northerly to the dividing 
ridge separating the beads of these two creeks from Pottok 
chitto. The iipju-r or northern part of this projection of In- 
killis Tamaha territory lay in Newton County. IJeturning 
again to the south side of Sooenlovie, the territory still con- 
tinue<l down this creek to where it ran into Chicka.sahay, 
thence down Chickasahay to its confluence with Pachuta 
Creek, Mhich creek fornied tlse Southern boundary of Inkillis 
Tamaha, thence up Pachuta to its head, striking the crest of 
the water shed separating the Pachuta frt)nt the East Tally- 
haly w.itersat a point about four miles northerly from Pauld- 
ing. Thence the line continue<l more or less northerly along 
the water shed between McVay's Creek and the waters of 
Twist Wood, and Penantla until it terminated on the water- 
shed betwe<'n the head of the East Tallyhaly watei's and 
Sooenlovie — the point of our beginning in describing the In- 
killis boundaries. Twist wood (Iti Shana) and Penantla 
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(Penaiontala), lumt landin}?, were the principal streams in 
the Inkillis Taninha ti^rrilorv. 

Tlie (irifjin of the naino Inkillia Taniaha is involved in some 
obscurity. The only information the writer has ever received 
on the subject is the statement of a Six Towns' Indian, that 
on one wcasion, al sume periud in the past — hnw far liack 
my informant could not Irll — the En<!;lish distrilmted some 
goods and other presents amony the Indians livinjj; in tills 
particular repon or locality. Ilence it received the name 
of Inkillis Taniaha. or Kiiiilish Town. 

The territory of Nashwaiya on tlie east extended from the 
eastern watershed of Bojjue Hon»a westerly to the dividin;^ 
ridfje between Tally homa and West Tallyhaly. In this 
scope of cf>untry, as can be seen, was included the eastern 
side fif East Tallyhaly and its trlliutary McV'ay's Creek, 
which creek sejiarati-d Nasliwaiya fn)m IJishkun. The Nash- 
waiya limit on the South was the Choctaw boundary line. 

Oka Talaia, Spreatlin*! Water. The people of tliis division 
lived principally on Oka Talaia Creek. The Southern buun- 
dary of Oka Talaia was the Choctaw boundary line. The 
eastern boundary was the dividing ridge between West Tally- 
haly and Tallyhoma Creeks. The westera boundary has 
already been given as being tlie dividing ridge extending from 
Lake Station southward between West Tallyhaly and Leaf 
River down to the conC.ucnce of these two stream.s. I'rom 
the conllitenie .south tu the Choctaw boundary line Leaf Hiver 
f(n-nied the remainder of the boundary, that separated the 
Oka Talaia, thf most western division of the Six Towns pe(»ple 
from the terr't;ry of the Okla falaia, or Western district. 

A large ptirtion of the Six Towns people, especially those 
living on the Hogue Iloma and West Tallyhaly waters, emi- 
grated in IJ'32. in the second emigration. The fork of Sooen- 
lovie and Kachahlipa was the rendezvous of the Choctaws for 
this emigration. About ten tliousiind went west on this 
occasion. Not ninnv Six Towns Indians went west in the 
third Miiigratitm in 1833. The last most important emigra- 
tion was Ibisto's, in February, 1S4(>. Nearly all the remain- 
ing Six Towns Choctaws, with the ('xceptb)n of the Inkillis 
Tamaha, rendezvoused at Kelly's Hill, thr(H? miles west of 
Onrlandsville and emigrated west at this time. But few of 
the Inkillis Tamaha ever emigrated. We can not give the 
reason. Nearly all the Choctaws now living in Jasp<'r Coun- 
ty are Inkillis Tamaha Choctaws, and are generally called 
Six Towns. Many of the Choctaws living on the Culf Coast 
and in the vinicity of New Orleans are seceders from the Six 
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Towns. Likewise several Indian communities in Louisinna 
arc Siiid to be of t^ix Tmvns lineaf^e and to have separated 
from tbcir |)eopK' Innfj; jiriur Ut the treaty of Dancing Habbit. 

There are many diaU'elic words peculiar to the Six Towns 
Chortaws — words wiiith are not heard amonjj Choctaws of 
other localities. A Kemper or Neshoba CViunty Choetaw in 
conversinj; with a Six Towns Indian not unfrequently has to 
ask the latter the nieainjj; of some words that he hears him 
use. "lasiMihi" is a case in point. This word means a leech, 
eorrespoiidiiijj to "yalus," the word u.sed for leech by Choc- 
taws of other localities. There are also some French words iu 
Die Six Towns dialect. Instead of "takon" the usual Choctaw 
word for apple, a Six Towns Indian says "Upon," which is 
somewhat corrujited from "le pomme." It has been demon- 
atratinl that the speech of stune of the small tribes that once 
lived on the Mississippi Gulf Coast was not Choctiiw. The 
Biloxis have been proved to be a peiiple of the Dakota stock, 
as was, in all probability, the case with the Pascagoulas. The 
Six Towns Choctaws came much in contact with these allo- 
pliyllic tribes of the CJulf coast, and in one case, according to 
Six Towns tradition, they absorlied tjue tribe, the Chatos. 
It would be an interestiufj task to the curious student to 
study these dialectic Six Towns wtirds and determine whether 
their orij^iu can be traced back to the Biloxi or even the 
Tunica lanj^nage. 

PusluiiiUaha was the first minKo, in the nineteenth century, 
of the consolidated South-eastern distriet. He was succeeded 
by his nephew, Oklahoma, who, however, was soon deposed on 
acconnt of his dissipated habits. Oklahoma died, about 1846, 
iu Cooslia Town. 

After tlie deposing of Oklahoma, the South-eastern district 
elc^'tefl Nittakechi as tlu^ir mingo. The name of this chief is 
derived fn>ni "uittak," flti}/. It is a kind of causative name. 
The our irho niakoi dni/, or, an equivalent and concise render- 
ing, Daijprolonifer. It is said that he could do so much busi- 
ness in a day, that he seemed, as it were, to pndong or 
lengthen out the day for his work. Another form of his 
name was Nittiikachi, by which he was sometimes called. Nit- 
t..k;ichi and Nittakechi have the same meaning. The vowels 
in both have the Continental sound. At the time of the trea- 
ty of 1830, Nittakechi lived on Patkachi Creek, in Lauder- 
dale County, where he worked thirty-five acres of land. He 
was a tall, erect, well formed man, and of a very light com- 
plexion for an Indian. Col. George S. Gaines had a high re- 
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jrard for Nittakechi, whom he described as a brave, honor- 
able, upright man; as warmly attached to his friends and 
generous and forbearing even to his enemies. Just after the 
treaty of Dancing Rabbit, Col. Gaines was commissioned to 
take an exploring delegation of prominent Choctaws west to 
examine their new country. In this delegation was mingo 
Nittakechi. They spent several months in the wilderness, 
exploring and examining the country in every direction. In 
this exploration, Nittakechi was very zealous in doing every 
thing to promote Col. Gaines' comfort. Nearly every day he 
sent out his most skillful hunters, who were so successful 
that they kept Col. Gaines constantly supplied with the finest 
and fattest venison and turkey. This exploration reconciled 
many of the Choctaws to the treaty. Nittakechi sold his 
reservation in Mississippi, November 24, 1831, for f5,000.00 
and then emigrated west in the first emigration. He died on 
lied River, Choctaw Nation, in Eiamichi County in 1836 
or '37. 

In giving the district boundaries of the Choctaw people, 
many facts, more or less germane to the subject, have been 
omitted. It is hoped that the historical student will receive 
this contribution as at least adding something to our knowl- 
edge of an interesting race of red people. 
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CHAPTEK IV. TOWNS AND VILLAGES OF THE 

CKEEK CONFEDEUACY IN THE XVIII. AND 

XIX. CENTURIES.'

The towns and villages of the Creeks were in the eighteenth 
century hnilt along the banks of rivers and their smaller 
trilmtaries, often in places subject to inundation during large 
freshets, which occurred once in about fifteen years. The 
smallest of them contained from twenty to thirty cabins, 
some of the larger ones up to two hundred, and in 1832 Tuka- 
batchi, then the largest of all the Creek settlements, harbored 
386 families. Many towns apiK^ared rather compactly built, 
although they were composed of irregular clusters of four to 
eight houses standing together; eacli of these clustei*8 con 
tained a gens ("clan or family of relations;" C. Swan), eat- 
ing and living in comnHui. Tiie huts and cabins of the Lower 
Creeks resemUlcd, from a distance, clusters of newly-burned 
brick kilns, fnfUi tlie high color of the clay. At 
the time of the ctni(]uest of .Mexico by Cortez, many of the 
interior towns of that country were whitewashed in the same 
manner, by means of a shining white clay coating. 

It will be found appri»i)riate to distinguish l»et\vepn Creek 
towns and villages. By totrns are indicated the settlements 
which had a public square, by t:il{<if/e:t those which had none. 
The square occupied the central part of the town, and was 
reserved for the celebration of festivals, especially the annual 
busk or ffHit (jmskita). for the meetings of chiefs, headmen 
"beloved men," and for the performance of daily dances. 
Upon this central area stood the "great house,'' tchuka 'lako, 
and the council-house; attached to it was a play-ground, 
called by traders the "chunkey-yard." 

TRIBAL DIVISIONS. 

.Vnother thoroughgoing distinction in the settlements of 
the Creek nation was that of the red or war toirnx and the 
trfiite or peace toums,

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The red or kiimi/a toicnn, to which C. Swan in 1791 refers 
as being already a thing of the past, were governed by war- 
riors only. The term red refers to the warlike <ii»i»osition of 
these towns, but does not correspond to our adjective bloody; 
it depicts the wrath or anger animating the warriors when 
out on liie war-path. Tlie posts of their cabin in the public 
sqiiiirc were paintwl reil on one side. 

The present Creeks still keep up formally this ancient dis- 
tinction between the towns, and count the following among 
the kipaya towns: 

K.iwiia, Tukabatcbi, 'Lap 'lako, Atfisi, Ka-iliiidshi, Chiaha, 
Usudshi, Ilutali-huyaua, Alibarau, Yufaia, Yufala hupayi, 
Hilapi, Kitcha-patiiki. 

The irhite toirn.s, also called peace town.s, conservative 
towns, were governed liy ciril officers or mikalgi, and, as some 
of the earlier authni-y allege, were cousidere<l as places of 
refuge and safety to individuals who had left their tribes in 
dread of punishment or revenge at the baud of their pursuers. 
The modern Creeks count among the peace towns, called 
talua mikagi towns, the fidlowing settlements: 

llitchiti, Okfuski, Kasi.\ta, .Vbi'hka, Abixkudshi, Talisi, 
Oktchayi, Odshiapofa, Lutcliapoka, Taskigi, Assi-lanapi or 
(Jreen Leaf, Wiwuxka. 

(^uitf different frotii the above list is the one of the white 
towns given l>y Col. llenj. Hawkins in 1709, which refers to 
tlie TTpj)er Creeks only; Okfuski and its branch villages 
(viz: Niuyaxa, Tukaltati-bi, Tahihassi, Iniukfa, Tut(»kagi, 
Atchinalgi, Okfuskudshi, Suka-ispoga, Ipisogi); then Talisi, 
.\tasi, Fus'hatclri, KuJumi. For this list and that of the 
kipnya towns, cf. his "Sketch," p. HI, 52. 

Tlie Creek name for the wiir porttj, with color red, was 
aliimpalgi, fliat for the pearc /»«;•///: hatliAka the "white 
ones," or ila'lwalgi mikagi, contracted into itawalgi: ''peace 
towns." Both were called itikapagi hokoli "the two divis- 
ions;" each of them was headed t»y one totemic clan, the 
wind clan lu- hutalgalgi, and the bear clan or nokosalgi. The 
animals, from which the gentes took their totemic names were 
cla.ssitied also; the pnuiVkta or wild animals give their names 
to the gentes of the bear, wild cat, panther, fox, wolf, raccoon, 
beaver, etc.. while the animals naming the halpadftlgi or 
alligator gentes and others pas.>^ed under another general 
designation, which was not remembered by my informants. 

Resides the phratries mentioned in the Migration Legend, 
1, 1.^5. infi, there were (I) that of the taknsalgi, "moles" with 
that of the Tchukotalgi ; (2) the tchulalgi "foxes," the

T\ui atfrieot difftinetioii between red and white towns be- 
^n U> fall into disuse with the approach of the white colon- 
tnt», «-hi<'h entailed the spread of agricnltural porsaits 
among these Indians; nevertheless frequent reference is made 
Ut it bj the modem Creeks. 

Kegmentation of Tillages is frequently observed in Indian 
tribes, and the list below will give many striking instances. 
It was brought abont by over-population, as in the case of 
(^Ikfuski ; and it is probable that then only certain gentes, not 
a promiscuous lot of citizens, emigrated from a town. Other 
causes for emigration were the exhaustion of the cultivated 
lands by many successive crops, as well as the need of new 
and extensive hunting grounds. These they could not obtain 
in their nearest neighborhood without warring with their 
proprietors, and therefore often repaired to distant countries 
to seek new homes ( Bnrtrani, Travels, j). 389 ) . The frequent 
removals of towns to new sites, lying at aliort distances onlr, 
may be easily explained by the iiulienlthiiiess of the old site, 
produced by the conHtauf actMuuulatlou of r«»fuse and filth 
around the towns, whl<"Ii never luul nuylhing like sewers or 
efficient regulnfionM of snnttnry |mU«v. 8ome towns were 
consolidated with other (owns, whonovor fhey had largely de- 
creased in population. 

The diHtiuftton lM«t\vjM»« Mnscognig** and ^tinrard towns» 
explicitly »|M>ke« of In Wm. Hurtram's Tn»n»ls (see Appesr 
dic<»H), refor» juoj'i'ly to the fonn of sjHvch used by the tribes 
of tho oonf<Mlera«\v, This epithet [ /'m«im/,< in FTOnr*> may 
hitv«> hud an oppr«»brio«s mtvuiing in the Iw^ginninp. Vnt not 
ii) Inter tluitt*. whon it simply servt^l to distingntsh dhe ipirin- 
«i|>i«l |«H»plo from the «o««t>j«!H>ry trilnvs. We find it «!«« tused 
fojMuorlv as a o«r«>M»t term in the N'aktohe villages.

The |Mvs^ «< r^xvVs know nothing of such a distinction. 
Although \ \\\'> \hM kwx^w the Orwk tt^nn which coiT«sponded 
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to it in the eighteenth century, it is not improbable that such 
a designation was in vogue; for we fiud many similar oppro- 
brious epithets among other Indians, as Cuitlateca or "excre- 
meuters" in Mexico ; Puunts or Metsmetslvop among tlie 
Naktch^ (Dumont, ilt^iii. liislor. de la Louisiane, I, ISl ) ; In- 
kalik, "sons of htuse-eggs" among the Eskimo; Moki or Muki, 
"cadaverous, stinking," an epithet originally given to one of 
the Sliinumo tribes only, for lack of bravery, and belonging 
to the ►Shiuumo language: muki ikad. 

The plural forrus : tchilokoga and tchilokogalgi designate 
in Creek persons six-aking amUlier than the t'reek language; 
tchilokas / tipcul: an alien liiinjiiaye. "Stincards" would be 
expressed in <'reek by isti fambagi. <.)f all the gentes of the 
Cliicasu that of the skunk or hushkoni was held in the lowest 
esteem, some of the lowest otUcials, as runners, etc., being 
appointed from it; therefore it can be conjectured that from 
the Chicasa tribe a term like "skunks," "stinkards," may 
have been transferred and applied to the less esteemed gentes 
of iither nations. 

The languages and dialects spoken by the towns of the 
Creek confederacy from a study of paramount importance to 
those who want l<j obtain a more profound ethnological in- 
sight into their peculiarities. These dialects belonged to 
four linguistic families or st(»cks, of which only one, the 
Maskoki stock, was of absorbing interest. 

1. The Natche or Naktchi was spoken in the town of the 
same name, near Abikudshi. 

2. The Cheroki, which forms a part of the Iroquois family 
was once spoken in some towns along the Cliatahuchi river 
and in (Jeorgia, which have Cheroki names — though we do not 
know to what extent and how long in time. 

3. The Yuchi people, whose ancient seats were on middle 
Savannah river, spread out in a western direction in the 18th 
century, esjiecially after the Tuskarora war of 1712-1713, 
which brought on a profound commotion to all the Indian 
communities of the southeast. Yuchi town was founded in 
or about 1729. Intatchka'lgi, Patsili'ii'ki, Tokogj'ilgi were 
Yuchi colonies in Ue<irgia, and one Y'uchi town lay on lower 
Tallapoosa river. The Creek Indians always nurtured a 
clandestine aversion towards the Yuchi and call them slaves 
(salafki) even at the present epoch. 

4. The Maskoki language was the great medium of collo- 
quial and commercial interchange between the tribes i>f the 
confederacy and is still so. The Creek dialect is the oflicial 
language in all the law transactions; it is the language of the 
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Creek uational press, uratory and church service. The 
Uitchiti or Mika.siiki dialect was ouce heard aluug the lower 
C'hataliuchi river and far iiitu Georgia and northern Florida. 
The Alibamii dialect was in use iu some villages around the 
junction of Cuosji and Tallapoosa rivers, as was also Koassa- 
ti; cf. Vreek MiijratiuH Li'tjcnd, Vol. I, pp. 88-90. The Apa- 
latclii dialect was still iu vigor in and after 1800, but at pres- 
ent all traces of it appear to be lost. 

ALPHABETIC LIST OP TOWNS AND VILLAGES. 

In this alphabetic list of ancient Creek towns and villages 
I have included all the names of inhabited places which I 
have found recorded before the emigration of the people to 
the Indian Territ(try. The description of their sites is chief- 
ly taken from Hawkins' "Sketch," ime of the most instructive 
books which we possess on the Creeks iu their earlier homes. 
Some of these town names are still existing in Alabama and 
Georgia, although the site has not uufrequeutly changed. I 
have interspersed into the list a few names of the larger 
rivers. The etymologies added to the names contain the opin- 
ions of the Creek delegates visiting Washington every year, 
and tltey seldom dillered among each other on any name 
The local names are written according to my scientific system 
of phonetics, the only change introduced being that of the 
palatal trh for ch. The letter x stands for the Gemmn ch. iu 
{avhcii, '1 for tbi {or a sound quite close to thl) ; il is the 
vowel heard in hat, rai. 

Aui'HiCi, one of the oldest among the Upper Creek towns; 
the oldest chiefs were iu tin; habit of naming the Creek nation 
after it. Hawkins speaks of Ahikudxhi only, not of Abi'hka. 
It certainly lay somewhere close to Upper Coosa river, where 
some old maps have it. Emanuel Bowen, "A new map of 
Georgia," has only "Abacouse," and this in the wrong place, 
below Kusa and above Great Talasse, on the western side of 
Coosa River. A town Abi'hka now exists iu the Indian Ter- 
ritory. The name of the ancient town was pronounced Abi'- 
hka, Apixka and written Obika, Abeka, Abeicas, Abecka, Bei- 
cas, Becaes, etc.; its people are called Apixkanagi. Some 
writers have identified them with the Kusa and also 
with the Conshacs, e. g. du Pratz. The map appended 
to the French edition of Bai-tram identifies them with 
the Kusa: ''Abikas >m Cous.sas." D. Co.\e, Carolana, p. 
25, states that "the Becaes or Abecaes have thirteen towns, 
and the Ewemalaa, between the Becaes and the Chattas, can 
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raise five hundred fiy;htiug men" (1741). A part of the most 
ancient Creek Lustouis originated here, as, for instance, the 
law for regulating marriages and for punishing adultery. 
The Creek term uhi'hka signilies "pile at the base, heaj* at the 
root" (abi stein, pole), and was imparted to this tribe, "be- 
cause in the contest for sui)reuuicy its warriors heaped up a 
pile of scalps, covering the base of the war-pule <inly. Before 
this achievement the tribe was called sak'hutga door, tihuttvr, 
or simat'hutga italua aliuttvi', <luor uf luuns or tribes." Vt. 
ak'hutjis, / t/osf u door, siik'hutga hawidshas / open a door. 
The Abi'hka people, after being transferred ti» the Indian Ter- 
ritory, have segmentated into tive townships: two called Abi'- 
hka, Dijc Kaulrhati, one Tchaxki 'la'ko or "Big Shoal," and 
one called Kayomalgi. 

Abiku'usui, an Upper Creek town on the right bank of 
Natche (now Tallahatchi) creek, five miles east of Coosa 
river, on a small plain. Settled from Abika, Okfuski, and by 
some Indians from Natche. Bartram (1775) states, that 
they sjjokc a dialect of ('hicasa; which <'an be true of a part 
of the inhabitants only. A spacious cave exists in the neigh- 
borhood. 

Ahiki Cuekk, Uitchiti name of the upper course of Hitchiti 
creek, an eastern tributary of Chatahuchi river. Uawkins 
(p. 60 J writes it Ouhe-gee creek. The name signifies "sweet 
potato-mother" (abi, iki), from the circumstance that when 
planting sweet potatoes (abi), the fruit sown rcinuiiis in the 
ffround until the new crop comes to maturity. 

AL.ABAMA KiVEU IS formed by the junction of Coosa and 
Tallapoosa rivers; pursues a winding course between banks 
about fifty feet high, and joins Tombigbee river about thirty 
miles above Mobile bay, when it assumes the name of Mobile 
river. Its waters are pure, its current gentle; it runs about 
two miles an hour, and has l.'i-lS feet depth in the driest sea- 
son of the year. Boats (ravel from tlie junction to .Mobile 
bay in about nine days, tlirungli a fertile country, with high, 
cleared fields and romanti<" landscajM'S (Hawkins). The 
hunting grounds of the Creeks extended to the water-shed be- 
tween the Tombigbee and the Coosa and Alabama rivers. 

Ambamu, a group of towns near the site of Montgomery, 
See Migration Legend, I, pp. 85-89. 

.\r.Koii.\TCHi was an upper Creek town on Tallapoosa river 
upon the AIko hatchi, or "AIko stream" which joins Talla- 
poosa from the west, four miles above Okfuski. 
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Amakalli^ Lower C eek town, planted by Chiaba Indians 
on a creek of tbat name wbicb is the main water-course of 
Kitchofuui creek, a noi-thern atlluent of Flint river, Georgia. 
Inhabited by sixty men in 1799. The name is not Creek; it 
is Cheroki and seems identical with Aiiuicalola creek, a north- 
ern affluent of Etowa river, Dawsou county, Georgia. Tlie 
derivation given for it is : ama water, kalola sliding, tumbliny. 

Anati tchapko or "Long Swamp," a Hillabi village, ten 
miles above that town, on a northern tributary of Uillabi 
creek. A battle occurred there during tbe Creek or lied Stick 
war, January 24th, 1814. Usually written Euotochopko. 
The Creek term anati means a brushy, sicainpy place, where 
persons can secrete themselves. 

AiULATCHUKLA, a Lower Creek town on the west bank of 
Chatahuchi river, 1^ miles below Chiaha, In Hawkins' time 
it was in a state of decay, but in former times had l)een a 
/(;/u7c or />t'«ce town, called (even now) Talua 'lako, 'iarge 
town," and the principal comunmity among tbe Lower Creek 
settlements. The name was abbreviated into I'alatchukla, 
and has also been transferred to the Chatahuchi river; that 
river is now called Apalacliicijla below its couliuence with tbe 
Flint river. Cf.Sawokli-udsbi. Bartram (Travels, p. 622) 
states: The Indians have a tradition tbat the vast four- 
square terraces, chunkey yards,etc, at Apalachucla, old town, 
were "tlie ruins of an aucient Indian town and fortrc-ss." 
This "old town" lay one mile and a half down tbe river from 
the neAV town, and was abandoned about 1750 on account of 
unhealthy location. Bartram viewed the "terraces, on whicb 
formerly stood tlieir town-house or rotunda and square or 
areopagus,'' and gives a lucid description of them. About 
fifty years before his visit a geuei*al killing of the white tra- 
ders occurred in this town, though tliese bad placed them- 
selves under the protection of the chiefs (Travels, pp. 288- 
390). Concerning the former importance of this "white" 
town, W. Bartram (Travels, p. 387) states that "this town 
is esteemed the mother town or capital of the Creek confed- 
eracy; sacred to peace; no captives are put to death or 
human blood spilt there; deputies from all Creek towns 
assemble there when a general p<>ace is proposed." He refers 
to the town existing at the time of his visit, but implicitly also 
to tbe "old Apalachucla town." The ancient and ct>rrect form 
of this name is Apalaxtchakla, and of the extinct tribe east 
of it, on Apalache bay, Apalaxtchi. Judge G. W. Stidham 
beard of the following etymology of tbe name : In cleaning 
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tlie grouutl for the town square and making it even, the 
ground and sweeping linaliy torined a ridge on the outside 
of the chuuk-yaru or play-ground; from tuis rulge the town 
was failed Apalaxtrh -ukla. More upon this subject and 
uijou the "Apalachicolu l-'ort" on Savannah river will be 
found in Migration Legend, Vol. 1, 21). 

^U'ATA-i, a village of the Lower Creeks, settled by Kasi'hta 
people on Big creek or liatchi iako, twenty miles east of 
». haialiuchi rncr, iu Georgia. The name refers to a sheet- 
like covering, from apatuyiis I cover ; cf. patukiis 1 unread out ; 
the Creek word apata-i signilies any vocerinij comparable to 
wall-papers, carpets, etc. The town of Upotoy now lies on 
Lpoloy creek, in 32" 38' Lat. 

Assi-LANAi'i, an Upper Creek town, called Oselauopy in the 
Census list of 1S32. It probably lay on ieilow Leaf creek, 
which joins Coosa river Irom the west about live miles below 
Talladega creek. Fi-om it sprang Green leai Town in the 
Indian Territory, since lani means yellow and yrctii at the 
same time. Green is now more frequently expressed by pahi- 
lani, "grass-green." 

Atap'uauu, usually spelt Attapulgas, from atap'ha dug- 
uuud, was a .Seminole town on Little liiver, a branch of Uklo- 
koni river. Attapulgas village is now iu Liecatur Co., Geor- 
gia. 

Atasi, or Atassi, an Upper Creek town, twenty miles above 
the mouth of Coosa river on the east side of Tal- 
lapoosa river, below and adjoining Kalibi hatchi creek. 
It was a miserable-looking place in liawkius' time, 
with about 43 warriors in 17GG. Like that of all the other 
towns built on Tallapoosii river, below its falls, the site was 
low and unhealthy. Tiie name is derived from the war-club 
(atassi), and was written Autossee, Ottossee, Otassee, Ot-tis- 
se, etc. Battle on November 29th, 1813. A town in the 
Indian Territory is called after it A'tesi, its inhaliitants 
Atesjilgi. Bartram states that the town was iiiluibitcd by one 
gens only; this was the snake gens. ".\ i)ost or column of 
pine, forty fe>.t high, stood iu the town of Autassee, on a low, 
ciivular, artificial hill." — Bartram, Travels, p. 456. Cf. 
Hu'li Wa'hii. 

Atchina-algi, or "Cedar Grove," the northernmost of all 
the ('reek settlements near the llillabi-Elowa trail, on a side 
creek of Tallapoosa river and forty miles above Niuyaxa. 
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Settled from Lutthapoga. Was destroyed Nov. 13, 1813, with 
Little Okfuski by Gen. Wbite. AIko spelt "Genalga." 

Atchina iiATCUi. or "Cetlar creek," a village settled by 
Indians from Ka-ilaidslii, q. v. on a creek of the same name. 

BuBGKSS' Town was tlie imme of tuo towns, the sites of 
which are uncertain. Burgess was a white man and trader, 
who belonged to Yufala of the Lower Creeks and had a large 
number of slaves. 

Chatahuchi, a former town of the Lower Creeks, on the 
headwaters of Chataliuchi river. Probably abandoned in 
Hawkins' time; he calls it "old town Ciuitahuchi;" cf. Chat- 
ahuchi river. Called Chala Uche by Bartram (1775), Chata- 
hoosie by Swan (1791). 

CiiATAUUCUi EiVEH is the watercourse dividing, in its 
lower portion, the State of Alabama from that of Georgia. 
On its banks were settled the towns and villages of the Lower 
Creeks. Its name is composed of tchaiu ruck, atone and 
hutthi itiarked, liroinded with isign«, and hence means: "Pic- 
tured Bocks." Bocks of this description are in the bed of the 
river, at the "old town Chataliuchi," above Hu' li tiiika(naw- 
kins, p. 52.) Uther names for tliis river were; Apalaehukla 
river (Wm. Bartram), Cahouita or Apalachoocoly river 
(Jeffreys' map in John Bartram's report). 

Chatoksufkk was an Upper Creek town and had in 1832 : 
143 heads of families. The name is tchfitu aksu'fki "rock 
precipitous," rock bhill". From tchatu rocA", aksufki deep down 
into (sufki alone is deep.} A few of their old inhabitant* 
are living at Eufaula, in the Creek Nation, Ind. Ty. 

They and the Abikudshi, Niuyaxa and Akfaski (Okfuski) 
were regarded as one town (township!) and in the busks 
"came together;" auciently they were the most famous ball 
players in the Creek Nation. 

Chattuckchifaule was a town destroyed in the war of 
1813 (August) by ('reeks friendly to the government, and 
the home of Peter McQueen, one of the insurgent leadei-s. 
The Chatocchefaula Indians were a branch of the "Tallasees," 
who in 1812 murdered Arthur Lott near the "Warriors' 
Stand,'' which act brought on the Bed Stick war. Wood- 
ward, Beminiscences, p. 35. This was probably Tallisee near 
TukabatchL 

Chu'lako nini, or "Horse trail," a Lower Creek town on 
the headwaters of Cbatahuchi river, settled by Okfuski In-

dians. Mt-utioned in 18o2 as Chehicconinny. Probably iden- 
tical with (>kfuHki-uini; see Ukfuskiidshi, 

CiiiAHA, or Tchiaha, Chi'haw, a Lower Creek town just he- 
low Usotchi town and coutiyuous to it, on western bank uf 
("hatahuchi river. The t'hiaha Indiaus had iu ITUU spread 
out in villaf^es ou the Fliui river, ol' which Hawkins names 
Amakalii, Llotali-huyaua; and at Chiahudshi. Here a trail 
crossed the Chatahuchi river (Swan, 17'Jl.) A town of the 
same name, "where otters live,"exi8ted among the Cheroki. 
An UpiK-T Creek town of this name, with twenty-nine heads 
of families, is mentioned in the Census list of 1832: (School- 
craft IV, 578) . 

CiiiAUU'nsui, or ''Little Chiaha," a Lower Creek town 
planted by Chiaha Indians iu a pine forest one mile and a 
half west of Hitchiti town. Cf. llitchiti. 

CiliNNAUYs i-'oKT. In 1813 a friendly Creek chief named 
Chinnaby had a kind of fort at Ten Islands on the Coosa 
river, known as Chinnaby's Fort. — Drake, Book of Indians 
(1848) IV, p. 65. 

Chiska taloka, a Lower Creek town ou the west side of 
("hatahuchi river. Morse, IJeport, p. 3G4, refers to it nuder 
the name of "Cheskitaluwas" as belonging to the t^eiuiuole 
villages. Is it Chisca, or "Chisi provincia," visited by the 
army of 11. de Soto in 154U? llawkins states that Chiska 
talofa hatche was the name given to Savannah river (from 
tchiska bane of tree.) Inhabited by 58(J Semiuoles in 1820; 
it lay four miles below the Wikai 'lako village. Drake, Book 
of Indians (1848) pp. VII. XII. 

Coosa Kiveb, (1) an affluent of Alabama river in Eastern 
Alabama, in Creek Kusahatchi, runs through tlie roughest 
and most hilly district formerly held by the Creek Indians. 
**It is rapid, and so full of rocks and shoals that it is hardly 
navigable even for canoes:'' Swan, in Schoolcraft V, 257. 

(2) A water-course of the same name, Coosawhatchi, 
passes southwest of Savannah City, South Carolina, iuto the 
Atlantic ocean. For the etymology, see Kusa. 

Cusawati is a tributary of Upper Coosa river, in north- 
western Georgia. A town of the same name is imiit upon it, 
I)riuiounce<l Ku.sa-wetiyi by the Chernki, wbiili means: 
"where Creeks formerly lived." A Creek Indian is called in 
Cheroki language Kusa or Agusa, the Creek people Ani-gusa 
or Anikusa. 
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FiN^HALUl, a town of the Lower Creeks or Seminoles. The 
name sijjiiifies a liigh brid}>;e, or a liigh foot-log, and the 
traders' name was "High Log" (1S32) . 

A swamp liaviug the same name, Finiioloway Swamp, lies 
in Wayne cuiiuty, between the lower Altamaha and ijatilla 
rivers, Georgia. 

Fish-Ponds, ok Fisu-Pond Town ; of. 'La'lo-kalka. 

Flint IJivku, in Creek 'Lunotiska liatuhi, an eastern Geor- 
gian atliueut uf Chatiihiifiii river, and almost of the same 
length. Creek, Yuflii and SemimdL' Indians were 8ettle<i on 
it and on its numerous tributaries, une of which is 'Lonoto 
creek, called Indiuu creek, Dooley county, Georgia. From 
'lonoto flint. IMiilijipeaux in his "Map of English Colonies" 
1781, calls Flint river "Itiviere au Caillou," 

FoBT TouLuusK; cf. Taskigi. This fi»rt was also called, 
from the tribe settled- around it, Fort Alibamu, Fort Albamu, 
Fort Alebahmah, Furteresse des Alibamons. Abandoned by 
the French in 1702. 

FuLEMMv's Town, a Seminole settlement inhabited by 
Chiaha Indians; was also called Pinder-Town, pinder being 
dialectic for "peanut." "Phiilimees on or near Suaue river'' 
in 1S17. Drake, Book of Indians (lt>-18j p. X. 

Fusi-UATCUi, Fus'-HATcui, or "Birdcreek," a town of the 
L'pper Creeks, built on the right or northern bank of Talla- 
ptMjsa river, two miles below Ilu'li Wa'hli. Kemains of a 
walled town on the opposite shore. 

Haihagi, a Lower Creek town no longer known at present. 
Designates "the groaners," from the Creek hai'hkiis, 1 groan, 
haihagis, we groan. 

Hatchi tchapa, or "Ilalf-way Creek," (1) a small upper 
Creek village settled in a jjine forest by Ka-i-Iilidshi Indians, 
q. v.; it was destroyed by fire by the hostile Creeks in 1813. 
Hawkins, in American State Papers, (1832j IV, 847. 

(2) a Lower Creek village of the same name had been Bet- 
tied from Sa'wokli and counted thirty families in 1832; cf. 
Schoolcraft, Indians IV, 578. Spelt there Hatch-chi-ohubba.

HiLLABi, pronounced Hi'Iapi, an Upper Creek town on Ko- 
iirntli creek, which runs into Ilillniti creek one mile from the 
villafie. liillahi ireek is a western tributary of Tallapoosa 
river, and joins it ci^iht miles below Niuyaxa. The majority 
of tln' Ililialii jicoplc had settled in four villages of the vici- 
nity in IT'J'.t, wiiich were: 'Lanudslii apala, Anati teliapko, 
Istudslii liiiki, Uktaha sasi. A battle took place in the 
vicinity on Xoveiuber 18th, 1813. Though the name is of dif- 
ficult analysis, it is s;iid to refer to quickness, velocity (of tlie 
water-course?) 

HlTniiTi, a Lower Creek town with branch villages. Hitch- 
iti town was, in Hawkins' time, established on the eastern 
bank of Chatahuchi river, four miles below Chiaha. The 
natives possessed a narrow strip ()f goixl land bordering on 
the river, and had tlu' n-pntatinn of being honest and indus- 
tri(tus. They olitaiiicd tbi'ir name from llitdiiti Creek, so 
•■ailed at its junction with Chatalinchi river, and in its upper 
i-ourse Aliiki. It is derived from Creek: aliitchita "to 
Inok lip (the stream i ." Tliey bad spread out into two branch 
settlements : nitcbitndslii or Little Ilitcbiti, on both sides of 
riint river, below the junction of Kitchofuni creek, which 
passes through a cotinty named after it; and Tutalosi on 
Tutalosi creek, a brani-b of Kitchofuni creek, twenty miles 
west of Ilitcliilndsbi ( Hawkins, \y. f!(», 05) . The existence of 
several Ilitcliiti towns is mentionwl by C. Swan in 1791 ; and 
Wm. Bartram states that they ''speak the Stincard language." 
There is a popular saying jimong the Creeks, that the ancient 
name of the trilie was .Vtdiik'hade, a nitrhtti word which sig- 
nifies irhitc lirii/i (of ashes.) The inliabitants of this town- 
ship were called bv the Koassati Indians: "mean people;" 
at pasha shli'ha. 

ITiTCHiTt'tisiii.- cf. nitchiti. 

HoT.\M-HUY.\N.\, a Tx)wer Creek town, planted by Chiaha 
Indians on the eastern bank of Flint river, six miles below 
the Kitchofuni creek iimction. Osotchi settlers had mingled 
with the twenty fmiiilies of the villag«\ The name means: 
"Hurricane Town," for butali in Creek is irind, h\iyana paH/t- 
inff: it therefore marks a locality once devastatetl by a pass- 
ing hurricane. Called Tnllewheanas in an old li.it of Semi- 
nole settlements. 

Hr'i.i TAioA a Tx>wer Creek village on Chatahuchi river, 
planted by Okfuski Indians. Rartram calls it Hothtetoga, 
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C. Swau: Holitatoga ( Stlioolcraf t, Indians V, 262) ; the 
name signifies war-ford, military river-passage. 

Hu'Li Wa'hli, au Upper Creek town on tlie riglit banli of 
Tuilapot)8<\ river, tive miles below Atasi. This town obtained 
its name from the privilege of declaring war (huii tear, 
awa'hlita to .sitate out, tHriilc: the derlaration was first sent 
to Tukabatclii, and from there among the titiier tribes. The 
town bordered west on Atas'-hatehi creek. The name is writ- 
ten (Mewauley (1791), Ho-ithle-Wau-lee (llawkins), Cleu- 
wath-tu (1832), Cliiale, ClewuUa, etc. 

Ikan atchak.v, or "Holy Oround," a town on the southern 
side of Alabama river, built on holy ground, and tlierefore 
believed to be exempt from any po.ssible inroads of the white 
jjeople. Weatherford, the leader of the insurgent Creeks, 
and their pruphel llilis'liako resided there; the forces gather- 
ed at thi.s place by them were defeated December 23d, 1813. 
Krom ikana ijroniul, atchaka hclovvd, mtcred. For a descrip- 
tion of this town, its site and battletield sec A. B. Meek, Uo- 
maiitic passages in Southwestern history, (New York and 
Miiliile, 1857 > pp. 278-28(». llrake, Book of Indian.s, IV, 58, 
states it had 200 houses wIh'u destroyed in the war of 1813. 

Ikan' hatki, or "White Ground," a Shawano town just be- 
low Kiilunii, and on the same side of Tallapoosa river. "Cuu- 
hutki si>eak.s the Mus((»gulge tongue;" W. Bartram (1775). 

ImtivFa, an Upper ('reek town on Imukfa creek, west of 
Tallaitoo.sa river. Near this place, in a bend or peninsula 
formed by the Tallapoosa river, called Horseshoe by the 
whites, the Anierii ini troops aehievtHl a decisive victory over 
(he Iicd Stick party of the C'nvk Indians r»n March 23th, 1814, 
which resulted in the surrender of Weatherfiird, their leader, 
and put an end to this IiIoimIv canii»aign. Not less than five 
hundred and fifty-seven Creek warriors lost their lives in this 
battle. The term imukfa is Ilitchiti, for (1) shell; (2) me- 
tallic ornament of concave shape; Hawkins interprets the 
name by "gorget niadp of a conch." In Ilitchiti, Itend of river 
is hatclii 7ia.xut<hki ; ha'htchafa.shki, hatsafaski is rirvr- 
hniil in Creek. Tohopeka is another name for this battle- 
field; in Creek this is itu hiipki, viz: "wooden fence," a term 
fiirmerly applied to all fortifications or retrenchments. The 
norseshoc lu'nd is known in Creek as Choloeco Litabixpp or 
in s<ientifie nutation : tehu'lako ili-tapiksi; "of the great deer 
its flat-foot," which stands for "of the horse the sole." 
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Intatchkaloi, or "collection of beaver dams," a Yucbi 
cown of (ie()r<i;ia settled twenty-eight miles up Opil-Mako 
creek, a tributary of Flint river. A square was built by the 
fourteen fiuuilie.s of this town in 1798. Tatrliki means any- 
thing xtni'ujht, aa a dam, beaver dam, line, boundary line, etc., 
ikau' tatchka xKitry-linr; the above ireek was probably 
Beaverilam creek, an eastern tributiiry of Flint river, joining 
it about 32' 15' Lat. 

Il'isoGi, an Upper Creek town upon Ipisogi creek, a large 
eastern tributary of Tallapoosa river, joining it opposite 
Okfuski. The town was settled from Okfuski; it had fortj* 
settlers in 1799. Cf. Piu-hoti. 

IsT.\,i'or;A, an Upper Creek settlement n<»t recorded in the 
earlier docuiueuts; a place of this name exists now east of 
Cocisa river, Talladega county, Alabama. The name, usually 
written Eastaboga, signifies: "where people reside" (isti peo- 
ple; apukita, to reside. 

IsTiinsiii Laiki, or "rliild lying there," a llillabi village, on 
Hillabi ereek, four miles below llillabi town. It owes its 
name to the circumstance that a child was once found on its 
site. 

K.v-iLAinsiii, an Upper Creek town, on a creek of the same 
name, which joins ( )ktclu»yi creek, a western tributary of Tal- 
lapoosa river, joining it tifteen miles above Tukabatclii. The 
two villages, Atcliina Itati-Iii and Ilatclii tchai»a, branced off 
from this town. The name was variously written Ki-a-lige, 
Kiliga, Killeei;';!), Kiolege, and probably referred to a war- 
rior's head ilress: ika his head; iliiidshas / kill. During the 
war of 1S13 Ka-iliiidshi was destroyed by a party of hostile 
Creeks. 

Kan'-tchati. Kanshade, "Ked dirt," "Ued earth," an Upper 
Creek town, mentioneil in 1835 as "Con-chan-ti." Conchar- 
dee is a place a few miles northwest of Talladega, and fre- 
X]uently occurs as a local name. From ikana ground, tchati 
red. 

KASt'HTA, a Lower Creek town on the eastern bank of Chat- 
abuchi river, two and a half miles lielow Kawita Talahassi; 
Ka-si'lita once claimed the lands above the falls of the Chata- 
b\ichi river on its eastern bank. In this town and tribe our 
^figration legend has taken its origin. Its branch settle- 
ments spread out on the right side of the river, the number 
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of the narnnra of the town and branches being estimated as \ 
180 in IT!M>; it ■m&tt considered the larjrest amoa^ the Loirerj 
CrenkH. One uf it« branch rillages was Apatai; aaotber. l«id-| 
flha'-lid»ba or '^undcr b]ack-jack trc^a,*' which was not a **resni- 
lar town ;" another one was named Tuisilgia tcho'ko or "clap 
board honiie;" fnim the verb Bilas. I split into thin sheets, tn, 
al»bn'vir<ti«>n of itn inxjil. tcb«»*kn houxtr. The bonorarr title, 
of Kiiwilita wa8 *la'ko "the great one" — of Kawita it was ■ 
ma'hmaVi. The natires were friendly to the whites and fond 
of riRitinf; them; the old chiefs were orderly men, desirous 
and active in rcstraininj; the young "braves" from the !!«*en- 
tiou^ness which they had contracted through rheir inter- 
course with the scum of the white colonists. Hawkiits makes 
some strictures at their incompetency for farming; "they do 
not know the «ea«)n for planting; or. if they do, they never 
avail tbeiiisclves t>f what they know, as they always plant one' 
month too late." ( p 59. ) A large conical mound is de*-ribed 
by him as standing on the Kasi'hta fields, forty-fi\-e yards in 
diameter at its base, and flat on the top. Below the town was 
the "old f'lissotiih town." on a high flat, and afterwards ''a 
Chicasaw town" occupied this site (p. 58.) A branch village 
of Kasi'hta is Apata-i, q,v. The name Kasi-hta, Kasixta. is 
popularly explained as "coming from the sun" (ha'si) and 
being identical with hasi'hta. The Creeks infer, from the 
parallel Creek form hasoti, "sunshine," that Kasi'hta really 
meant "light." or "bright splendor of the sun;" anciently 
this term was used for the sun himself, "as the old people 
say." The inhabitants of the town believed that they came 
from the sun. A plare Cusseta is now in Chatahuchi county, 
Georgia, 32° 20' Lat. 

Kawaiki, a town of the Lower Creeks, having forty-five 
heads <tf families in 1S32. Kawaiki Creek is named after 
qiinih. 

Kawita. a Lower Creek town on the high western bank of 
Cbatahnrhi river, three uiilcs below its falls. The fi.shery in 
the Avesteru fhannel of the river, below the falls, belonged to 
Kawita, that in the eastern channel to Kasi'hta. In Haw- 
kins' time (1799) many Indians had settled on streams in 
the vicinity, as at Flatchi ika, "Creek-Head." Probably a 
colony of Kawita Talahassi. 

Kawita Talahassi, "old Kawita Town," a Lower Creek 
town two miles and a half below Kawita, on the western side 
of the river, and half a mile from it. Old Kawita town was 
the "public establishment" of the Lower Creeks, and in 1799 
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could raise sixty-five warriors; it was also the seat of the 
United States agent. Kawita Talahassi had branched off by 
segmentation from Kaai'hta, as shown in the Migration 
Legend, and itself has given origin to a village called Witum- 
ka, on Uig Vuciii creek. The town was a political centre for 
the nutiou, and is referred to by the traveler Wui. Bartram 
(177.T), pp. 38!», 403. in the following terms: "The great 
('oweta town, on Chatahuchi or Apalachucly river, twelve 
miles above Apalachucla town, is called the bloody town, 
where the uiicos, chiefs and warriors assemble, wlien a gen- 
eral war is proposed, and here captives and state malefactors 
are put to death. Coweta speaks the iluscogulgee tongue." 
< "olden, Five Nations, p. 5, mentions an alliance concluded 
between the Iroquois of New York and the Cowetas;but here 
tile name Cowetas is used, as it often was, in the wider sense 
of Creek Indians or Lower Creek Indians. The Creek form 
is Kawitalgi, or isti Kawitalgi. Written Caouita by French 
authors. Cf. Apalatchukla. 

KiTCHO-PAT.MCi. an Upper Creek town, now name of a 
Creek settlement in the Indian Territory. From kitchu 
"maize-jiounding hlork of irood ;" pataki "xpread-out." Kit- 
chopataki creek joins Tallapoosa river from the west a few 
miles below Okfuskee, in Kandolph county, Alabama. 

KoH.\-.MUTKi Kat8K.\, or "place where blow-gun canes are 
broken,"' was an Upper Creek town, which had 123 heads of 
families in 1832, (Census list in Schoolcraft, Indian Tribes IV 
57.S. ) From ko"ha long cane, motiis or mudiis, / cut off, in 
the frequentative form rirutmoyiis — and katska, to which may 
be compared : 'Le'-katska. 

KoASSATi, an Upper Creek people. Special mention is 
made of this town and tribe in Migration Legend, I, pp. 89, 90. 

KtiLUMi, UpiKT Creek town on right side of Tallapoosa 
river, small and ronipact, below Fusihatchi and contiguous to 
it. A conical mound, thirty feet in diameter, was seen by 
Hawkins, oppo.site the "town-house." A part of the inhabit- 
ants had settled on Likasa creek. The signification of the 
name is unknown, but it mny have connection with a'hkolu- 
mSs / clinch (prefix a for ani, I). Of the "old Coolome town," 
whiih stood on the opposite shore of Tallapoosa river, a few 
houses were left at the time of Bartram's vi.sit, r. 1775. (Trav- 
els, p. SOS.) After the war of 1813-14 the Kulumi people, (or 
Kulu'malgi) went straight to Florida and became Seminoles, 
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KusA, (1) an old capital of the Creek people, referred to 
as Co<ja by tlie historians of de Soto's expedition, on the 
eastern bank uf Coosa river, l)et\vefn Yufala and Natehe 
creeks, which join (Joosa river from the east, a quarter of a 
mile apart and are now called Talladega and Tallahachi 
creeks. The town stood on a hij^h hill in the midst of a rich 
limestone country, forty iniU's above Pakan-Talahassi and six- 
ty above Taskifji, q. v. Barlraui saw it (1775), half deserted 
and in ruins. "Tlie ^jreat and (»U1 beloved town of refuge 
Kousali, which stand.s hijj;'i on the eastern side of a bold river, 
about two hundred and fifty yards broad, that runs by the 
late dauficrous Alebahnui fort, down to the black jwisoning 
Jlobille, and so into the (tulph of Mexico:" Adair, History, 
p. 39i). This town, which was also, as it seems, the sojourn- 
ing place of Tristan de Luna's expedition (ir)59), must have 
been one of the earliest centres of the Maskoki people, though 
it does not appear among its "four leading towns." Its in- 
habitants may at one time have been (•omi)ris('d under the 
people of the neighboring Abi'hka town, q.v. Kosa is the 
name of a small forest-bird, resembling a sparrow; but the 
name of the town and river could possibly be an ancient form 
of o'8a,08a, 'osa poke or jwkc-icced, a plant with re<l berries, 
which grows plentifully and to an enormous height through- 
out the South. Cf. Coosji river. It is more probable, how- 
ever, that the name is of Cba'hta origin; cf. (3). In the 
Alibamu dialect Kusa is a species of reed with rough leaves 
growing throughout Alabama as tall as nine feet. Much 
taller than that is the i'la'ni-reed, which serves to make blow- 
guns from. 

(2) A town, "Old Kusa," or "Coussas old village," is re- 
ported a short distance below Fort Toulouse, on the northern 
shore of Alabama river, between Taskigi and Koassati. It 
was, perhaps, from this place that the Alabama river was, in 
earlier times, called Coosa or Coussa river, but since Hawkins 
and others make no mention of this town, I surmise that it 
was identical with Koassati, the name being an abbreviation 
from the latter. 

(3) The Kusa, Cusha or Coosa towns, on the Knsa Creeks, 
formed a group of the eastern Cha'hta settlements. From 
Cha'hta kush reed, cane which corresponds to the koa, koe of 
Creek. 

*LA'r>o-KALKA, "Fish-Pond Town," or "Fish-Ponds,'-' an 
Upper Creek town on a small creek forming ponds, fourteen 
miles above its junction with AIko hatchi, a stream running 
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into Talla{M)o8a river from the west, four miles above Okfaski. 
The name is abbreviatetl from *la'lo'akalka finh ncparaled, 
placed apart; from 'ta'lti //,s//, akalgas / am .separated from. 
This was a colony jtlaiit"<l by < )kt(hayi Indians, q.v. Hon. fl. 
W. Stidham said conci.TninK this local nami^: it probably 
ctrijjinatfd fnmi the circumstance, that the Old Creeks had 
some method of catcliinj; the fish besides tishinj^ fur them, 
perhaps a contrivance for dipping them up with nets. 

'LAXfDSHl APALA. or "ou tlie side of a little mountain,"' a 
nillalu place tifteen miles from that town and un the north- 
west branch of Hillabi creek; had a "town-house" or public 

square. 

'Lap' lako, or "Tall Cane," "Big Keed," the name of two 
villages of tlie Upper Creeks, mentioned in 1832 LAwa is 
a tall cane, from which sarbacanes or blow-guns are made. 

'Le-katchka, 'Li-i-katchka, or "Broken Arrow,'-' a Lower 
Creek town on a ford of the southern trail, which crossed 
Chatahiichi river at this point, twelve miles below Kasi'hta 
and Kawita (Swan, 1791). IJartram calls it Tukauska, 
Swan: Chalagatsca. Called so because reeds were obtained 
there for manufacturing arrow shafts. 

LiTAFATCHi. a village on Canoe Creek, in northern parts 
of the Creek Territory. The name is said to refer to the 
manufacture of arrows (Mi ). It was taken and destroyed by 
Col. Dyer, 1813, and then stood at the head of Canoe Creek. 
Cf. Flint, Indian Wars 1833, p. 175. 

LuTCHAPorjA. or "Terrapin-Resort," an Upper Creek town, 
probably near Tallapoosa river. The village Atchina-algi 
was settled by natives of this town (riawkins, p. 47), but 
afterwards incorporated with Okfuski ; also mentioned in 
the Census list of 1S32. A place called Loachapoka is now in 
I..ee county, Alabama, about half way between Montgomery 
and West Point, [•"'rom lutcha terrapin, poka (jatherinrj 
place; occiirs only in componnd words and is derived from 
poyas, / ii'ifhcr up. At present the Creeks call the terrapin 
turtle not lu'tcha only, but lu'tcha taxut ski. Probably this 
adjective was left out from the compound name. H. S. Tan- 
ner's map f 1S27) marks an Indian town Luchepoga on west 
bn»d< of Tallapoosa river, about ten miles above Tukabatchi 
Talahassi ; also Luchanpogan creek, as a western tributary of 
Chatahuchi river, in 33' 8' Lat., just below Chatahuchi town. 
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MuKLASA, a small Upper Creek town one mile below Sa- 
wauogi and on the same side of Tallapoosa river. In times 
of freshet the river spreads here nearly eight miles from bank 
to bank. Bartram states, that Mucclasse speaks the "Stin- 
card tongue," and the list of 1832 writes "Muckeleses." They 
are Alibamu, and a town of that name is in the Indian Terri- 
tory. '"The Wolf-King, our old, steady friend of the Amook- 
lasah Town, near the late Alehahnia." (Adair, History, p. 
277). The name points to the Irauklasha, a division of the 
Cha'hta people; imukla is the "opposite people," referring to 
the two iksa, Kasliap-ukla and Ukla inhula'hta. 

Natche (better Naktche), on "Natehe creek, five miles 
above Abiku'dslii, scattering for two miles on a rich flat be- 
low the fork of the creek, which is an eastern tributary of 
Upper Coosa river." Now called Tallahatchi creek. Peo- 
pled by the remainder of the Naktche tribe on Mississippi 
river, and containing from fifty to one hundred warriors in 
1799. The root talna was dug by them in this vicinity. Bur- 
tram states, that ''Natchez speak Muscogee and Chicasaw" 
(1775). 

NiUYAXA, village of the Upper Creeks, settled by Tukpafka 
Indiana in 1777, twenty miles above Okfuski, on the east Itank 
of Tallapoosa river. It lay above the Horseshoe bend, and 
not distant from it. It was called so after the Treaty of New- 
York, concluded between the United States Government and 
the Creek confetleracy. at a date posterior to the settlement 
of this town, August 7th, 1790. 

NoFAPi Creek, an affluent of Yufabi creek. Cf. Yufabi. 

Onsni-APOFA, or "Hickory Ground," an Upper Creek town 
on the eastern bank of Coosa river, two miles above the fork 
of the river; from o'dslii hiclnri/, api tree, stem, trunk, ofa, 
within, suffix ytointing to locality. The falls of Coosa river, 
one mile above tlie town, cau be easily passed in canoes, either 
up or down. The town had forty warriors at the time of 
Hawkins' visit ( 1799). Identicalwith Little Talis! ; Milfort, 
p. 27 : "le petit Talessy on village des Noyers." A map of this 
section will be found in Schoolcraft, Indian Tribes, V. 225. 
Literally: "in the hickory grove." Ifa ha'dsho, when head 
chief of the rirecks, gave in July or August 1802, his home 
to Hopoyi miko, transferring the national council-place from 
Tukabatchi to Odshiapo'fa, where Hopovi miko lived. Atnori- 
can State Papers, IV. 620, 681, 854. 
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Okfuski (better Akfaskij, an Upper Creek town, erected 
on both sides of Tallapoosa river, aiiout thirty-five miles above 
Tukabatfhi. The Indians settled on tlie eastern side came 
from Chatahuchi river, and had founded on it three villages, 
Chu'lako-nini, llnli-tiiijia, Tchuka'lako, q. v. In 171)9 Okfuski 
(one hundred and ei}j;iity warriors) with its seven l)rauth 
villages on Tallapoosa river (two hundred and seventy war- 
riors) was considered the largest couiniuiiity of the confed- 
eracy. The shrub Ikx cassiiic was growing there in dumps. 
These seven villages were: Niuyaxa, Tukaltatchi Talabassi, 
Imukfa, Tu,\tukagi, Atchina-algi, Ipisogi, 8ukaispoka. The 
Creek term akfaski, akfuski signifies point, tongue of a con- 
fluence; from ak doun in, faski sharp, pointed. Tallapoosa 
river was also called Okfuski river. 

Okfusku'dsui, or ''Little Okfuski," portion of a small vil- 
lage four miles above Niuyaxa. Some of these people former- 
ly inhabited Okfuski-nini, on Chatiihui-hi river, but were 
driven from there by Georgian volunteers in 1793. Cf. 
Chu'lako-nini. 

Oki-tiyakni, a Lower Creek village on the eastern bank of 
Chatahuchi river, eight miles below Yufala. Hawkins writes 
it O-keteyoc-en-ui, and Mi)rse, Keport, p. 3(J4, mentions 
among Ihe Seminole settleuieuts, "Okatiokinans, near Kort 
Gaines." Oki-tiyakni, a Hitchiti term, means either whirl- 
pool, or river-bend. 

Okmulgi (1), a Lower Creek town on the east side of 
Flint river, Oeorgia, near Ilotati huyaua. The name signifies 
"bubbling, boiling water" frnm Uitcliiti oki icater; mulgis 
it is boiliny, in Creek and Hitchiti. 

(2) East of Flint river is Okmulgi river, Georgia, which, 
after joining Little Okmulgi and Okoni rivers, form Altama- 
ha river. 

Okoni, a small Lower Creek town, six miles below Apala- 
chukla, on the western bank of Chatabut-lii river; settled by 
immigrants from a locality below the Hock Landing on Okoui 
river, Georgia. They spoke the "Stincard tongue," and prob- 
ably were Apalachians of the Hitchiti-.Mikasuki dialect. 
The name is the Cheroki term ekwout river, from ekwa 
(jreat, large, viz: "great water." Bartram, who en- 
camped on the site of the old Okoni town on Okoni 
river, .states (Travels, p. 378), that the Indians aban- 
doned that place about 1710, on account of the 
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viciDitj of the white culunist^, and built a town among the 
Upper Creeks. Their roving di8{>oiiition impelled them to 
leave thiii i^ettlemeut also, and to migrate to the fertile Ala- 
chua plains, where they built Cu8c-owilla on tbe banks of a 
lake, and had to defend it against the attacks of the Tomocus, 
Utiuas, Calloosas ('*), Yamases and other remnant tribes of 
Florida, and the more northern refugees from Carolina, all 
of whoui were ht-ljied by the Spaniards. Being reinforced by 
other Indians from the Upper Creek towns, "their uncles," 
they repulsed the aggressors and destroyed their villages, as 
well as those of the Spaniards. This notice probably refers 
to the Indian troubles with the Yamassi, which occurred long 
before 171(J, since inroads are recorded as early as l(jS7. Haw- 
kins, p. Go, states that the town they formerly occupied on 
Okoni river stood just below the Rock Landing, once the site 
of a British post about four miles below Milledgeville, Geor- 
gia. 

Oktch.vyi, an Upper Creek town built along Oktchayl 
creek, a western tributary of Tallapoosa river. The town, 
mentioned as Oak-tchoy in 1791, lay three miles below Ka- 
laidshi, in the central district. Cf. 'Laio-kalka. Milfort, 
Meiuuire, p. 2G6, 267, calls the tribe : les Oxiailles. 

Oktchayu'dshi, a ''little compact town" of the Upper 
Creek Indians, on the eastern bank of C-oosa river, between 
Otchi-apofa ami Taskigi, its cabins joining those of the latter 
town. Their maize fields lay on the same side of the river 
on tilt- Saiii])el(i grounds, below Sambelo creek. They re- 
moved their village to tbe eastern side of Tallapoosa river on 
account of former Chicasa raids. The name of the town, 
"Little Oktchayi," proves it to be a colony or branch of 
Oktcbayi, q.v. ; Pleasant Porter says it is a branch of Okfuski. 

OpiiA'lako, or "Big Swamp," from opilua swamp, 'lako 
large. i\) An Upper Creek town on a stream of the same 
name, which joins Pakan'-Talahassi creek on its left side. 
The town was twenty miles from Coosa river; its tribe is 
called Pinelatchas by C. Swan (1791.) 

(2) A locality west of Kasi'hta; cf. Talisi. 

(3) A stream running into Flint river, Georgia. Cf. In- 
tatchkalgi. 

OsoTCHi, OsuTCHi, OsuDSHi, OR UsuTCHi, a Lower Creek 
town about two miles below Yuchi town, on the western hank 
of Chatahuchi river, whose inhabitants migrated to this place 
in 1794, from Flint river. The town adjoins that of Chiaha; 
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Bartrani calls it Hoositchi. The descendants of it and of 
Chiaha have consolidated into one town in the Creek Nation, 
India)) Territory. Cf. Hawkins, p. G3. 

U'i'cuisi, Uiismsi, a fc5eminole or Lower Creek town on west 
shore of Chatahiiclii river, seven miles below Tama'li town, 
on what was called Oiheese llIutT. Uy the Hittbiti-speaking 
I»eople this uauit- wast often used to designate iln- Upper Crt-ek 
Indians as a iK>litical l)ody, and speaking a dialect differing 
from theirs. The Creek language was by them called Otchisi 
apif ugi, "Word language of Otchisi.'' Tlie name of the town 
is Creek and means "hickory leaf,'' odsbi-isi. 

Oti pa'lin, or "Ten Islands." This town was situated on 
Coosa river just below the junction of Canoe Creek from the 
west. Just below it, and on west side of Coosa river lay Fort 
Strother, which was also opposite the influx of Tallahassi 
hatclii, ui)on which stood t\\\) old Creek villages. 

Oti tut'tcui.n.v, or "Three Islands," au Upper Creek town 
which stood in 17!tl either between Kusa and Pakan' Talahas- 
si or between Kusa and Opil' *lako. Hee Schoolci-afts' Creek 
Town list in his Indian Tribes, Vol. V, p. 2G2. 

Pa1)SH1I..\ika or "Pigeon Itoost," (1) a Yuchi town on the 
junction of Padshiliiika creek with Flint river, ilacon county, 
Georgia, about 32^ 8S' Lat. The village sutlered heavily by 
the loss of sixteen warriors, who were murdered by Benjamin 
Harrison and his associates; cf. Uawkius, p. (J2, sq. 

(2) Patsiliiika river was the name of the west era branch 
of Conecuh river, in Suutlieru Alabama, Covington County, 
which runs into Estambia river and Peu.SiU-ula Bay. From 
jMidshi piijcun. and liiikiis / xit down, am nittiny. 

Pakan'-Tai^auassi, Upper Creek town on a creek of the 
same name, which joins Coosa river from the east, forty miles 
below Kusa town. From ipakana, muyapple, talua town, 
ahassi ancient, in the sen.se of iiyatite. G. W. Stidham inter- 
prets the name: "Old Peach Orchard Town." 

Pin'-H(>ti, or "Turkey Home," an Upper Creek town on the 
right side of a snmll tributary t)f Ipisogi creek; cf. Ipisogi. 
The trail from Niuyaxa to Kawita Talabassi passed through 
this settlement. From pinna turkvy, huti, hoti home. 

PoTCHUS'-HATcm. Upper Creek town in the central dis- 
trict, on a streau) of the same name, which joins Coosa river 
from the northeast, four miles below Pakan'-Talahassi. The 
town was in Coosa or Talladega county, Alabama, forty miles 
above the junction; the name signifies "Hatchet-Stream": 
potcbusua hatchet, awj batchi toater-courae. 
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Sakatatayi, Upper Creek town in the central district, now 
Sucopatoy, on a suiall eastern tributary of Putciius'-hatchi, or 
Hatcliet stream, Coosa county; pronounced also fcSuka- 
patu-i by Creek Indians. Probably refers to water-lilies cov- 
ering the surface of a iK>nd, the seeds of them being eaten by 
the natives; from sakpatagiis / lie iiiisUlc of a covering, blan- 
ket, etc.) A legend, which evidently originated from the name 
already existing, relates that wayfarers passing there had left 
a large provision-basket (sjika) at this locality, which was 
upset anil It'ft rotting, so that finally it bei-ame flattened out. 
From pattiidshiis / st/tread out HOinethiny; patayi, partic. pass., 
shaken out. 

Sauoa hatcui, Upper Creek town on a stream of the same 
name, which runs into Tallapoosa river from the east, ten 
miles below Yufala. In 171)9 the thirty young men of this 
place Iiad joined Talisi town. Hawkins, p. 49, rendere the 
jiaiiie by "tyinbal creek." Sauga is a hard-shelled fruit or 
guurd, similar to a cocoanut, used for making rattles; aaukas, 
/ ain, rattling, 

Sawanogi, or "Shawanos," a town settled by Shawano- Al- 
gOBkius, but belonging to the Creek confederacy. It stood 
on the left or southern side of Tallapoosa river, three miles 
below Likasa creek. The inhabitants (in 1799) reUiiued the 
customs and language of their countrymen in the nitrthwest, 
and had joined them in their late war against the United 
States. Some Yuchi Indians lived among them. The "town- 
house" was an oblong square cabin, roof "eight feet pitch," 
sides and roof covered with pine-bark. Cf. Ikan'-hatki. 

Sawokli, or Great Sawokli, Sa-ukli, Chewakala, Swaglaw, 
etc., a Ix)wer Creek town, six miles below Okoni, on the west 
bank of the Chatahuchi river, and four miles and a half above 
Wibini ("Yellow Water") creek junction. The Hitchiti 
word saw! means raccoon, ukli toion; and both Sawokli towns 
8jx>ke the "Stincard tongue." (Bartram). Among the 
Sawokli the mikalgi were appointed from the raccoon gens 
only. Sawokli is called Swaggles Town in American State 
Papers, iv, 383; and Souikilas in Bouquet, p. 70. 

Sawoku-u'dshi, or "Little Sawokli," a Lower Creek town 
on the eastern bank of Chatahuchi river, four miles below 
Okoni town; contained about twenty families in 1799. About 
1865 both Sawokli towns in the Indian Territory have dis- 
banded into the Talua 'lako; cf. Apalatcbukla. 
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SuKA-isi'OKA, or SuKA-isHPOGi, Called "Hog Range" by the 
traders, a small Upi>er Creek village situated on the western 
hank of Upper Tallapoosa river, twelve miles al»ove Okfuski; 
its inliai)itauts had in 1799 moved, for tbe larger part, to 
ImuUfa. It is the place called elsewhere SogusiMjgus, Sokas- 
poge, Uog Kesort, the name meaning literally: "iiog-gather- 
ing place." Cf. Lutchapoga. 

Tai^\tigi, now Talladega, an Upper Creek settlement in the 
central district east of Coosa river. A battle was fought 
there November 7th, 1813. The name signifies "border 
town,'" from talua lawn and atigi at the end, on the border; 
cf atigis ''it is tbe last one, it forms the extremity." Cf. Kusa 
(1). About thirty lailes below Oti-palin there was at Tala- 
tig] a fort occupied by Creeks. Drake, Book of the Indians, 
p. 5G. 

Talifseuouv, (better Tulip-sihoki) "two taiiwa weeds 
standing together' w as an Upper Creek town, which had nine- 
teen heads of families in 1S32 (Census list). 8ome Creeks liv- 
ing now never heard of this town, a circumstance testifying 
for its smallness. ^ihoki is dual of hui'liis, I am standing; tbe 
plural is sabaklis, we are standing. The taiiwa is a weed 
not over 2 feet tall, yellow flower, grows on sandy ground; 
when its ro<jts are fried in oil they yield a brilliant red sub- 
stance (of a claret wine red) which is used to color hair-oil. 

Talisi, abbrev. Taisi, or : "Old Town," a contraction of the 
term talua abassi; town of the Upper Creeks on the eastern 
bank of Tallapoosa river, opposite Tukabatcbi, in the fork of 
Yufabl creek. In Uawkius' time the natives of this place 
had for the larger part left the town and settled up Yufabl 
creek, and the chief Hobo-i'Ii miki was at variance with the 
United States and Spanish colonial authorities. The traders' 
trail from Kasi'hta to the Upper Creek settlements crossed 
Yufabi creek twice at the "'Big Swamp," Opil'-iako. The 
Census of 1832 t^Us Tallsi: "Big Tallassi or the Halfway 
House." It was at the public square of this place that 
Tecumseh met the Creeks in council. Cf. Woodward, Kemin- 
iscences, p. 84. 

Talisi, Little, a town of the Upper Creeks, identical with 
Odshi-apofa, q. v. 

Tam.ai'oosa River, a considerable tributary of Alabama 
river, full of rocks, shoals and falls down to Tukabatcbi town; 
{or thirty miles from here to its junctioa with the Coosa, it 
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becomes deep and quiet. The Hitchiti f«>rm of the name is 
Tahipusi; cf. Okfuski. A little vil!aj;e named Tallapoosa lies 
uu the lieadwaters of Tallapoosa river, from which the river 
[)erliai)s received its name; cf. talepu 'li stranger (in Creek.) 

Ta'lua hadsho, or "Crazy Town," was an Upper Creek 
town built ou Cahawba river, far out to the northwest of the 
other Upper Creek towns. Above it there were other Creek 
.settlements, of which the ruins were visible in Hawkins' 
time. 

Talua 'lako, "the Great Town," the popular name of 
Apala-tchukla, q.v., the latter beinj; no longer heard at the 
present time. 

Talua mutcuasi, (1) the new name for Tukabatchi Tala- 
hassi, q.v. It is commouly abbreviated into Talmodshasi 
"Newtown." From talua tuicii, mutchasi new. 

(2) A Lower Creek town, ou west shore of Chatahuchi 
river, mentioned by Morse (1822), amou<> the Seminole towns 
as: Telmocresses. 

Tama'li, a Lower Creek town on Chatahuchi river, seven 
miles above Udshisi. (Morse, Keport, p. 3G4). Hawkins 
writes it Turn luult-lau, and uiakes it a Seminole town. Its 
name is the Llitchitl form of itama'ljj;!, name of a Creek totem- 
clan. There was on the southern shore of Tennessee river, 
between Ballplay creek and Toskegee, a settlement called 
Tomuiotley town in early maps; cf. Jeffery's Atlas of N. 
America (map of 1762). It was named so after Tama'li 
Creeks who had emigrated there. 

Taskigi or TusiciKi, a little, ancient Upper Creek town, 
built near the site of the foruier French Fort Toulouse, at the 
contiuence of Coosa and Tallapoosii rivers. It stood on the 
high shore of Coosa river, forty-six feet above its waters, 
where the two rivers approach each other within a quarter 
of a mile, to curve out again. On this blutT are also five 
conic mininds, the largest thirty yards in diameter at the 
ba.se. The town, of 35 warriors had lout its ancient lanyuuf/e, 
and sjKike Creek (1799). The noted A. MacOillivriiy, 
head thief of the Creeks in the latter part of the eighteenth 
century, or as he was styled, "Emperor of the Creek Nation,'' 
lived at Taskigi, Avhere he owned a hou.sc and property along 
Coosa river, half a league from Fort Toulouse; Milfort, 
Menioire, p. 27. Ou the immigration of the tribe, cf. Milfort, 
pp. 266, 267. The name of the town may be explained as: 
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"juiupiug men, jumpers, '"froiu Cr. taskii-is, ta'skas / jump 
(tuliipUalis iu Uitcliiti); or be i-onsidered an abbreviated 
fi»nii of tuskialgi Ktiiriors; tf. taskaya t/Vi^r/i (Creek) ; and 
llawkiiiH, Sketch, p. 70. Liuguistit-ally identical with it is 
"TosUegee," a Clicroki town ou Ureat Tennessee river, south- 
ern shore, uieutioueil hy several aiitlmrs, and aiipearing on 
Lieutenant II. Timherlake's map iu liis lueuioir, reproduced 
in Jetierys' Topoyrapiiy (Alias) ol' North America, (1702). 
This town-name te-stiiies lo another Creek euiiyratiou to 
nortliern parts, like Tommotley. 

Tchana'N'agi, the name of au Upper Creek village; the 
name refers to its being luiili upon a loinj ridye; (tchana'ksi 
is a ridyc simply.) A village of this name is now northeast 
of Montgomery, in IJussell county. Woodward, Keminis- 
eences j). 37, states that a Hickory (Irouud Indian, the "Little 
Warrior," iu the war of 1813-14 set the Coosa ludiausat vari- 
ance with tlie "Hig Warrior," (head cliief at Tukabatchi). 
After this the Tuckabatdiies, the Nini-pask-algi or Koad In- 
dians, the "Clmnnanuggees" and the Coualigas all forted in 
ut Tukabatehi, to defend themselves from those that had 
turned hostile. 

TcHUKo 'LAKo, or ''Great Cabin" of the public sijuare, (I) 
A Lower Creek town on Chatahuchi river, settled by Ukfuski 
Indians. 

(2) A place of the same name is mentioned in the Census 
of 1832 as an Upper Creek town. 

TouoOALGi, or "tadpole place," a small Yuchi settlement on 
Kitchofuni creek, a northern aillueut of Flint river, (Jeorgia, 
which joins it about 31" 40' Lat. Heaver dams existed on 
branches of Kitchofuni creek; cf. Hawkins, p. 03. The pres- 
ent (Jreeks call a tadpole tokiulga. 

TuKAB.\Tcui, an Upper Creek town built upon the western 
bank of Tallapoosa river, and two miles and a half below its 
falls, which are forty feet iu lifty yards. OpjMisite was Talisi 
town, q.v. Tuckabatchi was an ancient capital, decreasing 
in population in Hawkins' time, hut still able to raise one 
hundred and sixteen warriors. The town suffered much in 
its later wars with the Cliica-sa. Cf. Hu'li-Wa'hli. One 
traders' trail cro.ssed the Tallajxjosa river at this place. 
Hartram (1775) states that "Tuccabatche sj>oke .Musco- 
tniljre," and the Census of 18;i2 considers it the largest town 
among the Creeks, with three hundred and eic;lity-six houses. 
Here, as at u national centre, the Shawuuo leader, Tecumseh, 
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Ijeld liis exciting orations against the United States Govern- 
ment, which prompted the Upfjer Creek* to rise in arms 
( 1S13 ) . Tugibuxtchi, Tuiiipa'htchi, and Tukipaxtclu are the 
ancient forms of the name ( Stidham j , which is of uncertain 
origin. The inhabitants believe that their ancestors fell from 
tlie sky, or according to others, came from the sun. .\nother 
tale is, that they did not originate on this continent; that 
when they arrived from their country they landed at the 
''Jagged Uock,'' tchato tchaxaxa 'lako, and brought the metal- 
lic plates with them, which they preserve to the present day 
with anxious care. In Adair's time (cf. Adair, tiistory, pp. 
178, 17y, in Note) they consisted of live copper and two brass 
plates, and were, according to Old Bracket's account, pre- 
ser^'ed under the "beloved cabbin in Tuccabatchey Square." 
(A. D. 1759.) Bracket's forefathers told him that they were 
given to the tribe "by the man we call God," and that the 
Tukabatchi were a people different from the Creeks. The 
plates are mentioned in Schoolcraft's Indians, V, 2S3 (C. 
Swan's account), and rough sketches of them are given in 
Adair, lovo laudato. They appear to be nf Spanish origin, and 
are produced at the busk. The town anciently was kno^m un- 
der two other names: Talua, fatcha-sigo, incorrect town, 
town deviating from strictness: Ispokogi, or Talua ispokogi, 
said to mean "town of survivors," or "surviving town, rem- 
nant of a town." This epithet is derived from isipoko'k&s, a 
Creek verb for "I put a wrap, blanket, etc. around myself' (G. 
W. Stidham). With this last appellation we may compare 
the Spanish village-name Villa Viciosa. 

On national councils held there, c. Hawkins, Sketch, p. 
51 (in the year 1799) and Milfort, p. 40 (in the year 1780), 
and p. 266. 

Tukabatchi Talahassi, or "old town of Tukabatchi," an 
Upper Creek town on west side of Tallapoosa river, four miles 
above Niuyaxa. Since 1797 it received a second name, that 
of Talua mutchasi or "New town." The Census list of 1832 
calls it Talaraachussa, Swan in 1791 : Tuckabatchee Tee- 
hassa. 

Tukpafka, "Spunk-knot," a village on Chatahuchi river, 
Toapafki in 1832, from which was settled the town of Niu- 
yaxa, q.v. A creek of the same name is a tributary of Pot- 
chus'-Hatchi, q.v. Tukpafka, not Tutpafka, is the correct 
form; it means punky wood, gpunk, rotten wood, tinder. 
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TuxTU-KAGi, or "Corn cribs set up" by the Okfuski natives 
to support themselves during the hunting season, was an 
Upper Creek town on the western bank of Tallapoosa River, 
twenty miles above Niuj'axa. The trail from Uillabi to 
Etowa in the Choroki country passed this town, which is near 
a spur of mountains. Mentioned as "Corn House" in the 
Census list of 1S32, as Totokaga in 1791. Tuxtu means a 
crib; kagi is the past participle of kakis, q.v. 

Turkey Town, an Upper Creek village, is marked on 
Iloj'ce's map (1.SS4 ) on the western shore of Coosa river oppo- 
site the influx of Terrapin Creek, frf»ni the southeast) and 
also oppi^site the reeent town of Centre. 

TiT.iJAjsi, or Fowl Towns, which sent out many Seminole 
colonies. (1) One lay twelve miles east of Fort Scott; it 
was burnt l»y Col. Twiggs in 1S17, but bad 300 inhabitants 
in 1820; Drake Ind. Chrou. 1836 p,200. ^VIlen the Tutalosi 
people moved west of Chatahuchi river, they became known 
as Ilitchiti.s, but spoke Creek. In 1817 (beginning of the 
war) Ilomathli niilco resided at Fowl Town; driven from 
thence he repaired to Mikasuki. (Drake.) 

(2) An anouvmous source states that at the transfer about 
1820 there existed six Fowl Towns, all west of Suwanee river 
and Lake Mikasuki: (1) Cahalli hatchi; (2) old Taliahas- 
si; (3) Atai>'balgi or "dogwood grove"; (4) Allik hadshi; 
(5) Etatulga; (fi) Mikasuki. These towns were among the 
main centres of Seminole resistance against the northern 
States. 

Uktaha-sa'si, or "Sand Heap" lay on "Oktasa'ssi river" 
(v. Bnihm), two miles from Hillabi town, of which it was a 
branch or colony. 

U-i-UKUFKi. Uyukufki, an Upper Creek town, on a creek 
of the same name, a tributary of Hatchet creek (Hawkins, p. 
42) ; Wiogufka (1882). The name points to muddy water: 
u-iwa irnter, ukufki muddfi; and is also the Crepk name for 
the Mississippi river. Exists now in Indian Territory. Cf. 
I'otchus'-hatchi. 

Wako-kayi. Waxoka-i, or "Blow-horn Nest," an Upper 
Creek town on Tukpafka creek, a branch of Potchus'-hatchi, 
a water-course which joins Coosa river from the east. Also 
written Wolkiikny by cartographers; Wacacoys. in Census 
List of 1832; Wircakaw by Bartram (1775)". Wako is a 
species of heron, bluish-grey 2' high; kayi breeding place. 
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Another "Wacacoys," is mentioued in 1832, as situated on 
Lower Coosa river, below Witumka. 

Watila Hoka HATCHi. The luoution of this stream 
id marked by Watoola villaye, wliich is situated on a 
run joining Bi<j Yiu-hi creek in a southern course, about eigh- 
teen miles west of Chatahuciii river, on the road leading from 
Columbus, Ga., to Jlontgomery, Ahi. 

Wi-KAi *LAKO, or "Large Hpring," a Lower Creek or Semi- 
nolo town, referred to by Morse under the name Wekivas. 
I'rmn u-iwa, abbrev. u-i wfitcr^ kaya riiiiiKj, ^Xako great, large. 
A Creek town in the Indian Territory bears the saiue name. 

Witumka, (1) Upper Creek t(»wn on a waterfall of Coosa 
river, east side, near its junction with Tallapoosa. Hawkins 
Joes not mention this old sett lenient, but Hartram, who trav- 
eled from 1773 to 1778, quotes \Vbittunike among the Upjier 
Creik towns speaking the ''ijitiui'ard tongue," which in this 
instance was the Eoassati dialect. 

(2) A branch town of Kawita Talahassi, and twelve miles 
fnmi it, on Witurapka creek, the main fork of Yuchi creek. 
The place had a town-house, and extended for three miles up 
the creek. The name signities "ruuibling water;" from u-i, 
abhrf-v. from u-iwa "water," and tumkis "it rumbles, makes 
noise." 

Witumka Cekek, called Owatunka river in the Migration 
Legend, is the nortluTn and main bram-ii of Yuchi creek, 
which runs into the Cliataliucbi river from the northwest, and 
joins it about 32^ 18' Lat . The other branch was Little 
Yuchi creek or Hnsapo-laiki ; cf. Note to Hawkins, p. 61. 

Wiwuxka, or Wiwoka, Upper Creek, town on Wiwoka 
creek, an eastern tributary of Coosa river, joining it about ten 
miles above Witumka. The town was fifteen miles above 
Odshi-apofa, and in 17t)!) uuudiered forty warriors. Called 
Weeokee in 1791; it means, "water roaring": u-i water, 
woxkis it is roaring. 

WoKSOYXT'nsni. an Upper Creek town, mentioned in the 
Census List of 1832 as "Waksoyochees, on Lower Coosa river, 
below Wetumka." 

Ycctm. a town of foreign extraction belonging to the Lower 
Creeks; had branched out into three villages. A special men- 
tion of it in Creek Migr. Legend I, 21. 
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YuPABi CBEEK, an eastern tributary of Tallapoosa river, 
joining it a short distance from Tukabatchi. Nofapi creek, 
mentioned in the Legend is now Naufaba creek, an upper 
branch of "Ufaupee creek," joining it in a southwestern direc- 
tion. 

YuFALA, (1) Y, or Yufala hatchi. Upper Creek town on 
Yufala creek, fifteen miles above its confluence with Coosa 
Kiver. Called Upper Ufala in 1791. (2) Upper Creek town 
on the west bank of Tallapoosa river, two miles below Okfuski 
in the air line. (3) town of the Lower Creeks, fifteen miles 
below Sawokli, on the eastern bank of Chatahuchi river. In 
1799 the natives had spread out down to the forks of the river 
in several villages, and many had negro slaves, taken during 
the Kevolutionary war. The Census of 1832 counted 229 
heads of families. This name, of unknown signification, is 
written Eufaula. 

Yufala iL\Tcni is mentioned as an Upper Creek town in 
Pickett's Alabama, Vol. i, p. 341. 



CHAPTER V. CHEROKEE TOWNS AND VILLAGES 

IN ALABAMA. 

Bt O. D. Btbbt. 



The Cherokee settlements in Alabama were never very 

nunicrons nor very popiiloiia. It is probable that at no time 
dill Ihe tntji! iniiiilitT of that tribe ri'siding within the present 
limits of this State exieed 2,000 souls. In 1835, they niim- 
berf'l by actual count only 1,424, but it is likely that at that 
date they had been redm-ed several hundred by the mifp-ation 
movcificul wliich had be^un in 1S18. ' Another fact not gen- 
erally known is that not until about 1770 did the Cherokees 
have any permanent settlement in Alabama.' 

Br:.\R Ckeek Vili^ges. There were several Indian towns 
and villages on Big Bear Creek as early as the first part of the 
eighteenth eeuturv, aiul, tliough believed by some to have 
been Cherokees, their tribal relation is not known with cer- 
tainty. 

Brown's Village. Founded about 1790, was situated on 
the west side of Brown's, or Thonipsim's Creek in Marshall 
County, near the site of the present village of Re<I Ilill, 
named for its thief, Richard Brown, who was a man of note 
in the old Cherokee Nation, and commanded a company of 
friendly Cherokees under Gen. Andrew Jaek.son in the Creek 
war of lSi;i This village was situated in a beautifiil and 
fertile valley, now known as Brown's Valley, a name also de- 
rived from the same family. It was reached by two import- 
ant Indian trials, one leading frcmi Ditto's Landing (now 
Wliitesiuirg) across Brind ley Mountain, the other being the 
"Creek Path," a noted Indian trail leading from the Coosa, 
near Ten Islands, acro.ss Raccoon, or Sand Mountain and 
down Brown's Valley to the shoals, in Tennessee River, on the 
farm of Judge Street and two miles below Guntersville; 
thence it extended into Middle Tennessee. About 15 miles

CoLnwATKR. Established about 1780, on the western bank 
of Coldwatcr, or Sprinj; Creek, at its conHuHtico with the Ten- 
nessee. It was a short distance west of where the rity of 
Tusoimbia now stands. Kesorted to extensively by the 
neighb(H*ing tribes for tlie purpose of trading with the French 
from tin* Wabash, it soon proved a source of great vexation 
to tile white settlers on tlie Cumberland. It was the scene 
of a Idoody encounter in 1787, between these settlers, under 
Col. James Robertson, and some hostile Creeks. — See Hay- 
wood's Ciril Uistorif of Tennessee (Reprint 1891), pp. 232- 
236. 

Coos.\D.\. A small mixed settlement of Creeks and Chero- 
kees, established about 1784, and situatefl on the south bank 
of Tennessee River at what is now called Larkin's Landing 
in Jackson County. — See •'}th Annual Report liurenii. Eth- 
noldf/y. plate S. Fnmi this village to tlie pttint where Gun- 
tersville now .stands there was an luilian trail pursuing the 
same general course now fidlowed by the publi<' road. Tins 
trail constituted the first mail mute ever establi.sihed in ^lar- 
shall County and continued such until 1S37. Helicon P. O. 
(now Guntersville) wa.*! tlie soutliern terminus of this route, 
and over it pas.sed one mail per week each way. 

Corxsilk's Vn>LA(3E. Situated at the Old Cornsilk pond 
on the farm of Judge T. A. Street, near \A'arrenton, in Mar- 
shall County. Named for its Headman, "Cornsilk." .\ small 
Hnimi)ortant settlement. 

CREf:K Path. Estalilished about 1785, and located at the 
old Rns.sell place on the east side of Brown's Creek where the 
present road from Warrenton to .\lbertville crosses the 
same. Derived its name from the fact that it was situated 
on the "Creek Path" (Sre Brown's village, supra), leading 
from the Coosa and Alabama Rivers to the hunting grounds 
of Middle Tennessee and Kentucky. The place is now best 
known as the "Old Missionary," from the fact that in 1820 
the American Board of Commissioners of Foreign Missions 
established there a mission school and church under the

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saperintendeDoe of the Rev. William Potter. Tbis mission 
WHK njaiiitain<>(l nntil the final emigration to the west and 
many of it*« pupii» have bad ditittingnlshed careers in the New 
Cherokee Nation. The eetablLshment and maintai nance of 
this mission in the Creek Path Tillage finallv led to the entire 
groap of villages Iving in what is now Marshall County, riz: 
Brown'H, Comsilk's, Creek Path, Gunter's, Griffin, Melton's, 
and Wa*asa'8, <See below for last four ),being known under 
the general appellation of "Creek Path." — See 5th Annual 
Report linreau Ethnnloifif p. 144; F-itzisorabrs Life of John 
It. MrFcrrin, p. (>4 ; F'rwrtfr's Life of Scfjuoifah, p. 117; and 
TrnnMnctionx Alabama Hifitoriral Society.

This larger "Creek Path" constituted a rery important 
Cherokee community, consisting of between 400 and 500 
souls, or alKiut one-third of the entire Cherokee population of 
Alabama, among them being headmen of the Cherokees. Of 
these we mention John, Samuel, and Eklward Gnnter, Rich- 
ard Riley and Richard Brown. 

Crowtown. One of the "Five Lower Towns on the Ten- 
nessee" so often mentioned in the histories, was situated on 
Crow Creek in Jackson County, one-half mile from its con- 
riiience with the Tennessee. It was settled about 17S2 by a 
p<irtion of the Chicamatiga Cherokees nnder their chief, 
"The Crow." One of the most con.siderable Cherokee Towns 
in Alabama. The Chicamaugas were inveterate enemies of 
the whites, and from these "Five Lower Towns" originated 
many of the bW)dy incursions upon the white settlers of 
Tennessee and Kentucky. An important trail letl from this 
town to Long Island Towns, {See below) in one direction, 
and to Rauta, {See below) and Ctntsada in the other. — See 
Pickett's Hit^tory of Alabama. Vol. i, p. 163; 5th Annual Re- 
port Tiurean Ethnolofjii, pp. 144, 151; and TranHuvtions Ala- 
btiiiin Uixtorical Society, Vol. iv. 

^Doublehead's Viliagb. Settled about 1790, by chief 
"Doublehead" and forty other fri>ebooting Creeks and Chero- 
kees. It was situatcfl on the south side of Tennessee River 
a short distance above Colbert's ferry. A large spring known 
as IlniiliU'licarrs Spring still marks the spot. This village 
really stood on Chickasaw territoi-y. — See Haywood's Civil 
Hiaton/ of Tennemee (Reprint, 1891), p. 350. 

Oriffix Villaoe. (So called by the writer for want of a 
better name.) It was a small and unimportant community 
settled by friendly Creeks by permission of the Cberokee^ 
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about the time of the Creek war of 1S13. It stood west of 
Brown's ('rin-k on the old "Bill Griffin" place, about two and 
oue-lialf miles south of Warrenton and four miles north of 
Brown's Villafie, in Marshall County. If it had an}' name 
the writer has never heard it. — Svc Tratuiavtiom Alabama 
Uinlorivttl Horicty, Vol. iv. 

Guntkr's Vill.v(}e. Estahlislied about 1784, stood on the 
.sites i)f the iin'.s('nt towns of Uuntersville and Wyeth City in 
Miirsball Coiuity. its headman was John (fuuter, a full- 
bliHidcd Si'utchnian, who luid been .ido]>ted into the tribe. 
(funtcr liKirricd a ('lM'ii)kee woman and raised a lar^'e family 
<tf suns and dau^^hters. His sons, John, Samuel, and Ed- 
ward, were eonsjdnious ti}j;ures in tlu^ Obi X'herokee Nation, 
and west uf tlu- Mississip])! their di'si'inulants have continued 
suili even to the |»re.Hent day. An Indian trail led from this 
village across Sand .Monntaiu to Wills town and Turkey 
town, another as we have seen to Cjumada, Santa, and Crow- 
town, a. third intersected with the "Creek Path" and led 
thence to tli<' Coosa and .\labania Rivers. This was an im- 
r)ortant settlement and included some very intellifi;ent Chero- 
kees. — TriinmrtionH Alabama Historical Hociety, Vol. iv. 

LoNi; IsLA.M) TdW.N. A small vil!a}i;e settled in 1783 and 
situate<l tm Lonj; Island in Tennessee River, at Bridgejtort, 
Ala. The seccmd and only other (tf the "Pive Lower Towns 
on the Tennessee" situated in Alabama. Was tme of the 
"crossings" of the Tennessee u.sed by the Creeks in their wars 
a};ainst the white settlers of Tennessee and Kentucky. — .S'ee 
.7^/) Aniiiiiil Report liiirrau Hthnoloffif, p. 151; Pi<'kett's Tlis- 
tonj nf Mahfiiiut, Viil. i, p. KJ3; and Haywood's Natural mid 
Aborujitml Hi-ftori/ of TmnfK.see, p. 237. 

Mki.tox's Vii.i.Adi':. A small Creek settlement establi.shrtl 
about the time of the Creek war of 1S13 by leave of the Chero- 
kees. It stood on Town Creek in ilarshall County at the 
spot .'itill known as the "Old Villajfe Ford." It was so called 
after its headman, an obi Indian named Charlie Melton. 
The trail fnua (Sunter's Vilbifje to Coo.sada led to this place. 
The postottiee of .Meltonsville near by, is a perpetuation of 
the name. — See Tranmctions Alabama IJintorical Hoi-iety, 
Vol. iv. 

Mr.'ArLK Sno.\i>i Vn.LAGK.s. (1) One in 1780, stood a few 
miles above the head of Muscle Shoals, on the south side of 
Tenne.s.see Iliver. — Hee Haywood's Civil History of Tennessee 
(Reprint, 1891), p. 103. 
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(2) One in 1787, stood at the foot of the Shoals on same 
side of river. It consisted of only a few cabins. — Ibid, p. 231. 

(3) One in 1798, of considerable size, stood at the shoals 
on the south side of the river about the shores and mouth of 
Town Creek. It extended southwardly from the shoals about 
a mile and a half and for some distance up and down the 
river. Doublehead and Katagiskee were its chiefs. — See 5th 
Annual Report Bureau Ethnology, p. 272. . 

Sauta. Established about 1784, was situated on North 
Sauta Creek, in Jackson County, a short distance from its 
month. Here it is said Sequoyah first made known his in- 
vention of the Cherokee alphabet. It was a small village and 
of little importance. The trail from the Lower Creek crosa- 
ing for Middle Tennessee led by it. Another as we have seen 
led to Coosada. — See Foster's Life of Sequoyah, p. 93. 

Turkey Town. Pounded about 1770, and situated in the 
bend of Coosa River opposite the town of Centre in Cherokee 
County. It was a place of great importance in the Nation 
and was named for one of its most noted chiefs "The Turkey." 
Here under this chiefs lead originated many of the hostile 
expeditions against the white settlers of Tennessee and Ken- 
tucky. — Sec Pickett's History of Alabama, Vol. i, p. 163. 

Wasa.sa's Viij.aoe. Mixed Creek and Cherokee settlement 
in Brown's Valley; was near the present line between Blount 
and Marshall Counties. It stood at the junction of two trails 
both leading to Ditto's Landing, one via Brown's Village, and 
the other by a course bending further to the west. — See 5th 
Annual Report Bureau Ethnology ; Plate 8. 

Will's Town. Founded about 1770, situated on Big Will's 
Creek just above the present village of Lebanon, in DeKalh 
County, namwl after a half breed chief called Red-Headed 
Will. A place of importance in Cherokee history. Here be- 
fore and during the Revolution resided Col. Alexander Camp- 
bell, the famous British agent for the Cherokees. — See 
Pickett's History of Alabama, Vol. i. p. 163. 

There also stood about 20 miles from Brown's Village on 
in the direction of the Coosa, and near the line of the Creek 
Nation, another Cherokee Village, concerning which the 
whites had been able to learn neither the name nor exact lo- 
cation.— Ellis' TAfe of Damd Crockett pp. 30-36; and Abbott's 
Life of David Crockett, pp. 98-107. 
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It is, perhaps, proper to state further that as the pursuit of 
agriculture continued to gain headway among the Chero- 
kees. the old town and village system began to fall into dis- 
use, and before the removal to the west many, if not most 
of them, were residing on farms like the white men. 



CHAPTER VI. INDIAN TUAIL8 AND EAKLY KOADS.

Koads umde Rouiau history, ami with the devehipuient of 
roads everywhere comes the evolution of a country. A 
\va{>;oii road iu the settleineut <jf Alabama counted for more 
than a nickle plate railway does at the present time, because 
the railway is simjily an improvement while the waj^ou road 
was the essential beginuiny. liack of them were the Indian 
trails, which we are now to consider. 

1. INDIAN TRAILS. 

The Cbickasaws and Choctaws were generally hostile and 
no rej^ular roads were to be found between them. The Cher- 
okees wei'e not sutKciently identified with tlie (iulf history to 
leave much trace in our section. But the Choctaws seem to 
have had a path which crossed the Biybee at or near Mc- 
Grew's Shoals, ran thence along the Alabama, and about 
Cahaba crossed this river to the Upjier Creeks, while the 
Creeks themselves had quite a Hy.>5teui of roads. Tlie routes 
of the Hpauish explorers fulluwed these lines also. 

Roughly, we may say the Creeks exteuded from somewhat 
east of the Tombigbee eastwardly to the Dcmulgee or Oconee. 
St) we might expert that there Avould be a trail from the east 
(ieorgia region northwest wardl}' to the Cherokees, another 
towards the famous towns of Cosa, or Coosa, commanding 
the Upper Coosa liiver, "an old beloved town" or city of 
refuge, and a third westwardly to Coweta on the Chatta- 
hooclie and the capital Tookabatcba on the Tallapoosa. The 
trails we would expect to concentrate in what is now east 
(Jeorgia and pass eastwardly to the Atlantic coast tribes. 
The lower Creaks again might be expected to have a route 
of their own to St. Mary's Itiver and the c(jast. 

And these seem to have been the actual routes. The first 
was called the High Town Path, and started from High 
Shoals on a branch of the Oconee, crossing the Chattahooche 

Atlanta, whence 
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'Based largely on the paper by the author on a similar subject in the 
Trantactiona of the Alabama Historical Society, yol. 11, p. 39, et. seq. 
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it went to High Town or Etuwab, Turkey Town, and the 
other vinaj;;e8 nearest the Cherokees, continuing ultimately 
to the Chickasaws. The second, or ui)|)er trail, cross«.'d the 
Siiuie river considerahly further down. 'I'he tiiird, or south- 
ern trail, caiue from Umk Lauding on the Oconee, (below our 
Milledgeville), and iiroceeded westwardiy, crossing the Chat- 
taiioochc in canoes about Cusseta and Coweta, ( below Co- 
lumbus). After rea<'hiug Tookabatclm, it turueij uorth on 
the west side of the Coosa Kiver to Coosa Town. l)u or near 
tliis route were subset] ueutly establLslied Ft. Hawkins, Mai-ou 
and the Flint Kiver Creek agency in tJcorgia, and it was 
varied afterwards on the Alaltama side to connect l>oth with 
the Itritish at (Ikfuskee and the French at Ft. Toulouse, be- 
low our VVetuuipka. The fourth route ( Umt from the Lower 
Creeks) fell into disuse as the whites appropriated the At- 
lantic coast of Ceorgia, 

The Creek trails to tire southwest were less numerous, but 
we know tliere wa.>s one south of tlie Alabanui Kiver, which, 
as above noted, branched across tluit river to the west to 
reach the Choctaws, while another Ivranch continued sfiuth- 
westwardly towards the Mobile and I'ensaeola country, pur- 
suing ridge nmtes svhere possible. 

2. TRADE ROUTES. 

French trade froui Mobile was princi[)ally by the river, but 
there was a laud route to Furt Toulouse, which doubtless 
joined the oue from I'eusaeola, running througli tliick forests 
south trf the Alalmmu to the sauie phu'e, and in Bartram'a 
time the great trading jiatli for West Florida. This was at 
a distaiu'c from the river and to some extent a ridge road. 
On it was Dead .Man's Creek, so named froui tlie corpse of a 
white man found murdered. West of the Tonibigbee and 
Mobile Kivers tlie three divisions of the Choctaws liveil an<l 
traded largely to Mobile b^- a good road running not far 
from the river about the St. Stepliens region. Tln-nce it went 
westwardiy via the village Youane (near modern Shubuta) 
through the Nation to the Mississippi. In English times a 
lower branch ran ahntist directly from M<»bile to Youane, 
and the ueighlioring village of Chiekasahay. Hartram in 
177S found no real "highways" betwit'n the Ocmulgee and 
Mobile, but that from Mobile to the Choctaws became perma- 
nent enough to be the boundary of three Auierican counties. 
In 1S00 Wayne was created west of it, between the Choctaw 
boundary and the Spanish line of 31°, and Baldwin was con- 
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stituted out of so much of Washington County as lay east 
of the trading road and south of the fifth township line. The 
road left Mobile at a ford on Bayou Chateaugut», (or Three 
Mile Creek), which was apparently called the Portage, long 
known as near the northwest corner of the American City, 
and its course in the present limits was somewhat that of 
Spring Hill Avenue. 

The portage .system cut less figure in our section than where 
the head waters of the Mis.sis8ippi Kiver interlock with those 
of the great lakes, less even than between the bayous of the 
lower Mississippi. There was one at Pascagoula, and an- 
other used by Spanish traders from Slobile, over the three 
miles separating the source of the Tombigbee from a tribu- 
tary of the Tennessee. But tlie country was rouglier and the 
trade less than in the otlier quarters. 

The traders generally went in companies of fifteen to 
twenty men, with perhaps seventy to eighty pack and other 
hor.ses. The horses were permitted to graze at night and the 
start in the morning was after the sun was high. The loaded 
animals fell into single file, and were urged on with whip and 
wh<iop at a lively pace. 

3. COLONIAL ROADS. 

The French made few roads, except within their own set- 
tlements. To reach the Indians they used the rivers and the 
old Indian trails. A military way was projected by the Brit- 
ish from Mobile to Natchez, which wtmld have been of value 
in the control tif tlie West by the .Mississippi Uiver, and in 
preventing the dispatch of supjdies by the Spaniards to the 
Kentuckiaus and other rebels; but nothing actually came of 
it. The only road certainly opened was one from Mobile to 
Pensacula, the capital, at the instance and largely at the ex- 
pense of the Mobile merchants. The object was to receive 
sooner their English mail and freight. This Avas by ferry 
over the Bay to the village near Bay Minette, and thence by 
land to Pensacola, with a short ferry over the upper Perdido 
River. The government assisted in maintaining this route. 
It would be interesting to know more of this post road and of 
the postal connections with Europe; but little is available. 
W^e do know that English traders were everywhere, and Bar- 
tram mentions meeting emigrants for the banks of the lower 
Alabama. 




In course of time after the Uevolutiou various roads con- 
nected the Atlantic States with the country west of the Alle- 
ghauies, and are to be thought of as superseding or at least 
supplementing the river routes. But Natchez and St. 
Stephens, making up the best pail of Mississippi Territory, 
long I'emained isolated advance guards of civilization. 
Natchez communicated with the world bj the Mississippi 
Kiver, while the Tombigbee settlement was separated by the 
Chociaws from the Mississippi, by the Creeks from Georgia, 
by the Cherokees and their mountains from Tennessee, and 
by the Spaniards fi'om the Gulf. 

The United States made peace with these Southern Indians 
at the close of the Kevolution, defining their boundaries, and 
in ItiiUl Brigadier General James Wilkinson, Beujuuiin llaw- 
kins of North Carolina, and Andrew Pickens of South Caro- 
lina, as United States commissioners, concluded further 
treaties with the Chickasaws and Choctaws providing for a 
wagon road from the Nashville country to the Natchez dis- 
trict, crossing the Tennessee Kiver at Muscle Shoals. This 
was also the line of an old trail. 

The road was duly laid out and its importance to the 
Southwest, and especially tn MiMsissippi, can hardly be over- 
estimated. It brouglit a population and civilization which 
not uuly filled up the old bounds but gradually overflowed 
them and finally led to the removal of the Southern Indians 
west of the great river. 

On this road was Doak's Stand, famous in treaty annals. 
<)n it alsu the cultivated Silas Dinsmore as agent long cared 
for Choctaw interests, once defying Andrew Jackson ; and at 
the Muscle Shoals ferry lived the Chickasaw Colberts, for 
whom a county has been named. South of the Tennessee it 
was in general a ridge road between the Big Black River and 
the rivers flowing to the Gulf. 

If immigrants should wish to travel by laud from Colum- 
bus, Georgia, to Mobile River in those days before railroads 
and towns, they would pursue a different route. They would 
naturally go west to a point shortly below the junction of the 
CiKtsa and Tallapoosa Rivers, so as to keep in touch with the 
country drained by these, and thence southwest, following 
the water shed between the streams flowing into the Alabama 
and those emptying into the Qulf. And if one should take up 
a good map of our State, like Dr. E. A. Smith's, and run a 
finger along this route, be will find on or near it Fort Mitchell, 
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Fort Bainbridge, Fort Hull, Mount Meigs, Fort Deposit, 
Burnt Corn, and Fort Montgomery. 

Ue would in a manner be pursuing the old Federal Road, 
opened by the United States authorities from the Oemulgee 
River in (ti-orgia to Minis' l-'erry for St. Stephens in Missis- 
sippi Territory, along the route of the Soutlleru and South- 
western Creek trails. This was done under article II of the 
convention at Washington of November 14, 1805, made by 
Henry Dearborn, Secretary of War, as United States com- 
missioner, with William Mcintosh and other chiefs. 

Two years later Harry Toulmiu, James Caller and Lemuel 
Henry as territorial commissioners extended it westwardly 
from St. Stephens to the cajrital at Natchez, opening also a 
ferry across the Alabama above Little River and across the 
Tombigbee above Fort St. Stephen. There was an older and 
more used ferry at Nannuhubba Island lower down, dating 
from 1797. A road across ran from Mims' Ferry on the Ala- 
bama River to Uollinger's over the Tombigbee, but it was 
one continuous ferry, at high water. Collee's army is said 
to have used this lower route in marching from west of the 
Bigbee to Benton's new fort at Montgomery Hill on the way 
to Jackson's capture of Pensacola. 

Causeways were laid over "boggy guts and branches" of the 
new roads and its alternate name of "Three Chopj)ed Way'' 
came from the triple blaze marking it from Natchez to Geor- 
gia. While it was a bridle path, it was used principally for 
horseman and packhorses, but one of the oddest vehicles 
brought liy iiiunigrants was the rolling hogshead. Goods were 
packed in a hogshead, trunions or the equivalent put in the 
ends, and to them were attached shafts. We may suppose 
horses were generally hitched to this novel aftair, but in one 
instance at least it was an ox, and in this manner the Coates 
family in 1800 and others later moved to Clarke and other 
southern counties. By 1812 Josiah Blakeley writes that it 
had become a wag<in road and also ran to Baton Rouge, al- 
though even as late as 1817 the Greggs had to widen the way 
at some places for their wagons. This rough highway, at first 
not more than a blazed path, played for Alabama the part 
which the stone Via Appia did for the country south of Rome. 
But for the Federal Road, with its forts, there had been no 
Alahanm as we know it. The road itself can now be traced 
only with difficulty, but it is the east boundary of Monroe 
County, and the original north line of Mobile County seems 
to have been the Fort Stoddert Baton Rouge extension. 
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Tliere were other highways in coui-se of time, such as Jack- 
son's military road, cut southwardly from the Tennessee 
Kiver, which was sernceahle in subjugating the Creeks, and 
the "great Tennessee road" to Jones' Valley, and another cut 
via the High Town trail and Attalla from the east. There 
were others in 8outh-East Alabama in the lirst Seminole war, 
and the different Indian cessions also necessitated eorre- 
s]Mmding highways. But these were chiefly developments, 
and not of the same creative importance as the Federal and 
Natchez routes. 

An instance of the dilfereuce between travelling bef<(re and 
after the Federal Road was cut may be found in tlie life of the 
eccentric but earnest Methodist preacher LureiiKO How. In 
1S03 he was in (ieorgia and set out ftjr Tombigbee, by way of 
the agency of Uawkins, who "treated tliem cool." In thirteen 
aud a half days after leaving the Georgia settlements they 
i-eaclied the lirst house in the Teusaw district. His only notice 
of the "road or rather Indian i»ath" was that they lost it once 
and then it took a good woodsman to liud it again. He 
preached at Tensaw on a Sunday, and kept also a string of 
appointments across the swamp and the rivers. This was at 
a thick settlement, which must have been about Milutosh 
Bin If, and a scattered one aljove, seventy miles long. It then 
took liim six and a half days to reach the Natchez settlement. 
At the eud of Ik'cember, 1.SU4, he relurned, but the ouly road 
he menlious is the trailing road from the t'bickasaws to Mo- 
bile, near Diusiuore's agency and Fort 8t. Stephen. At St. 
Stephens he found but one family. He seems to have tarried 
six days in the Tensaw settlement, holding meetings, and in 
early January traveled on to (jeorgia. lu the (!reek nation 
there were so uiany by-paths as to make it ditticult to iind 
their way. Charges for entertainment were high. On the 
first trip near Tensaw he paid |L50 for a night's lodging, 
and now at Hawkins- eleven shillings, "although not worth 
the half." 

Later Peggy Dow recounts a similar trip east by way of 
the Bigbee settlement in l>ecenil)er, but does not give the 
year. It was Lorenzo's tenth passage, however, to and from 
Natchez. There seems to have been an Indian path, crossing 
a slough called a "Hell Hole," and they went over a river by 
night. They staid two or three days in the St. Stephens 
neighborhood, and she notes the Tombigbee there as beauti- 
ful, witli water clear as crystal. St. Stephens was snnill but 
made a handsome appearance. They crossed by a ferry and 
in a day and a half passed over the Alabama too, a beautiful 
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river, "almost beyond description." This was probably at or 
near what is now Claiborne. They then struck the road cut 
by order uf the president from Georgia to Fort Stoddard 
(sic.) They frequently met people on it removing to the 
Tombigliee and other parts c»f Mississippi Territory. The 
road haviug been newly cut out, the fresh marked trees 
served for a guide; there was a moon but it was shut by 
clouds. 

The troubles of immigrants on these routes can well be pic- 
tured from the journal of liev. John Owen, describing the re- 
moval of hi.s family in 1818 by wagon from near Norfolk, Vir- 
ginia, to Tuscaloosa, Alabama. The roads in old settled Vir- 
- ginia he declares bad enough, but, after he passed through 
lieauford's Gaii of the Alleghanies and descended the IIols- 
ton Valley via Kno.xville, sickness, upsets, breakages and dis- 
couragements were their daily experience. Even before he 
reached East Tennessee he wished that he had not been born- 
Between ''infernal roads" and straying horses, he declared 
"the Devil turned loose" in good earnest. He seems to have 
gone down the Setiuatchee Valley to the Tennessee Kiver. 
Exactly where he crossed into Alabama Territory in the 
Cherokee boundaries does not api)ear, and the only definite 
point named in the eight days between there aud his destina- 
tion is Jones' Valley, near modern Birmingham. Possibly 
he crossed at Nickajack and from the Georgia road went 
down Wills' Valley, along the route of the present Alabama 
Great Southern Hailroad. 

In Alabama he found the smiths lazy, meal scarce, corn 
and f<jdder high, aud people rough and "shuffling," but he 
does make one of his few entries of "roads good," aud he does 
not meution as many accidents at this end of his route as be- 
fore crossing our line. May be he had become used to them. 
The day after Christmas he makes the entry, "past broken 
roads and got to Tuscaloosa and feel thankful to kind Heaven 
that after nine weeks' traveling and exposed to every danger 
that we arrived safe and in good health." 

It would be a mistake, however, to think of these early 
roads as used only by the military and by immigrants. The 
general government employed them for post routes also. The 
early Mobile newspapers, and the corp«iration minutes before 
them, have a good deal to say about the mails. Human na- 
ture being much the same as now, we are not surprised to 
learn that it was often in the way of complaint. In February, 
181C, the town commissioners addressed an oflBcial "mon- 
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Btrance". to Postmaster General R. J. Meigs, stating, that, 
despite good roads aud weatlu'r, the failures of the contrac- 
tor of tlie (U'orgiii (Federal Road) route were beyond all 
prei^edent, aud tliat niercliants had to make private arrange- 
ments for eoiumuuication with Fort Stoddard and St. 
Stephens, as tliere l)ad been but two mails received thence 
since the first of tlie year. 

Between then and LaTonrrette's beautiful map of 1835 the 
country had greatly developed, but several main roads of the 
older tiiue could be distinguished from, the networlc of high- 
ways about TuscaliKfsa, Cahawba and other growing towns. 
There was still the llinrougbfare up Wilis' Valley, continu- 
ing over the divide southwardly through the Cahawba Valley 
to the cottiiTi lands tif the Abibanm River. Al»out the divide 
it conn<'cted across the uionntaius by itu^ans of the old routes 
from (icorgia with the Jonesboro road to Tuscaloosa traveled 
l)v Owen, and about Elyton came iu the well known Stout's 
Road from Soiai>rvil!e ami the Tennessee Valley. Another 
north anfl souHi road was Cbeathaurs, from Monlton to Tus- 
caloosa, tlicu the capilal, and somewhat further west Byler's 
Road ran by way of Northport from Tuscaloosa to Florence. 
Jiiit with this map we reach modern ground; for on it we 
find the railroad from Decatur to Tuscunibia, and also the 
one froui West I'oint to .Montgomery. 

Tile aborigituil trails were the paths of white explorers, 
from Spanish discoverers and French courcurs de hois to the 
American pioueers like Roone and Dale, and, between these 
extremes, competing Rritish and Frencli merchants carried 
their wares over the same routes to reach the native tribes. 
The colonial governments in building roads also followed 
some of the trails, aud the later American military and ter- 
ritorial authorities with their more important highways kept 
tlie same general course. Even our railroads sometimes pur- 
sue them, bwause they offer the least, natural obstacles, al- 
though the grnnth of cities has made railways S(mietimes 
seek directions unknown to earlier roads. But as the trails, 
trade routes and early roads sought the ridges, the directions 
of all are analogous and sometimes identical, and they con- 
stitute but one historical development. 
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CHOCTAW CROSSING PIECES ON 
THE TOMBIGBEE.

The Choctawa had many crossing places on the Tomhigbee. 
Records and traditions of some of these have been preserved, 
but others have disappeared completely and no trace remains, 
either on the face of nature or in the memory of men. Even 
clear and full details of those that are known to have existed, 
cannot now he sei-ured, and the fragmentary facts below are 
only otTcred as a suggestive basis for further investigation. 
Ten crossings are noted. Trails from all of these extended 
eastward from the Tombigbee toward the Creek-Choctaw 
boundary-. Some of them entered the Creek territory, and 
formed channels of inter-communication for both the Indiana 
and traders. 

1. St. Stephens' crossing. It is shown on Carey's Map, 
(1S16K It was of imfM>rtance in the life of the Indians in 
pa8.s'ing east and west iu this region. The bluff at St. 
Stephens was known as llobuckintopa, and on it, or in the 
vicinity, was a Choctaw village. 

2. Black Bluff, .SV;A-/t lum. It is noted on Carey's Map 
( 1816 ) ; ahso in H. S. Tanner's New AthiJ< ( 1836) . Hce Ham- 
ilton's Coloiiid] Mnhilr, p. — , for spet-ial notice, based on Ber- 
nard Romans' Florida. 

3. A cro.ssing on the river due S<iuth from the present 
Forkland, (treene County. The trail to this crossing, entitled 
"Path to the Creek Nation," is noted on Bernard Romans' 
Map (1775). 

4. Fort Tombeckbee cro.ssing. This was of course a neces- 
sity for commercial and .social rpa.sons. Doubtless several 
trails converged here on both sides of the river. 

5. A crossing at or near Warsaw, in Sumter County. Choc- 
taw tradition emphasizes this point. It waa probably the 
crossing of the trail laid down on Onthrie's Map, as e.vtend- 
ing from the mouth of the Yazoo River easterly entirely 
across the State of Mississippi. It is probably the same for 
the trail, on Adair's Map, in the same latitude.

In low water the river at this point can easily be 
waded. 

This was just below the railroad 
bridge, ("olhiiibiis occupies the site ()f an old Indian village 
called IShiikhtilii Tdiiinliii, "Opossum Town." 

10. Lineacum Slmals Crossing. The following interesting 
references are taken from ('faihorue's Mis'<i.s.sippi, p. 5: 

*'The counti'v between the Warrior and Tombigbee was oc- 
cujiied by the (^hoctaws, but they were much more numerous 
west of that river. UeSoto probably entered the present 
Stale of Mi.ssisHippi at Columbus, and followed an Indian 
trail or butTalo )talh souu' five miles up to Linearuurs shuals, 
just above the mouth of tl'.e Tibhee ami a little below the pres- 
ent town of Waverly. The Tombigtiee hero is bifurcated by 
an island, the first obstruction below Hutahatehie. The 
gravel diseharged from this stream lodged against the island 
and rendered both cliannels fordable a great part of the ye^ir, 
and this is the only point where the Si)aniards could have 
forded in iJecember. It was the cntssing used by the Choc- 
taws when going to their villages and hunting ground east 
of (he Tombigbee. The trail strurk Iutc a stretch of prairie, 
between Tibbee and Hanging Kettle creeks, and crosse<l the 
present Mobile ^v Ohio Railroad at Lookhattan, thence a little 
west of thi> railroad by Mulden, Prairie Station and Eg;vpt. 

"The early settlers of this porti(Ui of Mississippi remember 
the well worn, beaten trail, long disused but distinctly de- 
fined, and can to this day trace it from plantation to planta- 
tion." 
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
